SESSION OF 1903-1904 

The Seventy-second Session of the University, being the fiftieth-first 
under the amended Charter, will commence in the autumn of D03. 

By virtue of the Royal Charter, granted in 1821, and amended 
1852, the Governors, Principal and Fellows of McGill College^con¬ 
stitute the Corporation of the University; and. under 
framed by the Board of Governors, with the approval of the Visitor, 
have the power of granting Degrees In all the Arts and Faculties 
McGill College and Colleges affiliated thereto. 

The Statutes and Regulations of the University have been framed 
on the most liberal principles, with the view of affording to all classes 
of persons the greatest possible facilities for the attainment of mental 
culture and professional training. In its religious character t 
University is Protestant, but not denominational; and, while all pos¬ 
sible attention will be given to the character and conduct of stu¬ 
dents, no interference with their individual views will be sanctioned 

The educational work of the University is carried on in McGill 
College, Montreal, and in the affiliated Colleges and Schools. 


I.—McGill College. 

The Faculty of Amrs.-The courses of study extend over four Ses- 
sons of eight months each. In the third and fourth years, exten¬ 
sive options and certain exemptions are allowed to students of 
medicine. The course of study leads to the Degrees of B.A., M.A., 
B.Sc., M.Sc., D.Sc., and D.Lltt. 

The Degree of B.A. from this University admits the holder to 
the study of the learned professions without preliminary exam¬ 
ination in the Provinces of Quebec and Ontario, and in Great 
Britain and Ireland, etc. 

The Degree of B.A. or B.Sc. can be obtained along with th< 
degree in the Faculty of Medicine or of Applied Science in six 
years or of Law in five years. This is effected by avoiding the 
duplication of courses in the same subjects or in those whic 
give the same educational training, and by a proper adaptation 
of the time tables. A certificate of Literate in Arts will be given 
along with the degree in either Faculty to candidates who have 
completed two years in Arts before entering the Professional 
Faculty. 

The Course in Arts provides for the education of women in separate 
classes, with course of study, exemptions, degrees and hoours 
Identical with those for men.

Foundation and Early History. 


The Seventy-second Session of this Faculty will be opened 
on Tuesday, September 22nd, 1903, by an introductory lecture 
at 3 p.m. The regular lectures in all subjects will begin on 
September 23rd at the hours specified in the time-tables, and 
will be continued until May 21st, 1904, when the annual ex¬ 
aminations will begin. 

A special notice will be sent to all students, and, where 
deemed necessary, to their parents and guardians, before the 
beginning of the Session 1903-04, pointing out the importance 
of early attendance in the hope of securing the presence of 
all students on the opening dav of the session. 

The Faculty of Medicine of McGill University is the direct 
outcome and continuance of a teaching body known as the 
Montreal Medical Institution which was organized as a full 
medical school in the years 1823-24 by Drs. Wm, Robertson, 
Wm. Caldwell, A. F. Holmes, John Stephenson and H. P. 
Loedel. These men constituted the first medical staff of the 
Montreal General Hospital, itself established in 1819. The 
first session of the Montreal Medical Institution opened in No¬ 
vember, 1824, with 25 students, and the lectures were given at 
the House of the Institution, No. 20 St. James Street, a build¬ 
ing situate on the north side of St. James Street, on or near 
Place d’Armes. 

In the year 1829, the Montreal Medical Institution became, 
by the formal act of the Governors of the Royal Institution 
for the Advancement of Learning, the Medical Faculty of 
McGill University. It was a condition of the bequest of the 
late Hon. James McGill that the college must be in operation 
within a certain number of years of his decease; failing this, 
the money and the Estate of Burnside on which the college was 
to be built, were to pass to the heirs-at-law, the Desrivieres 
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family. To enable this essential condition to be realized, the 
Montreal Medical Institution, then an active teaching body of 
established reputation, was “ engrafted upon ” the University 
of McGill College as its Medical Faculty. This event took 
place at the first meeting of the Governors of “ Burnside Uni¬ 
versity of McGill College,” held at Burnside House June 29th, 
1829, with the object of organizing the University. The first 
session of the McGill Medical Faculty took place in the winter 
of 1829-30, and the first university degree, a medical one, was 
conferred four years later in 1833. 

There were no sessions held during the political troubles of 
1836 to 1839, and it is owing to this fact that this is the Sev¬ 
enty-second instead of the .Seventy-fifth Session of the Faculty, 
dating from its incorporation with the University in the year 
1829. 

In 1844 the number of students in the Medical Faculty was 
50; in 1851, 64 with 15 graduate;; in 1872-73, 154 with 35 grad¬ 
uates; in 1892-93, 315 with 46 graduates; in 1895-96, 419 with 
90 graduates; in 1901-02, 440 students were registered. 

After carrying on the work for some years on St. James 
Street, the Faculty removed to a house on St. George Street, 
Bear Craig Street, where they remained until 1S45. From 
1845 to 1851 they occupied the central part of the present Arts 
Building, which with the East Wing was the only part of the 
present Arts Building then standing. The remote situation of 
the University grounds was found to be a source of great in¬ 
convenience to both teachers and students, and the Faculty 
returned to the heart of the City, to No. 15 Cote Street, for 
the Session 1851-52. This building was erected for the uses of 
the Faculty at the private expense of three of its members, 
who held the Faculty as their tenants until 1860, when the 
University authorities took over the Cote Street building, at 
the same time enlarging it at a cost of some $4,100.00, to 
meet the increased demands of the rapidly growing medical 
school. The Faculty remained on Cote Street until 1872 when 
the need of extension was again felt and the front block of the 
present medical building in the University Grounds was pro¬ 
vided by the Governors. 

In 1885 this building of 1872, which, as has been said, con¬ 
stitutes the front block of the present building, was again 
found to be inadequate and an addition was built at the rear, 
which at the time afforded all the facilities for carrying out 
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the great aim of the Faculty — that of making the teaching of 
the primary branches thoroughly practical. 

Owing to ihe larger classes and the necessity for more lab¬ 
oratory teaching, the Lecture Booms and Laboratories added 
in 18S5 soon became insufficient in size and equipment to meet 
the requirements of the Faculty. The late Mr. John IT. B. 
Molson with timely generosity came to the aid of the Faculty, 
and in 1S93 purchased property adjoining the college grounds, 
and enabled the Faculty to erect new buildings and extensively 
alter and improve those already in use. 

These wings were completed and officially opened by His 
Excellency, the Earl of Aberdeen, Visitor of the University, 
January 8th, 1895. They were erected as an extension of the 
old building, towards the northwest, partially facing Carlton 
Bead, and convenient to the Royal Victoria Hospital. They 
connected the Pathological building, the private residence 
acquired by Mr. Molson in 1893, with the older buildings, and 
comprised a large lecture room, capable of accommodating 450 
students, with adjoining preparation-rooms and new suites of 
laboratories for Pathology, Histology, Pharmacology and San¬ 
itary Science. The laboratories, etc., in the older buddings 
were also greatly enlarged and improved. 

On the ground floor the Library and Museum were enlarged. 
The original library of the building erected for the Faculty by 
the Governors in 1812 was furnished as a reading room for the 
use of the students, and the extensive reference library of the 
Faculty was thus for the first time made available for the use 
of the students. 

On this floor were also the Faculty room, the Registrar’s 
office, the special museum for Obstetrics and Gynaecology, to¬ 
gether with Professors’ rooms, etc. The chemical laboratories 
were increased by including the laboratories formerly used by 
the department of Physiology. 

In the basement were the janitor’s apartments, cloak rooms 
with numerous lockers for use of students, the lavatory, etc., 
recently furnished with the most modern sanitary fittings. 

In less than five years the extension of the practical labora¬ 
tory work and the increase in the number of students and 
teachers made an enlargement of the buildings almost impera¬ 
tive. Before, however, the want of space and equipment was 
very seriously felt Lord Strathcona generously provided means- 
to meet the requirements. 
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The New Buildings. 

The Faculty has great pleasure in announcing that the new 
Medical Buildings were formally opened by H.R.H. the Prince 
of Wales, September 19th, 1901, and are now complete and 
fully equipped. They are the gift of Lord Strathcona, who in 
the names of Lady Strathcona and the Hon. Mrs. Howard in 
1898, contributed $100,000 towards extensions and alterations 
of the Medical Buildings. These buildings, the result of this 
munificent donation, have more than twice the capacity of the 
buildings occupied during the Session of 1900-1901. 

The alterations and extensions may be described as consist¬ 
ing of three wings. First, a Laboratory wing. This wing oc¬ 
cupies the north-east comer of the block of buildings and re¬ 
places what was formerly the Pathology wing. A second wing 
connects this with the front building on the east, and the third 
wing connects the Molson block with the original building on 
the west side. 

The central wings extend cast and west about 10 feet and 
form the central feature of what is now a symmetrical block 
of cut stone buildings. It will be seen that the stone and brick 
extensions, erected by the Faculty in 1885, have been entix-ely 
removed and replaced by these substantial structures. The 
alterations and extensions now completed form the larger por¬ 
tion of a scheme of complete reconstruction and extension which 
will ultimately lead to the replacing of the original stone build¬ 
ing now remaining by a facade which will project into the Uni¬ 
versity grounds to the south of the buildings and so convert 
the whole into a single symmetrical structure. 

The new building is of four stories except in the front 
block, where the three original stories remain. The total 
length of the buildings, as will be seen by the plan, is 280 
feet and the maximum width 145 feet. Its cubic capacity is 
about 1,750,000 cubic feet, making it the largest of the build¬ 
ings on the University campus. 

The ground floor contains the lavatories, locker rooms, fur¬ 
nace rooms, vat rooms, rooms for stores and janitor’s dwelling. 
In the laboratory wing there is a large recreation room for stu¬ 
dents, a students’ laboratory for pharmacology and therapeu¬ 
tics, a research laboratory and a pi'ivate room connected with 
this department. 

The first floor, of which a plan has been inserted, contains 
to the right and left of the entrance, occupying the whole floor 
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of the original building, a students’ Library Reading-room, 
with accommodation for 200 readers, and the Pathological Mu¬ 
seum. The students’ reading room is connected with a fire¬ 
proof stack room which contains the valuable library of the 
Faculty. This stack room has a capacity of 40,000 volumes, 
the Library at present containing about 24,000. The Patho¬ 
logical museum on the opposite side of the hall connects with 
rooms beneath the seats of Lecture Room No. IV. which are 
used for special collections and for curator’s rooms. Four 
small rooms adjoining are for the use of professors as private 
rooms. On the opposite side of the hallway in the central sec¬ 
tion of the building are the professors’ common room, the Fac¬ 
ulty room and the offices of the Registrar. 

The most striking feature in the construction of the build¬ 
ing is the large central hall or rotunda extending from the 
ground floor through the three stories to the roof, lighted by 
skylight occupying the whole length of the middle section. 
This hall is 70 feet long by 45 feet wide with galleries at each 
floor connecting the various laboratories and lecture rooms with 
broad staircases at each end. 

The northern section contains the Chemical Laboratory, 80 
feet long by 45 feet wide, and the ceiling 20 feet high, sur¬ 
rounded with draft cupboards, and having benches for 150 to 
180 students. Connected with this room is a commodious re¬ 
search laboratory for advanced work in medical chemistry, and 
a small professor’s laboratory. On the opposite side of the 
hall is a large lecture room with a seating capacity of from 400 
to 450, the museum preparation room, a small cloak room and 
preparation rooms connected with the lecture room. 

The floor above in the two southern sections is devoted en¬ 
tirely to Anatomy. The dissecting roo n occupying the top of 
the front building remains unchanged, and is connected on the 
west with a series of demonstrators’ rooms, a private dissect¬ 
ing room and two rooms for the prjjfcssor of this department. 
These rooms surround Lecture ^foom No. II., especially ar¬ 
ranged for lectures in Anatomy. On the opposite side of the 
hall, occupying the same area as the lecture room and adjoining 
rooms is the Anatomical Museum. Intervening between this 
and the dissecting room on the east side are a small demonstra¬ 
tion room, locker rooms and service rooms connected with the 
department of Anatomy. 
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In the northern section are the museum for Hygiene and 
the Hygiene laboratory. These rooms extend the whole dis¬ 
tance across the east and west wings. _ 

On the top floor are the departments of Physiology, 1 eth¬ 
ology, Bacteriology and Histology. The department of Path¬ 
ology and Bacteriology has a laboratory of the same dimensions 
as the chemical laboratory, 80 x 45 feet, especially well lighted 
with three large roof lights in addition to the lights on both 
sides. Besides the tables, lockers, etc., provided for students 
in this department, there is a small demonstrating theatre and 
a series of small rooms for advanced work and for special pur¬ 
poses. These include a dark room, an incubator room, refer¬ 
ence library and three private laboratories. On the opposite 
6ide of the hall, occupying a similar floor area, are the labora¬ 
tories for Physiology, consisting of a students’ laboratory which 
has been especially equipped this year with sets of apparatus 
for the practical study of the principles of physiology by the 
graphic method. Connecting the students’ laboratory with lec¬ 
ture room No I., to be used for Physiology chiefly, are a series 
of four rooms for advanced work and special research, service 
rooms and store rooms. 

Occupying the entire northern end of this floor is the His¬ 
tological laboratory with an adjoining room for private work. 
This laboratory is 105 feet long and affords space for the use 
<r - of 150 microscopes at one time. 

The laboratory wing is ventilated by a system of artificial 
ventilation, a powerful fan supplying each laboratory with 
warm fresh air, while extraction flues, to which extraction 
fans are attached, draw off the foul air from each room in this 
wing. 

It will thus be seen that the new buildings of the Medical 
Faculty contain four lecture rooms, three of which have a seat¬ 
ing capacity of 250, the fourth from 400 to 450. There are 
five museums, namely, for Pathology, Anatomj r , Obstetrics and 
Gynaecology, Pharmacy and Hygiene. Other collections are 
being made and space has been arranged for their accommoda¬ 
tion. 

Extensive locker rooms have been arranged so that at a nom¬ 
inal cost each student may have a locker for himself. Lockers 
are also provided in connection with each of the large lab¬ 
oratories in which the students are required to keep their 
own material, instruments, etc.—as for instance, in connection 








with the dissecting room and the laboratories for Pathology and 
Bacteriology. In addition to the reading room of the Library, 
a large reading room is provided for the use of students and 
controlled by the Students’ Medical Society, in which are kept 
the daily papers, periodicals, etc. 

Endowments. 

The first endowments of the Faculty were the “Leanchoil” 
and “ Campbell Memorial ” funds. The former was a gift of 
Lord Strathcona; the latter subscribed by the citizens of 
Montreal and graduates of Medicine of the University. A 
portion of these funds were expended in increasing the 
laboratory and lecture room accommodation in 1885, the 
interest on the balance being applied to general maintenance. 

In 1893 Lord Strathcona endowed the Chairs of Pathology 
and Public Health with $100,000. This gift enabled the 
Faculty to equip and develop these departments until they are 
quite up to the requirements of modern medical science. 

Various other endowments, such as the Drake Endowment 
of Physiology and the bequests of the late Mrs. Mary Dow, 
Mrs. John MacDougall and Miss Jane Learmont, have enabled 
the Faculty to maintain a high standard of laboratory teaching 
without proportionately increasing the cost of the course to 
the student. 

In 1899 Lord Strathcona and Mount Royal again came to 
the aid of the Faculty. He gave, in the names of Lady 
Strathcona and the Honorable Mrs. Howard, one hundred 
thousand dollars, to be used partially to meet the cost of ex¬ 
tending the Laboratories, Library and Museum, and partially 
as a fund, the interest on which is to be applied to replace the 
loss of the graduation fees, formerly used to support the 
Medical Library and Museum, but which are now required by 
the Governors for general university expenses outside the 
Faculty of Medicine. 

The thanks of the Faculty are also due to Mr. David Mor¬ 
tice, who has recently come forward with a donation of up¬ 
wards of three thousand dollars to meet the cost of increasing 
the equipment of the Laboratory of Pharmacology. 
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II. 

Matriculation. 

Intending Students are reminded that a University degree 
in Medicine does not always give a right to practise the pro¬ 
fession of Medicine. It is necessary to conform with the Medi¬ 
cal laws of the country or province in which it is proposed to 
begin practice. Each province in Canada at present has its 
special requirements for its license and in most provinces a 
special standard of general Education is insisted upon before 
beginning the study of Medicine. 

Regulations of the Faculty of Medicine of McGill University. 

Every student before he can be enregistered as an under¬ 
graduate in Medicine must present a certificate of having 
passed the Matriculation Examination of the Faculty of 
Medicine of this University, or of having passed some Pro¬ 
vincial, State or University examination accepted by this Uni¬ 
versity. 

Graduates in Arts of any recognized university and those 
who have passed the Entrance Examination of a Provincial 
Medical Council and thus become enregistered students in 
medicine of a province in Canada, are exempt from further 
preliminary examination. 

Matriculation Examinations (for entrance into all Faculties) 
are held only in June and September — in June at McGill Col¬ 
lege and (on application) at Local Centres; in September at 
McGill College and affiliated colleges (Vancouver, B.C., and 
Stanstead, P.Q.) only. 

All inquiries relating to the Examination should be addressed 
to the Registrar of the University. 

Every candidate for examination is required to fill up an 
application form and return the same with the necessary fee 
one month before the examination. Blank forms may be 
obtained from the Registrar. 

Applications for examinations at Local Centres must be made 
before May 1st. The University will be responsible for no 
other local expenses than the payment of the Deputy-Examiners. 

The Matriculation Examination is divided into two parts 
Preliminary and Final. The subjects of the Preliminary 
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Division may be taken at any Matriculation Examination, and 
those of the Final Division at the same or any subsequent 
examination, but (except as provided in the two following r6 gu- 
iatjns) a candidate must pass in the whole of either division 
at mie time in order to secure exemption from further examina- 
lion therein. 

Candidates who fail in one or more subjects at the June 
examination or who have taken part only of the examination, 
and present themselves in the following September, will not be 
required to take the subjects in which they passed in June. 

Examinations begin on Sep tern tier 9th, 1903 in McGill 
College only. 

Conditioned Students. 

( andidates who in the September Examinations fail in not 
more than one subject, may, if so recommended by the Faculty, 
be allowed to enter the First Year Undergraduate Course as 
Conditioned Students. Such students can obtain full under¬ 
graduate standing by passing at a subsequent June or Septem¬ 
ber Matriculation Examination in the subject in which they 
failed, and will not l>e permitted to enter the Second Year of their 
Course of Study until such examination has been passed. 

Credit will be given, in the undergraduate course, for the 
work done by such Undergraduates while attending as Con- 
ditioned Students. 

Partial Students. 

Partial Students may, subject to the approval of the Pro¬ 
fessor, attend any class without previous examination. 

Partial Students who subsequently obtain undergraduate 
standing by passing the Matriculation Examination may, as 
Undergraduates, be exempted, at the discretion of the Faculty, 
from a particular course or courses of lectures which they have 
attended as Partial Students.

Candidates who have passed the University School (A.A.) 
Examination in the required matriculation subjects, and

Certificates will be issued to candidates successful in the 
matriculation examinations without additional fee. Dupli¬ 
cate certificates will not be granted unless satisfactory proof 
he given of the loss or destruction of the original.

Applications for exemption from the matriculation exam¬ 
ination based upon certificates of having passed some exam¬ 
inations other than those above mentioned will be considered 
as occasion may require by the Board of Matriculation Ex¬ 
aminers.

Applications for Equivalent Standing 

Any student of another University desirous to be admitted 
to this University with equivalent standing is requested to send 
with his application:— 

1st.—A Calendar of the University in which he has studied, 
giving a full statement of the courses of study. 

2nd.—A complete statement of the course he has followed. 

3rd.—A certificate of the standing gained, and of conduct. 
These will be submitted to the Faculty who will decide what 
examination may be necessary before admitting the candidate. 

Registration. 

1. Candidates for entrance (Undergraduates, Conditioned 
Students and Partial Students), are required to attend at the 
office of the Registrar of the University for the purpose of giv¬ 
ing their addresses and other particulars, and of signing the 
following declaration in the Matricula or Register: “1 
hereby declare that I will faithfully observe the Statutes, rules 
and ordinances of this University of McGill College to the 
best of my ability.” 

2. Every Undergraduate or Conditioned Student must pro¬ 
duce to the Registrar of’the Faculty of Medicine his Matricu¬ 
lation Certificate or other certificate accepted as qualifying 
(he candidate for entrance. The candidate is then entitled to 
enter as an undergraduate or conditioned student, as the case 
may be, in the Faculty. 
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3. After the lapse of a fortnight from the* commencement 
of lectures, Professors and Lecturers in charge of classes re¬ 
quire every attending student to produce his ticket of admis¬ 
sion, and will report to the Registrar the name of any student 
failing to produce if. 


III. 


II. Requirements for License. 

Intending students are reminded that a University degree in 
Medicine does not always give a right to practice the profes¬ 
sion of Medicine. It is necessary to conform with the Medical 
laws of the country or province in which it is proposed to begin 
practice. Each province in Canada at present has its special 
requirements for' its license and in most provinces a special 
standard of general Education is insisted upon before begin¬ 
ning the study of Medicine. 

The requirements for those who intend to practice in any 
of the provinces of Canada, or in Great Britain, etc., are as 
follows:— 

A. General Council of Medical Education and Enregistration 
of Great Britain. 

A license from this body entitles the holder to practice in Eng¬ 
land, Ireland, Scotland and all colonies except the various provinces 
in Canada. The Matriculation Examination In Medicine of this 
University, as described on pp. (14-20) is accepted by the General 
Medical Council. Graduates of this University desiring to register 
in England are exempted from any examination in preliminary edu¬ 
cation on production of the McGill Matriculation certificate. Certi¬ 
ficates of this University for attendance on lectures, practical work 
and clinics are also accepted by the various examining boards in 
Great Britain. To obtain a licence from the General Council it is 
necessary for all Canadian graduates to pass one of the examining 
boards of Great Britain in both primary and final subjects.

B. The Province of Quebec. 

No University Matriculation Examination is accepted by the Col¬ 
lege of Physicians and Surgeons of this Province. Graduates in Arts 
of any British or Canadian University are however exempted from 
examination on presentation of their Diplomas. 
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Those who pass the Preliminary Examinations described below, or 
Graduates in Arts who register as students in the C. P. & S., Quebec, 
on beginning their studies in Medicine, obtain on graduating from McGill 
University a license to practice in Quebec without further examina¬ 
tion in any professional subject. 

Graduates who have registered with the General Council of Great 
Britain are at present admitted to practice without examination. 

The requirements for the Matriculation Examination of the Pro¬ 
vince of Quebec for 1903 are:— 

Latin. —Caesar’s Ccmrrer.taries, Eks. IV., V., VI.—Virgil's Aeneid, 
Bks. V., VI.—Cicero Pro Milone, with a sound knowledge 
of the Grammar of the Language. 

English.— For English-speaking candidates.—A critical knowledge of 
one of Shakspere’s plays, viz., The Merchant of Venice, for 
1903, with English Grammar, as in Mason. 

For French-speaking candidates.—Translation into French 
of passages from the first eight books of Washington Irving’s 
Life of Columbus, with questions on grammar. Translation 
into English of extracts from F6n61on’s TfilOmaque. 
French. —For French-speaking candidates.—A critical knowledge of 
Racine’s "Athalie” and La Fontaine's Fables, Bks. I., II., 
III.,with questions on Grammar and Analysis. 

For English-speaking candidates.—Translation into English 
of passages from F6n61on’s T616maque, with questions on 
Grammar. Translation into French of easy English extracts. 
Belles Lettres and Rhetoric. —Principles of the subject. 

History of the Literature of the age of Pericles in Greece, 
of Augustus in Rome, and of the 17th, 18th and 19th cen¬ 
turies of England, and France. 

Histort. —Outlines of the History of Greece and Rome, and particu¬ 
lar knowledge of the History of Britain, France and Canada. 
Geography. —A general view, with particular knowledge of Britain, 
France and North America. 

Arithmetic. —Must include Vulgar and Decimal Fractions, Simple 
and Compound Proportion, Interest and Percentages, and 
Square Root. 


Algebra. —Must include Fractions and Simultaneous Equations of 
the First Degree. 

Geometry.—E uclid, Bks. I., II., III., IV. and Book VI., or the por¬ 
tion of plane Geometry covered by those Books. Also the 
measurement of the lines, surfaces and volumes of regular 
geometrical figures. 


Chemistry.— Outlines of the subject as in P. Wiirtz, Troost or 
Roscoe. 


Botany. —Outlines as in Moyen, Provancher, Laflamme, or Spotton 
Physics— Outlines as in Peek-Ganot’s Physics. 

Philosophy. —Elements of Logic as in Jevon’s Logic; Elements of 
Philosophy, as in Professor Murray’s Hand-Book of 
Psychology.

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Examination Fee, twenty dollars. Should the candidate be unsuc¬ 
cessful, one-half of the fee will be returned on first failure. 

Of the four years' study, after having passed the Matriculation 
Examination, three six months' sessions, at least, must be attended 
at a University, College or Incorporated School of Medicine recog¬ 
nized by the “Provincial Medical Board.” The first session must be 
attended during the year immediately succeding the Matriculation 
Examination, and the final session must be in the fourth year. 

Students wishing to register degrees in Arts must do so before the 
15th of September of the year in which they begin the study of 
Medicine in order to obtain a license as soon as they graduate from 
the University. 


C. The Province of Ontario. 

Everyone desirous of being registered a3 a matriculated medical 
student in fthe register of the College of Physicians and Surgeons 
of this Province, except as hereinafter provided, must present to the 
Registrar the official certificate of having passed the "Departmental 
Pass Arts Matriculation Examination,” and in addition Physics and 
Chemistry—whereupon he shall be entitled to be so registered upon 
the payment of twenty dollars and giving proof of his identity. 

Graduates in Arts of any University in His Majesty's dominions, 
are not required to pass this examination, but may register their 
names with the Registrar of the College, upon giving satisfactory 
evidence of their qualifications, and upon paying the fee of twenty 
dollars. 

A certificate from the Registrar of any chartered University con¬ 
ducting a full Arts course in Canada, that the holder thereof matricu¬ 
lated prior to his enrolment in such University, and pa339d the 
examination in Arts prescribed for students at the end of the first 
year, shall entitle such student to registration a3 medical student 
under The Ontario Medical Act. 

Every medical student, after mtriculating, shall be registered in 
the manner prescribed by the Council, and this shall be held to be 
the beginning of his medical studies, which shall date from that 
registration. To become a Registered Practitioner in this province 
four years’ attendance at a recognized Medical School i3 required 
and a fifth year to be spent in hospital or laboratory work must 
elapse before the final examination is granted. 

Students are examined in all the subjects of a medical curriculum 
by the Examining Board of the C. P. & S. of this province at three 
examinations, a primary (II. year), an intermediate (IV. year), and 
a final (V. year).

D. The Province of New Brunswick. 

The matriculation requirements of this province are:—

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6. Elementary Mechanics of solids and fluids, comprising the 
elements of statics, dynamics and hydrostatics. 

7. Elementary Chemistry. _ 

8. Canadian and British History, with questions in modern 

^“translations and grammar of any two of the following lan¬ 
guages: Greek, French and German. 

In order to pass, a candidate must make an average of sixty per 
cent., with a minimum of forty per cent, in any one subject. 

Dr. Stewart Skinner, of St. John, N.B., is the Registrar of the 
Council of Physicians and Surgeons of this province, and will furnish 
details on application. 

To become registered as a practitioner in this province it is new 
necessary to pass examinations in all the Professional Branches. 


E. Province of Nova Scotia. 

The regulations of the Provincial Medical Board of this province 
for 1902-1303 are as follows: 

Preliminary Examination and Registration. 

1. No person shall begin or enter upon the study of medicine, for 
the purpose of qualifying himself to practice the same in this pro¬ 
vince, unless he first produces to the Registrar a certificate from the 
examiners appointed by the Board to show that he has passed the 
Preliminary Examination in the subjects prescribed by the Rules and 
Regulations of the Board, or evidence of having passed such equiva¬ 
lent examination as is accepted by the Board, and unless he causes 
his name to be forthwith entered in the Medical Students’ Register as 
hereinafter specified (Rule 15). 

2. No candidate shall be admitted to the Preliminary Examination 
unless at least fourteen days previous to such examination he has 
given notice to the Registrar of the Board of his intention to present 
himself for such examination, and unless he has produced to the 
Registrar satisfactory evidence that he has completed his sixteenth 
year and has paid a fee of ten dollars (510.00) to the Registrar.* 

3. The Preliminary Examination f will embrace the following sub¬ 
jects, viz.:— 

(1) English, (a) Language : Grammar, Analysis, Parsing. 

(b) Rhetoric and Composition including an essay on one 

of several set subjects from prescribed authors.! 

(c) Literature: History of English Literature; critical

(3) Algebra. Simple Rules: Rules for the treatment of Indices; 

Surds; Extraction of Square and Cube Roots; Equations of 
the First Degree; Quadratic Equations of one unknown 
quantity. 

(4) Geometry. Euclid, Books I.,II., III., wdth easy deductions 

(5) History and Geography. British and Canadian History w'ith 

questions in General Geography.

4. Examinations take place twice a year, beginning on the first 
Thursday in May and the last Thursday in August. 

On the same dates local examinations will be held, on application, 
at Sydney, C.B., Plctou, N.S., and at Yarmouth, N.S. Candidates 
taking local examinations are required to pay an additional fee of 
$ 2 . 00 . 

5. Except where otherwise' specified, the books prescribed by the 
Council of Public Instruction for the course leading to the grade B 
of High School Junior Leaving Examinations are recommended. 

6. In order to pass, a candidate must make fifty per cent, of marks 
In each subject. 

7. If fifty per cent, is made In all subjects but one, and if in that 
subject the candidate shall have made at least 25 per cent, he may 
begin study, and attend for one medical year at any medical college 
recognized by the Board, and thereafter present himself for examina¬ 
tion in that subject alone, without payment of any additional fee. 
except in cases of candidates taking local examinations, who will be 
required to pay the usual $2.00 fee for such examination. 

8. A candidate failing in more than one subject, or falling to make 
25 per cent, in any subject, may not begin professional study, but will 
be required to appear again for examination in all subjects. The fee 
fcr examination in suih cases will be $5.00, (or $7.00 if a local ex¬ 
amination be taken). 

9. Certificates will be issued to successful candidates, showing the 
subjects in which they have passed, and the extent to which their 
knowledge of these subjects was tested. 

10. Candidates who have passed the above examination will be 
admitted without further preliminary examination at all Canadian 
and American Colleges. 

11. This examination also satisfies the requirements of the General 
Medical Council of Great Britain as to the preliminary examination 
which must be passed by persons wishing to register as medical 
students, provided the candidate shall have passed In all subjects 
at one examination.

12. Graduates in Arts or Science of any recognized College or Uni¬ 
versity are not required to submit to this examination. 

13. The ‘Medical Board will also recognize pro tanto the following 
examinations: 

(1) The Matriculation or the Sessional Examinations of any char¬ 
tered University or College approved by the Board, including 
McGill University. 

(2) The Entrance Examination of the Nova Scotia Barristers’ Society. 

(3) The Examinations for Teachers’ Licenses, Grade A or B of Nova 
Scotia, with 60 per cent, in required subjects. 

(4) The Examinations for Junior or Senior High School Leaving Certi¬ 
ficates of Nova Scotia, with 60 per cent, in required subjects. 

(5) The Examinations for Honour, First or Second Class Ordinary 
Diplomas, as issued by the Prince of Wales College, P.E.I., with 
60 per cent, in required subjects. 

(6) The Examinations for First or Second Class Teachers’ Licenses 
of Prince Edward Island, with 60 per cent, in required subjects. 

(7) The Examinations for First Class, or Grammar School Licenses of 
New Brunswick, with 60 per cent, in required subjects. 

(8) The Examinations for corresponding Licenses or Leaving Exami¬ 
nation Certificates issued by the Education departments of the 
other provinces of Canada, with 60 per cent, in required subjects. 

(9) The Matriculation or Preliminary Examinations of any Medical 
Licensing Board or Council authorized by law in His Majesty’s 
Dominions, with 50 per cent, in each subject. 

14. After passing his preliminary examination, the medical student 
may then enter upon his professional course at any University, 
Medical School or College approved by the Board. 


Registration. 


15. Immediately after entering upon his course every person engaged 
in the study of medicine for the purpose of qualifying himself to 
practice in the Province of Nova Scotia shall forthwith cause to be 
entered in the register of the Board kept by the Registrar and called 
the Medical Students' Register, his name, age, place of residence, 
date and particulars of his preliminary examination, and place and 
dale of his commencement of the study of Medicine, and shall receive 
from the Registrar a certificate of such registration. 

16. The fee for such registration is ten dollars ($10.00), except that 
candidates who already have paid $10.00 for the Matriculation Ex¬ 
amination are not required to pay any additional fee.

3. Candidates for Examination will be required to produce a certifi¬ 
cate of age and of character and lo submit to the Registrar evidence to 
the following effect:— 

(1) Of having passed the Preliminary Examination or a recognized 
equivalent; 

(2) Of having been registered as a medical student in this province; 

(3) Of having subsequent to the date of passing the Preliminary Exam¬ 
ination and registration as a medical student, attended at least four 
“anni medici” at one or more of the colleges or universities recog¬ 
nized by the Board ;t 

(4) Of having at such Medical School, College, or University passed in 
all the subjects of the Medical Curriculum, except as hereinafter 
provided, and of having obtained from such Medical School, College, 
or University a diploma or certificate of graduation. 

4. No candidate shall be admissible to examination who lias been re¬ 
jected in the subjects of examination by any other Licensing Board with¬ 
in the three preceding months. 

5. Any person who produces to the Registrar satisfactory evidence to 
show that as a student in Arts or Science connected with any recognized 
University or College, he has attended a satisfactory course in Physics, 
Chemistry, or Practical Chemistry previous to his 

Professional examinations will be held twice during the year, one 
beginning in the month of April, the other in September * 

Notwithstanding the Regulations (Chap. III.—Professional Ex¬ 
aminations) during the year 1902 and until further notice, any can¬ 
didate for the Lioense of the Board who produces to the Registrar 
satisfactory certificates of having passed in the subjects of first and 
second Professional Examinations at a regular Medical College or 
University recognized by the Board, will be exempted from further 
examinations in such subjects, and shall be required to pass only 
the subjects of the third Professional Examination (Chap. III., Sec. 
16-22). 

The fee for the third Professional Examination under the above 
conditions will be thirty-five dollars ($35.00), which will entitle suc¬ 
cessful candidates to the benefits of Chap. III., Sec. 22 equally and 
to the same extent as is provided in said section for candidates who 
have taken all the examinations and paid the usual fees. 

20. Any person who produces to the Registrar satisfactory evi¬ 
dence to show that as a student in Arts or Science connected with 
any recognized University or College, he has attended a satisfactory 
course in Physics, Chemistry or Practical Chemistry, previous to his 
registration as a medical student, such course or courses will be ac¬ 
cepted by the Board as exempting from further attendance in such 
subject or subjects and a certificate of having as such Arts or 
Science Student previous to his registration or as a regular medical 
student subsequent to such registration, passed an examination in 
either or all of these subjects equivalent to that required by the 
Board, will be accepted as exempting from further examination in 
any or all of said subjects.

21. With regard to hospital attendance the requirement has been 
reduced from twenty-four to eighteen months, and six months at¬ 
tendance on the out-patient department of a general hospital or on 
the practice of a recognized dispensary will be accepted as an equi¬ 
valent portion of such eighteen months. 


Prince Edward Island. 


The requirements of this province are the same as for New Bruns¬ 
wick and there is reciprocity with both New Brunswick and Nova 
Scotia. 

The subjects of the examination are as follows: —

8. Translation and grammar of any two of the following subjects: 
Greek, French, German. 

Fifty per cent, of the marks in every subject shall be required for 
a pass, and 75 per cent, for honours. 

Province of Manitoba. 

The matriculation examination of McGill University is accepted 
by this province. The province holds an examination twice per year. 
The following are the fixed requirements:— (1) Latin, (2) Mathema¬ 
tics, (3) English, (4) History, (5) Botany, (6) Physics. Subjects 1, 
2, 3, 4 the same as required for the Arts Matriculation of Manitoba 
University, Parts I. and II., and the same standard shall be required 
to enable the candidate to pass.

COURSES OF LECTURES. 

I he Corporation of the University on the recommendation 
of the faculty of Medicine, in 1894, consented to the extension 
of the courses of lectures in medicine over a period of about 
nine months instead of six. 

By this means, (1) The students of the primary years have a 
more ample opportunity of becoming acquainted, by laboratory 
work, with those branches of study which form the scientific 
basis of their profession, and (2) the final students will be en¬ 
abled to utilize to better advantage the abundance of clinical 
material provided in the two Hospitals. 

By this arrangement the actual number of didactic lectures 
per session was decreased, but a corresponding increase was 
made in the amount of tutorial work and individual teaching 
in the laboratories for Chemistry, Physiology, Anatomy, Path¬ 
ology, and Bacteriology, as well as giving more time for clinical 
work in the Koyal Victoria and Montreal General Hospitals, 
and a greater number of ward classes were also made possible 
during the session. 

Ihe faculty expects, by thus increasing the time that the 
different professors, lecturers and demonstrators devote to each 
student, to accomplish two very important ends: first, to do 
away with the injurious effects which result from attempting 
to condense the teaching of medicine and surgery into four or 
eien five sessions of six months; second, to give each student a 
sounder and more thoroughly practical knowledge of his pro¬ 
fession than could be obtained by attending during even five 
sessions of six months each.

Anatomy is taught in the most practical manner possible, 
and ils relation to Medicine and Surgery fully considered. 
The lectures are illustrated by the fresh subject, moist and 
dry preparations, sections, models, plates and drawings on the 
blackboard. Frequent examinations are also held. 

. A course of practical demonstrations in Medical, Surgical 
and Topographical Anatomy is also given in the final year of 
the course. 

The department of Practical Anatomy is under the direct 
control and personal supervision of the Professor of Anatomy, 
assisted by his staff of Demonstrators. 

The methods of teaching are similar to those of the best 
European schools, and students are thoroughly grounded in 
this branch. 

Every student must be examined at least three times on each 
part dissected, and no certificate is given unless the examina¬ 
tions are satisfactory. 

Special Demonstrations on the brain, thorax, abdomen, 
hones, etc., are frequently given. Prizes are awarded at the 
end of the Session lor the best examination on (lie fresh sub¬ 
ject. 

The Dissecting Hoorn is open from -9 a.m to 6 p.m. In con¬ 
sequence of the excellent Anatomy Act of the Province of 
Quebec, abundance of material can always be obtained.

The Department of Medical Chemistry is situated on the 
ground floor of the laboratory wing of the new building. The 
Students’ Laboratory, 80 by 45 feet, with ceiling 22 feet high, 
has recently been completely equipped, and has benches and 
sets of apparatus for 180 students. Adjoining this Laboratory 
is a smaller one for post-graduate teaching in medical 
chemistry and for advanced work, and a balance room in which 
is a reference library for the use of the staff and graduates 
employed in special work. 

The lecture room for chemistry on the opposite side of the 
hall has four rooms connected with it, in which lecture experi¬ 
ments are prepared, and which are used for storing appara¬ 
tus, preparations, etc., required for the lectures on chemistry 
and physics. 

The course in medical chemistry is a graded one. 

First Year:—During the autumn term of the first year a 
short course of lectures in medical physics is given. These lec¬ 
tures are fully illustrated by experiments. The students, taken 
in groups, are required to study by experiments in the laboratory 
the more important phenomena of heat, sound, light and 
electricity. Lectures and demonstrations on the principles of 
chemistry arc given three times per week during the winter 
and spring terms. Examinations are held at Christmas on 
medical physics, and in June on the theory of chemistry. 

Laboratory instruction in practical chemistry is given during

tbo winter term, six hours per week. This course includes 


the experimental study of the laws of chemical action, the 
properties of typical elements and compounds, and a short 
course in qualitative analysis. Special attention is directed 
to instructing the students in keeping an accurate record of 
his observations and conclusions. These notes are examined 


daily and criticised. 
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term, and an examination is held at Christmas. During the 
winter and spring terms lectures and demonstrations are given 
on the application of chemistry to clinical diagnosis, sanita¬ 
tion and medical jurisprudence. 

Laboratory work in clinical and applied medical chemistry 
is required during the spring term. An examination in 
applied medical chemistry, practical and theoretical, is held 
in June. 

Students will find it greatly to their advantage to 'have a 
knowledge of elementary chemistry before entering upon the 
study of medicine. Graduates in arts of recognized uni¬ 
versities, on presenting certificates of having taken courses in 
theoretical and practical chemistry and physics, and of having 
passed examinations in the same, may be exempted from the 
chemistry of the first year.

The purpose of this course is to make students thoroughly 
acquainted, as far as time permits, with modern Physiology; 
its methods, its deductions and the basis on which the latter 
rest. Accordingly a full course of lectures is given, in which 
the ( physical, the chemical, and other aspects of the subject 
receive attention. 

In addition to the use of diagrams, plates, models, etc., every 
department of the subject is illustrated experimentally. The 
laboratory work for students has been greatly increased and 
during the season of 1901-1902 apparatus to the value of o\er 
three thousand dollars was added to the students laboratory. 

Laboratory work for Senior Students :— 

(1.) During a part of the Session there will be a course on 
Physiological Chemistry, in which the student will, under di¬ 
rection, investigate food stuffs, digestive action, blood, and the 
more important secret.ons and excretions, including urine. All 
the apparatus and material for this course will be provided. 

(2.) The remainder of the Session wilt be devoted to the 
performance of experiments (other than chemical) to illustrate 
important physiological principles. 







Laboratory tvork for Junior Students :— 

This will be somewhat similar to the course for Senior stu¬ 
dents, but simpler and anatomico-physiological rather than 
chemical; like the work for Second Year Students its main 
object will be the illustration of principles. 

The new Physiological Laboratory has been fitted up so as 
to permit of eighty students engaging in work at one time. 
The fittings and equipments of each bench are of the latest 
designs and are well adapted to their purpose. The apparatus 
was especially made by the best American and European makers 
and thoroughly tested before being accepted. 

Each pair of students is supplied with all the apparatus 
necessary to carry out the work of verifying a large number 
of the leading principles of physiology and registering the re¬ 
sults by the graphic method. 

Provision is also made for a course in Physiological Chem¬ 
istry, covering foodstuffs, digestion, the animal fluids, etc. 

The experience of the past session has fully justified expec¬ 
tations in regard to the Laboratory and the courses prescribed. 

For the purposes of group and class demonstration, other 
and more complicated apparatus is available, and will be added 
to as necessity requires. 

Additional rooms are provided, seven in number, for a de¬ 
partmental library and professor’s office, for preparation apart¬ 
ments, and workshop, and for physiological research.

For the First Year students, work will commence immedi¬ 
ately after the Christmas holidays and continue until the end 
of the session. The course will consist of laboratory work and 
demonstrations, with occasional lectures upon elementary and 
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systematic histology up to and including the digestive system 
At the end of the session a practical examination will be belt 
on the work done. 

During the Second Year a course of demonstrations an 
laboratory work together with lectures will be given on more 
advanced histology and an examination held at Christmas.

The teaching in Clinical Surgery is conducted at the Mont¬ 
real General and Royal Victoria Hospitals. 

I. In the amphitheatre of each of these hospitals, demon¬ 
strations are given and operations are performed before the 
Senior and Junior Classes on alternate days. 

II. Small ward classes of about ten men in each are taken 
through the wards by the surgeon in attendance, and instruc¬ 
tion given at the bedside concerning the nature and manage¬ 
ment of surgical cases, in each hospital, at least once per week. 
Similar classes are also taken into the wards daily by the Sur¬ 
gical Assistants for instruction in diagnosis and reporting. 

III. Beds are assigned to students in rotation, and each 
student is required to carefully study and report cases and to 
assist in the surgical dressing of the same. Certificates of 
case reporting are given, and are essential to graduation. 

IV. In the Out-patient department studentshave an excep¬ 
tionally good opportunity to study a great variety of injuries, 
to witness operations in minor surgery, to come into personal 
contact with patients and to take part in the application of a 
variety of surgical dressings and appliances.

This course will embrace: (1) Lectures on the principles 
and practice of the obstetric art, illustrated by diagrams, fresh 
and preserved specimens, the artificial pelvis, complete sets of 
models illustrating the deformities of the pelvis, wax prepara¬ 
tions, bronze mechanical pelvis, etc. (2) Bedside instruction 
in the Montreal Maternity, including external palpation, pel¬ 
vimetry, the management and after-treatment of cases. (3) 





A complete course on obstetric operations with the larnier- 
Budin phantom. (4) The diseases of infancy. (5) A course 
of individual clinical instruction at the Montreal Maternity. 

The course is carefully .graded and instruction is given sep¬ 
arately to students of the Third and Fourth Years. 

Particular attention is given to clinical instruction, and a 
clinical examination similar to that held in Medicine and Sur¬ 
gery, now forms an important part of the Final examination. 

A short course of lectures on diseases of infancy is given, 
supplemented by clinical demonstration and ward work. The 
demonstrators give special demonstrations from time to time 
and take the students in groups for the purpose of examination 
and review. 

Gynaecology- 

Professor:—»Vm. Gardner. 

Lecturers:—F. A. L. Lockhart and W. \V. Chipman. 

Demonstrator:—J. D. Cameron. 

Assistant Demonstrator :—David Patrick. 

The didactic course is graded, and consists of from forty to 
forty-five lectures given at intervals alternating with the lec¬ 
tures on Obstetrics and extending throughout the session. 
The anatomy and physiology of the organs and parts concerned 
are first discussed. Then the various methods of examination 
are fully described, the necessary instruments exhibited, and 
their uses explained. 

The diseases peculiar to women arc considered as fully as 
time permits, somewhat in the following order:—Disorders 
of Menstruation ; Leucorrhoca; Diseases of the External Gen¬ 
ital Organs; Inflammations, Lacerations and Displacements of 
the Uterus; Pelvic Cellulitis and Peritonitis and Inflammation 
of the Ovaries and Fallopian Tubes; Benign and Malignant 
growths of the Uterus; Tumours of the Ovary; Diseases of the 
Bladder and Urethra. The lectures are illustrated as fully as 
possible by drawings and morbid specimens. 

Clinical teaching, including out-patient and bed-side in¬ 
struction is given at l-o!h the Boyal Victoria and Montreal Gen¬ 
eral Hospitals by Professor Gardner and Doctors Lockhart, 
Chipman and Cameron. A large amount of Clinical material 
is thus available for practical instruction in this department 
of medicine. Numerous operations are done before the class 
and made the subject of remarks. In addition to the ward- 
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patients, each hospital conducts a large out-patient Gynaeco¬ 
logical Clinic, to which advanced students are admited in rota¬ 
tion, and instructed in digital and bi-manual examination and 
in the use of instruments for diagnosis. 

Particular attention is thus given to Clinical instruction, 
and a Clinical examination in Gynaecology similar to that held 
in Medicine and Surgery, now forms part of the Final exam¬ 
ination. 


Medical Jurisprudence. 

Professor:—Geo. Wilkins. 

Lecturer—Medico-legal Pathology : — D. I). MacTaggart. 

This course is treated of in its medical as well as medico¬ 
legal aspects. Special attention is devoted to the subject of 
blood stains, the chemical, microscopical and spectroscopic tests 
for which are fully described and shown to the class. The 
various spectra of blood in its different conditions are shown 
by the micro-spectroscope, so well adapted for showing the re¬ 
actions with exceedingly minute quantities of suspected mate¬ 
rial. Kecent researches in the diagnosis of human from ani¬ 
mal blood are alluded to. In addition to the other subjects 
usually included in a course of this kind. Toxicology is taken 
up. The modes of action of poisons, general evidence of pois¬ 
oning and classification of poisons are first treated of, after 
which the more common poisons are described, with reference 
to symptoms, post-mortem appearance and chemical tests. The 
post-mortem appearances are illustrated by plates, and the tests 
are shown to the class. 


Ophthalmology and Otology.

Lecturers:— 


This will include a course of from twenty-five to thirty di¬ 
dactic lectures on Opthalmology and Otology, delivered at the 
college buildings. In these will be discussed especially the 
methodical, clinical examination of the organs of sight and 
hearing, the classification and pathology of the diseases affect¬ 
ing them, and the general principles underlying the diagnosis 
and treatment of affections of the eye and ear. 
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Systematic clinical instruction will be given at the bi-weekly 
clinics in the out-patient departments of the General < 
Royal Victoria Hospitals where students have unexcelled op¬ 
portunities for thoroughly grounding themselves m the wor 
of these branches. The operative work of eye and ear surgery 
is fully open to undergraduates on days set apart tor tne p 
pose, and special courses for instruction in refractive work 
and the use of the opthalmoscope can also be arranged lor 
times convenient to the teachers and students. 


Biology. 

D. P. Penhallow :—Professor of Botany. 

E. W. MacBride:—Professor of Zoology. 

The course in elementary Biology is designed to prepare 
for special study in medicai subjects. Under the supervision 
of the professors of Botany and Zoology it will be given dur¬ 
ing the autumn term—Zoology first eight weeks; Botany last 
four weeks. 

A.—Animal Biology. 

In this course the fundamental properties of protoplasm will 
be discussed; the principles of the formation of tissues; the for¬ 
mation of organs; an outline of vertebrate structure and func¬ 
tion, as exemplified by Paramoecium and Vorticella, Hydra, 
Lumbricus and the Dog-fish. 

Two lectures and one laboratory period each week. 

An optional course in Embryology, especially designed for 
medical students, is given by the Professor of Zoology, and 
is open to the students of the Medical Faculty. 

B.—Plant Biology. 

The course in Plant Biology will deal chiefly with the gen¬ 
eral properties of cytoplasm; the structure and nature of the 
plant cell; movement; nutrition; respiration; fixation of car¬ 
bon; division of labor and origin of organs; evolution of plant 
forms. These principles will be illustrated in their more 
simple forms by a Myxomycete, Pleurococcus, Spirogyra and 
Oedogonium, Fucus, Saccharomyces and Pteris. 

Two lectures and one demonstration each week, beginning 
on Monday, November 23rd, 1903.

The teaching, both didactic and practical, in the subjects of 
Paihology and Bacteriology, are given by the Professor of 
Pathology and his staff. 

For the use of this Department an extensive series of lab¬ 
oratories has been set aside and are now in active use on the 
top floor of the new wing of the Faculty, and inasmuch as the 
old Pathological Laboratory was established and equipped by 
the late J. H. R. Molson, these new laboratories retain the 
name of the J. H. R. Molson Laboratories. 

They consist of a large and admirably lighted class room 
for general classes capable of accommodating with ease 70 
students at a time, so arranged that each student in the bac¬ 
teriological and pathological courses does the microscopical 
work at one table and immediately behind him is his locker 
and bench for the preparation of material, preparation of cul¬ 
ture media, etc. In this room at one end there is also a small 
demonstration theatre or quarter circle capable of accommo¬ 
dating the whole class at work in the laboratory at one time 
and used for demonstration purposes, and at the other end a 
service department from which are given out materials. Fur¬ 
ther arrangements are installed for lantern demonstrations for 
the whole class. The large laboratory is so arranged that the 
students can perform their practical work with the least amount 
of moving about the room, the students working in pairs and 
having all the necessary apparatus, reagents, etc., immediately 
by them. 








The following courses constitute the teaching in these sub¬ 
jects:— 

1. A course of General Pathology !or the students of the 
Third Year; optional for those of the Fourth Year. Lec¬ 
tures are delivered twice weekly throughout the winter an 
spring terms. 

2. A course of Elementary Bacteriology for students of the 
First Year — eight lectures with demonstrations being gb ( n 
during the spring term. 

3. A course of lectures upon Bacteriology in Relation to 
Disease, for students of the Third Year, given three times 
weekly during the autumn term. 

4. A course of Demonstrations in the Performance of Autop¬ 
sies to students of the Third Year. The demonstrations are 
held weekly from October until Christmas. 

5. Demonstrations upon the Autopsies of the week to stu¬ 
dents of the two Final years. These are given during the 
Session by Drs. Adami and Nicholls at the Royal Victoria 
Hospital, and Drs. MacTaggart and McCrae at the Montreal 
General Hospital. 


Practical Courses. 

6 . The performance of Autopsies. Eacli student is required 
to take an active part in at least six autopsies. These are con¬ 
ducted at the General and the Royal Victoria Hospitals. In 
addition to the actual performance of the sectio cadaveris, the 
students are expected to attend practical instruction given with 
each autopsy in the method of preparation and microscopical 
examination of removed tissues, so as to become proficient in the 
methods of preparation, staining and mounting. 

7. A practical course in the Bacteriology of Infectious Dis¬ 
eases, for students of the Third Year. This course is held 
twice weekly during the autumn term. 

8 . A practical course in Morbid Histology to students of 
the Third Year! This is held twice weekly during the winter 
term. Students are instructed in the staining and mounting 
of specimens, and as a rule six sections are distributed at each 
meeting of the class so that each student obtains a large repre¬ 
sentative series of morbid tissues, altogether about 120 in num¬ 
ber. 





















































9. A course of demonstrations upon Morbid Anatomy mu¬ 
seum specimens, once weekly during the autumn and winter 
terms to students of the Fourth Year. 

In addition to the above the staff of the department gives 
instruction to the more advanced students who desire to take 
any special work in the laboratories; this more especially dur¬ 
ing the vacations. 

For this purpose a special set of rooms has been set apart 
for 1 ost-Graduate and Advanced Instruction. Accommoda¬ 
tion has been provided for classes of twelve to fifteen. In con¬ 
nection with these laboratories for advanced work there is a 
departmental reference library, rooms for photography, etc. 

Optional courses are conducted by the demonstrators of Path¬ 
ology and the demonstrator of .Neuro-pathology during the Ses¬ 
sion. Classes in Clinical Pathology and Microscopy are given 
at the General and Eoyal Victoria Hospitals under the direc¬ 
tion of the professors and lecturers in Clinical Medicine. 

In connection with this Department, two Research and 
Teaching Fellowships have been established, one by the Faculty 
of Medicine and one by the Governors. 

Hygiene. 

Strathcona Professor:—T. a. Starkey. 

Owing to the endowment of the Department of Hygiene by 
the Right Honorable Lord Strathcona, a teaching Laboratory 
has been established in connection with the Chair of Hygiene. 

The compulsory course in Hygiene consists of three lessons 
per week during the winter and spring terms. The course in¬ 
cludes the hygiene of air, soil, water and climate; health re¬ 
sorts, personal hygiene, bathing, exercise, clothing, hygiene of 
special life periods; food and diet;food supply; food diseases 
and adulterations; hygiene of dwellings; heating, lighting and 
ventilation; sanitary fittings; municipal sanitation; water sup¬ 
ply; sewage; drainage; refuse disposal; burial of the dead; 
hygiene of occupation; offensive trades; hygiene of hospitals, 
prisons, etc.; preventive medicine; methods of dealing with in¬ 
fectious diseases and epidemics; communicable diseases of ani¬ 
mals; organization of health boards; sanitary law and admin¬ 
istration in relation to the medical practitioner; vital statistics 
in relation to the healthfulness of communities.

The Laboratory has been equipped with the apparatus 
needed in giving practical illustration in Hygiene either as 
demonstratfons to large classes of students, or as practical 
work for smaller groups. 

The arrangement is as follows: 

The Hygiene Department occupies the entire north end of 
the building on the mezzanine floor, having the floor space cor¬ 
responding with that of the Department of Histology. The 
main laboratory is 60 x 50 feet, and it is well equipped with 
apparatus for demonstrations and practical work m Hygiene. 
Adioining it is a balance room and private laboratory, 13 x 15 
feet. Opening off the main laboratory is the model room, 
about 45 x 30 feet, part of which can also be used as additional 
laboratory space for the carrying out of special experiments 
and researches, which it would be inconvenient to carry on in 
the main laboratory. The corridor, 40 x 15 feet, leading to 
the main laboratory, has been fitted up with cases for the 
smaller museum specimens and models, lantern slides, etc. 


Laryngology and Rhinology.

This course will consist of practical lessons in the use of 
the Laryngoscope and Rhinoscope. The instruction will be 
carried on with small classes, so that individual attention may 
be insured. A limited number of clinical lectures bearing 
upon interesting cases attending the clinic will be delivered 
during the session. These lectures will be, however, of an 
eminently practical nature. 












Mental Diseases. 

Professor:—T. J. W. Burgess. 


This course will comprise a series of lectures at the Uni¬ 
versity on Insanity in its various forms, from a medical as 
well as from a medico-legal standpoint. The various types of 
mental diseases will be illustrated by cases in the Verdun Hos¬ 
pital, where clinical instruction will be given to visiting groups 
of Senior students at intervals throughout the session. 

Diseases of Infants and Children.

Although this subject does not constitute a special chair in 
the University, systematic instruction is given (a) in connec¬ 
tion with the chair of Obstetrics and Diseases of Infants, by 
Prof. Cameron; (6) by a course of lectures, clinical and didac¬ 
tic, by Prof. Blackader; and (c) through the Children’s Clinic 
at the Montreal General Hospital, at the Infants’ Home, and 
at the Montreal Foundling and Baby Hospital. 


Clinical Microscopy. 

This course, which is given during the Spring Term of the 
Third Year, is essentially a practical one and is in charge of 
Professor C. F. Martin, assisted by Drs. W. F. Hamilton, G. G. 
Campbell, Kidley MacKenzie, C. F. Wylde and F. B. Jones. 
It is a laboratory course forming part of the Third Year in¬ 
struction in medicine and is held in the Pathological Labora¬ 
tory of the Medical Building. The classes are held twice 
weekly, each demonstration lasting two hours. 

Students are given instruction in the microscopic appear¬ 
ances of normal and abnormal sediments in the urine, me¬ 
thods of examination of the blood in the fresh and dried state 
of preparation; minute appearances of the sputum, stomach 
contents and faeces, as well as of the various animal parasites 
of the alimentary tract. 

In addition to this the student is given an opportunity of 
examining the various bacteria of importance in clinical med¬ 
icine and surgery. 

Various specimens of special interest which are found in 
the hospitals from time to time, are examined as occasion 
arises at the demonstrations.

DOUBLE COURSES. 

B.A. and M.D. 

By special arrangement with the Faculty of Arts , it is now 
possible for stucbnis to obtain the double degree of B.A., and 
M.D., C.M., and also B.Sc. and M.D., after only six years of 
study. 

Course Leading to B.A. and M D. 

It has been decided to allow the Primary subjects (Anat¬ 
omy, Physiology and Chemistry) in medicine to count as 
subjects of the Third and Fourth Years in Arts. . It fol¬ 
lows then that at the end of four years’ study a student may 
obtain his B.A. degree and have two years of his medical 
course completed. 

The remaining two years of study are devoted to the Third 
and Fourth Year subjects in Medicine. 

The special provisions for Medical Students in the Arts 
course are as follows:— 

During the first two years in the Faculty of Arts students 
taking the double course will complete their studies in Biol- 
°gy> Physics and Elementary Chemistry. 

T .—In the Third Year :— 

(a) Anatomy and Practical Anatomy, Histology and 
Physiology, of First Year Medicine. 

(b) two of the courses whipli are not placed under the 
heading “Science’ in the Arts curriculum. The 
time tables of the two Faculties allow the following 
to be chosen:—

B. Sc. (Arts) and M.D. 


The Faculties of Arts and Medicine hare organized a course 
of six years’ study leading to the double degrees ot Bachelor 
of Science (Arts) and Doctor of Medicine. 

The requirements of this course are as follows 

Matriculation .—The student who proceeds to the Double 
Course must pass a matriculation examination consisting of 
English. History, Mathematics (Part (1), French, German, 
and Latin. 

First Year .—During the First Year the course will include 
English, French, German, Mathematics and Physics, of the 
first year of the B.A. Course. 

Second, Year .—During this year English of the second 
year B.A. Course, French, German, Chemistry and Elemen¬ 
tary Biology. The course in Chemistry consists of three lec¬ 
tures per week and two laboratory periods of three hours. 
The Biology will consist up to Christmas of the Zoology of the 
Second Year in the Faculty of Arts, which is the same as that 
required of First Year students in Medicine with the mor¬ 
phology of the frog in addition. After Christmas (spring term 
Arts), the student may proceed either to a continued course 
in Animal Biology comprising the osteology of the rabbit and 
the histology of its tissues, or he may proceed with the Botany 
of the Second Year in the Faculty of Arts. This course in 
Botany is introductory to the more specialized work of the 
Third Year, and will be represented by a number of types, 
including the flowering plants and the determination of spe¬ 
cies. Two lectures and two laboratory periods each week 
during spring term. 

In the event of a student selecting Animal Biology after 
Christmas, he must have taken before Christmas the course 
in Biology as laid down for medical students, i.e., both Zoo¬ 
logy and Botany. If the student select Botany after Christ¬ 
mas, he must have taken Zoology of the second year in the 
B.Sc. Course, i.e., the anatomy of the frog, in addition to that 
required of medical students. 

Third Year.— The student will enter in the Third Year of 
his course upon the study of medical subjects proper, having 
a good theoretical and practical knowledge of Inorganic 
Chemistry, and will have had a more thorough training in 
Biology than at present can be given the regular students in 
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medicine. The time, therefore, chemistry Prac-

(I) Zoology— Two lectures during the week, and two lab¬ 
oratory periods of about two hours. This course ' Cs up 
study of parasitic forms, of comparative osteology and embry¬ 
ology. In addition to this is a half Honor Course, which will 
consist of a critical study of some such work as Verworn s 
General Physiology, or Spencer’s General Biology. 

(II) Physics. — Two lectures and one period of three hours 
laboratory work per week. The student may proceed either 
with Heat and Light, as in the third year Physics Course in 
Arts, or with Electricity and Magnetism constituting the 
fourth year Physics in Arts; or he may take a portion of each 
of these courses, and in addition would do advanced work con¬ 
stituting a half honor course from September to Christmas. 

(III) Chemistry. — Two lectures per week and two labora¬ 
tory periods—the time before Christmas to be devoted to 
Physical Chemistry, and during the second term to Organic 
Chemistry, including organic preparations, with advanced work 
constituting a Half Honor course from September to Christ¬ 


mas. 


(IV) Botany. —This course is designed to give a compre¬ 
hensive knowledge of plant structure and relationships. The 
principles of devlopment will be illustrated by type studies, 
which may also serve as the basis for more special work in 
Bacteriology, Physiology, Ecology or Paleobotany. It com¬ 
prises:— (a) Microscopy, including determination of ampli¬ 
fications, micrometry, drawings, section cutting and prepara¬ 
tion of microscopic objects. This work presupposes famil¬ 
iarity with the optics of the microscope as given in Physics 
“3” of the second year Arts; (6) critical studies of the Thal- 
lophyta and Pteridopliyta, as illustrated by selected types. 
Two lectures and two laboratory periods each week through¬ 
out the session. 
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Students will also be required to take one-half of the honor 
work of the Fourth Year Arts in experimental plant Physi- 
ologv, as based upon the following works:— 

Pfeifer, Plant Physiology; MacDougall, Experimental Plant 
Physiology; Darwin and Acton, Practical Physiology of 
Plants. One lecture and four laboratory hours per week during 
autumn term. 

It will be permitted also if a student so desires it, to substitute 
a half honour course in Chemistry, Physics, or Geology, for the 
half honour course in Botany. 

In the fourth year of this six years’ course, Wednesday after¬ 
noon and Saturday morning of each week will be available for 
laboratory work in connection with still more specialized study 
in the subject which has been selected during the third year; 
or a student may proceed with a branch of science other than 
the one selected for his third year work, provided he is sufficiently 
well grounded to enable him to do the special work which may 
be assigned to him. 

Thus the first two years of the six years’ course are devoted 
entirely to the Faculty of Arts, the student taking the option of 
Biology instead of Mathematics for the second year. 

In the Third and Fourth Years work will be given partially 
in the Faculty of Arts and partially in the Faculty of Medicine. 
In the Third Year the studies in the two Faculties will be 
nearly equal; in the Fourth Year they will be almost entirely 
in the Medical Faculty. 

The Fifth and Sixth Years will be occupied by the regular 
curriculum of the Third and Fourth Years in Medicine. 

To secure privileges connected with either of the double 
courses described above, certificates of registration in the Medical 
Faculty must be presented at the beginning of each year to the 
Dean of the Faculty of Arts; and at the end of each session in 
the first two years certificates of attendance on lectures and of 
passing the corresponding examinations must also be presented. 
At the end of the Third and Fourth Years certificates must be 
presented to show that the full curriculum of the Medical Fa¬ 
culty for the year has been completed. 

A certificate of Licentiate in Arts will be given along with 
the professional degree in Medicine to those who, previous to 
entrance upon their professional studies proper, have completed 
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two years in the Faculty of Arts, and have duly passed the pre¬ 
scribed examinations therein. , , 

The Faculty of Medicine strongly recommends students to take 

an Arts course before beginning Medicine wheneverJ° ss1 ^ 
demoting special attention to Chemistry, Bldo f» .fg S ;*“’ al he 
German.

GRADUATE AND ADVANCED COURSES. 

The Faculty of Medicine in 1896 established post-graduate 
and special courses in connection with the Montreal General and 
Royal Victoria Hospitals and the various laboratories in the 
University buildings. These courses will be continued in 1903- 

1904. . 

There will be two distinct sets of courses, one a short practical 
and clinical course for medical men in general practice who 
desire to keep in touch with recent advances in Medicine, Sur¬ 
gery and Pathology, and who wish special clinical experience in 
Gynaecology, Ophthalmology, Laryngology, etc. This course 
will last four weeks, beginning on the first of June. 

A special detailed programme will be prepared, and will be 
sent on application in April next. The fee, including hos¬ 
pital fees for both hospitals, is forty dollars. 

The other courses will be for those who have just completed 
their regular course in Medicine, and desire special Laboratory 
or Clinical teaching before beginning practice. 

Arrangements have also been made to accommodate a limited 
number of such graduates who desire advanced and research 
work. 

Commodious laboratories for advanced work have teen 
equipped in connection with the Pathological and Clinical de¬ 
partments of both the Royal Victoria and Montreal General 
Hospitals, and in connection with the general laboratories for 
Pathology, Pharmacology, Physiology and Chemistry, recently 
altered and extended, in the new buildings of the Faculty. 

Recent graduates of recognized universities desiring to qual¬ 
ify for examinations by advanced laboratory courses, or who 
wish to engage in special research, may enter at any time by 
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All the regular clinics and demonstrations of both hospitals 
will be open to such students on the same conditions as under- 
graduates in medicine of this University. 

Further details regarding courses, fees, etc., may be obtained 
on application to the liegistrar. 


The Graduate Course of 1903 . 


The eighth regular course

llie course for 1903 begins Monday, June 1st, and will be 
continued for four weeks, closing June 27th. Time-Tables are 
issued each week, giving the place and hour for clinics 
demonstrations and laboratory work. 


The course is essentially a practical one, and every facility 
will be afforded for the study of the abundant clinical material 
m the outdoor and indoor departments of the Montreal 
General and Royal Victoria Hospitals. There are no under¬ 
graduate students attending the practice of the Hospitals 
c uring the month of June, so that members of the post 
graduate class will have the whole of this clinical field to 
themselves. 


The two hospitals have accommodation for four hundred 
indoor patients, and the aggregate number of consultations in 
the outdoor departments is approximately five thousand per 
month. y 

While a full course of clinical and laboratory instruction 
has been arranged, members of the post graduate class should 
not feel it incumbent upon them to attend all of these courses 
unless they so desire; the somewhat full programme having 
been designed to afford room for selection. The experience 
of he 1-acuity in the past has been that some members of the 
post graduate class wish to give the whole of their time to 
Medicine others to Surgery, while a few are particularly 
inierested m the Specialties and in Clinical and General 
jh ’oratory work. It is with the view of meeting these various 












demands that the Faculty this year has decided to make the 
subjects on the programme largely optional. 

(a.)—Laboratory instruction— Systematic Laboratory mstnic- 
tion is given from 9 to 10.30 every morning, on Microscopical 
Methods, Clinical Microscopy, Clinical Chemistry and 
Urinalysis, Analysis of Stomach Contents and Clinical 
Bacteriology; including the diagnosis of Diphtheria, Tuber¬ 
culosis, etc., the Histology of the blood in disease, and Serum 
Diagnosis. These courses are conducted under the direction 
of Professors Ruttan and Adami. A course of Operative 
Surgery on the cadaver is given from 8 to 9 a.m. by Dr. 
Kenneth Cameron, during the second and third weeks of the 
course. 

(b.)—Special Demonstrations.— These demonstrations are 
given daily from 10.30 to mid-day, and will consist of one or 
more of the following:—Operative Gynaecology, Prof. Gardner; 
Operative Midwifery, Professor Cameron; Sanitary Topics, 
Professor Starkey; Clinical use of the Roentgen Rays, Pro¬ 
fessor Girdwood; Demonstrations on post mortem specimens, 
Professor Adami and Dr. MeCrae; Treatment of Deformities, 
Dr. Tait McKenzie; and Medical Examination for Life 
Insurance, Prof. Wilkins. 

(c.)—Medical and Surgical Clinics.— For four days each week 
during the first two hours of the afternoon, there are theatre 
clinics or classes on groups of cases in the wards of the 
Montreal General and Royal Victoria Hospitals. Those in 
Medicine at the Montreal General Hospital are given by Pro¬ 
fessors Blackader and Lafleur; in Surgery, by Prof. Armstrong 
and Dr. Hutchison: at the Royal Victoria Hospital in 
Medicine, by Prof. Stewart and Dr. Hamilton; in Surgery, by 
Prof. Bell and Drs. Archibald and Keenan. 

(d.)—Clinics in Special Departments of Medicine and Surgery.— 

One or more of these clinics are given in the Hos¬ 
pitals each afternoon after the regular medical or surgical 
clinic. In Opthalmology, including demonstrations in the 
use of the Opthalmoscope, Prof. Buller and Drs. Gardner 
Stirling and Byers; Dermatology, Dr. G. G. Campbell; Genito¬ 
urinary Surgery, Prof. Bell and Dr. Springle; Orthopedics, 
Dr. Gilday; Larnygology, Prof. Birkett and Dr. H. D. Hamilton;

(c) Sanitary Legislation:— Statutes and by-laws relating to 
public health; the powers of public sanitary authorities. 

(d) Bacteriology and Parasitology: —Modes of propagation 
of disease and transmission of disease between man and man, 
and man and animals; bacteriological analysis in relation to 
public health matters; natural history of microbes and animal 
parasites. 

(c) Vital Statistics : —Calculation and tabulation of returns 
of births, marriages, deaths and diseases. 

(f ) Meteorology and Climato logy: —Including the geograph¬ 
ical and topographical distribution of disease. 

(g) Preventive Medicine and Practical Sanitation. 

The fee for the Diploma shall be $20. 

VII. 

Qualification for the Degree.* 

1st. No one entering after September, 1894, will he admitted 
to the Degree of Doctor of Medicine and Master of Surgery who 
shall not have attended Lectures for a period of four nine 
months’ sessions in this University, or some other University, 
College or School of Medicine, approved of by this University. 

* It shall be understood that the programme and regulations regarding courses of 
study and examinations contained in this calendar hold good for this calendar year 
only , and that the Faculty of Medicine, while fully sensible of its obligations towards 
the students, does not hold itself bound to adhere absolutely , for the whole four years 
of a students' course , to the conditions here laid down.

Candidates who fail to pass in a subject of which practical 
courses are required may, at the discretion of the 1 acuity, be 
required to repeat the course, and furnish a certificate of at¬ 
tendance thereon. A course in Practical Anatomy will be 
accepted as equivalent to a third course of lectures in Gen¬ 
eral and Descriptive Anatomy.

Fellowships, Medals and Prizes. 

1. Fellowships. —The Faculty has begun to establish 
Teaching and Pesearch Fellowships in connection with the 
various laboratories. 

These fellowships are of a value of five hundred dollars per 
annum, are open only to graduates in Medicine, and are ten¬ 
able for three years. 

Two are now established in connection with the depart¬ 
ment of Pathology'—a Governor’s Fellowship endowed by one 
or two of the Governors of the University, and a Faculty 
Fellowship established by the Faculty. Other Fellowships will 
be announced as they are established. 

2. Medals. —The Holmes Gold Medal,” founded by the 

Medical Faculty in the year 1865, as a memorial of the late 















Andrew Holmes, Esq., M. D„ L.L.D., late Dean of the Faculty 
oi Medicine. It is awarded to the student of the graduating 
1 ^o recares the highest aggregate number of marks 
in the different branches comprised in the Medical Curricu¬ 
lum. 


The student who gains the Holmes’ Medal has the option 
of exchanging it for a Bronze Medal, and the money equiva¬ 
lent of the Gold Medal. 

“The Sutherland Gold Medal,” founded ill 1878 by the 
late Mrs. Sutherland in memory of her late husband,' Wil¬ 
liam Sutherland, M.D., formerly Professor of Chemistry in 
tin.- Faculiy. It is awarded for the best examination in Gen¬ 
eral and Medical Chemistry, together with creditable exam¬ 
ination in the Primary branches. The examination is held 
at the end of the Third Year. 

3. Phizes. —The Final Prize.— A Prize in books (or a Mi¬ 
croscope of equivalent value) awarded for the best examina¬ 
tion, written and oral, in the Final branches. The Holmes’ 
medalist is not permitted to compete for this prize. 

The Third Year Prize.— A Prize in books awarded for 
the best examination, written and oral, in the branches of the 
T hird Year. 

The Second Year Prize.— A Prize in books for the best ex¬ 
amination in all the branches of the Second Year in course. 

The First Year Prize.— A Prize in books for the best ex¬ 
amination in all the branches of the First Year in course.

It is 
awarded to the student making the highest marks in a special 
clinical examination.

Museums. 


The Faculty has during recent years devoted special attention 
to the development of its museums in the several departments in 
which objective teaching is of especial value in the education of 
the student. 

There are now four museums in the Medical Building: (1) 
the Museum of Pathology, (2) the Anatomical Museum, (3) the 
Museum of Public Health and Preventive Medicine, (4) the 
Museum of Pharmacy. 

Each collection is arranged and selected with the primary 
object of making it a teaching museum. The several collections 
are open to students and the public between 9 a.m. and 5 p.m. 


Pathological Museum.

For the past fifty years the rich Pathological Material fur¬ 
nished by the Montreal General Hospital has been collected 
here. The Faculty is also greatly indebted to many medical

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men throughout Canada and different parts of the world .for 
important contributions to the Museum. 

During the past few years, numerous and extremely important 
additions have been made to the Medical Museum. 

It is particularly rich in specimens of Aneurisms. In addition 
to containing a large number of the more common varieties of 
these formations, there are specimens of such rare conditions 
as Aneurism of the hepatic and superior mesenteric arteries, 
traumatic aneurism of the vertebral together with several of 
the cerebral and pulmonary arteries. The most important col¬ 
lection probably in existence of hearts affected with “ Malignant 
Endocarditis ” is also found. The Faculty are indebted to 
Prof. Osier, late of this University, for this collection. 

The Museum contains also a very large collection of different 
forms of calculi. The Faculty are mainly indebted to Prof. 
Fenwick for this collection. 

During the past ten years, M. Bailly, osteologist and articu¬ 
lator (lately with Tramond of Paris), has been engaged in 
arranging and mounting the very large number of specimens of 
disease and injuries of bones which have been accumulating for 
years. In this collection are to be found examples of fractures 
and dislocations of the spine, osteoporosis, congenital dislocation 
of the hip, fracture of the astragalus, multiple exostoses, etc., 
etc. 

The Pathological Museum has recently undergone complete 
alteration. All the old fixtures have been removed, a new gal¬ 
lery has been erected about both rooms, reached by a single 
staircase in a small intermediate room in which is placed the 
medico-legal collection. 

The first room on entering contains the extensive bone col¬ 
lection and calculi. The second and larger room is reserved for 
the moist preparations, which are arranged so as to be of easy 
access for the student. Water color drawings made from the 
fresh specimens are mounted on swinging frames, and also form 
a frieze at the ceiling. These serve to recall the fugitive colors 
of those preparations which become more or less altered on 
keeping. 

Numerous specimens have been contributed from the surgical 
and medical wings of the Royal Victoria Hospital, and from 
the different departments of the Montreal General Hospital. 
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The Director of the Pathological Museum has pleasure in 
acknowledging the following donations received during the year 

ending May 1st, 1903.

Compensatory hypertrophy of right kidney in congenital ab¬ 
sence of left; Hydronephrosis; Pyelonephritis and cystitis; 
Hydrocele. 

Female Genital System: — Puerpural uterus; Diptheritic en¬ 
dometritis; Sarcoma of pelvic tissues. 

Nervous System :—Brain and cord in cerebro spinal menin¬ 
gitis.

Museum of Hygiene. 

Director, Prof. T. A. Starkey. 

This Museum has been established from the interest accruing 
through the endowment of the Chair of Hygiene by Lord Strath- 
cona and Mount Royal in 1893. 
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In order to facilitate study and reference, the specimens in the 
Museum have been all classified upon a decimal system under 
the following sections:—

Anatomical Museum. 

Director, Professor F. J. Shepherd. 

M. Jules Bailey, Osteologist and Articulator. 

This Museum occupies a large room on the same door and 
adjoining the Anatomy Lecture Boom and Dissecting Room. 
Smaller apartments in connection are used for private research, 
which is encouraged in every way by the Faculty. 

The Museum is well furnished and comfortable, and students 
have every opportunity of studying Human, Comparative and 
Applied Anatomy. 

This department has during the past few years added a very 
complete collection of plaster and papier mache models by 
Steger, after the well-known works of His and Braune, com¬ 
prising: 

(a) A complete set of Steiger’s brain sections. 

( b ) Models of the cerebro-spinal and sympathetic nervous 
systems, viscera, muscles, etc. 

(c) Professor Cunningham’s well-known and beautiful casts 
of the head showing the relation of the cerebral convolutions to 
the skull and its sutures. 

A large collection of human brains, made by Professor Osier, 
formerly of this University, exhibiting the various types and 
extremes. 

A large and rare collection of anomalies of the renal vessels 
and ureter, and the aorta and its branches. 

In Comparative Anatomy the student will find a fair amount 
of material, the study of which will greatly aid him in the 
elucidation of many points in Human Anatomy. 
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Some beautiful dissections of the semicircular canals of the 
ears of fishes and also specimens showing the nervous system of 
fishes. Made and presented to the Museum by Dr. Cresswell 
Shearer. 

Many skeletons mounted by Mons. Jules Bailly, Articulator 
to the University, representing the various classes, orders, gen¬ 
era and species of the animal kingdom may be consulted. 

A large collection, showing the pectoral girdle in birds, has 
been prepared under the supervision of the Professor of Ana¬ 
tomy. 

Moist and dry preparations of dissections, a large collection 
of frozen cross sections of the human body, showing the normal 
relations of the viscera, etc., will be found convenient for study. 

XIII. 

Library. 

Librarian:—Prof. P. G. Finley. 

Assistant Librarian:—Miss M. R. Charlton. 

The Library of the Medical Faculty now comprises upwards 
of twenty-three thousand volumes, the largest special library 
connected with a medical school on this continent. 

The valuable libraries of the late Professors Robert Palmer 
Howard, George Ross, Richard L. MacDonnell, T. Johnston 
Alloway and of Dr. Allen Ruttan have been donated to the 
Medical Faculty. 

J he standaid text-books and works of reference, together with 
complete files of the leading periodicals, are on the shelves. 
Students may consult any work of reference in the library be¬ 
tween 9 a.m. and 6 p.m., and from 7 to If) p.m. A large library 
reading-room for the use of students is provided. 

Extracts from the Library Regulations. 

I. During the College Session the Library is open daily (ex¬ 
cept Sundays and general public holidays) from 9 a.m. till 
6 p.m., and from 7 to 10 every evening. During vacation from 
9 a .m. to 5 p.m. 

II. The stack room is not open to students or to the public. 

III. The books in the Library are classed in two divisions- 
1st, those which may be taken from the Library; 2nd those 
which may not, under any circumstances, be removed from the 





























Library. The latter class includes all catalogues, dictionaries 

and encyclopedias. 

IV. Students will be allowed to use regular text-books only 
in the Library. Any other book may be taken out at 5.30 p.m. 
to be returned the next day. If books so removed from the 
Library are not returned punctually, a fine will be imposed, 
and if the delay be serious the student may be suspended from 
use of the Library at the discretion of the Librarian. 

V. Students may take out books, subject to the above regula¬ 
tions, to the number of three volumes at one time. 

VI. Books may be taken from the Library only after they 
have been especially asked for and charged at the delivery desk; 
borrowers who cannot attend personally must sign and date an 
order, giving the titles of the books desired and the name of the 
person deputed to procure the same. 

VII. Damage to or loss of books shall be made good to the 
satisfaction of the Librarian and of the Library Committee. 
Writing or making any mark upon any book belonging to the 
Library is unconditionally forbidden. Any persons found 
guilty of wilfully damaging any book in any way shall be ex¬ 
cluded from the Library, and shall be debarred from the use 
thereof for such time as the Library Committee may determine. 

VIII. Silence must be strictly observed in the Library. 

IX. Infringement of any of the rules of the Library will 
subject the offender to a fine or suspension of his privileges, or 
to such other penalty as the nature of the case may require.

Arrangements have been made whereby practitioners both in 
the city and country can avail themselves of the library, the only 
conditions being the payment of express charges and a guarantee 
for the safe return of books borrowed. 


XIV. 


McGill Medical Society. 

This Society, composed of enregistered students of the 
Faculty, meets every alternate Saturday during the Autumn 
and Winter Terms, for the reading of papers, case reports and 
discussions on medical subjects. A prize competition has been 
established in Senior and Junior subjects, the Senior being open 
to all to write upon, while only the 1st, 2nd and 3rd year stu¬ 
dents are allowed to compete in the Junior subjects. The papers 
are examined by a board elected from the Professoriate, and a 
first and second prize in each division of subjects is awarded to 
the successful candidates. 

Names of competitors and titles of papers shall be sent to 
the Chairman of the Programme Committee before September 
1st, and all papers shall be subject to the call of the Committee 
on October 1st. All papers shall be handed in for examination 
on or before January 10th. 

The students’ reading room has been p'aeed under the control 
of this Society, in which the leading English and American 
Medical Journals are on file, as well as the leading daily and 
weekly newspapers of the Dominion. 

The annual meeting is held the first week of the Spring Term, 
when the following officers are elected: lion. President (elected 
from the Teaching Staff), President, Vice-President, Secre¬ 
tary, Assistant Secretary, Treasurer, Reporter. Pathologist, 
and three Councilmen (of whom two shall be elected from the 
Faculty). 
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XY. 


Hospitals 


The City of Montreal is celebrated for the number and 
importance of its public charities. Among these its public hos¬ 
pitals are the most prominent and widely known. Those in 
which medical students of McGill University will receive clinical 
instruction are: (1) The Montreal General Hospital. [2) The 
Koval Victoria Hospital. (3) Montreal Maternity Hospital. 

The Montreal General Hospital has for many years been the 
most extensive clinical field in ( anada. the old buildings, 
having proved inadequate to meet the increased demand for 
hospital accommodation, have been increased by the addition 
of two surgical pavilions, the Campbell Memorial, and the 
Greenshields Memorial, and of a new surgical theatre. The 
interior of the older buildings has been entirely reconstructed 
on the most approved modern plans. 

The Koyal Victoria Hospital at the head of University Street, 
which in structure and arrangements ranks among the finest 
modern hospitals of either continent, was opened for the recep¬ 
tion of patients the first of January, 1894, and affords excep¬ 
tional opportunities for clinical instruction and practical train¬ 


ing. 


Montreal General Hospital. 


This Hospital consists of a Surgical, a Medical and a Patho¬ 
logical Department. . . 


“rile Surgical Department has two large pavilions, containing 
four wards 135 feet long by 35 feet broad, with an intervening 


and connecting building in which is a large operating theatre 
of the most modern type, capable of seating over 3o0 students. 
In connection with this are preparation, etherising, instru¬ 
ment. sterilizing and surgeons’ rooms, also smaller operating 
rooms. The surgical pavilions accommodate over one hundred 
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ical amphitheatre capable of seating 150 students and a gynae¬ 
cological operating room fitted up in the most modern manner. 
The central part of the old building is for administration 
purposes. 

A completely new and commodious out-door patient de¬ 
partment has been provided on the ground floor of the Rich¬ 
ardson wing, and Ihere is ample accommodation for the vari¬ 
ous special departments as well as large rooms for general 
medical and surgical patients. 

The Pathological Department is a completely new building 
in which are the post-mortem theatre and rooms for micro¬ 
scopical and bacteriological work, and also a mortuary and 
chapel. In this building students are offered every oppor¬ 
tunity of perfecting their knowledge of morbid anatomy and 
pathological histology. 

The old Fever Wards on the grounds of the Hospital have 
been completely remodelled, and are now used as a laundry and 
1 itchen. 

A much larger number of patients receive treatment In the 
Alontreal General Hospital than in any other Canadian hos¬ 
pital of the same size. Last year’s report shows that over 
three thousand Medical and Surgical cases were treated in the 
wards, and the great proportion of these were acute cases as 
may be gathered from the fact that the average duration of 
residence was only 24.02 days. There are upward of forty 
thousand consultations annually in the out-door department of 
this Hospital. 


The Royal Victoria Hospital. 

This Hospifal is situated a short distance above the Uni¬ 
versity Grounds on the side of the Mountain, and overlooks 
the city. It was founded in July, 1887, by the munificence 
of Lord Mount Stephen and Lord Strathcona, who gave one 
million dollars for this purpose. 

The buildings, which were opened for the reception of pa¬ 
tients on the first of January, 1894, were designed by Mr. 
Saxon Snell of London, England, to accommodate between 
250 and 300 patients. 

The Hospital is composed of three main buildings connected 
together by stone bridges; an Administration Block in the 
centi e and a wing on the east side for medical patients, in 
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immediate connection with which is the Pathological wing 
and mortuary, and a wing on the west side for surgical pa¬ 
tients. 

The Administration block contains ample accommodation 
for the resident medical staff, the nursing staff and domes¬ 
tics. The patients’ entrance, the dispensary and admission 
rooms are also situated in this building. To the north of the 
Administration block has been erected a large out-patients’ 
department, in which are special departments for Minor Sur¬ 
gery, Ophthalmology, Laryngology, and Gynaecology. This 
wing was opened for patients during the winter of 1890-1900. 

The Medical wing contains three large wards, each 123 feet 
long by 26 feet 6 inches wide, one ward 40 feet by 26 feet 6 
inches, and 15 private and isolation wards averaging 16 feet 
by 12 feet; also a medical theatre with a seating capacity for 
250, and three rooms adjacent to it for clinical chemistry, 
and other purposes. North of this wing and in direct con¬ 
nection with it are the Pathological laboratories and mortuary. 

In this wing are situated the mortuary proper, the chapel, 
a post mortem room capable of accommodating 200 students, 
and laboratories for the microscopic and bacteriological study 
of morbid tissues, some designed for the use of students and 
others for post graduation courses and special research. Spe¬ 
cial laboratories for Pathological Chemistry, Experimental 
Pathology, Bacteriology and Photography are also provided. 

The Surgical wing contains three large wards, each 123 feet 
long by 26 feet 6 inches wide, four wards each 40 feet bv 32 
feet, and seven private and isolation wards, averaging 16 feet 
by 1.2 feet; also a surgical theatre with a seating capacity for 
250, with six rooms adjacent for preparation of patients. 

In this wing are also the wards for Gynaecology and Oph¬ 
thalmology. There is also an Isolation Pavilion for infectious 
diseases. 


XVI. 

CLINICAL INSTRUCTION. 

During the Session of 1903-1904, three Medical, three Sur¬ 
gical, two Gynaecological and two Ophthalmological clinics will 
be held weekly in both the Montreal General and Royal Vic¬ 
toria Hospitals. 
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In addition, tutorial instruction will be given m these dif¬ 
ferent departments in the ward, out-patient rooms ant a or " 
atories. Special weekly clinics will be given in the Montreal 
General Hospital on Dermatology and Laryngology and m tlie 
Royal Victoria Hospilal on diseases of the Genito-t rmary sys¬ 
tem, Laryngology and Neurology. 

Clinical Cheeks in the medical and surgical wards of both 
Hospitals arc appointed every three months, and each one during 
his term of service conducts, under the immediate directions o 
the Clinical Professors, the reporting of all cases in the ward 
allotted to him. Students entering on and after October, 1893, 
are required to show a certificate of having acted for six months 
as clinical clerk in medicine and six months in surgery, and are 
required to have reported at least ten cases in medicine and ten 
in surgery. The instruction obtained as clinical clerk is found 
to be of the greatest possible advantage to students, as affording 
a true practical training for his future professional life. 

Dbesbeus are also appointed to the Out-door Departments. 
For these appointments, application is to he made to the Assis¬ 
tant Surgeons, or to the resident surgeon in charge of the out¬ 
patient department. 

The large number of patients affected with diseases of the eye 
and oar, now attending the special clinics at both hospitals afford 
ample opportunity to students 1o become familiar with all the 
ordinary affections of those organs, and to make themselves pro¬ 
ficient in the use of the ophthalmoscope; and it is hoped that 
every student will thus seek to gain a practical knowledge of 
this important branch of Medicine and Surgery. Operations 
are performed on the eye by the Ophthalmic Surgeons after the 
outdoor patients have been seen, and students are invited to 
attend the same, and as far as practicable to keep such cases 
under observation so long as they remain in, the Hospital. 

There are also special departments in botli Hospitals for 
Gynaecology and Laryngology, directed by Specialists in these 
branches. Students are thus enabled to acquire special tech¬ 
nical knowledge under skilled direction. The plan of teaching 
practical gynaecology for the past five years with marked suc¬ 
cess has been the limitation of the number of students attend¬ 
ing each clinic to four. 

The Clinics at the Montreal General Hospital in Dermatology 
and in both hospitals in Laryngology are very large, and afford 
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a practical training in affections of the skin and throat rarely 
obtained by medical students. 

A special clinic for diseases of the Gonito-XJrinaory Organs has 
been established at the Royal Victoria Hospital. 

Infectious diseases and Insanity will also be taught clinically, 
the 1 ormcr in the special wards for infectious diseases and the 
latter at the Verdun Hospital for the Insane. 

XVII. 

The Montreal Maternity. 

The Faculty has great pleasure in announcing that the Cor¬ 
poration of the Montreal Maternity has in contemplation the 
erection of a large new building fitted with the most modern 
appliances. The new' hospital will be situated at the corner of 
Prince Arthur and St. Urbain streets. Plans and specifica¬ 
tions for it are now' about complete. Students will therefore 
have greatly increased facilities for obtaining a practical ktiow'- 
ledge of obstetrics and diseases of infancy. An improved 
Tarnicr-Budin phantom is provided for the use of the students, 
and every facility afforded for acquiring a practical knowledge 
of the various obstetric manipulations. The Institution is 
under the direct supervision of the Professor of Midwifery, who 
devotes much time and attention to individual instruction. 
Students who have attended the course in Obstetrics during the 
winter and spring terms of the Third Year will be furnished 
with eases in rotation, which they will he required lo report 
and attend till convalescent. 

An outdoor service in connection with the Maternity has been 
established, the resident physician and a nurse being sent out 
to attend deserving cases in their own homes. Students who 
have had six cases in the hospital are sent out with the resident 
physician to such eases whenever it is possible. 

Clinical Obstetrics has been placed upon the same basis as 
Clinical Medicine and Surgery, and a final clinical examination 
has been instituted. Every student must give in two complete ‘ 
clinical reports of cases observed by himself before presenting 
himself for the final clinical examination. Marks are given for 
these reports in the Final examination for degree. Regular 
courses of clinical lectures are given throughout the session, 
special attention being paid to the important subject of infant 
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feeding. The Walker-Gordon process of modifying milk is ex¬ 
plained and demonstrated. At the regular Satui c ay c mie ie 
work of the past week is reviewed, and an opportunity is given 
for the examination of patients and the discussion of points ot 

interest in diagnosis and treatment. 

During the autumn and winter terms the Lecturer and De¬ 
monstrators of Obstetrics give a palpation course, clinical de¬ 
monstrations in the wards and instruction in operative work on 
the phantom. Students will find it very much to their advan¬ 
tage to pay special attention to their clinical work during the 
spring term of the Third Year and the following summer. 

One resident medical officer is appointed yearly to hold office 
for a period of nine months, and one for a period of three 
months. 

Fee for twelve months, $12; payable at the Maternity Hos¬ 
pital. 

Hospital Appointments. 


The Resident Medical and Surgical Staff of the Montreal 
General, the Royal Victoria and the Maternity Hospitals, is 
selected by examination from the members of the graduating 
class of each year. There are from fifteen to twenty such ap¬ 
pointments made annually which are tenable for from one to 
three years, while a number of them carry a small salary with 
them.'

SESSION OF 1904-1905- 

The Seventy-third Session of the University, being the fifty-first 
under the amended Charter, will commence in the autumn of 1904. 

By virtue of the Royal Charter, granted In 1821, and amended In 
1852, the Governors, Principal and Fellows of McGill College con¬ 
stitute the Corporation of the University ; and, under the Statutes 
framed by the Board of Governors, with the approval of the \ lsitor, 
have the power of granting Degrees in all the Arts and Faculties in 
McGill College and Colleges affiliated thereto. 

The Statutes and Regulations of the University have been framed 
on the most liberal principles, with the view of affording to all classes 
of persons the greatest possible facilities for the attainment of menta 
culture and professional training. In its religious character the 
University is Protestant, but not denominational; and, while all pos¬ 
sible attention will be given to the character and conduct of stu¬ 
dents no interference with their individual views will be sanctioned. 

The educational work of the University is carried on in McGill 
College, Montreal, and in the affiliated Colleges and Schools. 

I.—McGill College. 

The Faculty of Arts.—T he courses of study extend over four Ses- 
sons of eight months each. In the third and fourth years, exten¬ 
sive options and certain exemptions are allowed to students of 
medicine.. The course of study leads to the Degrees of B.A., M.A.. 
B.Sc., M.Sc., D.Sc., and D.Litt. 

The Degree of B.A. from this University admits the holder to 
the study of the learned professions without preliminary exam¬ 
ination in the Provinces of Quebec and Ontario, and in Great 
Britain and Ireland, etc. 

The Degree of B.A. or B.Sc. can be obtained along with th( 
degree in the Faculty of Medicine or of Applied Science in six 
rears or of Law in five years. This is effected by avoiding the 
duplication of courses in the same subjects or in those which 
give the same educational training, and by a proper adaptation 
of the time tables. A certificate of Literate in Arts will be given 
along with the degree in either Faculty to candidates who have 
completed two years in Arts before entering the Professional 

Faculty. , . 

THE COURSE in arts provides for the education of women In separate 
classes, with course of study, exemptions, degrees and hoours 
identical with those for men. 
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The Faculty op Applied Science provides a thorough professional 
training, extending over four years, In Civil Engineering, 
Mechanical Engineering, Mining Engineering and Assaying, 
Electrical Engineering, Practical Chemistry and Architecture, 
leading to the Degrees of B.Se., M.Sc., and li.Sc. 

Iiie Faculty of Daw. —The complete course of Law extends over 
three Sessions of eight months each, and leads to the Degrees of 
B.O.L. and D.C.L. 

Ihe Faculty of Medicine.- —The complete course of study in Medi¬ 
cine extends over four Sessions of nine months each, and leads 
to the Degrees of M.D., C.M. 

II .-Affiliated Colleges. 

Students of Affiliated Colleges are matriculated in the University, 
and may pursue their course of study in the Affiliated College, or in 
part in the Affiliated College, and in part in McGill College, as the 
case may be, and may come up to the University Examinations on 
the same terms as the students of McGill College.

Foundation and Early History. 


The Seventy Third ^Session of this Faculty will be opened 
on Tuesday, September 20th, 1904, by an introductory lecture 
at 3 p.m. The regular lectures in all subjects will begin on 
September 21st at the hours specified in the time-tables, and 
will be continued until May 20th, 1905. The annual examina¬ 
tions will begin one week later. 

A special notice^ will be sent to all students, and, where 
deemed necessary, to their parents and guardians, before the 
beginning of the Session 1904-05, pointing out the importance 
of early attendance, in the hope of securing the presence of 
all studen's on the opening day of th ; session. 

The Faculty of Medicine of McGill University is the direct 
outcome and continuance of a teaching body known as the 
Montreal Medical Institution which was organized as a full 
medical school in the years 1823-24 by Drs. Wm. Robertson, 
Wm. Caldwell, A. F. Holmes, John Stephenson and II. P. 
Loedel. These men constituted the first medical staff of the 
Montreal General Hospital, itself established in 1819. The 
first session of the Montreal Medical Institution opened in No¬ 
vember, 1824, with 25 students, and the lectures were given at 
the House of the Institution, No. 20 St. James Street, a build¬ 
ing situate on the north side of St. James Street, on or near 
Place d’Armes. 

In the year 1829, the Montreal Medical Institution became, 
by the formal act of the Governors of the Royal Institution 
for the Advancement of Learning, the Medical Faculty of 
McGill University. It was a condition of the bequest of the 
late Hon. James McGill that the college must be in operation 
within a certain number of years of his decease; failing this, 
the money and the Estate of Burnside on which the college was 
to be built, were to pass to the heirs-at-law, the Desrivieres 
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family. To enable this essential condition to be realized, the 
Montreal Medical Institution, then an active teaching body of 
established reputation, was “ engrafted upon ” the University 
of McGill College as its Medical Faculty. This event took 
place at the first meeting of the Governors of “ Burnside Uni¬ 
versity of McGill College,” held at Burnside House June 29th, 
1829, with the object of organizing the University. The first 
session of the McGill Medical Faculty took place in the winter 
of 1829-30, and the first university degree, a medical one, was 
conferred four years later in 1833. 

There were no sessions held during the political troubles of 
1836 to 1839, and it is owing to this fabt that this is the Sev- 
cnty-third instead of the Seventy-sixth Session of the Faculty, 
dating irom its incorporation with the University in the year 


1829. 


In 1844 the number of students in the Medical Faculty was 
50; in 1851, ff4 with 15 graduates; in 1872-73, 154 with 35 grad¬ 
uates; in 1892-93, 315 with 46 graduates; in 1895-96, 419 with 
90 graduates; in 1901-02, 440 students were registered. 

After carrying on the work for some years on St. James 
Street, Ihe Faculty removed to a house on St. George Street, 
near Craig Street, where they remained until 1845. From 
1845 to 1851 they occupied the central part of the present Arts 
Building, which with the East Wing was the only part of the 
present Arts Building then standing. The remote situation of 
the University grounds was found to be a source of great in¬ 
convenience to both teachers and students, and the Faculty 
returned to the heart of the City, to No. 15 Cote Street, for 
the Session 1851-52. This building was erected for the uses of 
the Faculty at the private expense of three of its members, 
who held the Faculty as their tenants until 1860, when the 
University authorities took over the Cote Street building, at 
the same time enlarging it at a cost of some $4,100.00,’ to 
meet the increased demands of the rapidly growing medical 
school. The Faculty remained on Cote Street until 1872 when 
the need of extension was again felt and the front block of the 
present medical building in the University Grounds was pro¬ 
vided by the Governors. 

In 1885 this building of 1872, which, as has been said, con¬ 
stitutes the front block of the present building, was again 
found to bo inadequate and an addition was built at the rear, 
which at the time afforded all the facilities for carrying out 
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the great aim of the Faculty—that of making the teaching of 
the primary branches thoroughly practical. 

Owing to the larger classes and the necessity for more lab¬ 
oratory teaching, the Lecture Rooms and Laboratories added 
in 1885 soon became insufficient in size and equipment to meet 
the requirements of the Faculty. The late Mr. John H. R. 
Molson with timely generosity came to the aid of the Faculty, 
and in 1893 purchased property adjoining the college grounds, 
and enabled the Faculty to erect new buildings and extensively 
alter and improve those already in use. 

These wings were completed and officially opened by His 
Excellency, the Earl of Aberdeen, Visitor of the University, 
January 8th, 1895. They were erected as an extension of the 
old building, towards the northwest, partially facing Carlton 
Road, and convenient to the Royal Victoria Hospital. They 
connected the Pathological building, the private residence 
acquired by Mr. Molson in 1893, with the older buildings, and 
comprised a large lecture room, capable of accommodating 450 
students, with adjoining preparation-rooms and new suites of 
laboratories for Pathology, Histology, Pharmacology and San¬ 
itary Science. The laboratories, etc., in the older buildings 
were also greatly enlarged and improved. 

On the ground floor the Library and Museum were enlarged. 
The original library of the building erected for the Faculty by 
the Governors in 1872 was furnished as a reading room for the 
use of the students, and the extensive reference library of the 
Faculty was thus for the first time made available for the use 
of the students. 

On this floor were also the Faculty room, the Registrar’s 
office, the special museum for Obstetrics and Gynaecology, to¬ 
gether with Professors’ rooms, etc. The chemical laboratories 
were increased by including the laboratories formerly used by 
the department of Physiology. 

In the basement were the janitor’s apartments, cloak rooms 
with numerous lockers for use of students, the lavatory, etc., 
recently furnished with the most modern sanitary fittings. 

In less than five years the extension of the practical labora¬ 
tory work and the increase in the number of students and 
teachers made an enlargement of the buildings almost impera¬ 
tive. Before, however, the want of space and equipment was 
very seriously felt Lord Strathcona generously provided means 
to meet the requirements. 
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The New Buildings. 


The Faculty has great pleasure in announcing that the new 
Medical Buildings were formally opened by II.R.H. the Prince 
of Wales, September 19th, 1901, and are now complete and 
fully equipped. They are the gift of Lord Strathcona, who in 
the names of Lady Strathcona and the Hon. Mrs. Howard in 
1898, contributed $100,000 towards extensions and alterations 
of the Medical Buildings. These buildings, the result of this 
munificent donation, have more than twice the capacity of the 
buildings occupied during the Session of 1900-1901. 

The alterations and extensions may be described as consist¬ 
ing of three wings. First, a Laboratory wing. This wing oc¬ 
cupies the north-east corner of the block of buildings and re¬ 
places what was formerly the Pathology wing. A second wing 
connects this with the front building on the east, and the third 
wing connects the Molson block with the original building on 
the west side. ' • 

The central wings extend east and west about 70 feet and 
form the central feature of what is now a symmetrical block 
of cut stone buildings. It will be seen that the stone and brick 
extensions, erected by the Faculty in 1885, have been entirely 
removed and replaced by these substantial structures. The 
alterations and extensions now completed form the larger por¬ 
tion of a scheme of complete reconstruction and extension which 
will ultimately lead to the replacing of the original stone build¬ 
ing now remaining by a fagade which will project into the Uni¬ 
versity grounds to the south of the buildings and so convert 
the whole into a single symmetrical structure. 

The new building is of four stories except in the front 
block, where the three original stories remain. The total 
length of the buildings, as will be seen by the plan, is 280 
feet and the maximum width 145 feet. Its cubic capacity is 
about 1,750,000 cubic feet, making it the largest of the build¬ 
ings on the University campus. 

The ground floor contains the lavatories, locker rooms, fur¬ 
nace rooms, vat rooms, rcroms for stores and janitor’s dwelling. 
In the laboratory wing there is a large recreation room for stu¬ 
dents, a students’ laboratory for pharmacology and therapeu¬ 
tics, a research laboratory and a private room connected with 
this department. 

The first floor, of which a plan has been inserted, contains 
to the right and left of the entrance, occupying the whole floor 
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of the original building, a students’ Library Reading-room, 
with accommodation for 200 readers, and the Pathological Mu¬ 
seum. The students’ reading room is connected with a fire¬ 
proof stack room which contains the valuable library of the 
Faculty. This stack room has a capacity of 40,000 volumes, 
the Library at present containing about 21,000. The Patho¬ 
logical museum on the opposite side of the hall connects 'with 
rooms beneath the seats of Lecture Room No. IV. which are 
used for special collections and for curator's rooms. Four 
small rooms adjoining are for the use of professors as private 
rooms. On the opposite side of the hallway in the central sec¬ 
tion of the building are the professors’ common room, the Fac¬ 
ulty room and the offices of the Registrar. 

1 he most striking feature in the construction of the build¬ 
ing is the large central hall, or rotunda extending from the 
ground floor through the three stories to the roof, lighted by 
skylight occupying the whole length of the middle section. 
This hall is 70 feet long by 45 feet wide, with galleries at each 
floor, connecting the various laboratories and lecture rooms 
with broad staircases at each end. 

The northern section contains the Chemical Laboratory, 80 
feet long by 45 feet wide, and the ceiling 20 feet high, sur¬ 
rounded with draft cupboards, and having benches for 150 to 
180 students. Connected with this room is a commodious re¬ 
search laboratory for advanced work in medical chemistry, and 
a small professor’s laboratory. On the opposite side of the 
hall is a large lecture room with a seating capacity of from 400 
to 450, the musemn preparation room, a small cloak room and 
preparation rooms’ connected with the lecture room. 

T he floor above in the two southern sections is devoted en¬ 
tirely to Anatomy. The dissecting room occupying the top of 
the front building remains unenunged, and is connected on the 
west with a series,of demonstrators’ rooms, a private dissect¬ 
ing room and two rooms for the professor of this department. 
These rooms surround Lecture Room No. II., especially ar¬ 
ranged for lectures in Anatomy. On the opposite side of the 
hall, occupying the same area as the lecture room and adjoining 
rooms is the Anatomical Museum. Intervening between this 
and the dissecting room on the east side are a small demonstra¬ 
tion room, locker rooms and service rooms connected with the 
department of Anatomy. 
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In the northern section are the museum for Hygiene and 
the Hygiene laboratory. These rooms extend the whole dis¬ 
tance across the east and west wings. 

On the top floor are the departments of Physiology, Path- 
ology, Bacteriology and Histology. The department of Path- 
ology and Bacteriology has a laboratory of the same dimensions 
as the chemical laboratory, 80 x 45 feet, especially well lighted 
with three large roof lights in addition to the lights on both 
sides. Besides the tables, lockers, etc., provided for students 
in this department, there is a small demonstrating theatre and 
a series of small rooms for advanced work and for special pur¬ 
poses. These include a dark room, an incubator room, refer¬ 
ence library and three private laboratories. On the opposite 
side of the hall, occupying a similar floor area, are the labora¬ 
tories for Physiology, consisting of a students’ laboratory which 
has been especially equipped this year with sets of apparatus 
for the practical study of the principles of physiology by the 
graphic method. Connecting the students’ laboratory with lec¬ 
ture room No I., to be used for Physiology chiefly, are a series 
of four rooms for advanced work and special research, service 
rooms and store rooms. 

Occupying the entire northern end of this floor is the His¬ 
tological laboratory with an adjoining room for private work. • 
This laboratory is 105 feet long and affords space for the use 
of 150 microscopes at one time. 

The laboratory wing is ventilated by a system of artificial 
ventilation, a powerful fan supplying each laboratory with 
warm fresh air, while extraction flues, to which extraction 
fans are attached, draw off the foul air from each room in this 
wing. > 

It will thus be seen that the new buildings of the Medical 
Faculty contain four lecture rooms, three of which have a seat¬ 
ing capacity of 250, the fourth from 400 to 450. There are 
five museums, namely, for Pathology, Anatomy, Obstetrics and 
Gynaecology, Pharmacy and Hygiene. Other collections are 
being made and space has been arranged for their accommoda¬ 
tion. 

Extensive locker rooms have been arranged so that at a nom¬ 
inal cost each student may have a locker for himself. Lockers 
are also provided in connection with each of the large lab- 
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oratories in which the students are required to keep their 
own material, instruments, etc.—as for instance, in connection 
h the dissecting room and the laboratories far Pathology and

Endowments. 


B /! rst “dowmectg of the Faculty were the “ Leanchoil > 
^ i a " 1 P bcl1 Memorial ” funds. The former was a gift of 
, Slra thcona; the latter subscribed by the citizens of Mont¬ 
real and graduates of Medicine of the University. A portion of 
these funds were expended, in increasing the laboratory and 
ecture room accommodation in 1885, the interest on the 
balance being applied to general maintenance. 


In 1893 Lord Strathcona endowed the Chairs of Pathology 
and Public Health with $100,000. This gift enabled the 
faculty to equip and develop these departments until they are 
quite up to the requirements of modern medical science. 


' Various other endowments, such as the Drake Endowment 
of Physiology and the bequests of the late Mrs. Mary Dow, 
Mrs. John MacDougall and Miss Jane Learmont, have enabled 
the Faculty to maintain a high standard of laboratory teaching 
without proportionately increasing the cost of the course to the 
student. 


In 1899 Lord Strathcona and Mount Royal again came to the 
aid of the Faculty. He gave, in the names of Lady Strathcona 
and the Honorable Mrs. Howard, one hundred thousand dollars, 
to be used partially to meet the cost of extending the Labora¬ 
tories, Library and Museum, and partially as a fund, the interest 
on Which is to be applied to replace the loss of the graduation 
fees, formerly used to support the Medical Library and .Museum, 
but which are now required by the Governors for general uni¬ 
versity expenses outside the Faculty of Medicine. 

The thanks of the Faculty are also due to Mr. David Mor- 
rioe, who has recently come forward with a donation of up¬ 
wards of three thousand dollars to meet the cost of increasing 
the equipment of the Laboratory of Pharmacology. 









Matriculation. 


Intending Students are reminded that a University degree 
in Medicine does not always give a right to practise the pro¬ 
fession of Medicine. It is necessary to conform with the Medi¬ 
cal law's of the country or province in w'hieh it is proposed to 
begin practice. Each province in Canada at present has its 
special requirements for its license and in most provinces a 
special standard of general Education is insisted upon before 
beginning the study of Medicine. 

Regulations of the Faculty of Medicine of McGill University. 

1. Every student before he can be enregistered as an under¬ 
graduate in Medicine must present a certificate of having 
passed the Matriculation Examination of the Faculty of 
Medicine of this University, or of having passed some Pro¬ 
vincial, State or University Examination accepted by this Uni¬ 
versity. 

2. Graduates in Arts of any recognized university and those 
who have passed the Entrance Examination of a Provincial 
Medical Council and thus become enregistered students in 
medicine of a province in Canada, are exempt from further 
preliminary examination. 

3. Matriculation Examinations (for entrance into all Facul¬ 
ties) are held only in June and September—in June at McGill 
College and (on application) at Local Centres; in September 
at McGill College and affiliated colleges (Vancouver, B.C., and 
Stanstead, P.Q.) only. 

All inquiries relating ,to the Examination should he addressed 
to the Registrar of the University. 

4. Every candidate for examination is required to fill up an 
application form and return the same with the necessary fee 
one month before the examination. Blank forms may he 
obtained from the Registrar. 

5. Applications for examinations at Local Centres must be 
made before May 1st. The University will be responsible for no 
other local expenses than the payment of the Deputy-Examiners. 
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G. lhe Matriculation Examination is 'divided into two parts 
Preliminary and Final. The subjects of the Preliminary Divi¬ 
sion may bo taken at any Matriculation Examination, and those 
of the 1* inal Division at the same or any subsequent examina¬ 
tion, but (except as provided in the two following regulations) 
a candidate must pass in the whole of either division at one time 
in order to secure exemption from further examination therein. 

7. When two or more l ooks or subjects are prescribed for one 
examination it is necessary to pass in each. 

8. Candidates who fail in one or more subjects at the June 
examination, or who have taken part only of the examination, 
and present themselves in the following September, will not be 
required to take the subjects in which they, passed in June. 

Examinations begin on September 12th, 1904, in McGill 
College only. 

Conditioned Students. 

( amlidates who in the Sept: ruler Examinations fail in not 
more than one subject, may, if so recommended by the Faculty, 
be allowed to enter the First Year Undergraduate Course as 
Conditioned Students. Such students can obtain full under¬ 
graduate standing by passing at a subsequent June or Septem¬ 
ber Matriculation Examination in the subject in which they 
failed, and will not be permitted to enter t'/e Second Year of 
their Course of Study until such examination has been passed. 

Credit will be given, in the undergraduate course, for the 
work done by such Undergraduates while attending as Con¬ 
ditioned Students. 


Partial Students. 

Partial Students may, subject to the approval of the Pro¬ 
fessor, attend any class without previous examination. 

Partial Students who subsequently obtain undergraduate 
standing by passing the Matriculation Examination may, as 
Undergraduates, be exempted, at the discretion of the Faculty, 
from a particular course or courses of lectures which they have 
attended as Partial Students.

Candidates who have passed the University School (A.A.) 
Examination in the required matriculation subjects, and 
desire bo enter the University, are required to pay the same 
fee as that for the Matriculation Examination, viz., $5.00, 
less any sum already paid in connection with the University 
School (A.A.) Examination.

In order to obtain an examination at a local centre, any 
Head Master or other person must, before May 1st, submit to 
the' Registrar of the University, the name of some suitable 
person, preferably a University Graduate, who is willing to 
act as Deputy Examiner, i.e., receive the questions, hold the 
examinations, and forward the answers to Montreal. 





Exemptions.

Registration.

By means of the above arrangement a certain definite 
amount of work must bo accomplished by the student in each 
y< t r, and an equitable division is made between the Primary 
and Final branches. 

A minimum of 50 per cent, in each subject is required to pass 
and 75 per cent, for honors. 

candidates must pass in all the subjects of each' year; those 
v ho fail to pass in not more than two subjects of either the 
I irst, Second or fihird h ears, may be granted a supplemental 
examination at the beginning of the following session. 

Supplemental examinations will not be granted, except by 
special permision of the Medical Faculty, and on ivritten ap¬ 
plication stating reasons, and accompanied by a fee of $5.00 
for each subject. v 
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C i ndl ^ e will be permitted, without special permission 
of the faculty, to proceed with the work of the Final Year 
until he has passed all the subjects comprised in the Primary 
examination. 


No student will be allowed to present himself for his Final 
examinations who has not certificates of having passed all his 
Primary examinations in this University. 

Candidates who fail to pass in a subject of which practical 
courses are required may, at the discretion of the Faculty, be 
required fo repeat (he course, and furnish a certificate of at¬ 
tendance thereon. A course in Practical Anatomy will be 
accepted as equivalent to a third course of lectures in Gen¬ 
eral and Descriptive Anatomy. 


Fellowships, Medals and Prizes. 

1. FELLOusinrs. Hie Faculty has begun to establish 
Tenchir g and I’eseareh Fellowships in connection with the 
various laboratories. 

These fellowships are of a value of five hundred dollars per 
annum, are open only to graduates in Medicine, and are ten¬ 
able for three years. 

Two are now established in connection with the depart¬ 
ment of Pathology-—a Governor’s Fellowship endowed by one 
or two of the Governors cf the University, and a Faculty 
fellowship established by the Faculty. Other Fellowships will 
be announced as they are established. 

2. Medals. — 1 he " Koimes Gold Medal,” founded by the 
Medical faculty in the year 1865, as a memorial of the late 
Andrew Holmes, Esq., M. D., L.L.D., late Dean of the Faculty 
of Medicine. It is awarded to the student of the graduating 
class who receives the highest aggregate number of marks 
in the different branches comprised in the Medical Curricu¬ 
lum. 

1 lie student who gains the Holmes’ Medal has the option 
of cxcl argirg it for a Bronze Medal, and the money equiva¬ 
lent of the Gold Medal. 

"The Sutherland Gold Medal,” founded ill 1878 by the 
late Mrs. Sutherland in memory of her late husband, Wil- 
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liiim Sutherland, M.D., formerly Professor of Chemistry in 
this Faculty. It is awarded for the best examination in Gen¬ 
eral and Medical Chemistry, together with creditable exam¬ 
ination in the Primary branches. The examination is held 
at the end of the Third Year. 


3. Prizes. — The Final Prize. —A Prize in books (or a Mi¬ 
croscope of equivalent value) awarded for the best examina¬ 


tion, written and oral, in the Final branches. The Holmes’ 
medalist is not permitted to compete for this prize.

COURSES or LECTURES. 

The Corporation of the University on the recommendation 
of the Faculty of Medicine, in 1894, consented to the extension 
of the courses of lectures in medicine over a period of about 
nine months instead of six. 

By this means, (1) The students of the primary years have a 
greater opportunity of becoming acquainted, by laboratory 
work, with those branches of study which form the scientific 
basis of their profession, and (2) the final students will be en¬ 
abled to utilize to better advantage the abundance of clinical 
material provided in the two Hospitals. 

By this arrangement the actual number of didactic lectures 
per session was decreased, but a corresponding increase was 
made in the amount of tutorial work and individual teaching 
in the laboratories for Chemistry, Physiology, Anatomy, Path¬ 
ology, and Bacteriology, as well as giving more time for clinical 
work in the Royal Victoria and Montreal General Hospitals, 
and a greater number of ward classes were also made possible 
during the session. 

The Facility expects, by thus increasing the time that the 
different professors, lecturers and demonstrators devote to each 
student, to accomplish two very important ends: first, to do 
away with the injurious effects which result from attempting 
to condense the teaching of medicine and surgery into four or 
even five sessions of six months; second, to give each student a 
‘ sounder and more thoroughly practical knowledge of his pro¬ 
fession than could be obtained by attending during even five 
sessions of six months each.

1 he department of Practical Anatomy is under the direct 
wntrol and personal supervision of the Professor and Assistant 
Irolessor of Anatomy, assisted by the staff of Demonstrators. 

The methods of teaching are similar to those of the best 
European schools, and students are thoroughly grounded in 
. this branch. 


Every student must be examined at least three times on each 
part dissected, and no certificate is given unless the examina¬ 
tions are satisfactory. 

Special Demonstrations on the brain, thorax, abdomen, 
bones etc., are frequently given. Prizes are awarded at the 
end of the Session for the best examination on the fresh sub¬ 
ject. 

The Dissecting Room is open from 9 a.m to 6 p.m. In con- 
sequence of the excellent Anatomy Act of the Province of 
Quebec, abundance of material can always be obtained.

Laboratory instruction in practical chemistry is given during 
the winter term, six hours per week. This course inclu 
the experimental study of the laws of chemical action, the 
properties of typical elements and compounds, and a short 
course in qualitative analysis. Special attention is directed 
to instructing the students in keeping an accurate record of 
Ws observations and conclusions. These notes are examined 
daily and criticised. 

Second Year:—A course of lectures and demonstrations, 
three per week, is given on Organic Chemistry in the autumn 
term and an examination is held at Christmas. During the

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winter and spring terms lectures and demonstrations are siren 
on the application of chemistry to clinical diagnosis, sanita¬ 
tion and medical jurisprudence. 

Laboratory work in clinical and applied medical chemistry 
is required for nine hours or week during the spring term. An 
examination m applied medical chemistry, practical and theo¬ 
retical, is held in June. 

Students will find it greatly to their advantage to :have a 
knowledge of elementary chemistiy before entering upon the 
study of medicine. Graduates in arts of recognized uni¬

For the use of this Department an extensive series of lab¬ 
oratories has been set aside and is now in active use on the 
top floor of the new wing of the Faculty, and inasmuch as the 
old Pathological Laboratory was established aud equipped by 
the late J. H. R. Molson, these new laboratories retain the 
name of the J. H. R. Molson Laboratories. 

They consist of a large and admirably lighted class room 
for general classes capable of accommodating with ease 70

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students at a time, so arranged that each student in the bac¬ 
teriological and pathological courses does the microscopical 
work at one table and immediately behind him is his locker 
and bench for the preparation of material, preparation of cul¬ 
ture media etc In this room at one end there is also a small 
demonstration theatre or quarter circle capable of accommo¬ 
dating the whole class at work in the laboratory at one time 
and used for demonstration purposes, and at the other end a 
service department from which are given out materials.

In 
addition to the actual performance of the sectio cadaveris, the 
students are expected to attend practical instruction given with 
each autopsy in the method of preparation and microscopical 
examination of removed tissues, so as to become proficient m t le 
methods of preparation, staining and mounting. 

7 A practical course in the Bacteriology of Infectious Dis¬ 
eases, for students of the Third Year. This course is held 
twice weekly during the autumn term. , 

8. A practical course in Morbid Histology' to students o 
the Third Year. This is held twice weekly during the winter 
term Students are instructed in the staining and mounting 
of specimens, and as a rule six sections are distributed at each 
meeting of the class so that each student obtains a large repre¬ 
sentative series of morbid tissues, altogether about 120 in num- 

9 A course of demonstrations upon the special Pathology of 


the different systems and organs, museum specimens, once 
weekly 1 during the autumn and winter terms to students of 
the Fourth Year. 

In addition to the above the staff of the department gives 
instruction to the more advanced students who desire to take 
any special work in the laboratories; this more especially dur¬ 
ing the vacations. 

For this purpose a special set of rooms has been set apart 
for Post-Graduate and Advanced Instruction. Accommoda¬ 
tion has been provided for classes of twelve to fifteen. In con¬ 
nection with these laboratories for advanced work there is a 
departmental reference library, rooms for photography, etc. 

Optional courses are conducted by the demonstrators of Path¬ 
ology and the demonstrator of Neuro-pathology during the Ses¬ 
sion. Classes in Clinical Pathology and Microscopy are given 
at the General and Royal Victoria Hospitals under the direc¬ 
tion of the professors and lecturers in Clinical Medicine.

The lectures on this subject are graded in the following 
manner:—For students of the Second Year, there is (1) a 
three months course on Practical Materia Medica and Phar¬ 
macy, with demonstrations add exercises in the laboratory, 
inscription writing and the various modes of administering 
drugs are explained and illustrated; (2) a six months’ course on 
the physiological action of drugs, with practical demonstration 
oi the action of the more important ones. In the Third Year 
attention is directed to the Therapeutic Application of all the 
more important drugs and remedial measures, including Elec¬ 
tricity, Hydrotherapy and Climatotherapy. 

ihe Eddie Mornce Laboratory, comprising pharmacological 
and chemical research rooms, has, through the liberality of Mr. 
Morrice, been fully equipped, and in it during the session 1904- 
1905 an optional course of practical exercises in pharmacology 
will be given to advanced students. 


Medical Jurisprudence.

This course is treated of in its medical as well as medico¬ 
legal aspects. Special attention is devoted to the subject of 
blood staans, the chemical, microscopical and spectroscopic tests 
for which are fully described and shown to the class. The 
various spectra of blood in its different conditions are shown 
y the micro-spectroscope, so well adapted for showing the re- 
actions with exceedingly minute quantities of suspected mate- 
rial. Recent researches in the diagnosis of human from ani¬ 
mal blood are alluded to. In addition to the other subjects 
usually included in a course of this kind, Toxicology is taken 
up. Ihe modes of action of poisons, general evidence of pois¬ 
oning and classification of poisons are first treated of, after 
which the more common poisons are described, with reference 
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to symptoms, post-mortem appearance and chemical tests. The 
post-mortem appearances are illustrated by plates, and the tests 
are shown to the class.

Owing to the endowment of the Department of Hygiene by 
the Eight Honorable Lord Strathcona, a teaching Laboratory 
has been established in connection with the Chmr of Hygiene. 
The compulsory course in Hygiene consists of t 
per week, supplemented by demonstrations dealing with the 
practical application of Hygienic Principles ^ weil as the 
Elementary Chemistry and Bacteriology of water, air, sox, 

foods and beverages. In addition excursions are made 

periodically to inspect some point of Hygienic interest. T 
course also includes the hygiene of air, soil, water a 
climate; health resorts, personal hygiene bathing exercise 
clothing, hygiene of special life periods; food and diet, food 
supply; food diseases and adulterations; hygiene of dwellings, 
heating, lighting and ventilation, sanitary fittings; municipal 
sanitation; water supply; sewage; drainage; refuse disposal, 
burial of the dead; hygiene of occupation, offensive trades, 
hygiene of hospitals, prisons, etc.; preventive medicine, 
methods of dealing with infectious diseases and epidemics, 
communicable diseases of animals; organization of health 
boards; sanitary law and administration in relation to the 
medical practitioner; vital statistics in relation to the health¬ 
fulness of communities. , 

An optional practical course more advanced than the one 
above referred to, will be open to students wishing to go into 

higher detail. . . 

Special courses of instruction are given to graduates wish¬ 
ing to qualify themselves in sanitary work, or to obtain the 
diploma in Public Health. “Sec Poet-Graduate practical

The Laboratory has been equipped with the apparatus 

needed in giving' practical illustration in Hygiene either as 
demonstrations to large classes of students, or as practical 
work for smaller groups.

tions, bronze mechanical pelvis, etc. (2) Bedside instruction 
m the Montreal Maternity, including external palpation, pel- 
vimetry, the management and after-treatment of cases. (3) 
A complete course on obstetric operations with the Tarnier- 
Buain phantom. (4) The diseases of infancy. (5) A course 
of individual clinical instruction at the Montreal Maternity. 
(6) Extern cases will be assigned from time to time to senior 
students and attended by them under the supervision of a 
demonstrator. 


The course is carefully graded and instruction is given sep¬ 
arately to students of the Third and Fourth Years. 

Particular attention is given to clinical instruction, and a 
clinical examination similar to that held in Medicine and Sur- 
gery, now forms an important part of the Final examination. 
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A short course of lectures on diseases of infancy is given, 
supplemented by clinical demonstration and ward work, ihe 
demonstrators give special demonstrations from time to time 
and take the students in groups for the purpose of examination 
and review.

Then the various methods of examination 
are fully described, the necessary instruments exhibited, and 
their uses explained. 

The diseases peculiar to women are considered as fully as 
time permits, somewhat in the following order: Disorders 
of Menstruation; Leucorrhoea; Diseases of the External Gen¬ 
ital Organs; Inflammations, Lacerations and Displacements of 
the Uterus; Pelvic Cellulitis and Peritonitis and Inflammation 
of the Ovaries and Fallopian Tubes; Benign and Malignant 
growths of the Uterus; Tumours of the Ovary; Diseases of the 
Bladder and Urethra. The lectures are illustrated as fully as 
possible by drawings, morbid specimens and lantern slides. . 

Clinical" teaching, including out-patient and bed-side in¬ 
struction is given at both the Boyal Victoria and Montreal Gen¬ 
eral Hospitals by Professor Gardner and Doctors Lockhart, 
Chipman and Cameron. A large amount of Clinical material 
is thus available for practical instruction in this department 
of medicine. Numerous operations-are done before the class 
and made the subject of remarks. In addition to the ward- 
patients, each hospital conducts a large out-patient Gynaeco¬ 
logical Clinic, to which advanced students are admited in rota¬ 
tion, and instructed in digital and bi-manual examination and 
in the use of instruments for diagnosis.

It is a laboratory course forming part of the Third Year in¬ 
struction in medicine and is held in the Pathological Labora¬ 
tory of the Medical Building. The classes are held twice 
weekly, each demonstration lasting two hours. 

Students are given instruction in the microscopic appear¬ 
ances of normal and abnormal sediments in the urine, me-' 
thods of examination of the blood in the fresh and dried state 
of preparation; minute appearances of the sputum, stomach 
contents and faces, as well as of the various animal parasites 
of the alimentary tract. 

In addition to this the student is given an opportunity of 
examining the various bacteria of importance ,in clinical med¬ 
icine and surgery. 

Various specimens of special interest which are found in 
the hospitals from time to time, are examined as occasion 
arises at the demonstrations. 












DOUBLE COURSES. 

B.A.and M.D. 

By special arrangement with the Faculty of Arts , it is now 
possible for students to obtain the double degree of B.A., and 
M.D., C.M., and also B.Sc. and M.D., after only six years of 
6tudy. 

Course Leading to B.A. and M D 

It has been decided to allow the Primary subjects (Anat¬ 
omy, Physiology and Chemistry) in medicine to count as 
subjects of the Third and Fourth Years in Arts. . It fol¬ 
lows then that at the end of four years’ study a student may 
obtain his B.A. degree and have two years of his medical 
course completed. 

The remaining two years of study are devoted to the Third 
and Fourth Year subjects in Medicine. 

The special provisions for Medical Students in the Arts 
course are as follows:— 

During the first two years in the Faculty of Arts students 
taking the double course will complete their studies in Biol¬ 
ogy* Physics and Elementary Chemistry. 

I. —In the Third. Year :— 

(a) Anatomy and Practical Anatomy, Histology and 
Physiology, of First Year Medicine. 

(1) Two of the courses which are not placed under the 
heading “Science” in the Arts curriculum. The 
time tables of the two Faculties allow the following 
to be chosen:— 

(1) French or Moral Philosophy or Economics. 

(2) Political Science. 

(e) Either one or two hours weekly in English Com¬ 
position.* 

II. — In the Fourth Year :— 

(a) Anatomy and Practical Anatomy, Histology, 
Physiology, Chemistry, of Second Year Medicine. 

(b) One hour weekly in English Composition, if only 

one has been taken in the Third Year. 

• ^otb. Students are recommended to distribute their English composition over 
two years. 
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B. Sc. (Arts) and M.D. 

The Faculties of Arts and Medicine have organized a course 
of six years’ study leading to the double degrees of Bachelor 
of Science (Arts) and Doctor of Medicine. 

The requirements of this course are as follows: 

Matriculation .—The student who proceeds to the Double 
Course must pass a matriculation examination consisting of 
English, History, Mathematics (Part (1), French, German, 
and Latin. 

First Tear.—During the First Year the course will include 
English, French, German, Mathematics and Physics, of the 
first year of the B.A. Course. 

Second Year .—During this year English of the second 
year B.A. Course, French, German, Chemistry and Elemen¬ 
tary Biology. The course in Chemistry consists of three lec¬ 
tures per week and two laboratory periods of three hours. 
The Biology will consist up to Christmas of the Zoology of the 
Second Year in the Faculty of Arts, which is the same as that 
required of First Year students in Medicine with the mor¬ 
phology of the frog in addition. After Christmas (spring term 
Arts), the student may proceed either to a continued course 
in Animal Biology comprising the osteology of the rabbit and 
the histology of its tissues, or he may proceed with the Botany 
of the Second Year in the Faculty of Arts. „ This course in 
Bolany is introductory to the more specialized -work of the 
Third Year, and will be represented by a number of types, 
including the flowering plants and the determination of spe¬ 
cies. Two lectures and two laboratory periods each week 
during spring term. 

In the event of a student selecting Animal Biology after 
Christmas, he must have taken before Christmas the course 
in Biology as laid down for medical students, i.e., both Zoo¬ 
logy and Botany. If the student select Botany after Christ¬ 
mas, he must have taken Zoology of the second year in the 
B.Sc. Course, i.e., the anatomy of the frog, in addition to that 
required of medical students. 

Third Year .—The student will enter in the Third Year of 
his course upon the study of medical subjects proper, having 
a good theoretical and practical knowledge of Inorganic 
Chemistry, and will have had a more thorough training in 
Biology than at present can be given the regular students in 
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medicine. The time, therefore, during this year, which in 
the regular medical curriculum is devoted to Chemistry, Prac¬ 
tical Chemistry and Biology, will he available for Science sub¬ 
jects of the B.Sc. Course; and a student will have the option 
of four different branches of science, which shall in each case 
consist of a full regular course, together with one-half an 
honor course, the honor course to bs given between Septem¬ 
ber and Christmas. 

(I) Zoology.— Two lectures during the week, and two lab¬ 
oratory periods of about two hours. This course takes up the 
study of parasitic forms, of comparative osteology and embry- 
ology. In addition to this is a half Honor Course, which will 
consist of a critical study of some such work as Verworn’s 
General Physiology, or Spencer’s General Biology. 

(II) Physics.— Two lectures and one period of three hours 
laboratory work per week. The student may proceed either 
with Heat and Light, as in the third year Physics Course in 
Arts, or with Electricity and Magnetism constituting thfe 
fourth year Physics in Arts; or he may take a portion of each 
of these courses, and in addition would do advanced work con¬ 
stituting a half honor course from September to Christmas. 

(III) Chemistry.— Two lectures per week and two labora¬ 
tory periods—the time before Christmas to be devoted to 
Physical Chemistry, and during the second term to Organic 
Chemistry, including organic preparations, with advanced work 
constituting a Half Honor course from September to Christ¬ 
mas. 

(I\ ) Botaxy.— This course is designed to give a compre¬ 
hensive knowledge of plant structure and relationships. The 
principles of devlopment will be illustrated by type studies, 
which may also serve as the basis for more special work in 
Bacteriology, Physiology, Ecology or Paleobotany. It com-, 
prises:—(a) Microscopy, including determination of ampli¬ 
fications, micrometry, drawings, section cutting and prepara¬ 
tion of microscopic objects. This work presupposes famil¬ 
iarity with the optics of the microscope as given in Physics 
“3” of the second year Arts; (b) critical studies of the Thal- 
lophyta and Pteridophyta, as illustrated by selected types. 
Two lectures and two laboratory periods each week through¬ 
out the session. 
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Students will also be required to take one-half of the honor 
work of the Fourth Year Arts in experimental plant Physi¬ 
ology, as based upon the following works: 

Pfeifer, Plant Physiology; MacDougall, Experimental Plant 
Physiology; Darwin and Acton, Practical Physiology o. 
Plants. One lecture and four laboratory hours per week during 
autumn term. 

It will be permitted also if a student so desires it, to substitute 
a half honour course in Chemistry, Physics, or Geology, for the 
half honour course in Botany. 

In the fourth year of this six years’ course, Wednesday after¬ 
noon and Saturday morning of each week will be available for 
laboratory work in connection with still more specialized study 
in the subject which has been selected during the third year; 
or a student may proceed with a branch of science other than 
the one selected for his third year work, provided he is sufficiently 
well grounded to enable him to do the special work which may 
be assigned to him. 

Thus the first two years of the six years’ course are devoted 
entirely to the Faculty of Arts, the student taking the option of 
Biology instead of Mathematics for the second year. 

In the Third and Fourth Years work will be given partially 
in the Faculty of Arts and partially in the Faculty of Medicine. 
In the Third Year the studies in the two Faculties will be 
nearly equal; in the Fourth Year they will be almost entirely 
in the Medical Faculty. 

The Fifth and Sixth Years will be occupied by the regular 
curriculum of the Third and Fourth Years in Medicine. 

To secure privileges connected with either of the double 
courses described above, certificates of registration in the Medical 
Faculty must be presented at the beginning of each year to the 
Dean of the Faculty of Arts; and at the end of each session in 
the first two years certificates of attendance on lectures and of 
passing the corresponding examinations must also be presented. 
At the end of the Third and Fourth Years certificates must be 
presented to show that the full curriculum of the Medical Fa¬ 
culty for the year has been completed. 

A certificate of Licentiate in Arts will be given along with 
the professional degree in Medicine to those who, previous to 
i u trance upon their professional studies proper, have completed 
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two years in the h acuity of Arts, and have duly passed the pre¬ 
scribed examinations therein. 

'lhe Faculty of Medicine strongly recommends students to take 
an Arts course before beginning Medicine whenever possible, 
dm oting special attention to Chemistry, Biology, Physics, and 
German. Should a student have but one year at his disposal he 
is advised to take Chemistry, Biology and Physics of the Faculty 
of Arts as a preliminary training for Medicine. 

VI. 

GRADUATE AND ADVANCED COURSES. 

lhe Faculty of Medicine in 1896 established post-graduate 
and special courses in connection with the Montreal General and 
Royal Victoria Hospitals and the various laboratories in the 
University buildings. These courses will be continued in 1904— 
1905 . 

There will be two distinct sets of courses, one a short practical 
and clinical course for medical men in general practice who 
desire to keep in touch with recent advances in Medicine, Sur¬ 
gery and Pathology, and who wish special clinical experience in 
Gynaecology, Ophthalmology, Laryngology, etc. This course 
will last four weeks, beg inni ng about the first of June. 

A special detailed programme will be prepared, and will be 
sent on application in April next. The fee, including hos¬ 
pital fees for both hospitals, is forty dollars. 

The othfr courses will be for those who have just completed 
their regular course in Medicine, and desire special Laboratory 
or Clinical teaching before beginning practice. 

Arrangements have also been made to accommodate a limited 
number of such graduates who desire advanced and research 
work. 

Commodious laboratories for advanced work have been 
equipped in connection with the Pathological and Clinical de¬ 
partments of both the Royal Victoria and Montreal General 
Hospitals, and in connection with the general laboratories for 
Pathology, Pharmacology, Physiology and Chemistry, recently 
altered and extended, in the new buildings of the Faculty. 

Recent graduates of recognized universities desiring to qual¬ 
ify for examinations by advanced laboratory courses, or who 
wish to engage in special research, may enter at any time by 
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giving notice, stating the courses desired and the time at 

their disposal. , , , 

All the regular clinics and demonstrations of both hospitals 

will be open to such students on the same conditions as under¬ 
graduates in medicine of this University. 

These laboratories have been open for graduates since May 

ist, 1896. . , . . , 

Further details regarding courses, fees, etc., may be obtained 

on application to the Registrar. 

Graduate Course of 1904. 

The ninth regular course of instruction for General Practi¬ 
tioners will be conducted as before by the Faculty of Medicine 
of McGill University. 

The course for 1904 begins Monday, May 30th, and w’ll be 
continued for four weeks, closing June 24th. Time-Tables aie 
issued each week, giving the place and hour for clinics, demon¬ 
strations and laboratory work. i 

The course is essentially a practical one, and every facility 
will be afforded for the study of the abundant clinical material 
in the outdoor and indoor departments of the Montreal General 
and Royal Victoria Hospitals. There are no undergraduate 
students attending the practice of the Hospitals during the 
month of June, so that members of the post graduate class will 
have the whole of this clinical field to themselves. 

The two hospitals have accommodation for four hundred 
indoor patients, and the aggregate number of consultations 
in the outdoor departments is approximately five thousand 
per month. 

While a full course of clinical and laboratory instruction has 
been arranged, members of the post graduate class should not 
feel it incumbent upon them to attend all of these courses 
unless they so desire; the somewhat full programme having been 
designed to afford room for selection. The experience of the 
Faculty in the past has been that some members of the post 
graduate class wish to give the whole of their time to Medicine, 
others to Surgery, while a few are particularly interested in the 
Specialties and in Clinical and General Laboratory work. It 
is with the view of meeting these various demands that the 
Faculty this year has decided to make the subjects on the 
programme largely optional. 
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(a) Laboratory Instructions. 

Systematic Laboratory instruction is given from 9 to 10.30 
every morning, on Microscopical Methods, clinical Microscopy, 
Clinical chemistry and Urinalysis, Analysis of Stomach Contents 
end Clinical Bacteriology, including the diagnosis of Diphtheria, 
Tuberculosis, etc., the Histology of the blood in disease, and 
Serum Diagnosis. These courses are conducted under the 
direction of Professors Button, Adami, Nichols and Dr. G. G. 
Campbell. A course of Operative Surgery on the cadaver is 
given by Dr. A. E. Garrow, during the second and third weeks 
of the course. 

O') Special Demonstrations. 

These demonstrations are given daily from 10.30 to mid-day, 
and will consist of one or more of the following:—Operative 
Gynaecology, Prof. Gardner; Operative Midwifery, Professor 
Cameron; Sanitary Topics, Professor Starkey; Clinical use of 
the Roentgen Raj’s, Professor Gird wood; Demonstrations on 
pcet-mortem specimens, Dr. McCrae; and Medical Examination 
for Life Insurance, Prof. Wilkins. 

(?) Medical and Surgical Clinics. 

For four days each week, during the first two hours of the 
afternoon, there are theatre clinics or classes on groups of 
cases in the wards of the Montreal General and Royal 1 ictoria 
Hospitals. Those in Medicine at the Montreal General Hospital 
are given by Professor Blackader and Dr. Campbell; in Surgery 
bj' Profs. Shepherd, Elder, and Dr. K. Cameron; at the Royal 
Victoria Hospital, in Medicine, by Prof. Martin and Dr. Hamil¬ 
ton; in Surgery, by Prof. Bell and Drs. Garrow, Archibald and 
Keenan. 

(a) Clinics in Special Departments of Medicine and Surgery. 

One or more of these clinics are given in the Hospitals each 
afternoon after the regular medical or surgical clinic. In Oph¬ 
thalmology, including demonstrations in the use of the Oph¬ 
thalmoscope, Prof. Buller and Drs. Stirling and Byers ; Derma¬ 
tology, Dr. G. G. Campbell; Genito-Urinary Surgery, Prof. 
Bell and Dr. Springle; Orthopoedics, Dr. C. W. Wilson; Laryn¬ 
gology, Prof. Birkett and Dr. H. D. Hamilton; Gynaecology, 








Prof. Gardner and Drs. Lockhart and J. D. Cameron; Obstet¬ 
rics, Prof. J. C. Cameron and Dr. Evans; Diseases of Children, 
Prof. Blackader and Dr. G. G. Campbell. 

The fee for the course, including Hospital fees, is $40.00. 

Diploma Course in Public Health. 

The Faculty of Medicine in the session 1899-1900 instituted 
a gradate course in Public Health and Sanitary Science. This 
course will be given each year and the diplomas conferred at 
the annual convocation. 

Candidates undertaking this course must have possessed a 
degree in Medicine or other qualification of practice for at 
least twelve months before he is competent to receive the di¬ 
ploma. The following are the courses requisite:— 

1. Course of lectures in Public Health (to be omitted in 
the case of candidates who have attended such a course before 
graduation). 

2. A three months’ course in Bacteriology, special attention 
being directed to the pathogenic organisms and parasites— such 
course to be omitted on presentation of proof that it has pre¬ 
viously been taken. 

3. A six months’ course of practical study of outdoor sani¬ 
tary work under a medical officer of health (to be omitted in 
the case of medical health officers holding appointments prior 
to the establishment of this diploma course). 

4. Three months’ attendance and clinical instruction at a 
hospital for infectious diseases (unless such course has already 
been taken prior to graduation). 

5. Three months’ instruction in sanitary Chemistry and 
Physics, with practical work in a chemical laboratory. 

Examination for Diploma shall cover the following subjects : — 

1. Examination of clinical cases at an infectious hospital. 

2 . The drawing up of outlines for annual and other reports 
of officers of health. 

3. Report upon the sanitary condition of some actual lo¬ 
cality. 

4. The chemical analysis of liquids and gases and of speci¬ 
mens of food. 

o. Demonstration of the consideration and use of meteor¬ 
ological hygienic and sanitary apparatus.

6. Microscopical examination of specimens submitted. 

.7 Description of specimens of human and other diseased 
tissues. 

8. Practical examination in the employment of the usual 
bacteriological methods. 

9. The inspection of carcasses of animals to be used for 

food. 

The above examination shall be written and oral and prac¬ 
tical, and shall extend over a period of four days. 

The following is a list of subjects included in the curricu¬ 
lum of study:— 

(а) Sanitary Chemistry: —Examination of air, gases, water, 
the action of water on metals; milk, food and beverages; 
detection of poisons in articles of dress and of decoration; 
the chemistry of sewage. 

(б) Sanitary Physics Principles of statics, pneumatics, 
hydraulics, light, light and photometry, heat and thermometry, 
the principles of hygrometry, (only in their application to hy¬ 
giene). 

(c) Sanitary Legislation: —Statutes and by-laws relating to 
public health; the powers of public sanitary authorities. 

(d) Bacteriology and Parasitology: —Modes of propagation 
of disease and transmission of disease between man and man, 
and man and animals; bacteriological analysis in relation to 
public health matters; natural history of microbes and animal 
parasites. 

(e) Vital Statistics: —Calculation and tabulation of returns 
of births, marriages, deaths and diseases. 

( f ) Meteorology and Climatology :—Including the geograph¬ 
ical and topographical distribution of disease. 

(g) Preventive Medicine and Practical Sanitation. 

The fee for the Diploma shall be $20. 

CLINICAL INSTRUCTION. 

VII. 

During the Session of 1904-5, three Meuical, three Sur¬ 
gical, two Gynaecological and two Ophthalmologieal clinics will 
be held weekly in both the Montreal General and Royal Vic¬ 
toria Hospitals. 
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In addition, tutorial instruction will be given in these dif¬ 
ferent departments in the ward, out-patient rooms and labor¬ 
atories. Special weekly clinics will be given in the Montreal 
General Hospital on Dermatology and Laryngology and in the 
Royal Victoria Hospital on diseases of the Genito-Urinary sys¬ 
tem, Laryngology and Neurology. 

Clinical Clekks in the medical and surgical wards of both 
Hospitals are appointed every three months, and each one during 
his term of service conducts, under the immediate directions of 
the Clinical Professors, the reporting of all cases in the ward 
allotted to him. Students entering on and after October, 1893, 
are required to show a certificate of having acted for six months 
as clinical clerk in medicine and six months in surgery, and are 
required to have reported at least ten cases in medicine, and ten 
in surgery. The instruction obtained as clinical clerk is found 
to be of the greatest possible advantage to students, as affording 
a true practical training for his future professional life. 

Dressers are also appointed to the Out-Door Departments. 
For these appointments, application is to be made to the Assis¬ 
tant Surgeons, or to the resident surgeon in charge of the out¬ 
patient department. 

The large number of patients affected with diseases of the eye 
and ear, now attending the special clinics at both hospitals affor ] 
ample opportunity to students to become familiar with all the 
ordinary affections of those organs, and to make themselves pro¬ 
ficient in the use of the ophthalmoscope; and it is hoped that 
every student will thus seek to gain a practical knowledge of 
this important branch of Medicine and Surgery. Operations 
are performed on the eye by the Ophthalmic Surgeons after the 
outdoor patients have been seen, and students are invited to 
attend the same, and as far as practicable to keep such cases 
under observation so long as they remain in the Hospital. 

There are also special departments in both Hospitals for 
.Gynaecology and Laryngology, directed by Specialists in these 
branches. Students are thus enabled to acquire special tech¬ 
nical knowledge under skilled direction. The plan of teaching 
practical gynaecology for the past five years with marked suc¬ 
cess has been the limitation of the number of students attend¬ 
ing each clinic to four. 

The Clinics at the Montreal General Hospital in Dermatology 
and in both hospitals in Laryngology are very large, and afford

a practical training in affections of the skin and throat rarely 
obtained by medical students. 

A special clinic for diseases of the Genito-Urinary Organs has 
been established at the Royal Victoria Hospital. 

Infectious diseases and Insanity will also be taught clinically, 
the former in the special wards for infectious diseases and the 
latter at the Verdun Hospital for the Insane. 

Hospitals. 

The City of Montreal is celebrated for the number and 
importance of its public charities. Among these its public hos¬ 
pitals are the most prominent and widely known. Those in 
which medical students of MeGill University will receive clinical 
instruction are: (1) The Montreal General Hospital. (2) The 
Royal Victoria Hospital. (3) Montreal Maternity Hospital. 

The Montreal General Hospital has for many years been the 
most extensive clinical field in Canada. The old buildings, 
having proved inadequate to meet the increased demand for 
hospital accommodation, have been increased by the addition 
of two surgical pavilions, the Campbell Memorial, and the 
Greenshields Memorial, and of a new surgical theatre. The 
interior of the older buildings has been entirely reconstructed 
on the most approved modern plans. 

The Royal Victoria Hospital at the head of University Street, 
which in structure and arrangements ranks among the finest 
modern hospitals of either continent, was opened for the recep¬ 
tion of patients the first of January, 1894, and affords excep¬ 
tional opportunities for clinical instruction and practical train- 
in S- : ;. i ' . i 

Montreal General Hospital. 

This Hospital consists of a Surgical, a Medical and a Patho¬ 
logical Department. 

The Surgical Department has two large pavilions, containing 
four wards 135 feet long by 35 feet broad, with an intervening 
and connecting building in which is a large operating theatre 
of the most modern type, capable of seating over 350 students. 
In connection with this are preparation, etherising, instru¬ 
ment, sterilizing and surgeons’ rooms, also smaller operating 
rooms. The surgical pavilions accommodate over one hundred 
patients. 

4 






The old part of the hospital, consisting of the Reid, Rich¬ 
ardson and Morland wings, has been completely rebuilt and 
remodelled, and forms the Medical Department. This part 
certains four wards, 100 feet by 40, and is arranged for 150 
beds. In this building there are wards for gynaecological 
and ophthalmological patients, and a number of private wards 
and laboratories for Clinical Chemistry. There is also a med- 
cal amphitheatre capable of seating 150 students and a gynae¬ 
cological operating room fitted up in the most modern manner. 
The central part of the old building is for administration 
purposes. 

A completely new and commodious out-door patient de¬ 
partment has been provided on the ground floor of the Rich¬ 
ardson wing, and there is ample accommodation for the vari¬ 
ous special departments as well as large rooms for general 
medical and surgical patients. 

The Pathological Department is a completely new building 
in which are the post-mortem theatre and rooms for micro¬ 
scopical and bacteriological work, and also a mortuary and 
chapel. In this building students are offered every oppor¬ 
tunity of perfecting their knowledge of morbid anatomy and 
pathological histology. 

The old Fever Wards on the grounds of the Hospital have 
been completely remodelled, and are now used as a laundry and 

1 itchen. 

A much larger number of patients receive treatment in the 
Montreal General Hospital than in any other Canadian hos¬ 
pital of the same size. Last year’s report shows that over 
three thousand Medical and Surgical cases were treated in the 
wards, and the great proportion of these were acute eases as 
may be gathered from the fact that the average duration of 
residence was only 24.02 days. There are upwards of forty 
thousand consultations annually in the out-door department of 
this Hospital. 

The Royal Victoria Hospital. 

/ 

This Hospital is situated a short distance above the Uni¬ 
versity Grounds on the side of the Mountain, and overlooks 
the city. It was founded in July, 1887, by the munificence 
of Lord Mount Stephen and Lord Strathcona, who gave one 
million dollars for this purpose.

ics. The patients’ entrance, the dispensary and admission 
rooms are also situated in this building. To the north of the 
administration block has been erected a large out-patients’ 
department, in which are special departments for Minor Sur¬ 
gery. Ophthalmology, Laryngology, and Gynaecology. This 
wing was opened for patients during the winter of 1899-1900. 

The Medical wing contains three large wards, each 123 feet 
long by 26 feet 6 inches wide, one ward 40 feet by 26 feet 6 
inches and 15 private and isolation wards averaging 16 feet 
oL fe J et i, also a medical thca *re with a seating capacity for 
a ™ three roo ms adjacent to it for clinical chemistry 
and other purposes. North of this wing and in direct con¬ 
nection with it are the Pathological laboratories and mortuary. 

In this wing are situated the mortuary proper, the chapel, 
a post mortem room capable of accommodating 200 students’ 
and laboratories for the microscopic and bacteriological study 
of morbid tissues, some designed for the use of students and 
others for post graduation courses and special research Spe¬ 
cial laboratories for Pathological Chemistry, Experimental 
Pathology, Bacteriology and Photography are also provided. 

The Surgical wing contains three large wards, each 123 feet 
Jong by 26 feet 6 inches wide, four wards each 40 feet by 32 
feet, and seven private and isolation wards, averaging 16 feet 
by 12 feet, also two large theatres and one small one, with 
rooms adjacent for preparation of patients. ' 

In this wing are also the wards for Gynaecology and Oph¬ 
thalmology. There is also an Isolation Pavilion for infectious 
diseases.

of obstetrics and diseases of infancy. An improved Tarnier- 
Pudin phantom is provided for the use of the students, and 
everv facility is afforded for acquiring a practical knowledge 
of the various obstetric manipulations. The Institution is 
under the direct supervision of the Professor of Obstetrics, who 
devotes much time and attention to individual instruction. 
Students who have attended the course in Obstetrics during the 
winter and spring terms of the Third Year will be furnished 
with cases in rotation, which they will be required to report 
and attend till convalescent. 

An outdoor service in connection with the Maternity has been 
established, a demonstrator and a nurse being sent out to 
attend deserving cases in their own homes. Whenever it is pos¬ 
sible, senior Students are sent out to these extern cases, which 
they will he allowed to manage under the supervision of the 
demonstrator. 

Clinical Obstetrics has been placed upon the same basis as 
Clinical Medicine and Surgery, and a final clinical Examination 
is held. Every student must give in two complete clinical 
reports of cases observed by himself before presenting himself 
for the final clinical examination. Marks are given for these 
reports in the Final examination for degree. Regular courses 
of clinical lectures are given throughout the session, special 
attention being paid to the important subject of infant feeding. 
The Walker-Gordon process of modifying milk is explained and 
demonstrated. At the regular Saturday clinic the work of the 
past week is reviewed, and an opportunity is given for the 
examination of patients and the discussion of points of interest 
in diagnosis and treatment. From time to time the Lady Super¬ 
intendent and her staff give demonstrations of the more impor¬ 
tant points in obstetric nursing. 
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During the autumn and winter terms the Lecturer and De¬ 
monstrators of Obstetrics give a palpation course, clinical de¬ 
monstrations in the wards and instruction in operative work on 
the phantom.- Students will find it very much to their advan¬ 
tage to pay special attention to their clinical work durin 0, the 
summer months. 

One resident medical officer is appointed yearly to hold office 
for a period of nine months, and one for a period of three 
months. 

Fee for twelve months, $12; payable at the Maternity Hos¬ 
pital. 


Museums. 

. The Faculty has during recent years devoted special attention 
to the development of its museums in the several departments in 
which objective teaching is of especial value in the education of 
the student. 

There are now four museums in the Medical Building: (1) 
the Museum of Pathology, (2) the Anatomical Museum, (3) the 
Museum of Public Health and Preventive Medicine, (4) the 
Museum of Pharmacy. 

Faeh collection is arranged and selected with the primary 
object of making it a teaching museum. The several collections 
are open to students and the public between 9 a.m. and 5 p.m.

Since the organization of tha Medical Faculty the Patholo¬ 
gical Museum lias been one of its most cherished object-. Some 
specimens still remain upon its shelves donated by the founders 
of the College (notably a unique case of Cor. Biatrinen Trilo¬ 
culare, reported by Dr. Andrew Holmes in 1823), and for the 
last fifty years the rich pathological material furnished by the 
Montreal General Hospital has been collected here. Many 
specimens are also now yearly received from the Royal Victoria 
Hospital, and the Faculty is also indebted to many medical 
men throughout Canada and the United States for Important 
contributions. 
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• The Museum is especially rich in specimens of Aneurisms, 
and contains a singularly important collection of hearts affected 
with “Malignant Endocaditis.” For these series the Faculty is 
mainly indebted to Prof. Osier, late of this University. 

It contains also a very large collection of different forms of 
calculi presented by the late Prof. Fenwick. 

The Medico-Legal Museum also contains many rare specimens 
collected by the late Prof. Wyatt Johnston. 

The fine Museum of the late Faculty of Comparative Medicine 
has just been presented by Dr. Duncan MeEachran. 

During the past ten years, M. Bailly, osteologist and articu¬ 
lator (lately with Tramond of Paris), has been engaged in 
arranging and mounting the very large number of specimens 
from the dissecting room and other sources of disease and 
injuries of bones which have been accumulating for years. In 
this collection are to be found examples of fractures and dis¬ 
locations of the spine, osteoporosis, congenital dislocation of the 
hip, fracture of the astragalus, multiple exostoses, etc., etc. 

Work is now being directed chiefly to the preparation • of 
moist specimens, in which department great advances have 
been made. The natural colors of organs are preserved after 
the methods of Kaiserling and Jores, and are carefully mounted 
in square jars on glass frames in such a manner as may best 
preserve their natural relations and thus be of the most service 
to the student. 

The Pathological Museum has lately undergone complete 
alteration. A new gallery has been erected around both the 
main rooms, which is reached by a spiral staircase in a small 
intermediate room in which is placed the Medico-Legal Col¬ 
lection. Two rooms have also been added at the rear, the 
Curator’s Office and the Obstetrical and Gynaecological Museum. 
The extensive bone collection and the calculi are found in the 
first room on entering, while the front and largest room is 
reserved for the moist specimens. Water-color paintings of 
pathological conditions occupy swinging frames, or form a 
frieze at the ceiling, and large tables fitted with movable shelv¬ 
ing for demonstration purposes occupy the floor space. This 
suite of five rooms connects with one of the main lecture rooms, 
which is largely used for the teaching of gross pathology from 
museum specimens. 










Royal Victoria Hospital. 
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The Museum has recently boon entirely reclassified according 
to the Dewey System of library classification, after a modifica¬ 
tion suggested and devised by the late Prof. Wyatt Johnston, 
lhis classification, which follows a definite' anatomical and 
pathological order, is of much assistance in the systematic 
teaching for which the museum is now extensively used. For 
a special feature is now being made of the demonstration and 
teaching of gross pathology from large numbers of museum 
specimens grouped in series to show related and different con¬ 
ditions, and gradations of diseased processes. Representative 
specimens showing the various pathological conditions from each 
organ in turn are shown and lectured upon to students of the 
Fourth Year by the Professor of Pathology. These lectures 
are supplemented by a series of daily demonstrations in the 
Museum, at which attendance is voluntary. At these demon¬ 
strations all the specimens of interest from a given organ are 
exhibited to successive groups of students. In the circulatory 
system, for instance, demonstrations on anomalies of the heart, 
on the pericardium, myocardium, endocardium, arteries and 
veins, are exhibited in rotation to the five groups into which 
the year divides itself. As each system is finished its specimens 
are arranged in complete teaching series on tables and are placed 
“ on exhibition” both for review purposes for the student and 
for the benefit of those members of the teaching staff who wish 
to inform themselves of what the museum contains. An annual 
exhibition of now specimens mounted during the year is also 
held. 

In addition to this “ Museum Forms” are issued on request 
tc the students, upon which written exercises upon series of 
museum specimens may be made. 

Museum specimens, returnable within 48 hours, are also sent 
out to lecture rooms and to the hospitals at the request of the 
clinicians for illustration purposes. 

The Director of the Pathological Museum has much pleasure 
in acknowledging with thanks the following donations received 
during the year ending May 1st, 1904:

mailer apartments in connection are used for private research, 
which is encouraged in every way by the Faculty. 

1 he Museum is well furnished and comfortable, and students 
have every opportunity of studying Human, Comparative and 
Applied Anatomy. * 

This department has during the past few years added a very 
complete collection of plaster and papier mache models by 
feteger, after the well-known works of His and Braune, com¬ 
prising:

Museum of Hygiene. 

Director, Prof. T. A. Starkey. 

This Museum has been established from the interest accruing 
through the endowment of the Chair of Hygiene by Lord Stratli- 

cona and Mount Koyal in 1893. 

With a view to exhibiting not only specimens of the best 
and most approved types of appliances in each particular 
branch of Public Health, but also examples of types which are 
to be avoided on Hygienic Principles, the material in the 
Museum has been rearranged. In order to facilitate study 
and reference, the specimens have been classified upon a deci¬ 
mal system under the following sections:— 

1. Disinfection. —Including disinfecting apparatus, disin¬ 
fectants and antiseptics. 

2. Lighting and u eating.— Showing contrivances used for 
these purpeses. 

3 Water .—Showing underground water and supplies drawn 
from it; methods of purification on large and small scales, 
including domestic filtration; exhibits of all the common 
modes of pollution of water supplies. 

4. Soil and Buildings. —Various kinds of soil for building 
sites, etc.; effects of ground air and ground moisture on 
dwellings; building materials of all kinds, and measures 
against dampness and foul air.

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o. Air. Including ventilation, climate and meteorology, 
with apparatus illustrative of each class. 

C. Drainage and Defuse Disposal.— This section includes 
every description of sanitary appliance used in building, drain¬ 
age. and ultimate disposal of refuse, both liquid and solid. The 
section also includes types of faulty methods. 

1. Foodstuffs and Beverages —Adulterations and modes of 
transmission of disease. 

S. Clothing. —Materials and their value for clothing. 

9. Vital Statistics, Administration, etc. 

In addition to the regular Museum Exhibit, there is a col¬ 
lection of over 1,000 lantern slides illustrative of phases of 
Hygiene. The slides have been so arranged as to be available 
for demonstrations as hand specimens. These slides as well 
as all the specimens in the Museum are card catalogued, and a 
projecting lantern is available for their demonstration. 

The following are some of the principal exhibits:—Set of 
Knight’s diagrams and models; working models illustrating 
house drainage, closets, etc., sewer air, movements of soil air; 
Doulton’s models, of drainage, damp proof construction, absorp¬ 
tion of moisture in building materials, ventilation appliance, 
combined heating and ventilation, automatic regulation of heat¬ 
ing and ventilation; building materials; fire proofing; estima¬ 
tion of carbonic acid and moisture in the air; meteorological 
observation; water supply, water piping; water filtrations of 
public and domestic supplies; pollution of water supplies; 
ground water level; scvVage and refuse disposal; food supply; 
food adulteration; examination of milk supplies; disinfection, 
disinfectants.

Library.

The Library of the Medical Faculty now comprises upwards 
of twenty-five thousand volumes, the largest special library 
connected with a medical school on this continent: 

The valuable libraries of the late Professors Robert Palmer 
Howard, George Ross, Richard L. MacDonnell, T. Johnston 
Alloway and of Dr. Allen Ruttan have been donated to the 
Medical Faculty. 
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The valuable libraries of the Montreal Veterinary Medical 
Association and of the Society of Comparitive Psychology have 
been deposited with the Faculty of Medicine, and are available 
for readers. 

The Faculty is also indebted 'to Dr. D. McEachran for the fine 
library of the late Dr. Gadsden, and for a large number of rare 
and valuable works bearing on comparative medicine. 

Dr. Osier has this year presented a fine bronze medallion of 
himself which was cast in Paris, and in addition to a generous 
donation toward the purchase of works on history and bio¬ 
graphy of medicine he has given some rare works of the old 
masters. 

The standard text-books and works of reference, together with 
complete files of the leading periodicals, are on the shelves. 
Students may consult any work of reference in the library be¬ 
tween 9 a.m. and 6 p.m. and from 7.30 to 10.30 p.m. A large 
library reading-room is provided for the use of students. 

Extracts from the Library Regulations. 

I. During the College Session .the Library is open daily (ex¬ 
cept Sundays and general public holidays) from 9 a.m. till 
G p.m., and from 7.30 to 10.30 p.m. every evening. During 
vacation from 9 a.m. to 5 p.m. 

II. The stack room is not open to students or to the public. 

III. The books in the Library are classed in two divisions: 
1st, those which may be taken from the Library; 2nd, those 
which may not be removed from the Library, under any cir¬ 
cumstances. The la ter class includes all catalogues, dictionaries 
and encyclopedias. 

IV. Kegular Text-Books are to be used only in the Library, 
other books may be taken out to be returned the next day. If 
books so removed from the Library are not returned punctually, 
a fine will be imposed, and if the delay be serious the student 
may be suspended from the Library at the discretion of the 
Librarian. 

V. Students may take out books, subject to the above regula¬ 
tions, to the number of three volumes at one time. 

VI. Books may be taken from the Library only after they 
have been especially asked for and charged at the delivery desk; 
borrowers who cannot attend personally must sign and date an 
order, giving the titles of the books desired and the name of the 
person deputed to procure the same. 
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VII Damage to or loss of books shall be made good to the 
satisfaction of the Librarian and of the Library Committee. 
Writing or making any mark upon any book belonging to the 
Library is forbidden. Any person found guilty of wilfully 
damaging any book in any way shall be excluded from the 
Library, and shall be debarred from the use thereof for such 
time as the Library Committee may determine. 

VIII. Silence must be strictly observed in the Library.

General Announcement. 

This year there is instituted a D^jital Department of the 
Medical Faculty of McGill University. Just as the regulation 
of studies and the registration of medical students and practi¬ 
tioners in the different Provinces of the Dominion are con¬ 
trolled by the medical boards of the Separate Provinces, so in the 
Province of Quebec the Denial Association has a like control, 
over'dental students and the registration of practitioners in 
dentistry. 

In the'Autumn of 1903 this body approached the University 
asking that a dental department be instituted, and as a result 
of negotiations continuing through the session of 1903-4, the 
University has established such a department. This depart¬ 
ment is not independent, hut is a section of the Medical Faculty. 

Under the regulations that have been established governing 
the Dental Department, students may register in dentistry 
after passing the matriculation required of students of Medicine 
in McGill University, but those wishing to practice in the Pro¬ 
vince of Quebec, except those who hold a degree in Medicine or 
Arts from a recognized British or Canadian University, must 
pass the matriculation examination of the Dental Association 
of the Province of Quebec. 
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ihe course demanded of students in this department extends 
over four years. Tn the first two years the curriculum is that 
demanded of medical students in this Faculty for the same 
period, and is conducted at the McGill Medical College. The 
practical work of the last two years will be conducted at 
the Dental College, special bourses of lectures being delivered 
at the McGill Medical College. 

Indentures. 

Those students who inteud to practice in the Province of 
Quebec must sign indentures before a Notary Public with a 
licensiate of dental surgery in active practice in the Province 
at the beginning of the college course, the Dental Act requiring 
four full years as an indentured student after the matriculation 
has been passed. 

Course of Instruction. 

1 he regular course begins for dental students, as for medical, 
on September 21st, 1904, the intioductory lecture being given 
on Tuesday, September 20th. 

Curriculum. 

First Year : Anatomy, Practical Anatomy, Physiology, Prac¬ 
tical Physiology, Physics, Inorganic Chemistry, Histology, Bio¬ 
logy and Embryology, Bacteriology. 

Second Year : Anatomy, Practical Anatomy, Physiology, 
Practical .Physiology, Organic Chemistry, Applied Medical 
Chemistry, Histology, Pharmacy and Pharmacology, Pathology. 

Third arid Fourth Years : Operative and Mechanical ‘Den¬ 
tistry, Crown and Bridge-Work, Practical work in Infirmary, 
Dental Pathology, Materia Medica, Orthodontia, Anaesthetics, 
Dental Surgery. 

Requirements for the Degree. 

The degree of Master of Dental Surgery (M.D.S.)' will be 
conferred by McGill University on any student who lms ful¬ 
filled the following requirements:— 

1 . He must be of the full age of 21 years. 

2. Fie must be of good moral character. 

3. He must have passed all required examinations. 

4. He must have completed the full term of four years. 

5. Fie must have paid all fees.

SESSION of 1905-1906. 

The Seventy-Fourth Session of the University, being the fifty-first 
under the amended Charter, will commence in the autumn of 1905. 

By virtue of the Royal Charter, granted in 1821, and amended in 
1852, the Governors, Principal and Fellows of McGill College con¬ 
stitute the Corporation of the University; and, tinder the Statutes 
framed by the Board of Governors, with the approval of the Visitor, 
have the power of granting Degrees in all the Arts and Faculties in 
McGill College and Colleges affiliated thereto. 

The Statutes and Regulations of the University have been framed 
on the most liberal principles, with the view of affording to all classes 
of persons the greatest possible facilities for the attainment of mental 
culture and professional training. In its religious character the 
University is Protestant, but not denominational; and, while all pos¬ 
sible attention will be given to the character and conduct of students, 
no interference with their individual views will be sanctioned. 

The educational work of the University is carried on in McGill 
College, Montreal, and in the affiliated Colleges and Schools. 

1.—McGill College. 

The Faculty of Arts. —The courses of study extend over four Ses¬ 
sions of eight months each. In the third and fourth years, exten¬ 
sive options^ and certain exemptions are allowed to students of 
medicine. The course of study leads to the Degrees of B.A., M.A.. 
B.Sc., M.Sc., and D.Litt. 

Ihe Degree of B.A. from this University admits the holder to 
the study of the learned professions without preliminary exam¬ 
ination in the Provinces of Quebec and Ontario, and in Great 
Britain and Ireland, etc. 

1 he Degree of B.A. or B.Sc. can be obtained along with the 
degree in the Faculty of Medicine or of Applied Science in six 
years or of Law in five years. This is effected by avoiding the 
duplication of courses in the same subjects or in those which 
give the same educational training, and by a proper adaptation 
along with the degree in either Faculty to candidates who have 
completed two years in Arts before entering the Professional 
Faculty. 

The Course in Arts provides for the education of women in separate 
classes, with course of study, exemptions, degrees and honours 
identical with those for men. 

The Faculty of Applied Science provides a thorough professional 
training, extending over four years, in Civil Engineering, 
Mechanical Engineering, Mining Engineering and Assaying! 
Electrical Engineering, Practical Chemistry and Architecture’ 
leading to the Degrees of B.Ss., M.Sc., and D.Sc. 

The Faculty of Law. —The complete course of Law extends over 
three Sessions of eight months each, and leads to the Degrees of 
B.C.L. and D.C.L. 

The Faculty of Medicine.— The complete course of study in Medi- 
cine extends over four Sessions of nine months each, and leads 
to the Degrees of M.D., C.M.

Foundation and Early History. 


The Seventy-fourth Session of this Faculty will be opened 
on Tuesday, September 19th, 1905, by an introductory 
lecture. The regular lectures in all subjects will begin on 
Wednesday, September 20th, at the hours specified in the 
time-tables, and will be continued until May nth, 1906. 

The Faculty of Medicine of McGill University is the 
direct outcome and continuance of a teaching body known 
as the Montreal Medical Institution which was organized 
as a medical school in the years 1823-24 by Drs. Wm. 
Robertson, Wm. Caldwell, A. F. Holmes, John Stephenson 
and H. P. Loedel. These men constituted the first medical 
staff of the Montreal General Hospital, itself established 
in 1819. The first session of the Montreal Medical Insti¬ 
tution opened in November, 1824, with 25 students, and the 
lectures were given at the House of the Institution, No. 20 
St. James Street, a building situate on the north side of 
St. James Street, on or near Place d’Armes. 

In the year 1829, the Montreal Medical Institution be¬ 
came, by the formal act of the Governors of the Royal 
Institution for the Advancement of Learning, the Medical 
Faculty of McGill University. It was a condition of the 
bequest of the late Hon. James McGill that the college 
must be in operation within a certain number of years of 
his decease; failing this, the money and the Estate of 
Burnside on which the college was to be built, were to 
pass to the heirs-at-law, the Desrivieres family. To enable 
this essential condition to be realized, the Montreal Med¬ 
ical Institution, then an active teaching body of established 
reputation, was “ engrafted upon ” the University of McGill 
College as its Medical Faculty. This event took place at 
the first meeting of the Governors of “ Burnside University 
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of McGill College,” held at Burnside House, June 29th, 
1829, with the object of organizing the university. The 
first session of the McGill Medical Faculty took place in 
the winter of 1829-30, and the first university degree^ a 
medical one, was conferred four years later in 1833. 

There were no sessions held during the political troubles 
of 1836 to 1839, an d it is owing to this fact that this is 
the Seventy-fourth instead of the Seventy-seventh Session of 
the Faculty, dating from its incorporation with the Uni¬ 
versity in the year 1829. 

In 1844 the number of students in the Medical Faculty 
was 50; in 1851, 64 with 15 graduates; in 1872-73, 154 with 
35 graduates; in 1892-93, 315 with 46 graduates; in 1895-96, 
419 with 90 graduates; in 1901-02, 440 students were regis¬ 
tered. 

After carrying on the work for some years on St. James 
Street, the Faculty removed to a house on St. George Street, 
near Craig Street, where they remained until 1845. From 
1845 to 1851 they occupied the central part of the present 
Arts Building, which with the East Wing was the only 
part of the present Arts Building then standing. The 
remote situation of the University grounds was found to 
be a source of great inconvenience to both teachers and 
students, and the Faculty returned to the heart of the City, 
to No. 15 Cote Street, for the Session of 1851-52. This 
building was erected for the uses of the Faculty at the 
private expense of three of its members, who held the 
Faculty as their tenants until i860, when the University 
authorities took over the Cote Street building, at the same 
time enlarging it at a cost of some $4,100.00, to meet the 
increased demands of the rapidly growing medical school. 
The Faculty remained on Cote Street until 1872 when the 
need of extension was again felt and the front block of 
the present medical building in the University Grounds 
was provided by the Governors. 

In 1885 this building of 1872, which, as has been said, 
constitutes the front block of the present building, was 
again found to be inadequate and an addition was built at 
the rear, which at the time afforded all the facilities for 
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carrying out the great aim of the Faculty—that of making 
the teaching of the primary branches thoroughly practical. 

Owing to the larger classes and the necessity for more 
laboratory teaching, the Lecture Rooms and Laboratories 
added in 1885 soon became insufficient in size and equip¬ 
ment to meet the requirements of the Faculty. The late 
Mr. John H. R. Molson with timely generosity came to 
the aid of the Faculty, and in 1893 purchased property 
adjoining the college grounds, and enabled the Faculty to 
erect, new buildings and extensively alter and improve those 
already in use. 

These wings were completed and officially opened by His 
Excellency, the Earl of Aberdeen, Visitor of the University, 
January 8th, 1895. They were erected as an extension of 
the old building, towards the northwest, partially facing 
Carlton Road, and convenient to the Royal Victoria Hos¬ 
pital. They connected the Pathological building, the pri¬ 
vate residence acquired by Mr. Molson in 1893, with the 
older buildings, and comprised a large lecture room, capable 
of accommodating 450 students, with adjoining preparation- 
rooms and new suites of laboratories for Pathology, His¬ 
tology, Pharmacology and Sanitary Science. The labora¬ 
tories, etc., in the older buildings were also greatly enlarged 
and improved. 

On the ground floor the Library and Museum were en¬ 
larged. The original library of the building erected for 
the Faculty by the Governors in 1872 was furnished as a 
reading room for the use of the students, and the extensive 
reference library of the Faculty was thus for the first time 
made available for the use of students. 

On this floor were also the Faculty room, the Registrar’s 
office, the special museum for Obstetrics and Gynaecology, 
together with Professors’ rooms, etc. The chemical labor¬ 
atories were increased by including the laboratories for¬ 
merly used by the department of Physiology. 

In the basement were the janitor’s apartments, cloak 
rooms with numerous lockers for use of students, the lava¬ 
tory, etc., recently furnished with the most modern sanitary 
fittings. 







In less than five years the extension of the practical 
laboratory work and the increase in the number of students 
and teachers made an enlargement of the buildings almost 
imperative. Before, however, the want of space and equip¬ 
ment was very seriously felt Lord Strathcona generously 
provided means to meet the requirements. 










The New Buildings. 

1 he new Medical Buildings were formerly opened by 
H.R.H. the Prince of Wales, September 19th, 1901, and are 
i ow complete and fully equipped. They are the gift of Lord 
Strathcona, who in the names of Lady Strathcona and the 
Hon. Mrs. Howard in 1898, contributed $100,000 towards 
extensions and alterations of the Medical Buildings. These 
buildings, the result of this munificent donation, have more 
than twice the capacity of the buildings occupied during 
the Session of 1900-1901. 

The alterations and extensions may be described as con¬ 
sisting of three wings. First, a Laboratory wing. This 
wing occupies the north-east corner of the block of build¬ 
ings and replaces what was formerly the Pathology wing. 
A second wing connects this with the front building on 
the east, and the third wing connects the Molson block 
with the original building on the west side. 

The central wings extend east and west about 70 feet 
and form the central feature of what is now a symmetrical 
block of cut stone buildings. It will be seen that the 
stone and brick extensions, erected by the Faculty in 1885, 
have been entirely removed and replaced by these substan¬ 
tial structures. The alterations and extensions now com¬ 
pleted form the larger portion of a scheme of complete 
reconstruction and extension which will ultimately lead- 
to the replacing of the original stone building now remain¬ 
ing by a faqade which will project into the University 
grounds to the south of the buildings and so convert the 
whole into a single symmetrical structure. 

The new building is of four stories except in the front 
block, where the three original stories remain. The total 
length of the buildings, as will be seen by the plan, is 280 
feet and the maximum width 145 feet. Its cubic capacity 
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as about 1,750,000 cnbic feet, making it the largest of the 
buildings on the 'University campus. 

The ground floor contains the lavatories, locker rooms, 
furnace rooms, vat Tooms, rooms for stores and janitor’s 
dwelling. In the laboratory wing there is a large recrea¬ 
tion room for students, a students’ laboratory for pharma¬ 
cology and therapeutics, a research laboratory and a private 
Toom connected with this department. 

The first floor, of which a plan has been inserted, contains 
to the right and left of the entrance, occupying the whole floor 
of the original building, a students’ Library Reading-room, 
with accommodation for 200 readers, and the Pathological 
Museum. The students* reading room is connected with a 
fire-proof stack room which contains the valuable library of 
the Faculty. This stack room has a capacity of 40,000 vol¬ 
umes, the Library at present containing about 24,000. The 
Pathological museum on the opposite side of the hall connects 
with rooms beneath the seats of Lecture Room No. IV. which 
are used for special collections and for curator’s rooms. Four 
small rooms adjoining are for the use of professors as private 
rooms. On the opposite side of the hallway in the central 
section of the building are the professors’ common room, the 
Faculty room and the offices of the Registrar. 

The most striking feature in the construction of the build¬ 
ing is the large central hall or rotunda extending from the 
ground floor through the three stories to the roof, lighted by 
a skylight occupying the whole length of the middle section. 
This hall is 70 feet long by 45 feet wide, with galleries at each 
floor, connecting the various laboratories and lecture rooms 
with broad staircases at each end. 

The northern section contains the Chemical Laboratory, 80 
feet long by 45 feet wide, and the ceiling 20 feet high, sur¬ 
rounded with draft cupboards, and having benches for 150 to 
180 students. Connected with this room is a commodious re¬ 
search laboratory for advanced work in medical chemistry, and 
a small professor’s laboratory. On the opposite side of the 
hall is a large lecture room with a seating capacity of from 400 
to 450, the museum preparation room, a small cloak room and 
preparation rooms connected wifh the lecture room. 
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The floor above in the two southern sections is devoted en¬ 
tirely to Anatomy. The dissecting room occupying the top of 
the front building remains unchanged, and is connected on the 
west with a series of demonstrators’ rooms, a private dissect¬ 
ing room and two rooms for the professor of this department. 
These rooms surround Lecture Room No. II., especially ar¬ 
ranged for lectures in Anatomy. On the opposite side of the 
hall, occupying the same area as the lecture room and adjoin¬ 
ing rooms is the Anatomical Museum. Intervening between 
this and the dissecting room on the east side are a small de¬ 
monstration room, locker rooms and service rooms connected 
with the department of Anatomy. 

In the northern section are the museum for Hygiene and 
the Hygiene laboratory. These rooms extend the whole dis¬ 
tance across the east and west wings. 

On the top floor are the departments of Physiology, Path¬ 
ology, Bacteriology and Histology. The department of Path¬ 
ology and Bacteriology has a laboratory of the same dimensions 
as the chemical laboratory, 80 x 45 feet, especially well lighted 
with three large roof lights in addition to the lights on both 
sides. Besides the tables, lockers, etc., provided for students 
in this department, there is a small demonstrating theatre and 
a series of small rooms for advanced work and for special pur¬ 
poses. These include a dark room, an incubator room, refer¬ 
ence library and three private laboratories. On the opposite 
side of the hall, occupying a similar floor area, are the labora¬ 
tories for Physiology, consisting of a students’ laboratory 
which has been specially equipped this year with sets of ap¬ 
paratus for the practical study of the principles of physiology 
by the graphic method. Connecting the students’ laboratory 
with lecture room No. I., to be used for Physiology chiefly, 
are a series of four rooms for advanced work and special re¬ 
search, service rooms and store rooms. 

Occupying the entire northern end of this floor is the His¬ 
tological laboratory with an adjoining room for private work. 
This laboratory is 105 feet long and affords space for the use 
of 150 microscopes at one time. 

The laboratory wing is ventilated by a system of artificial 
ventilation, a powerful fan supplying each laboratory with 
warm fresh air, while extraction flues, to which extraction 











fans are attached, draw off the foul air from each room in this 
wing. 

It will thus be seen that the new buildings of the Medical 
Faculty contain four lecture rooms, three of which have a 
seating capacity of 250, the fourth from 400 to 450. There 
are five museums, namely, for Pathology, Anatomy, Obstetrics 
and Gynaecology, Pharmacy and Hygiene. Other collections 
are being made and space has been arranged for their accom¬ 
modation. 

Extensive locker rooms have been arranged so that at a 
nominal cost each student may have a locker for himself. 
Lockers are also provided in connection with each of the large 
laboratories in vvhich the students are required to keep their 
own material, instruments, etc.—as for instance, in connection 
with the dissecting room and the laboratories for Pathology 
and Bacteriology. In addition to the large reading room of 
the Library and the recreation room on the ground floor of 
the Laboratory wing, a small reading room is provided for 
the use of students and controlled by the Students’ Medical 
Society, in which are kept the daily papers, periodicals, etc. 

Endowments. 

The first endowments of ti.e Faculty were the “Leanchoil ” 
and “Campbell Memorial” funds. The former was a gift of 
Lord Strathcona; the latter subscribed by the citizens of Mont¬ 
real and graduates of Medicine of the University. A portion 
of these funds were expended in increasing the laboratory and 
lecture room accommodation in 1885, the interest on the 
balance being applied to general maintenance. 

In 1893 Lord Strathcona endowed the Chairs of Pathology 
and Public Health with $100,000. This gift enabled the 
Faculty to equip and develop these departments until they are 
quite up to the requirements of modern medical science. 

Various other endowments, such as the Drake Endowment 
of Physiology and the bequests of the late Mrs. Mary Dow, 
Mrs. John MacDougall and Miss Jane Learmont, have enabled 
the Faculty to maintain a high standard of laboratory teaching 
without proportionately increasing the cost of the course to 
the student.

In 1899 Lord Strathcona and Mount Royal again came to 
the aid of the Faculty. He gave, in the names of Lady Strath¬ 
cona and the Honorable Mrs. Howard, one hundred thousand 
dollars, to be used partially to meet the cost of extending the 
Laboratories, Library and Museum, and partially as a fund, 
the interest on which is to be applied to replace the loss of the 
graduation fees, formerly used to support the Medical Library 
and Museum, but which are now required by the Governors for 
general university expenses outside the Faculty of Medicine. 

The thanks of the Faculty are also due to Mr David Mor- 
rice, who has recently come forward with a donation of up¬ 
wards of three thousand dollars to meet the cost of increasing 
the equipment of the Laboratory of Pharmacology. 

During the session of 1904-05. again contributed gener¬ 
ously to the funds of the Faculty; the sum of $50,000 being 
given to enable the Faculty to meet its financial engage¬ 
ments. 

II. 

Matriculation. 

Intending students are reminded that a University degree in 
Medicine does not always give a right to practise the profes¬ 
sion of Medicine. It is necessary to conform with the Medical 
laws of the country or province in which it is proposed to begin 
practice. Each province in Canada at present has its special 
requirements for its license and in most provinces a special 
standard of general education is insisted upon before begin¬ 
ning the study of Medicine. 

Regulations of the Faculty of Medicine of McGill University. 

1. Every student before he can be enregistered as an under¬ 
graduate in Medicine must present a certificate of having 
passed the Matriculation Examination of the Faculty of 
Medicine of this University, or of having passed some Pro¬ 
vincial, State or University Examination accepted by this Uni¬ 
versity. 

2. Graduates in Arts of any recognized university and those 
who have passed the Entrance Examination of a Provincial 
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Medical Council, and thus beome enregistered students in 
medicine of a province in Canada, are exempt from further 
preliminary examination. 

3. Matriculation Examinations (for entrance into all Facul¬ 
ties) are held only in June and September — in June at McGill 
College and (on application) at Local Centres; in September 
at McGill College and affiliated colleges (Vancouver, B.C., and 
Stanstead, P.Q.) only. 

All inquiries relating to the Examination should be ad¬ 
dressed to the Registrar of the University. 

4. Every candidate for examination is required to fill up an 
application form and return the same with the necessary fee 
one month before the examination. Blank forms may be 
obtained from the Registrar. 

5. Applications for examinations at Local Centres must be 
made before May 1st. The University will be responsible for 
no other local expenses than the payment of the Deputy- 
Examiners. 

6. The Matriculation Examination is divided into two parts, 
Preliminary and Final. The subjects of the Preliminary 
Division may be taken at a Matriculation Examination, and 
those of the Final Division at the same or any subsequent 
examinations, but (except as provided in the two following 
regulations) a candidate must pass in the whole of either 
division at one time in order to secure exemption from further 
examination therein. 

7. When two or more books or subjects are prescribed for 
one examination it is necessary to pass in each. 

8. Candidates who fail in one or more subjects at the June 
examination, or who have taken part only of the examination, 
and present themselves in the following September, will not 
be required to take the subjects in which they passed in June. 

Examinations begin on September nth, 1905, in McGill 
College only. 

Conditioned Students. 

Candidates who in the September Examinations fail in not 
more than one subject, may, if so recommended by the Faculty, 
be allowed to enter the First Year Undergraduate Course as 
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Conditioned Students. Such students can obtain full under¬ 
graduate standing by passing at a subsequent June or Septem¬ 
ber Matriculation Examination in the subject in which they 
failed, and will not be permitted to enter the Second Year of 
their Coarse of Study until such examination has been passed. 

Credit will be given, in the undergraduate course, for the 
work done by such Undergraduates while attending as Con¬ 
ditioned Students. 

Partial Students. 

k Partial Students may, subject to the approval of the Pro¬ 
fessor, attend any class without previous examination. 

Partial Students who subsequently obtain undergraduate 
standing by passing the Matriculation Examination may, as 
Undergraduates, be exempted, at the discretion of the Faculty, 
from a particular course or courses of lectures which they have 
attended as Partial Students 

Partial Students who intend to proceed to a degree will be 
expected to employ the greater part of their time in qualifying 
themselves to pass the Matriculation Examination. The 
classes provided for the instruction of Conditioned Students 
in Matriculation subjects will be available also for Partial 
Students who are so qualifying. 

The several Faculties shall discourage Partial Students who 
are qualifying themselves for Matriculation, from attempting 
more work than they are able to undertake, consistently with 
the requirements of the Matriculation examination. 

The Secretary of the Matriculation Board shall, after the 
September Examination, send to the Dean of each- Faculty a 
report of the standing of those candidates who have failed in 
the Matriculation examination, for the guidance of the Facul¬ 
ties in connection with the admission of Partial Students to the 
First Year.

Candidates who have passed the University School (A.A.)

Certificates will be issued to candidates successful in the 
matriculation examination without additional fee. Duplicate 
certificates wil not be granted unless satisfactory proof be 
given of the loss or destruction of the original.

The fee for the examination is payable to the Registrar of 
the University. 

In order to obtain an examination at a local centre, any 
Head Master or other person must, before May 1st, submit to 
the Registrar of the University, the name of some suitable 
person, preferably a University Graduate, who is willing to 
act as Deputy Examiner, i.e., receive the questions, hold the 
examinations, and forward the answers to Montreal.

Application for Equivalent Standing. 

Any student of another University desirous to be admitted 
to this University with equivalent standing is requested to send 
with his application:— 

xst.—A Calander of the University in which he has studied, 
giving a full statement of the courses of stud}'. 
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2nd.—A complete statement of the course he has followed. 

3rd.—A certificate of the standing gained, and of conduct. 
These will be submitted to the Faculty, who will decide what 
examination may be necessary before admitting the candidate. 

• Registration. 

1. Candidates for entrance (Undergraduates, Conditioned 
Students and Partial Students) are requested to attend at the 
office of the Registrar of the University for the purpose ot 
giving their addresses and other particulars, and of signing 
the following declaration in the Matricula or Register:—“I 
hereby declare that 1 will faithfully observe the Statutes, rules 
and ordinances of this University of MGill College to the 
best of my ability.” 

2. Every Undergraduate or Conditioned Student must pro¬ 
duce to the Registrar of the Faculty of Mediine his Matricu¬ 
lation Certificate. Those having entrance qualifications other 
than McGill Matriculation, must first present them to the 
Registrar of the University, from whom they will receive a 
certificate which shall entitle them to register in this Faculty. 

3. After the lapse of a fortnight from the commencement 
of lectures, Professors and Lectures in charge of classes re¬ 
quire every attending student to produce his ticket pf admis¬ 
sion, and will report to the Registrar the name of any student 
failing to produce it. 


III. Requirements for License. 

Intending students are reminded that a University degree 
in Medicine does not always give a right to practise the 
profession of Medicine. It is necessary to conform with 
the Medical laws of the country or province in which it is 
proposed to begin practice. Each province in Canada at 
present has its special requirements for its license and in 
most provinces a special standard of general education is 
insisted upon before beginning the study of Medicine. 
Students who intend practicing in Canada are warned that 
in most of the Pro Cnees it is necessary to he registered 
four years before obtaining a license to practice. It fol- 
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lows that entrance qualification must be registered in the 
Province in which the student intends to practice at the 
beginning of his course in medicine. 

The requirements for those who intend to practice in an) 
of the provinces of Canada, or in Great Britain, etc., are as 
follows:— 

A. General Council of Medical Education and Enregistration of 
Great Britain. 

A license from this body entitles the holder to practice in Eng- 
land, Ireland, Scotland and all colonies except the various provinces 
in Canada. The Matriculation Examination in Medicine of .this 
University, as described on pp. 42-46. is accepted by the General 
Medical Council. Graduates' of this University desiring to register 
in England are exempted from any examination 111 preliminary edu¬ 
cation on production of the McGill Matriculation certificate. Certi¬ 
ficates of this University for attendance on lectures, practical work 
and clinics are also accepted by the various examining boards in 
Great Britain. To obtain a license from the General Council it is 
necessary for all Canadian graduates to pass one of the examining 
boards of Great Britain in both primary and final subjects.

B. The Province of Quebec. 

No University Matriculation Examination is accepted by the Col¬ 
lege of Physicians and Surgeons of this Province. Graduates in Arts 
of any British or Canadian University arc however exempted from 
examination on presentation of their Diplomas. 

Those who pass the Preliminary Examinations described below, or 
Graduates in Arts who register as students in the C. P. & S., Quebec, 
cn teg.nning their studies in Medicine, obtain on graduating from 
McGill University a license to practice in Quebec without further 
examination in any professional subject. 

Graduates who have registered with the General Council of Great 
Britain are at present admitted to practice on passing a professional 
examination. * . .. 

The requirements for the Matriculation Examination of the Pro¬

Philosophy.— Elements of Logic as in Jevon’s Logic; Elements of 
Philosophy, as in Calderwood’s Hand-Book of Psychology. 

The examinations will be held in September. 1905, at Quebec, and 
in June, 1906, at Montreal. Applications to be made to Dr. J. A. 
Macdonald, No. 1 Belmont Street, Montreal, or to P. S. Faucher, of 
Quebec, who will furnish schedule giving text-books and percentage 
of marks required to pass in each subject. 

Examination fee, twenty dollars. Should the candidate be unsuc¬ 
cessful, one-half of the fee will be returned on first failure. 

Of the four years’ study, after having passed the Matriculation 
Examination, three six months’ sessions, at least, must be attended 
at a University College or Incorporated School of Medicine recog¬ 
nized by the “ Provincial Medical Board.” The first session must be 
attended during the year immediately succeeding the Matriculation 
Examination, and the final session must be in the fourth year. 

Students wishing to register degrees in Arts must do so before the 
Lith of September of the year in which they begin the study of 
Medicine in order to obtain a license as soon as they graduate from 
the University.

Frequent oral examinations are held to test the progress 
oC the student, and occasional written examinations are 
given throughout the Session. 

The Pass and Honour examinations at the close of each Session 
are arranged as follows :—

Physics, Inorganic Chemistry, Practical Chemistry and Elementary Bacter¬ 
iology. 

Students who have taken one or more University courses 
in Biology or Chemistry before entering may be exempted 
from attendance and examination. Students exempted in 
these First Year subjects are allowed only a pass standing, 
but may present themselves for examination if they desire 
to attain an honour standing. Students exempted from 
First Year Chemistry must take Second \ear Chemistry, 
in their First Year. 

Second Year. 

Examinations in Anatomy, Organic Chemistry, Applied Medical 
Chemistry, Physiology, Practical Physiology, Pharmacology and Histology. 


Third Year. 

Examinations in Pharmacology and Therapeutics, Medical Juris¬ 
prudence, Public Health and Preventive Medicine, Bacteriology, General 
Pathology, Clinical Microscopy, Obstetrics, Medicine, and Surgery. 

Fourth Year. 

Examinations in Medicine, Surgery, Obstetrics, Gynaecology, Ophthal¬ 
mology, Mental Diseases, Clinical Medicine, Clinical Surgery, Clinical 
Obstetrics, Clinical Gynaecology, Clinical Ophthalmology and Practical 
Pathology. 

By means of the above arrangement a certain definite 
amount of work must be accomplished by the student in 
each year, and an equitable division is made between the 
Primary and Final branches. 

' A minimum of 50 per cent, in each subject is required to pass 
and 75 per cent, for honours. 
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Candidates who fail at the regular examinations in 
not more than two subjects of the First, Second or Third 
\ears, may take the supplemental examinations before the 
beginning of the following session. 1 hese examinations 
will be held during the week preceding the regular opening 
of the Session. 

Students who fail in both Physiology and Anatomy at 
the end of the Second Year are required to repeat their 
year. 

Failure in more than two subjects at the regular ex¬ 
aminations excludes the candidate from advancement and 
necessitates his repeating the work in the subjects in which 
he lias failed. 

No student may proceed to the work of the final year 
who has not passed the examinations in all subjects includ¬ 
ed in the curriculum of the First and Second Years. 

Candidates who fail to pass in a subject in which 
practical work is required may, at the discretion of the 
examiner, be required to repeat the course and furnish a 
certificate of attendance thereon. 

Students who fail in one subject only of the final 
year may, at the discretion of the Faculty, be allowed a 
supplemental examination in that subject. Should the sub¬ 
ject be one in which practical or clinical work is required, 
the student must furnish a certificate of additional hospital 
attendance or laboratory work before presenting himself 
for examination. 

Students who fail at the examinations held at Christ¬ 
mas or Easter may, at the discretion of the examiners, be 
granted supplemental examinations at a period not less 
than three months after the regular examination. 

Applications for supplemental examinations must be 
in the hands of the Registrar at least three days before the 
date set for the beginning of the examination and they 
must be accompanied by a fee of $5.00 for each subject. 

VI. 

Fellowships, Medals and Prizes. 

1. Fellowships. —The Faculty has begun to establish 
Teaching and Research Fellowships in connection with the 
various laboratories. 


These fellowships are of a value of five hundred dollars 
per annum, are open only to graduates in Medicine, and are 
tenable for three years. 

Two are now established in connection with, the depart¬ 
ment of Pathology—a Governor’s Fellowship endowed by 
one or two of the Governors of the University,, and a Fa¬ 
culty Fellowship established by the Faculty. Other Fel¬ 
lowships will be announced as they are established. 

2. Medals. _The “ Holmes Gold Medal," founded by the Medi¬ 

cal Faculty in the year 1865, as a memorial of the late 
Andrew Holmes, Esq., M.D., L.L.D., late Dean, of the Faculty 
of Medicine. It is awarded to the student of the graduating class 
who receives the highest aggregate number of marks in the different 
branches comprised in the Medical Curriculum. 

The student who gains the Holmes’ Medal has tbe option 
of exchanging it for a Bronze Medal and the money equiva¬ 
lent of the Gold Medal. 

“The Sutherland Gold Medal,” founded in t 878 by the late 
Mrs. Sutherland in memory of her late husband, William 
Sutherland, M. D., formerly Professor of Chemistry in this 
Faculty. It is awarded for the best examination in General and 
Medical Chemistry, together with creditable examination in the 
Primary branches. The examination is held at the end of the Third 
Year. 

The Wm. Dawson Scholarship, value $60.00, has been placed 
at the disposal of the Medical Faculty for the session 1905-06, 
and will be awarded to the student of the second year taking 
the highest aggregate marks in special practical examinations 
in the subjects of Physiology, Pharmacology, and Applied 
Medical Chemistry, special stress being laid uponi evidence 
of originality and practical ability. 

3. Prizes. — The Final Prize—A Prize in books (or a Mi¬ 
croscope of equivalent value) awarded for the best ex¬ 
amination, written and oral, in the Final branches. The 
Holmes’ medallist is not permitted to compete for this prize.

COURSES OF LECTURES. 

The Corporation of the University on the recommenda¬ 
tion of the Faculty of Medicine, in 1894, consented to the 
extension of the courses of lectures in medicine over a 
period of about nine months instead of six. 

By this means, (1) The students of the primary years 
have a greater opportunity of becoming acquainted, by 
laboratory work, with those branches of study which form 
the scientific basis of their profession, and (2) the final 
students will be enabled to utilize to better advantage the 
abundance of clinical material provided in the two Hos¬ 
pitals. 

Bv this arrangement the actual number of didactic lec¬ 
tures per session was decreased, but a corresponding in¬ 
crease was made in the amount of tutorial work and 
individual teaching in the laboratories for Chemistry, Phy¬ 
siology, Anatomy, Pathology ^ and Bacteriology, as well as 
giving more time for clinical work in the Royal Victoria 
and Montreal General Hospitals, and a greater number of 
ward classes were also made possible during the session. 

The Faculty expects, by thus increasing the time that 
the different professors, lecturers and demonstrators devote 
to each student, to accomplish two very important ends; 
first, to do away with the injurious effects which result 
from attempting to condense the teaching of medicine and 
surgery into four or even five sessions of six months; 
second, to give each student a sounder and more thoroughly 
practical knowledge of his profession than could be ob¬ 
tained by attending during even five sessions of six months 
each.

Anatomy is taught in the most practical manner possible, 
and its relation to Medicine and Surgery fully considered. 
The lectures are illustrated by the fresh subject, moist and 
dry preparations, sections, models, plates and drawings on the 
blackboard. Frequent examinations are also held. 

A course of practical demonstrations in Medical, Surgical 
and Topographical Anatomy is also given in the final year of 

the course. ' _ 

The department of Practical Anatomy is under the direct 
control and personal supervision of the Professor of Anatomy, 
assisted by Professor McCarthy and his staff of Demonstrators. 

The methods of teaching are similar to those of the best 
European schools, and students are thoroughly grounded in 
this branch. 

Every student must be examined at least three times on each 
part dissected, and no certificate is given unless the examina¬ 
tions are satisfactory. 

Special Demonstrations on the brain, thorax, abdomen, 
bones, etc, are frequently given. Prizes are awarded at the 
end of the Session for the best examination on the fresh sub¬ 
ject. 

The Dissecting Room is open from 9 a.m. to 6 p.m. In con¬ 
sequence of the excellent Anatomy Act of the Province of 
Quebec, abundance of material can always be obtained.

The Department of Medical Chemistry is situated on the 
ground floor of the laboratory wing of the new building. The 
Audents Laboratory, 80 by 45 feet, with ceiling 22 feet high 
has recently been completely equipped, and has benches and 
sets of apparatus for 180 students. Adjoining this Laboratory 
is a smaller one for post-graduate teaching in medical chemis¬ 
try and for advanced work, and a balance room in which is 
a reference library for the use of the staff and graduates em¬ 
ployed in special work. 

The lecture room for chemistry on the opposite side of the 
hall has four rooms connected with it, in which lecture experi¬ 
ments are prepared, and which are used for storing apparatus, 
preparations, etc., required for the lectures on chemistry and 
physics. 

The course in medical chemistry is a graded one. 

First YearDuring the autumn term of the first year a 
short course of lectures in medical physics is given. These 
lectures are fully illustrated by experiments. The students, 
taken in groups, are required to study by experiments in the 
laboratory the more important phenomena of heat, sound, light 
and electricity. Lectures and demonstrations on the principles 
of chemistry are given three times per week during the winter 
and spring terms. Examinations are held at Christmas on 
medical physics, and in June on the theory of chemistry. 

Laboratory instruction in practical chemistry is given during 
the winter term, six hours per week. This course includes 
the experimental study of the laws of chemical action, the 
properties of typical elements and compounds, and a short 
course in qualitative analysis. Special attention is directed 
to instructing the students in keeping an accurate record of 
his observations and conclusions. These notes are examined 
daily and criticised. 

Second Year: —A course of lectures and demonstrations, 
three per week, is given on Organic Chemistry in the autumn 
term, and an examination is held at Christmas. During the 
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winter and spring terms lectures and demonstrations are given 
on the Application of chemistry to clinical diagnosis, samta-

The new Physiological Laboratory has te en fitted up so as 
to permit of eighty students engaging in work at one t 
The fittings and equipments of each bench are of the latest 
designs and are well adapted to their purpose. The apparatus 
was constructed by the best American and European makers 
and thoroughly tested before being accepted. 

Eaclt pafr of students is supplied with all the apparatus 
necessary to carry out the work of verifying a large number 
of the leading principles of physiology and registering the re¬ 
sults by the graphic method. . . . . . r . 

Provision is also made for a course in Physiological Chem- 
istrv covering foodstuffs, digestion, the animal fluids, etc. 

The experience of past sessions has fully justified expec¬ 
tations in regard to the Laboratory and the courses prescribed. 

For the purposes of group and class demonstration, other 
and more complicated apparatus is available, and will be added 
to as necessity requires. 

Additional rooms are provided, seven in number, for a de¬ 
partmental library, professor’s office and private laboratory,

For the First Year students, work will commence immedi¬ 
ately after the Christmas holidays and continue until the end 
of the session. The course will consist of laboratory work and 
demonstrations, with occasional lectures upon elementary and 
systematic histology up to and including the digestive system.

Under the supervision of 
the professors of Botany and Zoology it will be given duri g 
£ SZ term, the course in Zoology to "" 
lectures and laboratory periods to be given during the first 
eight weeks and the course in Botany of eight lectures an 
laboratory periods to be given during the last four weeks. 

A.—Animal Biology. 

In this course the fundamental properties of protoplasm will 
be discussed; the principles of the formation of tissues, the 
formation of organs; an outline of vertebrate structure an 
function, as exemplified by Paramcecum and \ orticella, 

Hvdra, Lumbricus and the Dog-fish. 

Two lectures and one laboratory period each week. 


B.—Plant Biology. 

The course in Plant Biology will deal chiefly with the gen¬ 
eral properties of cytoplasm; the structure and nature ot the 
plant cell; movement; nutrition; respinttion; fixation of car¬ 
bon ; division of labor and origin of organs; evolution of plant 
forms These principles will be illustrated in their more 
forms! These principles will be illustrated in them more 
simple forms by a Pleurococcus, Spirogyra and Oedogomum, 
Fucus, Saccharomyces and Pteris. . 

Two lectures and demonstrations each week, during the 
last four weeks of the Autumn term. 


Embryology. 

\ course of eight lectures and eight practical demonstrations 
on Embryology will be given by the Professor of Zoology 
commencing on the conclusion of the Easter Vacation and 
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terminating about May i. Attendance on these lectures will 
be compulsory for students of the first year. 

At their conclusion an examination will be held and the 
marks obtained will he given to the Professor of Physiology 
in order that he may utilize them in making up his results, 
the course will consist of a lecture at 9 a.m. on Monday, 
ednesday and Friday, followed by a demonstration and prac- 
tical work at io a.m. in the zoological laboratory. 

The types studied will comprise the sea-urchin (initial stages 
only) Amphionus the Frog, the Chick and the Rabbit. The 
object of the course is to give on the one hand a better insight 
into the meaning of the arrangements of the various organs 
in the vertebiate body, and on the other hand to prepare for 
a clear conception of the relation of embryo and placenta to the 
human womb.

The teaching, both didactic and practical, in the subjects of 
Pathology and Bacteriology, is given by the Professor of 
Pathology and his staff. 

For the use of this Department an extensive series of lab¬ 
oratories has been set aside and is now in active use on the 
top floor of the new wing of the Faculty, and inasmuch as the 
old Pathological Laboratory was established and equipped by 
the late J. PI. R. Molson, these new laboratories retain the 
name of the J. IP. R. Molson Laboratories. 

They consist of a large and admirably lighted class room 
for general classes capable of accommodating with ease 70 
students at a time, so arranged that each student in the bac¬ 
teriological and pathological courses, does the microscopical 








work at one table and immediately behind him is his locker 
and bench for the preparation of material, preparation of cul¬ 
ture media, etc. In this room at one end there is also a small 
demonstration theatre or quarter circle capable of accommo¬ 
dating the whole class at work in the laboratory at one time 
and used for demonstration purposes, and at the other end a 
service department from which are given out materials. Fur¬ 
ther arrangements are installed for lantern demonstrations for 
the whole class. The large laboratory is so arranged that the 
students can perform their practical work with the least amount 
of moving about the room, the students working in pairs and 
having all the necessary apparatus, reagents, etc., immediately 

by them. , 

The following courses constitute the teaching in these 

subjects:— 1 

1. An introductory course in Pathology' for students com¬ 
pleting their second year. Lectures twice weekly throughout 
the Spring Term, with Museum Demonstrations two hours 
weekly. This course is intended to familiarize students with 
the main processes and conditions encountered in clinical work, 
with the terms most often employed and their significance. 1 lie 
rich collection of examples of the more common states of dis¬ 
ease contained in the Museum forms the basis of this course. 

2. A course of General Pathology for the students of the 
Third Fear; optional for those of the Fourth Year. Lectures 
are delivered twice weekly throughout the winter and spring 
terms. 

3 A course of Demonstrations in the Performance of Autop¬ 
sies to students of the Third Year. The demonstrations are 
held weekly from October until Christmas. 

4 Demonstrations upon the Autopsies of the week to stu¬ 
dents of the two Final years. These are given during the 
Session by Drs. Adami and McCrae at the Royal Victoria 
Hospital, and Drs. MacTaggart and Gillies at the Montreal 
General Hospital. 

5 A course of Elementary Bacteriology' for students of the 
First Year— eight lectures with demonstrations being given 

during the spring term. . _ , 

6 A course of lectures upon Bacteriology in Relation to 
Disease, for students of the Third Year, given three times 
weekly during the autumn term.

ie Third \ear. This is held twice weekly during the winter 
term. Students are instructed in the staining and mounting 
of specimens, and as a rule six sections are distributed at each 
meeting of the class so that each student obtains a large repre¬ 
sentative series of morbid tissues, altogether about 120 in 
number. 


9 - A course of demonstrations upon Morbid Anatomy, mu¬ 
seum specimens, once weekly during the autumn and winter 
terms to students of the Fourth Year. 

In addition to the above the staff of the department gives 
instruction to the more advanced students who desire to take 
any special work in the laboratories; this more especially 
during the vacations. 

For this purpose a special set of rooms has been set apart 
for Post-Graduate and Advanced Instruction. Accommoda¬ 
tion has been provided for classes of twelve to fifteen. In con¬ 
nection with these laboratories for advanced work there is a 
departmental reference library, rooms for photography, etc. 

Optional courses are conducted by the demonstrators of 
Pathology and the demonstrator of Neuro-pathology during 
the Session. Classes in Clinical Pathology and Microscopy are 
given at the General and Royal Victoria Hospitals under the 
direction of the professors and lecturers in Clinical Medicine. 

In connection with this Department, a Research and Teach¬ 
ing Fellowship has been established by certain Governors of 
the University.

The lectures on this subject are graded in the following 
manner:—For students of the Second Year, there is (i) a 
three months’ course on Practical Materia Med.ca and Phar¬ 
macy, with demonstrations and exercises in the laboratory. 
Prescription writing and the various modes of administering 
drugs are explained and illustrated; (2) a six months course 
on the physiological action of drugs, with practical demon¬ 
stration of the action of the more important ones In the 
Third Year attention is directed to the Therapeutic Application 
of all the more important drugs and remedial measures, in¬ 
cluding Electricity, Hydrotherapy and Climatotherapy. _ 

The Eddie Morrice Laboratory, comprising pharmacological 
and chemical research rooms, has, through the liberality of 
Mr. Morrice, been fully equipped with all necessary apparatus 
for demonstrating in a practical way the action of the more 
important drugs. 

Medical Jurisprudence.

This course is treated of in its medical as well as medico¬ 
legal aspects. Special attention is devoted to the subject of 
blood stains, the chemical, microscopical and spectroscopic 
tests for which are fullv described and shown to the class. 
The various spectra of blood in its different conditions are 
shown by the micro-spectroscope, so well adapted for showing 
the reactions with exceedingly minute quantities of suspected 
material Recent researches in the diagnosis of human from 
animal blood are alluded to. In addition to the other subjects 
usually included in a course of this kind, Toxicology is taken 
un The modes of action of poisons, general evidence of pois¬ 
oning and classification of poisons are first treated of, after 
which the more common poisons are described, with reference 
to symptoms, post-mortem appearance and chemical tests. 
The post-mortem appearances are illustrated by plates, and the 
tests are shown to the class.

Owing to the endowment of the Department of Hygiene by 
the Right Honorable Lord Strathcona, a teaching Laboratory 
has been established in connection with the Chair of Hygiene. 
The compulsory course in Hygiene consists of two lectures 
per week, supplemented by demonstrations dealing with the 
practical application of Hygienic Principles as well as the 
Elementary Chemistry and 1 bacteriology of water, air, soil, 
foods and beverages. In addition, excursions are made 
periodically to inspect some point of Hygienic interest. The 
course also includes the hygiene of air, soil, water and climate; 
health resorts, personal hygiene, bathing, exercise, clothing, 
hygiene of special life periods; food and diet; food supply; 
food diseases and adulterations; hygiene of dwellings; heat¬ 
ing, lighting and ventilation, sanitary fittings; municipal 
sanitation ; water supply; sewage; drainage; refuse disposal; 
burial of the dead; hygiene of occupation, offensive trades; 
hygiene of hospitals, prisons, etc.; preventive medicine; 
methods of dealing with infectious diseases and epidemics; 
communicable diseases of animals; organization of health 
boards; sanitary law and administration in relation to the 
medical practitioner; vital statistics in relation to the health¬ 
fulness of communities. 

An optional practical course more advanced than the one 
above referred to, will be open to students wishing to gq into 
higher detail. 

Special course of instruction are given to graduates wish 
ing to qualify themselves in sanitary work, or to obtain the 
diploma in Public Health. “ See Post-Graduate Practical 
Courses.” 

.The Laboratory has been equipped with the apparatus 
needed in giving practical illustration in Hygiene either as 
demonstrations to large classes of students, or as practical 
work for smaller groups. 

The museum and laboratory are equipped with working 
models and apparatus illustrative of application of hygienic 
principles. 
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The arrangement is as follows:— 

The Hygiene Department occupies the entire north end of 
the building on the mezzanine floor, having the floor space cor¬ 
responding with that of the Department of Histology. The 
main laboratory is 60 x 5° feet, and it is well equipped with 
apparatus for demonstrations and practical work in Hygiene. 
Adjoining it is a balance room and private laboratory, 13 x 15 
feet. Opening off the main laboratory is the museum, about 
45 x 30 feet, which is well stored with full sized specimens 
and working models illustrative of all branches of Public 
Health.

While the lectures on this subject are mainly devoted to 
Special Pathology and Therapeutics, no opportunity is lost of 
illustrating and explaining the general laws of disease. With 
the exception of certain affections seldom or never observed 
in this country all the important internal diseases of the body, 
except those peculiar to women and children, are discussed, and 
their Pathological Anatomy illustrated by the large collection 
of morbid preparations in the University Museum, and by fresh 
specimens contributed by the Professor of Pathology. 

The College possesses an extensive series of plates and 
models illustrative of the histological and anatomical appear¬ 
ances of disease, and the wards of the General and Royal 
Victoria Hospitals afford the lecturers ample opportunities to 
refer to living examples of very many of the maladies de¬ 
scribed, and to demonstrate the results of treatment.

The teaching in Clinical Surgery is conducted at the Mont¬ 
real General and Royal Victoria Hospitals. 

I. In the amphitheatre of each of these hospitals, demon¬ 
strations are given and operations are performed before the 
Senior and Junior Classes on alternate days. 

II. Small ward classes of about ten men in each are taken 
through the wards by the surgeon in attendance, and instruc¬ 
tion given at the bedside concerning the nature and manage¬ 
ment of surgical cases, in each hospital, at least once per week. 
Similar classes are also taken into the wards daily by the Sur¬ 
gical Assistants for instruction in diagnosis and reporting 

III. Beds are assigned to students in rotation, and each 
student is required to carefully study and report cases and to 
assist in the surgical dressing of the same. Certificates of 
case reporting are given, and are essential to graduation. 

IV. In the Out-patient department students have an excep¬ 
tionally good opportunity to study a great variety of injuries, 
to witness operations in minor surgery, to come into personal 
contact with patients and to take part in the application of a 
variety of surgical dressings and appliances.

This course will embrace: (i) Lectures on the prin¬ 
ciples and practice of the obstetric art, illustrated by dia¬ 
grams. fresh and preserved specimens, the artificial pelvis, 
complete sets of models illustrating the deformities of the 
pelvis, wax preparations, bronze mechanical pelvis, etc. 
(2) Bedside instruction in the Montreal Maternity, includ¬ 
ing external palpation, pelvimetry, the management and 
after-treatment of cases. (3) A complete course on ob¬ 
stetric operations with the Tarnier-Budin phantom. (4) 
The diseases of infancy. (5) A course of individual clin¬ 
ical instruction at the Montreal Maternity. 

The course is carefully graded and instruction is given 
separately to students of the Third and Fourth Years. 

Particular attention is given to clinical instruction, and 
a clinical examination similar to that held in Medicine and 
Surgery, now forms an important part of the Final ex¬ 
amination. 

A short course of lectures on diseases of Infancy is given 
supplemented by clinical demonstration and ward work. 
The demonstrators give special demonstrations from time 
to time and take the students in groups for the purpose of 
examination and review.

The didactic course is graded, and consists of from forty to 
forty-five lectures given at intervals alternating with the lec¬ 
tures on Obstetrics and extending throughout the session. 
The anatomy and physiology of the organs and parts con- 





cerned are first discussed. Then the various methods of exami¬ 
nation are fully described, the necessary instruments exhibited, 
and their uses explained. 

The diseases peculiar to women are considered as fully as 
time permits, somewhat in the following order: Disorders 
of Menstruation; Leucorrhoea; Diseases of the External Gen¬ 
ital Organs; Inflammations, Lacerations and Displacements of 
the Uterus; Pelvic Cellulitis and Peritonitis and Inflammation 
of the Ovaries and Fallopian Tubes; Benign and Malignant 
growths of the Uterus; Tumours of the Ovary; Diseases ot 
the Bladder and Urethra. The lectures are illustrated as fully 
as possible by drawings, morbid specimens and lantern slides. 

Clinical teaching, including out-patient and bed-side in¬ 
struction is given at both the Royal Victoria and Montreal Gen¬ 
eral Hospitals by Professor Gardner and Doctors Lockhart, 
Chipman, Cameron, Patrick and Goodall. A large amount of 
Clinical material is thus available for practical instruction in 
this department of medicine. Numerous operations are done 
before the class and made the subject of remarks. In addition 
to the ward-patients, each hospital conducts a large out-patient 
Gynaecological Chinic, to which advanced students aic ad 
mitted in rotation, and instructed in digital and bi-manual 
examination and in the use of instruments for diagnosis. 

Particular attention is thus given to Clinical instruction, and 
a Clinical examination in Gynaecology similar to that held 
in Medicine and Surgery, now forms part of the hinal exam¬ 
ination.

This will include a course of from twenty-five to thirty di¬ 
dactic lectures on Opthalmology and Otology, delivered at the 
thodical, clinical examination of the organs of sight and 
hearing, the classification and pathology of the diseases affect¬ 
ing them, and the general principles underlying the diagnosis 
and treatment of affections of the eye and ear. 
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Systematic clinical instruction will be given at the bi-weekly 
clinics in the out-patient departments of the General and Royal 
Victoria Hospitals where students have unexcelled opportu¬ 
nities for thoroughly grounding themselves in the work ot 
these branches. 

Special courses for instruction in refractive work and the 
use of the opthalmoscope can be arranged for at times 
convenient to the teachers and students. 

The operative work of eye and ear can be seem by students 
who arrange to be present during the hours set apart for 
operations of this department in the Hospital.

These lectures will be, how¬ 
ever, of an eminently practical nature. , 

Mental Diseases.

This course will comprise a series of lectures at the Uni¬ 
versity on Insanity in its various forms, from a medical as 
well as from a medico-legal standpoint. 1 he various types 
of mental diseases will be illustrated by cases in the Verdun 
Hospital, where clinical instruction will be given to visit¬ 
ing groups of Senior students at intervals throughout the 
session.

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Infants by Prof. Cameron; (b) by a course of lectures, 
clinical and didactic, by Prof. Blackader; and (c) through 
the Children’s Clinic at the Montreal General Hospital, at 
the Infants' Plome, and at the Montreal Foundling and 
Baby Hospital. 

Clinical Microscopy. 

• 

This course, which is given during the Spring Term of 
the Third Year, is essentially a practical one and is in 
charge of Professor C. F. Martin, assisted by Drs. W. F. 
Campbell, Ridley MacKenzie, C. F. Wylde. 

It is a laboratory course forming part of the Third Year in¬ 
struction in medicine and is held in the Pathological Labora¬ 
tory of the Medical Building. The classes are held twice 
weekly, each demonstration lasting two hours. 

Students are given instruction in the microscopic appear¬ 
ances of normal and abnormal sediments in the urine, me¬ 
thods of examination of the blood in the fresh and dried 
state of preparation; minute appearances of the sputum, 
stomach contents and faeces, as well as that of the various 
animal parasites of the alimentary tract. 

In addition to this the student is given an opportunity 
of examining the various bacteria of importance in Clinical 
Medicine and Surgery. 

Various specimens of special interest, which are found 
in the hospitals from time to time, arc examined as occasion 
arises at the demonstrations.

X. 

DOUBLE COURSES. 

B.A. and M.D. 

By special arrangement with the Faculty of Arts, it is 
now possible for students to obtain the double degree of 
B.A., and M.D., C.M., and also B.Sc. and M.D., after only 
six years of study. 

For the guidance of those students entering a double course 
it is necessary under the regulation of the Quebec Licensing 
Board that they matriculate and register with the aforesaid 
Board at the end of their second year in Arts or Science. 
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Course Leading to B.A. and M.D. 

It has been decided to allow the Primary subjects (Ana- 
tomy. Physiology and Chemistry) in medicine to count as 
subjects of the Third and Fourth Years in Arts. It fol¬ 
lows then that at the end of four years’ study a student 
may obtain his B.A. degree and have two years of his 
medical course completed. 

The remaining two years of study are devoted to the 
Third and Fourth Year subjects in Medicine. 

The special provisions for Medical Students in the Arts 
course are as follows:— 

During the first two years in the Faculty of Arts students 
taking the double course will complete their studies in 
Biology, Physics and Elementary Chemistry. 

I. —In the Third Year :— 

(a) Anatomy and Practical Anatomy, Histology and 
Physiology, of First Year Medicine. 

(b) Two of the courses which are not placed under 
the heading “ Science ” in the Arts curriculum. 
The time tables of the two Faculties allow the 
following to be chosen:— 

(1) French or Moral Philosophy or Economics. 

(2) Political Science. 

( c ) Either one or two hours weekly in English Com 

position.* r 

II. — In the Fourth Year :— 

(a) Anatomy and Practical Anatomy, Histology, 
Physiology, Chemistry, of Second Year Medi¬ 
cine. 

( b ) One hour weekly in English Composition, if 
only one has been taken in the Third Year. 

B. Sc. (Arts) and M.D. 

The Faculties of Arts and Medicine have organized a 
course of six years’ study leading to the double degrees of 
Bachelor of Science (Arts) and Doctor of Medicine. 


*Note.— Students aie recommended to distribute their English composition over two 

years. 


The requirements of this course are as follows:— 

Matriculation .—The student who proceeds to the Double 
Course must pass a matriculation examination consisting 
of English, History, Mathematics (Part i), French, Ger¬ 
man, and Latin. 

First Year .—During the First Year the course will include 
English, French, German, Mathematics and Physics, of the 
first year of the B.A. Course. 

Second Year. — During this year English of the second 
year B.A. Course, French, German, Chemistry and Elemen¬ 
tary Biology. The course in Chemistry consists of three 
lectures per week and two laboratory periods of three 
hours. The Biology will consist up to Christmas of the 
Zoology of the Second Year in the Faculty of Arts, which 
is the same as that required of First Year students in Med¬ 
icine with the morphology of the frog in addition. After 
Christmas (spring term Arts), the student may proceed 
either to a continued course in Animal Biology comprising 
the osteology of the rabbit and the histology of its tissues, 
or he may proceed with the Botany of the Second Year in 
the Faculty of Arts. This course in Botany is introductory 
to the more specialized work of the Third Year, and will 
be represented by a number of types, including the flower¬ 
ing plants and the determination of species. Two lectures 
and two laboratory periods each week during spring term. 

In the event of a student selecting Animal Biology after 
Christmas, he must have taken before Christmas the course 
in Biology as laid down for medical students, i.e., both Zoo¬ 
logy and Botany. If the student select Botany after Christ¬ 
mas, he must have taken Zoology of the second year in the 
B.Sc. Course, i.e., the anatomy of the frog, in addition to 
that required of medical students. 

Third Year .—The student will enter in the Third Year of 
his course upon the study of medical subjects proper, hav¬ 
ing a good theoretical and practical knowledge of Inorganic 
Chemistry, and will have had a more thorough training in 
Biology than at present can be given the regular students in 
medicine. The time, therefore, during this year, which in 
the regular medical curriculum is devoted to Chemistry, 
Practical Chemistry and Biology, will be available for Sci- 
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ence subjects of the B.Sc Course; and a student will have 
the option of four different branches of science, which shall 
in each case consist of a full regular course, together with 
one-half an honour course, the honour course to be given 
between September and Christmas. 

(I) Zoology. —Two lectures during the week, and two lab¬ 
oratory periods of about two hours. This course takes up 
the study of parasite forms, of comparative osteology and 
embryology. In addition to this is a half Honour Course, 
which will consist of a critical study of some such work 
as Vervvorn’s General Physiology, or Spencer’s General 
Biology. * 

(II) Physics. —Two lectures and one period of three hours 
laboratory work per week. The student may proceed either 
with Heat and Light, as in the third year Physics Course in 
Arts, or with Electricity and Magnetism constituting the 
fourth year Physics in Arts; or he may take a portion of 
each of these courses, and in addition would do advanced 
work constituting a half Honour course from September to 
Christmas. 

(III) Chemistry. —Two lectures per week and two labora¬ 
tory periods—the time before Christmas to be devoted to 
Physical Chemistry, and during the second term to Organic 
Chemistry, including organic preparations, with advanced 
work constituting a half Honour course from September to 
Christmas. 

(IV) Botany. —This course is designed to give a compre¬ 
hensive knowledge of plant stucture and relationships. The 
principles of development will be illustrated by type stu¬ 
dies, which may also serve as the basis for more special 
work in Bacteriology, Physiology, Ecology or Paleobotany. 
It comprises:—(a) Microscopy, including determination of 
amplifications, micrometry, drawings, section cutting and 
preparation of microscopic objects. This work presupposes 
familiarity with the optics of the microscope as given in 
Physics “ 3 ” of the second year Arts; ( b ) critical studies 
of the Thalophyta and . Pteridophyta, as illustrated by 
selected types. Two lectures and two laboratory periods 
each week throughout the session. 
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Students will also be required to take one-half of the 
honour work of the Fourth Year Arts in experimental plant 
Physiology, as based upon the following works:— 

Pfeffer, Plant Physiology; Macdougall, Experimental 
Plant Physiology; Darwin and Acton, Practical Physiology 
of Plants. One lecture and four laboratory hours per week 
during autumn term. 

It will be permitted also, if a student so desires it, to 
substitute a half honour course in Chemistry, Physics, or 
Geology, for the half honour course in Botany. 

In the fourth year of this six years’ course, Wednesday 
afternoon and Saturday morning of each week will be 
available for laboratory work in connection with still more 
specialized study in the subject which has been selected 
during the third year; or a student may proceed with a 
branch of science other than the one selected for his third 
year work, provided he is sufficiently well grounded to 
enable him to do the special work which may be assigned 
to him. , 

Thus the first two years of the six years’ course are devoted 
entirely to the Faculty of Arts, the student taking the 
option of Biology instead of Mathematics for the second 
year. 

In the Third and Fourth Years work will be given par¬ 
tially in the Faculty of Arts and partially in the Faculty of 
Medicine. In the Third Year the studies in the two Facul¬ 
ties will be nearly equal; in the Fourth Year they will be 
almost entirely in the Medical Faculty. 

The Fifth and Sixth Years will be occupied by the regu¬ 
lar curriculum of the Third and Fourth Years in Medicine. 

To secure privileges connected with either of the double 
courses described above, certificates of registration in the 
Medical Faculty must be presented at the beginning of 
each year to the Dean of the Faculty of Arts; and at the 
end of each session in the first two years certificates of at¬ 
tendance on lectures and of passing the corresponding ex¬ 
aminations must also be presented. At the end of the 
Third and Fourth Years certificates must be presented to 
show that the full curriculum of the Medical Faculty for 
the year has been completed. 
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A certificate of Licentiate in Arts will be given along with 
the professional degree in Medicine to those who, previous to 
entrance upon their professional studies proper, have completed 
two years in the Faculty of Arts, and have duly passed the 
prescribed examinations therein. 

The Faculty of Medicine strongly recommends students to 
take an Arts course before beginning Medicine, whenever 
possible, devoting special attention to Chemistry, Biology, 
Physics, and German. Should a student have but one 
year at his disposal he is advised to take Chemistry, 
Biology and Physics of the Faculty of Arts as a prelimin¬ 
ary training for Medicine. 

XI. 

GRADUATE AND ADVANCED COURSES. 

The Faculty of Medicine in 1896 established post-graduate 
and special courses in connection with the Montreal General 
and Royal Victoria Hospitals and the various laboratories in 
the University buildings. These courses will be continued in 
1905-1906. 

A special detailed programme will be prepared, and will be 
sent on application in April next. 

Arrangements have also been made to accommodate a limited 
number of such graduates who desire advanced and research 
work. 

Commodious laboratories for advanced work have been 
equipped in connection with the Pathological and Clinical de¬ 
partments of both the Royal Victoria and Montreal General 
Hospitals, and in connection with the general laboratories for 
Pathology, Pharmacology, Physiology and Chemistry, recently 
altered and extended, in the new buildings of the Faculty. 

Recent graduates of recognized universities desiring to qual¬ 
ify for examinations by advanced laboratory courses, or who 
wish to engage in special research, may enter at any time by 
giving notice, stating the courses desired and the time at their 
disposal. 

All the regular clinics and demonstrations of both hospitals 
will be open to such students on the same conditions as under¬ 
graduates in medicine of this University. 
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I hese laboratories have been open for graduates since May 
1st, 1896. 

Further details regarding courses, fees, etc., may be obtained 
on application to the Registrar. 

The Graduate Course of 1905. 

I 

The tenth regular course of instruction for post graduate 
students will be given by the Faculty of Medicine of McGill 
University during the month of June, 1905. 

The course will begin on Monday, June 5th, and will be 
carried on until Friday, June 30th. 

This year it has been decided by the Faculty to depart some¬ 
what from the lines upon which the course has been conducted 
in the past. The principle adopted in framing the work for 
this session is to make each course optional, attaching thereto 
a special fee. The applicant, after paying the initial registra¬ 
tion fee, is entitled to select tne course which seem to be best 
suited to his needs. The programme, speaking broadly, in¬ 
cludes general clinics and special courses, the latter having 
been added this year, in order to meet the wishes of those who 
desire work along special lines. 

In addition to stated special courses arranged below, if a 
sufficient number of men—three or more—desire special ins¬ 
tructions in any one subdivision of a subject, they may secure 
it by applying to the head of the department concerned, or to 
the Registrar. A course will then be arranged according to 
their wishes, as far as is possible, and a special fee will 
be charged. 

A registration fee of $5 will be charged each student. 


Medicine. 

The course in Medicine (fee $10.00) will consist of bedside 
classes in the wards of each Hospital under Prof. Finley and 
Dr. W. F. Hamilton, which will be supplemented by the pri¬ 
vileges of the outdoor clinics. A special course (fee $5.00) 
in “Physical Diagnosis and Examination” will be given by 
Drs. Ridley Mackenzie and F. Morley Fry—the course being 
so arranged that all regions of the body will be dealt with. 











Dermatology. 


The course will be given by Professor F. J. Shepherd and 
Dr. G. Gordon Campbell (fee $5.00, except to those who have 
paid in fee in General Medicine), and will consist of instruc¬ 
tion at outdoor clinics. It will also include a lantern demons¬ 
tration of skin diseases by Professor Shepherd. 

Diseases of Children. 

The general course will be included in that of General Medi¬ 
cine (without extra fee), and will consist of attendance upon 
the outdoor clinic for children’s diseases, conducted by Dr. G. 
Gordon Campbell. A special course (fee $5.00) will be given 
on “Infant Feeding, Milk and Milk Modification” by Dr. D. 
J. Evans. 

Neurology and Electro-Therapeutics. 

There will be a special course (fee ^5.00), given by Dr. D. 
A. Shirres, which will include instruction upon the more 
common diseases of the nervous system, spinal injuries, nerve 
injuries, the use of galvanic, faradic ana static electricity, and 
the vibrator. 

Surgery. 

The General Course in Surgery (Fee $10.00) will consist of 
the theatre operative clinics, under Professors Bell and Arm¬ 
strong, and the outdoor clinics. The course will be supple¬ 
mented by the assistance of Prof. F. J. Shepherd during a part 
of the session. 

In addition, the following special courses will be offered: 
(a) Operative Surgery upon the Cadaver (fee $10.00) by 
Dr. A. E. Garrow; (b) Fractures and Dislocations, with ward 
demonstrations upon their treatment (fee $5.00) by Dr. J. A. 
Hutchison; (c), Genito-Urinary Surgery and Venereal Disea¬ 
ses, by Professor J. Bell and Drs. Springle and Irvine (fee 
$5.00). 

In addition to this, or substituted for them, courses along 
the following lines can be arranged upon application: A bed¬ 
side class (fee $5.00) Orthopedics (fee $5.00), Minor Surgery 
(fee $5.00), and Microscopical Diagnosis of Tunours (fee 
$5.00). 




Gynsecology. 


The general course in Gynaecology is included in that of 
General Surgery without extra fee, and consists of theatre 
operative clinics and outdoor clinics with the exception that 
attendance upon the outdoor clinics does not carry with it 
manual examination of the patients. In addition, special cour¬ 
ses will be given as follows: “Operative Gynaecology upon the 
Cadaver (fee $10.00) by Dr. Lockhart; “Courses in 
Physical Examination (Gynaecological)(fee $5.00) by 
Dr. J. D. Cameron. 


Obstetrics. 

i 

The general course in Obstetrics is included in that of Gen¬ 
eral Medicine, without extra fee, and consists of attendance 
upon and entry to the wards of the Maternity Hospital. In 
addition, a special course (fee $5.00) will be given on “Ex¬ 
ternal Palpation, Obstetric Operations, and the Care of the 
Puerperal Woman and the Child,” by Dr. D. J. Evans. 

Ophthalmology and Otology. 

The general course is included in that of General Sur¬ 
gery, without extra fee, and consists of attendance at 
operative clinics, and outdoor clinics, under Professor 
Buller and Dr. W .G. M. Byers. In addition, a special 
course (fee $5.00) will be given on “ Ophthalmoscopy, and 
the Examination of the External Ear,” by Dr. W. G. M. 
Byers. 


Rhinology and Laryngology. 

The general course is included in that of General Surgery, 
without extra fee, and consists of attendance at operative and 
outdoor clinics under Professor Birkett and Dr. H. D. Ha¬ 
milton. In addition, a special course (fee $5.00) will be given 
in “The Use of the Rhinoscope and Laryngoscope, and the 
Simpler Operations on the Nose and Throat,” by Professor 
Birkett and Dr. Hamilton, which win include, Instruction in 
Intubation upon the Infant Cadaver,” by Professor Birkett. 
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Hygiene and Bacteriology. 

This will consist of a special course (fee $5.00), by Pro¬ 
fessor T. A. Starkey, upon Hygiene, with special reference to 
Disinfection, Transmission of Infectious Diseases and Methods 
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mon occurrence, including Tuberculosis, Diphtheria, etc. 

Morbid Anatomy. 

A special course (fee $5.00) of demonstrations of patholo¬ 
gical material and post-mortem methods at the hospital mor¬ 
tuaries and the pathological museum will be given bv Pro¬ 
fessor Adarrp, Drs. McCrae and Gillies, and the course will in¬ 
clude demonstration of the .method of conducting a medico¬ 
legal post-mortem, by Dr. MacTaggart. 

Clinical Diagnosis by Laboratory Methods 

This course (fee $10.00) will be given in the laboratories 
under Professors Ruttan and Adami, and will include exami¬ 
nation of urine, stomach contents, faeces, sputum and blood, 


In 
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and serum diagnosis. 


Roentgen Rays. 


A special course (fee $5.00), which will consist of one or at 
most two graduates at a time, will be given on the use of the 
X-Rays, the management of the apparatus, and its application 
in therapeutics, by Professor G. P. Girdwood. 

The Medical Faculty of McGill University has under its 
.control for teaching purposes two large general hospitals, the 
Montreal General and the Royal Victoria. These offer excep¬ 
tional opportunities for clinical work, there being accommo¬ 
dation for some four hundred indoor patients, while each hos¬ 
pital has a very large Outpatient Clinic in general medicine 
and surgery, and also in the various specialties. 

In the laboratories of the College, the facilities for research 
work are unexcelled. 















The city of Montreal, with its many points of historical in¬ 
terest, offers numerous attractions for the visitor. An oppor¬ 
tunity is thus furnished for a combination of professional 
advantages and recreation. 

Further particulars may be had concerning the course by 
application to the Registrar of the Faculty. 


Diploma Course in Public Health. 

The Faculty of Medicine in the session 1899-1900 instituted 
a gradate course in Public Health and Sanitary Science. This 
course will be given each year and the diplomas conferred at 
the annual convocation. 

Candidates undertaking this course must have possessed a 
degree in Medicine or other qualification of practice for at 
\ least twelve months before he is competent to receive the di¬ 
ploma. The following are the courses requisite:— 

1. Course of lectures in Public Health (to be omitted in 
the case of candidates who have attended such a course before 
graduation). 

2. A three months’ course in Bacteriology, special attention 
being directed to the pathogenic organisms and parasites— 
such course to be omitted on presentation of proof that it has 
previously been taken. 

3. A six months’ course of practical study of outdoor sani¬ 
tary work under a medical officer of health (to be omitted in 
the case of medical health officers holding appointments prior 
to the establishment of this diploma course). 

4. Three months’ attendance and clinical instruction at a 
hospital for infectious diseases (unless such course has already 
been taken prior to graduation). 

5. Three months’ instruction in sanitary Chemistry and 
Physics, with practical work in a chemical laboratory. 

Examination for Diploma shall cover the following sub¬ 
jects :— 

1. Examination of clinical cases at an infectious hospital. 

2. The drawing up of outlines for annual and other reports 
of officers of health. 
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3- Report upon the sanitary condition of some actual locality. 

4. The chemical analysis of liquids and gases and of speci¬ 
mens of food. 

5. Demonstration of the consideration and use of meteor¬ 
ological, hygienic and sanitary apparatus. 

6. Microscopical examination of specimens submitted. 

7. Description of specimens of human and other diseased 
tissues. 

8. Practical examination in the employment of the usual 
bacteriological methods. 

9. The inspection of carcasses of animals to be used for food. 

The above examination shall be written and oral and prac¬ 
tical, and shall extend over a period of four days. 

The following is a list of subjects included in the curricu¬ 
lum of study:— 

(a) Sanitary Chemistry. —Examination of air, gases, water, 
the action of water on metals; milk, food and beverages; 
detection of poisons in articles of dress and of decoration; 
the chemistry of sewage. 

(b) Sanitary Physics : — Principles of statics, pneumatics, 
hydraulics, light, light and photometry, heat and thermometry, 
the principles of hygrometry, (only in their application to 
hygiene). 

( c ) Sanitary Legislation :—Statutes and by-laws relating to 
public health; the powers of public sanitary authorities. 

(d) Bacteriology and Parasitology: —Modes of propagation 
of disease and transmission of disease between man and man, 
and man and animals; bacteriological analysis in relation to 
public health matters; natural history of microbes and animal 
parasites. 

(e) Vital Statistics: —Calculation and tabulation of returns 
of births, marriages, deaths and diseases. 

(f ) Meteorology and Climatology :—Including the geogra¬ 
phical and topographical distribution of disease. 

(g) Preventive Medicine and Practical Sanitation. 

The fee for the Diploma including Laboratory fee shall be 
$50.00. 









CLINICAL INSTRUCTION. 

During the Session of 1905-6, three Medical, three Surgical, 
two Gynaecological and two Ophthalmological clinics will be 
held weekly in both the Montreal General and Royal Victoria 
Hospitals. 

In addition, tutorial instruction will be given in these dif¬ 
ferent departments in the ward, out-patient rooms and labor¬ 
atories. Special weekly clinics will be given in the Montreal 
General Hospital on Dermatology and Laryngology and in the 
Royal Victoria Hospital on diseases of the Genito-Urinary 
system, Laryngology and Neurology. 

Clinical Clerks in the medical and surgical wards of both 
Hospitals are appointed every three months, and each one dur¬ 
ing his term of service conducts, under the immediate directions 
of the Clinical Professors, the reporting of all cases in the ward 
allotted to him. Students are required to show a certificate of 
having acted for six months as clinical clerk in medicine and 
six months in surgery, and are required to have reported at 
least ten cases in medicine and ten in surgery. The instruc¬ 
tion obtained as clinical clerk is found to be of the greatest 
possible advantage to students, as affording a true practical 
training for his future professional life. 

Dressers are also appointed to the Out-door Departments. 
For these appointments, application is to be made to the Assis¬ 
tant Surgeons, or to the resident surgeon in charge of the out¬ 
patient department. 

The large number of patients affected with diseases of the 
eye and ear, now attending the special clinics at both hospitals 
afford ample opportunity to students to become familiar with 
all the ordinary affections of those organs, and to make them¬ 
selves proficient in the use of the ophthalmoscope; and it is 
hoped that every student will thus seek to gain a practical 
knowledge of this important branch of Medicine and Surgery. 
Operations are performed on the eye by the Ophthalmic Sur¬ 
geons after the outdoor patients have been seen, and students 
are invited to attend the same, and as far as practicable to 
keep such cases under observation so long as they remain in 
the Hospital. 
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Montreal General hospital 
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There are also special departments in both Hospitals for 
Gynaecology and Laryngology, directed by Specialists in these 
blanches. Students are thus enabled to acquire special tech¬ 
nical knowledge under skilled direction. The plan of teach¬ 
ing practical gynaecology for the past five years with marked 
success has been the limitation of the number of students at¬ 
tending each clinic to four. 

The Clinics at the Montreal General Hospital in Dermat¬ 
ology and in both hospitals in Laryngology are very large, and 
afford a practical training in affections of the skin and throat 
rarely obtained by medical students. 

A special clinic for diseases of the Genito-Urinary Organs 
has been established at the Royal Victoria Hospital. 

Infectious diseases and Insanity will also be taught clinic¬ 
ally, the former in the special wards for infectious diseases and 
the latter at the Verdun Hospital for the Insane. 


XIII. 

Hospitals. 

The City of Montreal is celebrated for the number and im¬ 
portance of its public charities. Among these its public hos¬ 
pitals are the most prominent and widely known. Those in 
which medical students of McGill University will receive 
clinical instruction are: (i) The Montreal General Hospital. 
(2) The Royal Victoria Hospital. (3) The Montreal 
Maternity Hospital. 

The Montreal General Hospital has for many years been the 
most extensive clinical field in Canada. The old buildings, 
having proved inadequate to meet the increased demand for 
hospital accommodation, have been increased by the addition 
of two surgical pavilions, the Campbell Memorial, and the 
Greenshields Memorial, and of a new surgical theatre. The 
interior of the older buildings has been entirely reconstructed 
on the most approved modern plans. 

The Royal Victoria Hospital at the head of University 
Street, which in structure and arrangements ranks among the 
finest modern hospitals of either continent, was opened for 
the reception of patients the first of January, 1894, and affords 
exceptional opportunities for clinical instruction and practical 
training.

Montreal General Hospital. 

This Hospital consists of a Surgical, a Medical and a Patho¬ 
logical Department. 

The Surgical Department has two large pavilions, contain- • 
mg four wards 135 feet long by 35 feet broad, with an inter¬ 
vening and connecting building in which is a large operating 
theatre of the most modern type, capable of seating over 350 
students. In connection with this are preparation, etherising, 
instrument, sterilizing and surgeons’ rooms, also smaller oper¬ 
ating rooms. The surgical pavilions accommodate over one 
hundred patients. 

The old part of the hospital, consisting of the Reid, Rich¬ 
ardson and Morland wings, has been completely rebuilt and 
remodelled, and forms the Medical Department. This part 
contains four wards, 100 feet by 40, and is arranged for 150 
beds. In this building there are wards for gynecological 
and ophthalmological patients, and a number of private wards 
and laboratories for Clinical Chemistry. There is also a med¬ 
ical amphitheatre capable of seating 150 students and a gyne¬ 
cological operating room fitted up in the most modern manner. 
The central part of the old building is for administration 
purposes. 

A completely new and commodious out-door patient depart¬ 
ment has been provided on the ground floor of the Richardson 
wing, and there is ample accommodation for the various special 
departments as well as large rooms for general medical and 
surgical patients. 

The Pathological Department is a completely new building 
in which are the post-mortem theatre and rooms for micro¬ 
scopical and bacteriological work, and also a mortuary and 
chapel. In this building students are offered every oppor¬ 
tunity of perfecting their knowledge of morbid anatomy and 
pathological histology. 

The old Fever Wards on the grounds of the Hospital have 
been completely remodelled, and are now used as a laundry 
and kitchen. 

A much larger number of patients receive treatment in the 
Montreal General Hospital than in any other Canadian hos¬ 
pital. Last year’s report shows that over three thousand 
Medical and Surgical cases were treated in the wards, and the 













great proportion of these were acute cases as may be gathered 
from the fact that the average duration of residence was only 
24.02 days. There are upward of forty thousand consultations 
annually in the outdoor department of this Hospital. 

The Royal Victoria Hospital. 

This Hospital is situated a short distance above the Univer¬ 
sity Grounds on the side of the Mountain, and overlooks the 
city. It was founded in July, 1887, by the munificence of 
Lord Mount Stephen and Lord Strathcona, who gave one 
million dollars for this purpose. 

The buildings, which were opened for the reception of pa¬ 
tients on the first of January, 1894, were designed by Mr. 
Saxon Snell of London, England, to accommodate between 
250 and 300 patients. 

The Hospital is composed of three main buildings con¬ 
nected together by stone bridges; an Administration Block 
in the centre and a wing on the east side for medical 
patients, in immediate connection with which is the Patho¬ 
logical wing and mortuary, and a wing on the west side for 
surgical patients. 

The Administration block contains ample accommodation 
for the resident medical staff, the nursing staff and domes¬ 
tics. The patient’s entrance, the dispensary and admission 
rooms are also situated in this building. To the north of the 
Administration block has been erected a large out-patients’ 
department, in which are special departments for Minor Sur¬ 
gery, Ophthalmology, Laryngology, and Gynaecology. This 
wing was opened for patients during the winter of 1899-1900. 

The Medical wing contains three large wards, each 123 feet 
long by 26 feet 6 inches wide, one ward 40 feet by 26 feet 6 
inches, and 15 private and isolation wards averaging 16 feet 
by 12 feet; also a medical theatre with a seating capacity for 
250, and three rooms adjacent to it for clinical chemistry 
and other purposes. North of this wing and in direct con¬ 
nection with it are the Pathological laboratories and mortuary. 

In this wing are situated the mortuary proper, the chapel, 
a post mortem room capable of accommodating 200 students, 
and laboratories for the microscopic and bacteriological study 
of morbid tissues, some designed for the use of students and 
others for post graduation courses and special research. Spe- 


cial laboratories for Pathological Chemistry, Experimental 
Pathology, Bacteriology and Photography are also provided. 

Ihe Surgical wing contains three large wards, each 123 feet 
long by 26 feet 6 inches wide, four wards each 40 feet by 32 
feet, and seven private and isolation wards, averaging 16 feet 
by 12 feet; also a surgical theatre with a seating capacity for 
250, with six rooms adjacent for preparation of patients. 

In this wing are also the wards for Gynaecology and Oph¬ 
thalmology. Three is also an Isolation Pavilion for infectious 
diseases.

The Montreal Maternity. 


The Faculty has great pleasure in announcing that the Cor¬ 
poration of the Montreal Maternity has erected a large 
new building fitted with the most modern appliances. The 
new hospital is situated at the corner of Prince Arthur and 
St. Urbain streets, and will be ready for occupation in the 
early summer. Students will therefore have greatly in¬ 
creased facilities for obtaining a practical knowledge of obste¬ 
trics and diseases of infancy. An improved Tarnier-Budin 
phantom is provided for the use of the students, and every 
facility afforded for acquiring a practical knowledge of the 
various obstetric manipulations. The Institution is under the 
direct supervision of the Professor of Midwifery, who devotes 
much time and attention to individual instruction. Students 
who have attended the course in Obstetrics during the winter 
and spring terms of the Third Year will be furnished with 
cases in rotation, which they will be required to report and 
attend till convalescent. 

An outdoor service in connection with the Maternity has been 
established, one of the assistant demonstrators and a nurse 
being sent out to attend deserving cases in their own 
homes. Students who have had six cases in the hospital 
are assigned to these cases in rotation, accompanying the 
assistant demonstrators whenever possible and conducting 
the case under his supervision. 

Clinical Obstetrics has been placed upon the same basis as 
Clinical Medicine and Surgery, and a final clinical examination 
has been instituted. Every student must give in two complete 
clinical reports of cases observed by himself before presenting 
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himself for the final clinical examination. Marks are given for 
these reports in the Final examination for degree. Regular 
courses of clinical lectures are given throughout the session, 
special attention being paid to the important subject of infant 
feeding. The Walker-Gordon process of modifying milk is 
explained and demonstrated. At the regular Saturday clinic 
the work of the past week is reviewed, and an opportunity is 
given for the examination of patients and the discussion of 
points of interest in diagnosis and treatment. 

During the autumn and winter terms the Lecturer and De¬ 
monstrators of Obstetrics give a palpation course, clinical de¬ 
monstrations in the wards and instruction in operative work on 
the phantom. Students will find it very much to their advan¬ 
tage to pay special attention to their clinical work during the 
spring term of the Third Year and the following summer. 

One resident medical officer is appointed yearly to hold office 
for a period of nine months, and one for a period of three 
months. 

Fee for twelve months, $12; payable at the Maternity 
Hospital.

Museums, 


The Faculty has during recent years devoted special atten¬ 
tion to the development of its museums in the several depart¬ 
ments in which objective teaching is of especial value in the 
education of the student. 

There are now four museums in the Medical Building: (1) 
the Museum of Pathology, (2) the Anatomical Museum, (3) 
the Museum of Public Health and Preventive Medicine, (4) 
the Museum of Pharmacy. 

Each collection is arranged and selected with the primary 
object of making it a teaching museum. The several collec¬ 
tions are open to students and the public between 9 a.m. and

Since the organization of the Medical Faculty the Patholo¬ 
gical Museum has been one of its most cherished objects. 
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Some specimens still remain upon its shelves donated by the 
founders of the College (notably a unique case of Cor. Biatri- 
nen Triloculare, reported by Dr. Andrew Holmes in 1823), 
and for the last fifty years the rich pathological material fur¬ 
nished by the Montreal General Hospital has been collected 
here. Many specimens are also now yearly received from the 
Royal Victoria Hospital, and the Faculty is also indebted to 
many medical men throughout Canada and the United States 
for important contributions. 

The Museum is especially rich in specimens of Aneurisms, 
and contains a singularly important collection of hearts affected 
with “Malignant Endocaditis.” For these series the Faculty is 
mainly indebted to Prof. Osier, late of this University. 

It contains also a very large collection of different forms of 
calculi presented by the late Prof. Fenwick. 

The Medico-Legal Museum also contains many rare speci¬ 
mens collected by the late Prof. Wyatt Johnston. 

The fine Museum of the late Faculty of Comparative Medi¬ 
cine has just been presented by Dr. Duncan McEachran. 

During the past ten years, M. Bailly, osteologist and articu¬ 
lator (lately with Trammond of Paris), has been engaged in 
arranging and mounting the very large number of specimens 
from the dissecting room and other sources of disease and 
injuries of bones which have been accumulating for years. In 
this collection are to be found examples of fractures and dis¬ 
locations of the spine, osteoporosis, congenital dislocation of 
the hip, fracture of the astragalus, multiple exostoses, etc., etc. 

Work is now being directed chiefly to the preparation of 
moist specimens, in which department great advances have 
been made. The natural colors of organs are preserved after 
the methods of Kaiserling and Jones, and are carefully mounted 
in square jars on glass frames in such a manner as may best 
preserve their natural relations and thus be of the most service 
to the student. 

The Pathological Museum has lately undergone complete 
alteration. A new gallery has been erected around both the 
main rooms, which is reached by a spiral staircase in a small 
intermediate room in which is placed the Medico-Legal Col¬ 
lection. Two rooms have also been added at the rear, the 
Curator’s Office and the Obstetrical and Gynaecological Mu- 
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Royal Victoria Hospital.

ORthnt rVCd i f ° r th , C m ° 1St s P ecimens ' Water-color paintings of 
pathological conditions occupy swinging frames, or form a 

frieze at the ceiling, and large tables fitted with moveable 
shelving for demonstration purposes occupy the floor space. 
I his suite of five rooms connects with one of the main lecture 
rooms, which is largely used for the teaching of gross patho¬ 
logy from museum specimens. 

The Museum has recently been entirely reclassified according 
o the Dewey System of library classification, after a modifi 
tion suggested and devised by the late Prof. Wyatt Johnston. 

lus classification, which follows a definite anatomical and 
pathological order, is of much assistance in the systematic 
teaching for which the museum is now extensively used. For 
a special feature is now being made of the demonstration and 
teaching of gross pathology from large numbers of museum 
specimens grouped in series to show related and different con¬ 
ditions, and graduations of diseased processes. Representative 
specimens showing the various pathological conditions from 
each organ in turn are shown and lectured upon to students of 
the Fourth Year by the Professor of Pathology. These lec¬ 
tures are suplemented by a series of daily demonstrations in 
the Mmseum, at which attendance is voluntary. At these 
demonstrations all the specimens of interest from a given organ 
are exhibited to successive groups of students. In the circul¬ 
atory system, for instance, demonstrations on anomalies of the 
heart, on the pericardium, myocardium, endocardium, arteries 


and veins, are exhibited in rotation to the five groups into 
which the year divides itself. As each system is finished its 
specimens are arranged in complete teaching series on tables 
and are placed “on exhibition” both for review purposes for 
the student and for the benefit of those members of the teach¬ 
ing staff who wish to inform themselves of what the museum 
contains. An annual exhibition of new specimens mounted 
during the year is also held. 

In addition to this “Museum Forms” are issued on. request 
to the students, upon which written exercises upon series of 
museum specimens may be made. 








Museum specimens, returnable within 48 hours, are also sent 
out to lecture rooms and to the hospitals at the request of the 
clinicians for illustration purposes .

Anatomical Museum.

M. Jules ‘Bailly, Osteologist and Articulator. 

This Museum occupies a large room on the same floor and 
adjoining the Anatomy Lecture Room and Dissecting Room. 
Smaller apartments in connection are used for private re¬ 
search, which is encouraged in every way by the Faculty. 

The Museum is well furnished and comfortable, and students 
have every opportunity of studying Human, Comparative and 
Applied Anatomy. 

This department has during the past few years added a verv 
complete collection of plaster and papier mache models by 
Steger, after the well-known works of His and Braune, com¬ 
prising :— 

(a) A complete set of Steiger’s brain sections. 

( b ) Models of the cerebro-spinal and sympathetic nervous 
systems, viscera, muscles, etc. 

(c) Professor Cunningham’s well-known and beautiful casts 
of the head showing the relation of the cerebral convolutions 
to the skull and its sutures. 

(d) A large collection of human brains, made bv Professor 
Osier, formerly of this University, exhibiting the various 
types and extremes. 

(e) A large and rare collection of anomalies of the renal 
vessels and ureter, and the aorta and its branches. 

( f ) In Comparative Anatomy the student will find a fair 
amount of material, the study of which will greatly aid him in 
the elucidation of many points in Human Anatomy. 

( g ) Some beautiful dissections of the semi-circular canals 
of the ears of fishes and also specimens showing the nervous 
system of fishes. Made and presented to the Museum by Dr. 
Cresswell Shearer. 

( h ) Many skeletons mounted by Mons. Jules Bailly, Articu¬ 
lator to the University, representing the various classes, 
orders, genera and species of the animal kingdom may be con¬ 
sulted. 

(t) A large collection, showing the pectoral girdle in birds, 
has been prepared under the supervision of the Professor of 
Anatomy. 
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{]) Moist and dry preparations of dissections, a large col¬ 
lection of frozen cross sections of the human body, showing 
the normal relations of the viscera, etc., will be found con¬ 
venient for study. 

Museum of Hygiene. 

Director :—r RO F. T. A. Starkey. 

this Museum has been established from the interest accruing 
through the endowment of the Chair of Hygiene by Lord 
Strathcona and Mount Royal in 1893. 

W ith a view to exhibiting not only specimens of the best 
and most approved types of appliances in each particular branch 
of Public Health, but also examples of types which are to be 
avoided on Hygienic Principles, the material in the Museum 
has been rearranged. In order to facilitate study and refer¬ 
ence, the specimens have been classified upon a decimal system 
under the following sections:— 

1. Disinfection. —Including disinfecting apparatus, disinfec¬ 
tants and antiseptics. 

2. Lighting and Heating. —Showing contrivances used for 
these purposes. 

3. Water. —Showing underground water and supplies drawn 
from it; methods of purification on large and small scales, 
including domestic filtration; exhibits of all the common 
modes of pollution of water supplies. 

4. Buildings. —Effects of ground moisture on dwellings; 
building of all kinds, and measures against dampness and 
foul air. 

5. Soil. —Various kinds of soils, relation between soil and 
dampness, Permeability of soils to gas and water, composi¬ 
tion of soils. 

6 . — Air. —Including ventilation, climate and meteorology, 
with apparatus illustrative of each class. 

7. Drainage and Refuse Disposal. — This section includes 
every description of sanitary appliance used in building, drain¬ 
age, and ultimate disposal of refuse, both liquid and solid. The 
section also includes types 0/ faulty methods. 

8 . Foodstuffs. —Adulterations and modes of transmission 
of disease. 

Clothing. —Materials and their value for clothing. 

9. Vital Statistics.—Administration, etc.

These slides as well 
as all the specimens in the Museum are card catalogued, and a 
projecting lantern is available for their demonstration.

The Library of the Medical Faculty now comprises upwards 
of twenty-three thousand volumes, the largest special library 
connected with a medical school on this continent. 

The valuable libraries of the late Professors Robert Palmer 
Howard, George Ross, Richard L. MacDonnell, T. Johnston 
Alloway and of Dr. Allen Ruttan have been donated to the 
Medical Faculty. 

The library lias been greatly enriched this year by many 
valuable gifts. Among the most important were the libraries 
of the late Veterinary Medical Association and the Society for 
the Study of Comparative Medicine. At the same time Dr. 
McEachran, Dean of the late Veterinary Faculty, presented 
his magnificent collection of early copies of Veterinary Medi¬ 
cine. These are especially valuable as there are in existence 
only two or three copies of some of these works. 

Dr. William Osier has continued to show his interest in the 
Library by a donation of $200 to be used for works on the 
History of Medicine and to buy cases for the Library for the 
preservation of the many rare and valuable works which it 
now possesses. This year, Dr. Osier also gave a fine bronze 
medallion of himself. 

The standard text-books and works of reference, together 
with complete files of the leading periodicals, are on the shelves. 
Students may consult any work of reference in the library be¬ 
tween 9 a.m. and 6 p.m., and from 7.30 to 10.30 p.m. A large 
library reading-room for the use of students is provided. 
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Extracts from the Library Regulations. 

I. During the College Session the Library is open daily (ex¬ 
cept Sundays and general public holidays) from 9 a.m. till 
6 p.m., -and from 7.30 to 10.30 every evening. During vaca¬ 
tion from 9 a.m. to 5 p.m. 

II. The stack room is not open to students or to the public. 

III. The books in the Library are classed in two divisions: 
1st, those which may be taken from the Library; 2nd, those 
which may not, under any circumstances, be removed from the 
Library. The latter class includes all catalogues, dictionaries 
and encyclopedias. 

IV. Students will be aljowed to use regular text-books only 
in the Library. Any other book may be taken out at 5.30 p.m. 
to be returned the next day. If books so removed from the 
Library are not returned punctually, a fine will be imposed, 
and if the delay be serious the student may be suspended from 
the use of the Library at the discretion of the Librarian. 

V. Students may take out books, subject to the above regula¬ 
tions, to the number of three volumes at one time. 

VI. Books may be taken from the Library only after they 
have been especially asked for and charged at the delivery 
desk; borrowers who cannot attend personally must sign and 
date an order, giving the titles of the books desired and the 
name of the person deputed to procure the same. 

VII. Damage to or loss of books shall be made good to the 
satisfaction of the Librarian and of the Library Committee. 
Writing or making any mark upon any book belonging to the 
Library is unconditionally forbidden. Any persons found 
guilty of wilfully damaging any book in any way shall be ex¬ 
cluded from the Library, and shall be debarred from the use 
thereof for such time as the Library Committee may determine. 

VIII. Silence must be strictly observed in the Library. 

IX. Infringement of any of the rules of the Library will 
subject the offender to a fine or suspension of his privileges, or 
to such other penalty as the nature of the case may require.

The Faculty has endeavored to make the Library as com¬ 
plete as possible for research work. Complete files of almost 
all the important periodicals are now on the shelves, including 
foreign as well as English and American journals. A large 
number of transactions of various societies have recently been 
acquired, and also the Berlin and Paris Theses. 

Arrangements have been made whereby practitioners both in 
the city and country can avail themselves of the library, the 
only conditions being the payment of express charges and a 
guarantee for the safe return of books borrowed. 

McGill Medical Society. 




This Society, composed of enregistered students of the 
Faculty, meets every alternate Saturday during the Autumn 
and Winter Terms, for the reading of papers, case reports and 
discussions on medical subjects. A prize competition has been 
established in Senior and Junior subjects, the Senior being 
open to all to write upon, while only the 1st, 2nd and 3rd year 
students are allowed to compete in the Junior subjects. The 
papers are examined by a board elected from the Professoriate, 
and a first and second prize in each division of subjects is 
awarded to the successful candidates. 

Names of competitors and titles of papers shall be sent to 
the Chairman of the Programme Committee before September 
1st, and all papers shall be subject to the call of the Committee 
on October 1st. All papers shall be handed in for examina¬ 
tion on or before January 10th. 
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The students’ reading room has been placed under the con¬ 
trol of this Society, in which the leading English and American 
Medical Journals are on file, as well as the leading daily and 
weekly newspapers of the Dominion. 

The annual meeting is held the first week of the Spring 
Term, when the following officers are elected: Hon. President 
(elected from the Faculty), President, Vice-President, Secre¬ 
tary, Assistant Secretary, Treasurer, Reporter, Pathologist, 
and three Councilmen (of whom two shall be elected from the 
Faculty).

General Announcement. 

In the Autum of 1903 the Dental Association of the Province 
of Quebec approached the University asking that a dental 
department be instituted in connection with the Medical Fa¬ 
culty and as a result of negotiations continuing through the 
session of 1903-04, the University has established such a 
department. This department is not independent, but is a 
section of the Medical Faculty. 

Under the regulations that have been established governing 
the Dental Department, students may register in dentistry after 
passing the matriculation required of students of Medicine in 
McGill University, but those wishing to practice in the Pro¬ 
vince of Quebec, except those who hold a degree in Medicine 
or Arts from a recognized British or Canadian University, 
must pass the matriculation examination of the Dental Asso¬ 
ciation of the Province of Quebec. 

The course demanded of students in this department extends 
over four years and lead up to the degree of M.D.S. In the 
first two years the curriculum is that demanded of students 
in the Medical Faculty for the same period and is conducted 
at the McGill Medical College. The practical work of the 
last two years will be conducted at the Dental College, special 
courses of lectures being delivered at the McGill Medical 
College. 
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Indentures. 

Those students who intend to practice iln the Province of 
Quebec must sign indentures before a Notary Public with a 
licentiate of dental surgery in active practice in the Province 
at the beginning of the college course, the Dental Act requiring 
four full years as an indentured student after the matriculation 
has been passed.

The regular course begins for dental students, as for medical,' 
on September 21st, 1904, the introductory lecture being given 
on Tuesday, September 20th.

4. He must have completed the full term of four years. 

5. He must have paid all fees.

Foundation and Early History. 



The Seventy-fifth Session of this Faculty will be opened 
on Tuesday, September 18th, 1906, by an introductory 
lecture. The regular lectures in all subjects will begin on 
Wednesday, September 19th, at the hours specified in the 
time-table, and will continue until May 10th, 1907. 

The Faculty of Medicine of McGill University is the 
direct outcome and continuance of a teaching body known 
as the Montreal Medical Institution which was organized 
as a medical school in the years 1823-24 by Drs. Wm. 
Robertson, Wm. Caldwell, A. F. Holmes, John Stephenson 
and H. P. Loedel. These men constituted the first medical 
staff of the Montreal General Hospital, itself established 
in 1819. The first session of the Montreal Medical Insti¬ 
tution opened in November, 1824, with 25 students, and the 
lectures were given at the House of the Institution, No. 20 
St. James Street, a building situate on the north side oi 
St. James Street, on or near Place d’Armes. 

In the year 1829, the Montreal Medical Institution be¬ 
came, by the formal act of the Governors of the Royal 
Institution for the Advancement of Learning, the Medical 
Faculty of McGill University. 

The first session of the McGill Medical Faculty took place in 
the winter of 1829-30, and the first university degree, a 
medical one, was conferred four years later in 1833. 

There were no sessions held during the political troubles 
of 1836 to 1839, and it is owing to this fact that this is 
the Seventy-fifth instead of the Seventy-eight Session of 
the Faculty, dating from its incorporation with the Uni¬ 
versity in the year 1829. 

In 1844 the number of students in the Medical Faculty 
was 50; in 1851, 64 with 15 graduates; in 1872-73, 154 with 
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35 graduates; in 1892-93, 315 with 46 graduates; in 1895-96, 
419 with 90 graduates; in 1901-02, 440 students were regis¬ 
tered. 

The work of the Faculty was carried on for some years ifi 
the central part of the city until in 1872 the front block of the 
present medical building in the university grounds was pro¬ 
vided by the governors. 

This building met the demands of the steadily increasing 
number of students until 1885 when an addition was found 
necessary. 

In 1893 the late Mr. John H. R. Molson purchased property 
adjoining the College grounds and enabled the Faculty to erect 
new buildings and extensively alter and improve those already 
in use. The new wings comprised a large lecture room 
capable of accommodating 150 students and new laboratories 
for Pathology, Histology, Pharmacology and Sanitary Science. 
The Library and museum of Pathology were also enlarged and 
improved. Notwithstanding the greatly increased accommo¬ 
dation a further extension became in less than five years almost 
imperative. Before however the want of space and equipment 
wa9 seriously felt Lord Strathcona generously provided means 
to meet the requirements. 


The New Buildings. 

The new Medical Buildings were formerly opened by 
I-f.R.H. the Prince of Wales, September 19th, 1901, and are 
row complete and fully equipped. They are the gift of Lord 
Strathcona, who in the names of Lady Strathcona and the 
Hon. Mrs. Howard in 1898, contributed $100,000 towards 
extensions and alterations of the Medical Buildings. These 
buildings, the result of this munificent donation, have more 
than twice the capacity of the buildings occupied during 
the Session of 1900-1901. 

The alterations and extensions may be described as con¬ 
sisting of three wings. First, a Laboratory wing. This 
wing occupies the north-east corner of the block of build¬ 
ings and replaces what was formerly the Pathology wing. 
A second wing connects this with the front building on 
the east, and the third wing connects the Molson block 
with the original building on the west side. 4 
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The central wings extend east and west about 70 feet 
and form the central feature of what is now a symmetrical 
block of cut stone buildings. It will be seen that the 
stone and brick extensions, erected by the Faculty in 1885, 
have been entirely removed and replaced by these substan¬ 
tial structures. The alterations and extensions now com¬ 
pleted form the larger portion of a scheme of complete 
reconstruction and extension which will ultimately lead 
to the replacing of the original stone building now remain¬ 
ing by a fagade which will project into the University 
grounds to the south of the buildings and so convert the 
whole into a single symmetrical structure. 

The new building is of four stories except in the front 
block, where the three original stories remain. The total 
length of the buildings, as will be seen by the plan, is 280 
feet and the maximum width 145 feet. Its cubic capacity 
is about 1,750,000 cubic feet, making it the largest of the 
buildings on the University campus. 

The ground floor contains the lavatories, locker rooms, 
furnace rooms, vat rooms, rooms for stores and janitor’s 
dwelling. In the laboratory wing there is a large recrea¬ 
tion room for students, a students’ laboratory for pharma- 
cology and therapeutics, a research laboratory and a private 
room connected with this department. 

The first floor, of which a plan has been inserted, contains 
to the right and left of the entrance, occupying the whole floor 
of the original building, a students’ Library Reading-room, 
with accommodation for 200 readers, and the Pathological 
Museum. The students’ reading room is connected with a 
fire-proof stack room which contains the valuable library of 
the Faculty. The Library at present contains about 28,000. The 
Pathological museum on the opposite side of the hall connects 
with rooms beneath the seats of Lecture Room No. IV. which 
are used for special collections and for curator’s rooms. Four 
small rooms adjoining are for the use of professors as private 
rooms. On the opposite side of the hallway in the central 
section of the building are the professors’ common room, the 
Faculty room and the offices of the Registrar. 




The most striking feature in the construction of the build¬ 
ing is the large central hall or rotunda extending from the 
ground floor through the three stories to the roof, lighted by 
a skylight occupying the whole length of the middle section. 
This hall is 70 feet long by 45 feet wide, with galleries at each 
floor, connecting the various laboratories and lecture rooms 
with broad staircases at each end. 

The northern section contains the Chemical Laboratory, 80 
feet long by 45 feet wide, and the ceiling 20 feet high, sur¬ 
rounded with draft cupboards, and having benches for 150 to 
180 students. Connected with this room is a commodious re¬ 
search laboratory for advanced work in medical chemistry, and 
a small professor’s laboratory. On the opposite side of the 
hall is a large lecture room with a seating capacity of from 400 
to 450, the museum preparation room, a small cloak room and 
preparation rooms connected with the lecture room. 

The floor above in the two southern sections is devoted en¬ 
tirely to Anatomy. The dissecting room occupying the top of 
the front building remains unchanged, and is connected on the 
west with a series of demonstrators’ rooms, a private dissect¬ 
ing room and two rooms for the professor of this department. 
These rooms surround Lecture Room No. II., especially ar¬ 
ranged for lectures in Anatomy. On the opposite side of the 
hall, occupying the same area as the lecture room and adjoin¬ 
ing rooms is the Anatomical Museum. Intervening between 
this and the dissecting room on the east side are a small de¬ 
monstration room, locker rooms and service rooms connected 
with the department of Anatomy. 

In the northern section are the museum for Hygiene and 
the Hygiene laboratory. These rooms extend the whole dis¬ 
tance across the east and west wings. 

On the top floor are the departments of Thysiologv, Path¬ 
ology, Bacteriology and Histology. The department of Path¬ 
ology and Bacteriology has a laboratory of the same dimensions 
as the chemical laboratory, 80 x 45 feet, especially well lighted 
with three large roof lights in addition to the lights on both 
sides. Besides the tables, lockers, etc., provided for students 
in this department, there is a small demonstrating theatre and 
a series of small rooms for advanced work and for special pur¬ 
poses. These include a dark room, an incubator room, refer- 





ence library and three private laboratories. On the opposite 
side of the hall, occupying a similar floor area, are the labora¬ 
tories for Physiology, consisting of a students’ laboratory 
which has been specially equipped with sets of ap¬ 
paratus for the practical study of the principles of physiology 
by the graphic method. Connecting the students’ laboratory 
with lecture room No. I., to be used for Physiology chiefly, 
are a series of four rooms for advanced work and special re¬ 
search, service rooms and store rooms. 

Occupying the entire northern end of this floor is the His¬ 
tological laboratory with an adjoining room for private work. 
This laboratory is 105 feet long and affords space for the use 
of 150 microscopes at one time. 

The laboratory wing is ventilated by a system of artificial 
ventilation, a powerful fan supplying each laboratory with 
warm fresh air, while extraction flues, to which extraction 
fans are attached, draw off the foul air from each room in this 
wing. 

It will thus be seen that the new buildings of the Medical 
Faculty contain four lecture rooms, three of which have a 
seating capacity of 250. the fourth from 400 to 450. There 
are five museums, namely, for Pathology, Anatomy, Obstetrics 
and Gynaecology, Pharmacy and Hygiene. Other collections 
are being made and space has been arranged for their accom¬ 
modation. 

Extensive locker rooms have been arranged so that each stu¬ 
dent may have a locker for himself. Lockers are also provided 
in connection with each of thg large laboratories in which the 
students are required to keep their own material, instruments, 
etc.—as for instance, in connection with the dissecting room 
anil the laboratories for Pathology and Bacteriology. In ad¬ 
dition to the large reading room of the Library and the 
recreation room on the ground floor of the Laboratory wing, 
a small reading room is provided for the use of students and 
controlled bv the Students’ Medical Society, in which are 
kept the daily papers, periodicals, etc. 

Endowments. 

The first endowments of tne Faculty were the “Leanchoil ” 
and “Campbell Memorial” funds. The former was a gift of 








Lord Strathcona; the latter subscribed by the citizens of Mont¬ 
real and graduates of Medicine of the University. A portion 
of these funds were expended in increasing the laboratory and 
lecture room accommodation in 1885, the interest on the 
balance being applied to general maintenance. 

In 1893 Lord Strathcona endowed the Chairs of Pathology 
and Public Health with $100,000. This gift enabled the 
Faculty to equip and develop these departments until they are 
quite up to the requirements of modern medical science. 

Various other endowments, such as the Drake Endowment 
of Physiology and the bequests of the late Mrs. Mary Dow, 
Mrs. John MacDougall and Miss Jane Learmont, have enabled 
the Faculty to maintain a high standard of laboratory teaching 
without proportionately increasing the cost of the course to 
the student. 

In 1899 Lord Strathcona and Mount Royal again came to 
the aid of the Faculty. He gave, in the names of Lady Strath¬ 
cona and the Honorable Mrs. Howard, one hundred thousand 
dollars, to be used partially to meet the cost of extending the 
Laboratories, Library and Museum, and partially as a fund, 
the interest on which is to be applied to replace the loss of the 
graduation fees, formerly used to support the Medical Library 
and Museum, but which are now required by the Governors for 
general university expenses outside the Faculty of Medicine. 

The thanks of the Faculty are also due to Mr David Mor- 
rice, who has recently come forjvard with a donation of up¬ 
wards of three thousand dollars to meet the cost of increasing 
the equipment of the Laboratory of Pharmacology. 

During the session of 1904-05 Lord Strathcona again con¬ 
tributed generously to the funds of the Faculty; the sum of 
$50,000 being given to enable the Faculty to meet its financial 
engagements. 

II. 


Matriculation. 

Intending students are reminded that a University degree in 
Medicine does not always give a right to practise the profes¬ 
sion of Medicine. It is necessary to conform with the Medical 
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laws of the country or province in which it is proposed to begin 
practice. Each province in Canada at present has its special 
requirements for its license and in most provinces a special 
standard of general education is insisted upon before begin¬ 
ning the study of Medicine. 

Regulations of the Faculty of Medicine of McGill University. 

1. Every student before he can be enregistered as an under¬ 
graduate in Medicine must present a certificate of having 
passed the Matriculation Examination of the Faculty of 
Medicine of this University, or of having passed some Pro¬ 
vincial, State or University Examination accepted by this Uni¬ 
versity. 

2. Graduates in Arts of any recognized university, and those 
who have passed the Entrance Examination of a Provincial 
Medical Council, and thus beome enregistered students in 
medicine of a province in Canada, are exempt from further 
preliminary examination. 

3. Matriculation Examinations (for entrance into all Facul¬ 
ties) are held only in June and September—in June at McGill 
College and (on application) at Local Centres; in September 
at McGill College and affiliated colleges (Vancouver, B.C., and 
Stanstead, P.Q.) only. 

All inquiries relating to the Examination should be ad¬ 
dressed to the Registrar of the University. 

4. Every candidate for examination is required to fill up an 
application form and return the same with the necessary fee 
one month before the examination. Blank forms may be 
obtained from the Registrar. 

5. Applications for examinations at Local Centres must be 
made before May 1st. The University will be responsible for 
no other local expenses than the payment of the Deputy- 
Examiners. 

6. The Matriculation Examination is divided into two parts, 
Preliminary and Final. The subjects of the Preliminary 
Division may be taken at a Matriculation Examination, and 
those of the Final Division at the same or any subsequent 


examinations, but (except as provided in the two following 
regulations) a candidate must pass in the whole' of either 
division at one time in order to secure exemption fro®i further 
examination therein. 

7. When two or more books or subjects are prescribed for 
one examination it is necessary to pass in each. 

8. Candidates who fail in one or more subjects at the June 
examination, or who have taken part only of the examination, 
and present themselves in the following September, will not 
be required to take the subjects in which they passed in June. 

Examinations begin on September 10th, 1906, in McGill 
College only. 

Conditioned Students. 

Candidates who in the September Examinations fail in not 
more than one subject, may, if so recommended by the Faculty, 
be allowed to enter the First Year Undergraduate Course as 
Conditioned Students. Such students can obtain full under¬ 
graduate standing by passing at a subsequent June or Septem¬ 
ber Matriculation Examination in the subject in which they 
failed, and will not be permitted to enter the Second Year of 
their Course of Study until such examination has been passed. 

Credit will be given, in the undergraduate course, for the 
work done by such Undergraduates while attending as Con¬ 
ditioned Students. 

Partial Students. 

Partial Students may, subject to the approval of the Pro¬ 
fessor, attend any class without previous examination. 

Partial Students who subsequently obtain undergraduate 
standing by passing the Matriculation Examination may, as 
Undergraduates, be exempted, at the discretion of the Faculty, 
from a particular course or courses of lectures which they have 
attended as Partial Students 

Partial Students who'intend to proceed to a degree will be 
expected to employ the greater part of their time in qualifying 
themselves to pass the Matriculation Examination. The 
classes provided for the instruction of Conditioned Students 
in Matriculation subjects will be available also for Partial 
Students who are so qualifying. 







The several Faculties shall discourage Partial Students who 
are qualifying themselves for Matriculation, from attempting 
more work than they are able to undertake, consistently with 
the requirements of the Matriculation examination. 

The Secretary of the Matriculation Board shall, after the 
September Examination, send to the Dean of each Faculty a 
report of the standing of those candidates who have failed : n 
the Matriculation examination, for the guidance of the Facul¬ 
ties in connection with the admission of Partial Students to the 
First Year.

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Registration. 


1. Candidates for entrance (Undergraduates, Conditioned 
Students and Partial Students) are requested to attend at the 
office of the Registrar of the University for the purpose 01 
giving their addresses and other particulars, and of signing 
the following declaration in the Matricula or Register“ I 
hereby declare that I will faithfully observe the Statutes, rules 
and ordinances of this University of MGill College to the 
best of my ability.” 

2. Every Undergraduate or Conditioned Student must pro¬ 
duce to the Registrar of the P'aculty of Mediine his Matricu¬ 
lation Certificate. Those having entrance qualifications other 
than McGill Matriculation, must first present them to the 
Registrar of the University, from whom they will receive a 
certificate which shall entitle them to register in this Faculty. 

3. After the lapse of a fortnight from the commencement 
of lectures, Professors and Lectures in charge of classes re¬ 
quire every attending student to produce his ticket of admis¬ 
sion, and will report to the Registrar the name of any student 
failing to produce it. 


III. Requirements for License. 

Intending students arc reminded that a University degree 
in Medicine docs not ahoays give a right to practise the Pro¬ 
fession of Medicine. It is necessary to conform with the 
Medical lazvs of the country or province in which it is* pro- • 
posed to begin practice. Each province in Canada at picscut 
has its s\pecial requirements for its license and in most pro¬ 
vinces a special standard of general education is insisted upon 
before beginning the study of Medicine. Students who intend 
practicing in Canada are warned that in most of the Provinces 
it is necessary to be registered four years before obtaining a 
license to practice. It follows that entrance qualification must 
be registered in the Province in which the student intends to 
practice at the beginning of his course in medicine. 
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A. General Council of Medical Education and EnreJstration of 
Great Britain. 


A license from this body entitles the holder to practice in Eng- 
land^ Ireland, Scotland and all colonies except the various provinces 
m Canada. The Matriculation Examination in Medicine of this 
L niyersdy, as described on pp. 42-46, is accepted by the General 
Medical Council. Graduates of this University desiring to register 
in England are exempted from any examination in preliminary edu¬ 
cation on production of the McGill Matriculation certificate. Certi¬ 
ficates of this University for attendance on lectures, practical work 
and clinics are also accepted by the various examining boards in 
Great Britain. To obtain a license from the General Council it is 
r r ^' Canadian graduates to pass one of the examining 
boards of Great Britain in both primary and final subjects.

Fees. 

Beginning with the session 1905-06 students will register 
with the University Registrar in the Central Administration 
building. All fees will be payable to the Bursar in the same 
building. 















The total Faculty Fees for the whole medical course of four 
full sessions, including clinics, laboratory work, dissecting 
material and reagents, will be five hundred dollars, payable in 
four annual instalments of $125 each. 

For the convenience of the undergraduates, the Hospital 
fees are payable in the Registrar’s office; ten dollars to be 
paid at the beginning of each of the last three sessions, viz., 
the second, third and fourth years. This will entitle each 
undergraduate to perpetual tickets for both the Montreal 
General and Royal Victoria Hospitals. 

The Maternity Flospital Fee of $12, for twelve months, is 
payable at the Bursar's office during the Spring Term of the 
Third Year. 

The sum of $10 will be collected from all students at time 
of registration as “Caution Money,” from which deductions 
for breakages reported from the laboratories or lecture rooms 
will be made and a refund granted at the close of the session. 

Partial students will be admitted to one or more courses 
on payment of special fees. An annual University fee of three 
dollars is charged students of all the Faculties for the main¬ 
tenance of college grounds and athletics. 

Students repeating the course of study of any Academic 
session are not required to pay full fees. A fee of thirty- 
five dollars will be charged, which will include dis¬ 
secting material, chemical reagents, laboratory fees, etc. The 
same fee, is charged students entering from other colleges who 
have already paid full fees elsewhere for the courses taken. 

An “ ad eundem ” fee of $10 will be charged students 
entering from another university in the second, third or fourth 
year of the course. 

The fee for the Degree of Doctor of Medicine and Master of 
Surgery shall be thirty dollars, to be paid by the successful 
candidate to the University Bursar immediately after examin¬ 
ation.

QUALIFICATIONS FOR THE DEGREE* 

i. No one will be admitted to the degree of Doctor of 
Medicine and Master of Surgery who shall not have at¬ 
tended lectures for a period of four nine months’ sessions in 
this University, or some other university, college or school of 
medicine, approved of by this University. 

• It should be understood that the programme and regulations regarding courses of 
study and examinations contained in this calendar hold good for this calendar year only, 
and that the Faculty of Medicine, while fully sensible of its obligations towards the 
students, does not hold itself bound to adhere absolutely, for the whole tour years of a 
sudent's course, to the conditions here laid down. 
































2. Students of other universities, so approved, who may be 
admitted on production of certificates to a like standing in this 
University shall be required to pass all examinations in Primary 
and Final Subjects in the same manner as students of this 
University. 

3. Graduates in Arts who have taken two full courses 
in General Chemistry, including laboratory work, two 
courses in Biology, including the subjects of Botany, Em¬ 
bryology, Elementary Physiology and dissection of one or 
more types of Vertebrata, may, at the discretion of the 
Faculty, be admitted as second year students, such courses 
being accepted as e uivalent to the first year in Medicine. 
Students so entering will, however, not be allowed to pre¬ 
sent themselves for examination in Anatomy until they 
produce certificates of dissection for two sessions. 

4. Candidates for the final examination shall furnish testi¬ 
monials of attendance on the following branches of medical 
education; provided, however, that testimonials equivalent to, 
though not precisely the same as those above stated, may be

5. No one will be permitted to become a candidate for the 
degree who shall not have attended at least one full session at 
this University. 

6. The candidates must give proof of having attended 
during at least twenty-four months the practice of the 
Montreal General Hospital or the Royal Victoria Hospital 
or of some other hospital of not fewer than 100 beds, ap¬ 
proved by this University. Undergraduates are required 
to attend only the practice of the Out-Patient departments 
of the Hospitals during their second year. 

7. lie must give proof of having acted as clinical clerk 
for six months in Medicine and six months in Surgery in 
the wards of a general hospital recognized by the Faculty, 
of having reported at least 10 medical and 10 surgical cases. 

8. He must also giv£ proof by ticket of having at¬ 
tended for at least nine months the practice of the Montreal 
Maternity or other lying-in-hospital approved of by the 
University, and of having acted as assistant for at least six 


cases. 

9. Every candidate for the degree must, on or before 
the t qth day of May, present to the Registrar of the Med¬ 
ical Faculty testimonials of his qualifications, entitling him 
to an examination, and must at the same time deliver to 
the Registrar of the Faculty an affirmation or affidavit that 
he has attained the age of twenty-one years. 
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10. The trials to be undergone by the candidate shall 
be in the subjects mentioned in Section 4.

EXAMINATIONS. 

Frequent oral examinations are held to test the progress 
of the student, and occasional written examinations are 
given throughout the session. 

The Pass and Honour examinations at the close of each session 
are arranged as follows :—

Students who have taken one or more University courses 
in Biology or Chemistry before entering may be exempted 
from attendance and examination. Students exempted in 
these first year subjects are allowed only a pass standing, 
but may present themselves for examination if they desire 
to attain an honour standing. Students exempted from 
first year Chemistry must take second year Chemistry, in -their 
first year.

By means of the above arrangement a certain definite 
amount of work must be accomplished by the student in 
each year, and an equitable division is made between the 
Primary and Final branches. 

A minimum of 50 per cent, in each subject is required to pasr 
and 75 per cent, for honours. 

Candidates who fail at the regular examinations in 
not more than two subjects of the first, second or third 
years, may take the supplemental examinations before the 
beginning of the following session. These examinations 
will be held during the week preceding the regular opening 
of the session. 

Students who fail in both Physiology and Anatomy at 
the end of the second year are required to repeat their year. 

Failure in more than two subjects at the regular ex¬ 
aminations excludes the candidate from advancement and 
necessitates his repeating the work in the subjects in which 
he has failed. 

No student may proceed to the work of the final year 
who has not passed the examinations in all subjects includ¬ 
ed in the curriculum of the first and second years. 

Candidates who fail to pass in a subject in which 
practical work is required may, at the discretion of the 
examiner, be required to repeat the course and furnish a 
certificate of attendance thereon. 

Students who fail in one subject only of the final 
year may, at the discretion of the Faculty, be allowed a

supplemental examination in that subject. Should the sub- 
be one in which practical or clinical work is required, 
the student must furnish a certificate of additional hospital 
attendance or laboratory work before presenting himself 
for examination. 

Students who fail at the examinations held at Christ¬ 
mas or Easter may, at the discretion of the examiners, be 
granted supplemental examinations at a period not less 
than three months after the regular examination. 

Applications for supplemental examinations must be 
In the hands of the Registrar at least three days before the 
date set for the beginning of the examination and they 
must be accompanied by a fee of $5.00 for each subject. 

VI 

Fellowseips, Medals and Prizes. 

1. Fellowships. —The Faculty has begun to establish Teaching 
and Research Foilowships in connection with the various labor¬ 
atories. 

These fellowships are of a value of five hundred dollars 
per annum, are open only to graduates in Medicine, and are 
tenable for three years. 

Two are now established in connection with the depart¬ 
ment of Pathology—a Governor’s Fellowship endowed by 
one or two of the Governors of the University, and a Fa¬ 
culty Fellowship established by the Faculty. Other Fel¬ 
lowships will be announced as they are established. 

2 . Medals.— The “ Holmes Gold Medal,” founded by the Medi 
cal Faculty in the year 1865 , as a memorial of the late 
Andrew Holmes, Esq., M.D., LL. D., late Dean of the Faculty 
of Medicine. It is awarded to the student of the graduating class 
who receives the highest aggregate number of marks in the different 
branches comprised in the Medical Curriculum. 

The student who gains the Holmes’ Medal has the option 
of exchanging it for a Bronze Medal and the money equiva¬ 
lent of the Gold Medal. 

“ The Sutherland Gold Medal,” founded in i878 by the late 
Mrs. Sutherland in memory of her late husband, William 
Sutherland, M. D., formerly Professor of Chemistry in this 
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Faculty. It is awarded for the best examination in General and 
Medical Chemistry, together with creditable examination in the 
Primary branches. The examination is held at the end of the Third 
Year. 

Tha “ Wood Gold Medal ” founded by Casey A. Wood, M. D. ; 
is awarded to the student of the graduating' class who receives 
the highest aggregate number of marks in the clinical bran¬ 
ches of the Final year. 

3. Prizes. —The Final Prize—A Prize in books (or a Mi¬ 
croscope of equivalent value) awarded for the best ex¬ 
amination, written and oral, in the Final branches. The 
Holmes medallist is not permitted to compete for this prize. 

The Third Year Prize—A Prize in books awarded for the best 
examination, written and oral, in the branches of the Third Year. 

The Second Year Prize.—A Prize in books for the best examina¬ 
tion in all the branches of the Second Year in course. 

The First Year Prize—A Prize in books for the best examination 
in all the branches of the First Year in course.

It is proposed by the University to establish a FIVE 
YEARS’ COURSE for the Degree of Doctor of Medicine and 
Master of Surgery, beginning in the Autumn of 1907. Further 
notice with full details will appear in the Calendar of 1907-08. 


By this arrangement the actual number of didactic lec¬ 
tures per session was decreased, but a corresponding in¬ 
crease was made in the amount of tutorial work and 
individual teaching in the laboratories for Chemistry, Phy¬ 
siology, Anatomy, Pathology, and Bacteriology, as well as 
giving more time for clinical work in the Royal Victoria 
and Montreal General Hospitals, and a greater number of 
ward classes were also made possible during the session. 

The Faculty expects, by thus increasing the time that 
the different professors, lecturers and demonstrators devote 
to each student, to accomplish two very important ends; 
first, to do away with the injurious effects which result 
from attempting to condense the teaching of medicine and 
surgery into four or even five sessions of six months; 
second, to give each student a sounder and more thoroughly 
practical knowledge of his profession than could be ob¬ 
tained by attending during even five sessions of six months 
each.

Anatomy is taught in the most practical manner possible, 
and its relation to Medicine and Surgery fully considered. 
The lectures are illustrated by the fresh subject, moist and 
dry preparations, sections, models, plates and drawings on the 
blackboard. Frequent examinations are also held. 

A course of practical demonstrations in Medical, Surgical 
and Topographical Anatomy is also given in the final year of 
the course. 

The department of Practical Anatomy is under the direct 
control and personal supervision of the Professor of Anatomy, 
assisted by his staff of Demonstrators. 

The methods of teaching are similar to those of the best 
European schools, and students are thoroughly grounded in 
this branch. 

Every student must be examined at least three times on each 
part dissected, and no certificate is given unless the examina¬ 
tions are satisfactory. 

Special Demonstrations on the brain, thorax, abdomen, 
bones, etc, are frequently given. Prizes are awarded at the 
end of the Session for the best examination on the fresh sub¬ 
ject. 

The Dissecting Room is open from 9 a.m. to 6 p.m. In con¬ 
sequence of the excellent Anatomy Act of the Province of 
Quebec, abundance of material can always be obtained.

Tlie course in Medical Chemistry is a graded one. 

First Year:—During the autumn term of the first year a 
short course of lectures in Medical Physics is given. These 
lectures are fully illustrated by experiments. The students, 
taken in groups, are required to study by experiments in the 
laboratory the more important phenomena of heat, sound, light 
and electricity. Lectures and demonstrations on the principles 
of Chemistry are given three times per week during the winter 
and spring terms. Examinations are held at Christmas on 
Medical Physics, and in June'on the theory of Chemistry. 

Laboratory instruction in practical Chemistry is given during 
the winter term, six hours per week. This course includes 
the experimental study of the laws of chemical action, the 
properties of typical elements and compounds, and a short 
course in qualitative analysis. Special attention is directed 
to instructing the students in keeping an accurate record of 
his observations and conclusions. These notes are examined 
daily and criticised. 

Second Year: — A course of lectures and demonstrations, 
three per week, is given on Organic Chemistry in the autumn 
term, and an examination is held at Christmas. During the 
winter and spring terms lectures and demonstrations are given 
on the application of chemistry to clinical diagnosis, sanita- 1 
tion and medical jurisprudence. 

Laboratory work in clinical and applied Medical Chemistry 
is required during the spring term. An examination in applied 
Medical Chemistry, practical and theoretical, is held in June. 

Students will find it greatly to their advantage to have a 
knowledge of elementary Chemistry before entering upon the 
study of Medicine. Graduates in arts of recognized univer¬ 
sities, on presenting certificates of having taken courses in 
theoretical and practical Chemistry and Physics, and of having 
passed examinations in the same, may be exempted from the 
Chemistry of the first vear.

The new Phj’siological Laboratory has been fitted up so as 
to permit of eighty students engaging in work at one time. 
The fittings and equipments of each bench are of the latest 
designs and are well adapted to their purpose. The apparatus 
was constructed by the best American and European makers 
and thoroughly tested before being accepted. 

Each group of two students is supplied with all the apparatus 
necessary to carry out the work of verifying a large number 
of the leading principles of physiology and registering the re¬ 
sults by the graphic method. 

Provision is also made for a course in Physiological Chem¬ 
ist rv, covering foodstuffs, digestion, the animal fluids, etc. 

The experience of past sessions has fully justified expec¬ 
tations in regard to the Laboratory and the courses prescribed. 

For the purposes of group and class demonstration, other 
and more complicated apparatus is available, and will be added 
to as necessity requires. Several pieces of such apparatus 
have been added this year. 

Additional rooms are provided, seven in number, for a de¬ 
partmental library, professor’s office and private laboratory, 
for preparation apartments, workshops, and for general physio¬ 
logical research. 

The purpose of this course is to make students thoroughly 
acquainted, as far as time permits, with modern Physiology; 
its methods, its deductions and the basis on which the latter 
rest. Accordingly a full course of lectures is given, in which 
the physical, the chemical, and other aspects of the subject 
receive attention. 

In addition to the use of diagrams, plates, models, etc., every 
department of the subject is illustrated experimentally. The 
laboratory work for students has been greatly increased and 
during the season of 1901-1902 apparatus to the value of over 
three thousand dollars was added to the students’ laboratory. 



Laboratory work for Senior Students: 

(i.) During a part of the Session there will be a course on 
Physiological Chemistry, in which the student will, under di¬ 
rection, investigate food stuffs, digestive action, blood, and the 
more important secretions and excretions, including urine. - 
the apparatus and material for this course will be provided. 

(2.) The remainder of the Session will be devoted to the 
performance of experiments (other than chemical) to illustrate 
important physiological principles.

The teaching of Histology and Microscopical Methods is 
spread over two years. During both years practical instruc¬ 
tion will be given upon the preparation and mounting of speci¬ 
mens. Students will also be required to make drawings of the-. 

specimens prepared by them. 

For the first year students, work will commence immedi¬ 
ately afteh the Christmas holidays and continue until the end 
of the session. The course will consist of laboratory work and 
demonstrations, with occasional lectures upon elementary and 
systematic Histology up to and including the digestive system. 
At the end of the session a practical examination will be held 
on the work done. 

During the second year a course of demonstrations and 
laboratory work together with lectures will be given on more 
advanced Histology and an examination held at Christmas.

The course in elementary Biology is designed to prepare for 
special study in medical subjects. Under the supervision of 
the professors of Botany and Zoology- it will be given during 
the autumn term, the course in Zoology to consist of sixteen 
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lectures and sixteen laboratory periods to be given during the 
first eight weeks and the course in Botany of eight lectures 
and eight laboratory periods to be given during the last four 
weeks. 

A. —Animal Biology * 

This course includes a study of the fundamental properties 
of protoplasm; the principles of the formation of tissues; the 
formation of organs and ah outline of vertebrate structure and 
function. The types studied are Amoeba Paramoecium, a 
flagellate, Hydra, Lumbricus, Amphioxus and Scyllium (the 
English dog-fish). Two lectures and two laboratory periods 
each week. 

B. —Plant Biology. 

The course in Plant Biology will deal chieflv with the gen¬ 
eral properties of cytoplasm; the structure and nature of the 
plam cell; movement; nutrition; respiration; fixation of car¬ 
bon ; division of labor and origin of organs; evolution of plant 
forms. These principles will be illustrated in their more 
simple forms by a Pleurococcus, Spirogyra and Oedogonium, 
Saccharomyces and Polytrichum. 

Two lectures and two demonstrations each week, during the 
last four weeks of the Autumn term. 

C. — Embryology. 

The course on this subject is given during the first four 
vveeks in the Spring term. It includes a study of the segment- 
ation of the egg an d t ] le formation of the germinal layers, as 
exemplified in an increasing degree of complexity in the series 
Echinus, Amphioxus, Rana, Scyllium, Phvllodactvlus, Gallus, 
Vfus; the development of the vertebrate organs, as exem¬ 
plified in the history of the Chick; and the development of the 
embryonic membranes (amnion and allantois) and their rela¬ 
tion to the uterine wall, as exemplified in the series Didelphys, 
Lepus, Cafus, Ovis, Homo.

The teaching, both didactic and practical, in the subjects of 
Pathology and Bacteriology, is given by the Professor of 
Pathology and his staff. 

For the use of this Department an extensive series of lab¬ 
oratories has been set aside and is now in active use on the 
top floor of the new wing of the Faculty, and inasmuch as the 
old Pathological Laboratory was established and equipped by 
the late J. H. R. Molson, these new laboratories retain the 
name of the J. H. R. Molson Laboratories. 

They consist of a large and admirably lighted class room 
for general, classes capable of accommodating with ease 70 
students at a time, so arranged that each student in the bac¬ 
teriological and pathological courses does the microscopical 
work at one table and immediately behind him is his locker 
and bench for the preparation of material, preparation of cul¬ 
ture media, etc. In this room at one end there is also a small 
demonstration theatre or quarter circle capable of accommo¬ 
dating the whole class at work in the laboratory at one time 
and used for demonstration purposes, and at the other end a 
service department from which are given out materials. Fur¬ 
ther arrangements are installed for lantern demonstrations for 
the whole class. The large laboratory is so arranged that the 
students can perform their practical work with the least amount 
of moving about the room, the students working in pairs and 
having all the necessary apparatus, reagents, etc., immediately 
bv them. 












The following courses constitute the teaching in these 
subjects:— 

1. An introductory course in Pathology for students com¬ 
pleting their second year. Lectures twice weekly throughout 
the spring term, with museum demonstrations two hours 
we kly. This course is intended to familiarize students with 
the main processes and conditions encountered in clinical work, 
with the terms most often employed and their significance. The 
rich collection of examples of the more common states of dis- 
e. • contained in the Museum forms the basis of this course. 

2. A course of General Pathology for the students of the 
third year; optional for those of the fourth year. Lectures 
are delivered twice weekly throughout the winter and spring 
terms, 

'3. A course of Demonstrations in the Performance of Autop¬ 
sies to students of the third year. The demonstrations are 
held weekly from October until Christmas. 

4. Demonstrations upon the Autopsies of the week to stu¬ 
dents of the two final years. These are given during the 
S' don by Drs. Adami and McCrae at the Royal Victoria 
H pital, and Drs. MacTaggart and Duval at the Montreal 
Ge: eral Hospital. 

5. A course of Elementary Bacteriology for students of the 
fir L year — eight lectures with demonstrations being given 
during the spring term. 

6. A course of lectures upon Bacteriology in Relation to 
Disease, for students of the third year, given three times 
weekly during the autumn term. 

Practical Courses. 

7. The performance of Autopsies. Each student is required 
to take an active part in at least six autopsies. These are 
conducted at the General and the Royal Victoria Hospitals. 
In addition to the actual performance of the seclio cadareris, 
the students are expected to attend practical instruction given 
with each autopsy in the method of preparation and micro¬ 
scopical examination of removed tissues, so as to become pro¬ 
ficient in the methods of preparation, staining and mounting. 

8. A practical course in the Bacteriology of Infectious Dis¬ 
eases, for students of the third year. This course is held 
twice weekly during the autumn term. 



9- A practical course in Morbid Histology to students of 
the third year. This is held twice weekly during the winter 
term. Students are instructed in the staining and mounting 
of specimens, and as a rule six sections are distributed at each 
meeting of the class so that each student obtains a large repre¬ 
sentative series of morbid tissues, altogether about 120 in 
number. 

xo. A course of demonstrations upon Morbid Anatomy, mu¬ 
seum specimens, once weekly during the autumn and winter 
terms to students of the fourth year. 

In addition to the above, the staff of the department gives 
instruction to the more advanced students who desire to take 
any special work in the laboratories; this more especially 
during the vacations. 

For this purpose a special set of rooms has been set apart 
• for Post-Graduate and Advanced Instruction. Accommoda¬ 
tion has been provided for classes of twelve to fifteen. In con¬ 
nection with these laboratories for advanced work there is a 
departmental reference library, rooms for photography, etc. 

Optional courses are conducted bv the demonstrators of 
Pathology and the demonstrator of Neuro-pathologv during 
the Session. Classes in Clinical Pathology and Microscopy are 
given at the General and Royal Victoria Hospitals under the 
direction of the professors and lecturers in Clinical Medicine. 

In connection with this Department, a Research and Teach¬ 
ing Fellowship has been established by certain Governors of 
the University.

The lectures on this subject are graded in the following 
manner: — For students of the second year, there is (1) a 
three months’ course in Practical Materia Medica and Phar¬ 
macy, with demonstrations and exercises in the laboratory. 
Prescription writing and the various modes of administering 
drugs are explained and illustrated; (2) a six months course 
on the physiological action of drugs, with laboratory work 
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and practical demonstration of the action of the more import¬ 
ant ones. In the third year attention is directed to the Thera¬ 
peutic Application of all the more important drugs and reme¬ 
dial measures, including Electricity, Hydrotherapy and Clima- 
totherapy. 

1 he Eddie Morrice Laboratory, comprising pharmacological 
and chemical research rooms, has, through the liberality of 
Mr. Morrice, been fully equipped with all necessary apparatus 
for carrying on extended research work. 

Medical Jurisprudence.

This course is treated of in its medical as well as medico¬ 
legal aspects. Special attention is devoted to the subject of 
blood stains, the chemical, microscopical and spectroscopic 
tests for which are fullv described and shown to the class. 
The various spectra of blood in its different conditions are 
shown by the micro-spectroscope, so well adapted for showing 
the reactions with exceedingly minute quantities of suspected 
material. Recent researches in the diagnosis of human from 
animal blood are alluded to. In addition to the other subjects 
usually included in a course of this kind, Toxicology is taken 
up. The modes of action of poisons, general evidence of pois¬ 
oning and classification of poisons are first treated of, after 
which the more common poisons are described, with reference 
to symptoms, post-mortem appearance and chemical tests. 
The post-mortem appearances are illustrated by plates, and the 
tests are shown to the class.

Owing to the endowment of the Department of Hygiene by 
the Right Honorable Lord Strathcona, a teaching Laboratory 
has been established in connection with the chair of Hygiene. 
The compulsory course in Hygiene consists of two lectures 
per week, supplemented by demonstrations dealing wdth l' -. 
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practical application of hygienic principles as well as the 
Elementary Chemistry and Bacteriology of water, air, soil, 
foods and beverages. In addition, excursions are made 
periodically to inspect some point of hygienic interest. The 
course also includes the hygiene of air, soil, water and climate; 
health resorts, personal hygiene, bathing, exercise, clothing, 
hygiene of special life periods; food and diet; food supply; 
food diseases and adulterations; hygiene of dwellings: heat¬ 
ing, lighting and ventilation, sanitary fittings; municipal 
sanitation; water supply; sewage; drainage; refuse disposal; 
burial of the dead; hygiene of occupation, offensive trades; 
hygiene of hospitals, prisons, etc.; preventive medicine; 
methods of dealing with infectious diseases and epidemics; 
communicable diseases of animals; organization of health 
boards; sanitary law and administration in relation to the 
medical practitioner; vital statistics in relation to the health¬ 
fulness of communities. 

An optional practical course more advanced than the one 
above referred to, will be open to students wishing to go into 
higher detail. 

Special courses of instruction are given to graduates wish¬ 
ing to qualify themselves in sanitary work, or to obtain the 
diploma in Public Health. (See “Diploma Course in Public 
Health, page 243.) 

The Laboratory has been equipped with the apparatus 
needed in giving practical illustrations in Plygiene, either as 
demonstrations to large classes of students, or as practical 
work for smaller groups. 

The museum contains working models and apparatus illus¬ 
trative of the application of hygienic principles. 

The arrangement is as follows:— 

The Hygiene Department occupies the entire north end of 
the building on the mezzanine floor, having the floor space cor¬ 
responding with that of the Department of Histology. The 
main laboratory is 60 x 50 feet, and it is well equipped with 
apparatus for demonstrations and practical work in Hygiene. 
Adjoining it is a balance room and private laboratory, 13 x 15 
feet. Opening off the main laboratory is the museum, about 
45 x 30 feet, which is well stored with full sized specimens 
and working models illustrative of all branches of Public 
-Health.

While the lectures on this subject are mainly devoted to 
Special Pathology and Therapeutics, no opportunity is lost of 
illustrating and explaining the general laws of disease. With 
the exception of certain affections seldom or never observed 
in this country all the important internal diseases of the body, 
except those peculiar to women and children, are discussed, and 
their Pathological Anatomy illustrated by the large collection 
of morbid preparations in the University Museum, and by fresh 
specimens contributed by the Professor of Pathology. 

The College possesses an extensive series of plates and 
models illustrative of the histological and anatomical appear¬ 
ances of disease, and the wards of the General and Royal 
Victoria Hospitals afford the lecturers ample opportunities to 
refer to living examples of very many of the maladies de¬ 
scribed, and to demonstrate the results of treatment.

The teaching in Clinical Surgery is conducted at the Mont¬ 
real General and Royal Victoria Hospitals. 

I. In the amphitheatre of each of these hospitals, demon¬ 
strations are given and operations are performed before the 
Senior and Junior Classes on alternate days. 

II. Small ward classes of about ten men in each are taken 
through the wards by the surgeon in attendance, and instruc¬ 
tion given at the bedside concerning the nature and manage¬ 
ment of surgical cases, in each hospital, at least once per week. 
Similar classes are also taken into the wards daily by the Sur¬ 
gical Assistants for instruction in diagnosis and reporting. 

III. Beds are assigned to students in rotation, and each 
student is required to carefully study and report cases and to 
assist in the surgical dressing of the same. Certificates of 
case rqjorting are given, and are essential to graduation. 

IV. In the Out-patient department students have an excep¬ 
tionally good opportunity to study a great variety of injuries, 
to witness operations in minor surgery, to come into personal 
contact with patients and to take part in the application of a 
variety of surgical dressings and appliances.

This course will embrace: (i) Lectures on the prin¬ 
ciples and practice of the obstetric art, illustrated by dia¬ 
grams, fresh and preserved specimens, the artificial pelvis, 
complete sets of models illustrating the deformities of the 
pelvis, wax preparations, bronze mechanical pelvis, etc. 
(2) Bedside instruction in the Montreal Maternity,, includ¬ 
ing external palpation, pelvimetry, the management and 
after-treatment of cases. (3) A complete course on ob¬ 
stetric operations with the Tarnier-Budin phantom. (4) 
The diseases of infancy. (5) A course of individual clin¬ 
ical instruction at the Montreal Maternity. 
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The course is carefully graded and instruction is given 
separately to students of the third and fourth years. 

Particular attention is given to clinical instruction, and 
a clinical examination similar to that held in Medicine and 
Surgery, forms an important part of the Final examination. 

A short course of lectures on diseases of Infancy is given 
supplemented by clinical demonstration and ward work. 
The demonstrators give special demonstrations from time 
to time and take the students in groups for the purpose of 
examination and review.

The didactic course is graded, and consists of from forty to 
forty-five lectures given at intervals alternating with the lec¬ 
tures on Obstetrics and extending throughout the session. 
The anatomy and physiology of the organs and parts con¬ 
cerned are first discussed. Then the various methods of exami¬ 
nation are fully described, the necessary instruments exhibited, 
and their uses explained. 

The diseases peculiar to women are considered as fully as 
time permits, somewhat in the following order:—Disorders 
of menstruation; leucorrhoea; diseases of the external genital 
organs; inflammations, lacerations and displacements of the 
uterus; pelvic cellulitis and peritonitis and inflammation of the 
ovaries and fallopian tubes; benign and malignant growths of 
the uterus; tumours of the ovary; diseases of the bladder and 
urethra. The lectures are illustrated as fully as possible by 
drawings, morbid specimens and lantern slides. 

• Clinical teaching, including out-patient and bed-side in¬ 
struction is given at both the Royal Victoria and Montreal Gen¬ 
eral Hospitals by Professor Gardner and Doctors Lockhart, 
Chipman, Cameron, Patrick and Goodall. A large amount of 
clinical material is thus available for practical instruction in 
this department of medicine. Numerous operations are done 
before the class and made the subject of remarks. In addition 
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to the ward-patients, each hospital conducts a large out-patient 
gynecological clinic, to which advanced students are ad¬ 
mitted in rotation, and instructed in digital and bi-manual 
examination and in the use of instruments for diagnosis. 

Particular attention is thus given to clinical instruction, anti 
a clinical examination in Gynaecology similar to that held 
in Medicine and Surgery, now forms part of the Final exam¬ 
ination.

This will include a course of from twenty-five to thirty 
didactic lectures on Ophthalmology, delivered at the college 
buildings. In these will be discussed especially the method¬ 
ical, clinical examination of the organ of sight, the classifica¬ 
tion and pathology of the disases affecting it, and the general 
principles underlying the diagnosis and treatment of the 
affections of the eye. 

Systematic clinical instruction will be given at the bi¬ 
weekly clinics in the out-patient departments of the Gen¬ 
eral and Roy'al Victoria Hospitals where students have 
unexcelled opportunities for thoroughly' grounding them¬ 
selves in the work of this branch. The operative work 
of eye surgery is fully open to undergraduates on days 
set apart > for the purpose, and special courses for in¬ 
struction in refractive work and the use of the ophthal¬ 
moscope can also be arranged for at times convenient to the 
teachers and students.

Although this subject does not constitute a special chaii 
in the University, systematic instruction is given (a) in 
connection with the chair of Obstetrics and Diseases of 
Infants by Prof. Cameron; ( b ) by a course of lectures, 
clinical and didactic, by Prof. Blackader; and (r) through 
the Children’s Clinic at the Montreal General Hospital, at 
the Infants’ Home, and at the Montreal Foundling and 
Sick Baby Hospital. 


Clinical Microscopy. 

This course, which is given during the Spring Term of 
the Third Year, is essentially a practical one and is in 
charge of Professor C. F. Martin, assisted by Drs. W. F. 
Hamilton, G. G. Campbell, Ridley MacKenzie, A. A. Bruere, 
C. F. Wylde, and other teachers connected with the depart¬ 
ment of clinical medicine. 

It is a laboratory course forming part of the Third Year in¬ 
struction in medicine and is held in the Pathological Labora¬ 
tory of the Medical Building. The classes are held twice 
weekly, each demonstration lasting two hours. 
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Students are given instruction in the microscopic appear¬ 
ances of the normal and abnormal sediments in the urine, in 
the preparation and staining of films from pus and sputum 
for pathogenic bacteria, in the methods of examination of the 
blood including the use of the haemoglobinometer, hsemocyto- 
meter, microspectroscope, the determination of the specific 
gravity, the examination of fresh films, the preparation of 
stained blood films and the method of making differential 
leucocyte comets. The instruction also comprises the micro¬ 
scopic examination of stomach contents and faeces, for the 
recognition of abnormal cellular elements, fat blood bacteria 
and animal parasites; the examination of exudates and other 
pathological fluids obtained by puncture, and also the examina¬ 
tion of hairs for the parasites of ringworm and favus. 

In addition to this the student is given an opportunity 
of examining the various bacteria of importance in Clinical 
Medicine and Surgery. 

Various specimens of special interest, which are found 
in the hospitals from time to time, are examined as occasion 
arises at the demonstrations. 

Dermatology.

DOUBLE COURSES. 

B.A. and M.D. 

By special arrangement with the Faculty of Arts, it is 
now possible for students to obtain the double degree of 
B.A.. and M.D., C.M., and also B Sc. and M.D., after only 
six years of study. 

For the guidance of those students entering a doubl. course 
it is necessary under the regulation of the Quebec Licensing 
Board that they matriculate and register with the aforesaid 
Board at the end of their 'second year in Arts or Science. 
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Course Leading to B.A. and M.D. 

It has been decided to allow the Primary subjects (Ana¬ 
tomy, Physiology and Chemistry) in medicine to count as 
subjects of the Third and Fourth Years in Arts. It fol¬ 
lows then that at the end of four years’ study a student 
may obtain his B.A. degree and have two years of his 
medical course completed. 

The remaining two years of study are devoted to the 
Third and Fourth Year subjects in Medicine. 

The special provisions for Medical Students in the Arts 
course are as follows:— 

During the first two years in the Faculty of Arts students 
taking the double course will complete their studies in 
Biology, Physics and Elementary Chemistry. 

I. —In the Third Year :— 

(a) Anatomy and Practical Anatomy, Histology and 
Physiology, of First Year Medicine. 

(b) Two of the courses which are not placed under 
the heading “ Science ” in the Arts curriculum. 

* The time tables of the two Faculties allow the 
following to be chosen:— 

(1) French or Moral Philosophy or Economics. 

(2) Political Science. 

(c) Either one or two hours weekly in English Com 
position.* 

II. — In the Fourth Year :— 

(a) Anatomy and Practical Anatomy, Histology, 
Physiology, Chemistry, of Second Year Medi¬ 
cine. 

( b ) One hour weekly in English Composition, if 
only one has been taken in the Third Year. 

B. Sc. (Arts) and M.D. 

The Faculties of Arts and Medicine have organized a 
course of six years’ study leading to the double degrees of 
Bachelor of Science (Arts) and Doctor of Medicine. 

*Note.— Students aie recommended to distribute their English composition over two 
years. 


















The requirements of this course are as follows:— 

Matriculation. — The student who proceeds to the Double 
Course must pass a matriculation examination consisting 
of English, History, Mathematics (Part i), French, Ger¬ 
man, and Latin. 

First Fear.—During the First Year the course will include 
English, French', German, Mathematics and Physics, of the 
first year of the B.A. Course. 

Second Year. — During this year English of the second 
year B.A. Course, French, German, Chemistry and Elemen¬ 
tary Biology. The course in Chemistry consists of three 
lectures per week and two laboratory periods of three 
hours. The Biology will consist up to Christmas of the 
Zoology of the Second Year in the Faculty of Arts, which 
is the same as that required of First Year students in Med¬ 
icine with the morphology of the frog in addition. After 
Christmas (spring term Arts), the student may proceed 
cither to a continued course in Animal Biology comprising 
the osteology of the rabbit and the histology of its tissues, 
or he may proceed with the Botany of the Second Year in 
the Faculty of Arts. This course in Botany is introductory 
to the more specialized work of the Third Year, and will 
be represented by a number of types, including the flower¬ 
ing plants and the determination of species. Two lectures 
and two laboratory periods each week during spring term. 

In the event of a student selecting Animal Biology after 
Christmas, he must have taken before Christmas the course 
in Biology as laid down for medical students, i.e., both Zoo¬ 
logy and Botany. If the student select Botany after Christ¬ 
mas, he must have taken Zoology of the second year in the 
fi.Sc. Course, i.e., the anatomy of the frog, in addition to 
that required of medical students. 

Third Year .— The student will enter in the Third Year of 
his course upon the study of medical subjects proper, hav¬ 
ing a good theoretical and practical knowledge of Inorganic 
Chemistry, and will have had a more thorough training in 
Biology than at present can be given the regular students in 
medicine. The time, therefore, during this year, which in 
the regular medical curriculum is devoted to Chemistry, 
Practical Chemistry and Biology, will be available for Sci- 
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ence subjects of the B.Sc Course; and a student will have 


the option of four different branches of science, which shall 
in each case consist of a full regular course, together with 
one-half an honour course, the honour course to be given 
between September and Christmas. 

(I) Zoology.— Two lectures during the week, and two lab¬ 
oratory periods of about two hours. This course takes up 
the study of parasite forms, of comparative osteology and 
embryology. In addition to this is a half Honour Course, 
which will consist of a critical study of some such \vork 
as Vervvorn’s General Physiology) or Spencer’s General 
Biology. 

(^) Physics. 1 wo lectures and one period of three hours 
laboratory work per week. The student may proceed either 
with Heat and Light, as in the third year Physics Course in 
Arts, or with Electricity and Magnetism constituting the 
fourth year Physics in Arts; or he may take a portion of 
each of these courses, and in addition would do advanced 
work constituting a half Honour course from September to 
Christmas. 

(HI) Chemistry. —-Two lectures per week and two labora¬ 
tory periods—the time before Christmas to be devoted to 
Physical Chemistry, and during the second term to Organic 
Chemistry, including organic preparations, with advanced 
work constituting a half Honour course from September to 
‘Christmas. 

(IV) Botany.— This course is designed to give a compre¬ 
hensive knowledge of plant stucture and relationships. The 
principles of development will be illustrated by type stu¬ 
dies, which may also serve as the basis for more special 
work in Bacteriology, Physiology, Ecology or Paleobotany. 
It comprises:— (a) Microscopy, including determination of 
amplifications, micrometry, drawings, section cutting and 
preparation of microscopic objects. This work presupposes 
familiarity with the optics of the microscope as given in 
Physics “3” of the second year Arts; ( b ) critical studies 
of the Thalophyta and Pteridophyta, as illustrated by 
selected types. Two lectures and two laboratory periods 
each week throughout the session. 
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Students will also be required to take one-half of the 
honour work of the Fourth Year Arts in experimental plant 
Physiology, as based upon the following works: 

Pfeffer,'Plant Physiology; Macdougall, Experimental 
Plant Physiology; Darwin and Acton, Practical Physiology 
of Plants. One lecture and four laboratory hours per week 
during autumn term. 

It will be permitted also, if a student so desires it, to 
substitute a ‘half honour course in Chemistry, Physics, or 
Geology, for the half honour course in Botany. 

In the fourth year of this six years’ course, Wednesday 
afternoon and Saturday morning of each week will be 
available for laboratory work in connection with still more 
specialized study in the subject which has been selected 
during the third year; or a student may proceed with a 
branch of science other than the one selected for his third 
year work, provided he is sufficiently well grounded to 
enable him to do the special work which may be assigned 
to him. 

Thus the first two years of the six years’ course are devoted 
entirely to the Faculty of Arts, the student taking the 
option of Biology instead of Mathematics for the second 

year. 

In the Third and Fourth Years w’ork will be given par¬ 
tially in the Faculty of Arts and partially in the Faculty of 
Medicine. In the Third Year the studies in the two Facul¬ 
ties will be nearly equal; in the Fourth Year they will be 
almost entirely in the Medical Faculty. 

The Fifth and Sixth Years will be occupied by the regu¬ 
lar curriculum of the Third and Fourth Years in Medicine. 

To secure privileges connected with either of the double 
courses described above, certificates of registration in the 
Medical Faculty must be presented at the beginning of 
each year to the Dean of the Faculty of Arts; and at the 
end of each session in the first two years certificates of at¬ 
tendance on lectures and of passing the corresponding ex¬ 
aminations must also be presented. At the end of the 
Third and Fourth Years certificates must be presented to 
show that the full curriculum of the Medical Faculty for 
the year has been completed. 
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A certificate of Licentiate in. Arts will be given along with 
the professional degree in Medicine to those who, previous to 
entr ancc upon their professional studies proper, have completed 
tuo years in the Faculty of Arts, and have duly passed the 
prescribed examinations therein. 

I he Faculty of Medicine strongly recommends students to 
take an Arts course before beginning Medicine, whenever 
possible, devoting special attention to Chemistry, Biolo-y 
Physics, and German., Should a student have but one

° ADUATE and advanced courses. 

The Facuity of Medicine in 1896 established post-graduate 
and special courses in connection with the Montreal General 
and Royal Victoria Hospitals and the various laboratories in 
the Lmversity buildings. These courses will be continued in 
1906-1907. 

A special detailed programme will be prepared, and will be 
sent on application in April next. 

Arrangements have also been made to accommodate a limited 

number of such graduates who desire advanced and research 
work. , 

Commodious laboratories for advanced work have been 
equipped in connection with the Pathological and Clinical de¬ 
partments of both the Royal Victoria and Montreal General 
Hospitals, and in connection with the general laboratories for 
Pathology, Pharmacology, Physiology and Chemistry, recently 
altered and extended, in the new buildings of the Faculty. 

Recent graduates of recognized universities desiring to qual¬ 
ify for examinations by advanced laboratory courses, or who 
wish to engage in special research, may enter at any time by 
giving notice, stating the courses desired and the time at their 
disposal. 

All the regular clinics and demonstrations of both hospitals 
will be open to such students on the same conditions as to un- 
dergra dilates in medicine of this University. 

These laboratories have been open for graduates since Mav 
1st, 1896. * ' 

Further details regarding courses, fees, etc., may be obtained 
on application to the Registrar. 
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DIPLOMA COURSE IN PUBLIC HEALTH. 


The Faculty in the session 1899-19 00 instituted a post¬ 
graduate course in Public Health and Sanitary Science. This 
pourse will be given each year and the diplomas will be aw arded 
at the annual convocation. 

Candidates undertaking this course must have possessed a 
degree in Medicine, or other qualification of practice, for at 
least twelve months before he is competent to receive the di¬ 
ploma. The courses prescribed are as follows:— 

1. A course of lectures in Public Health (to be omitted in 
the case of candidates who have attended such a course before 
graduation). 

2. A three months’ course in Bacteriology, special attention 
being directed to the pathogenic organisms and parasites— 
such course to be omitted on presentation of proof that it has 
previously been taken. 

3. A six months’ course of practical study of out-door sani¬ 
tary work under a medical officer of health (to be omitted in 
the case of medical health officers holding appointments prior 
to the establishment of this diploma course). 

4. Three months’ attendance and clinical instruction at a 
hospital for infectious diseases (unless such course has already 
been taken prior to graduation). 

5. Three months’ instruction in sanitary Chemistry and 
Physics, with practical work in a chemical laboratory. 

The examination for the Diploma shall cover the following 
subjects:—examination of clinical cases at an infectious hos¬ 
pital ; the drawing up of outlines for annual and other reports 
of officers of health; a report upon the sanitary condition of 
some actual locality; the chemical analysis of liquids and gases 
and of specimens of food; demonstration of the consideration 
and use of meteorological, hygienic and sanitary apparatus; 
microscopical examination of specimens submitted; description 


of specimens of human and other diseased tissues; practical 


examination in the employment of the usual bacteriological 
methods; the inspection of carcasses of animals to be used for 
food. 

The above examination shall be written, oral and practical, 
and shall extend over a period of four days. 
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The following is a list of subjects included in the curricu¬ 
lum of study:— 

(a) Sanitary Chemistry :—Examination of air, gases, water, 
the action of water on metals; milk, food and beverages; 
detection of poisons in articles of dress and of decoration; 

• the chemistry of sewage. 

(b) Sanitary Physics: — Principles of statics, pneumatics, 
hydraulics, light, light and photometry, heat and thermometry, 
the principles of hygrometry, (only in their application to 
hygiene). 

(c) Sanitary Legislation:—Statutes and by-laws relating to 
public health; the powers of public sanitary authorities. 

(d) Bacteriology and Parasitology:— Modes of propagation 
of disease and transmission of disease between man and man, 
and man and animals; bacteriological analysis in relation to 
public health matters; natural history of microbes and animal 
parasites. 

(e) Vital Statistics: Calculation and tabulation of returns 
of births, marriages, deaths and diseases. 

(/) Meteorology and Climatology: —Including the geogra¬ 
phical and topographical distribution of disease. 

id) Preventive Medicine and Practical Sanitation. 

The fee for the Diploma, including laboratory fee, shall be 
$50.00. 


CLINICAL INSTRUCTION. 

During the Session of 1906-7, three Medical, three Surgical, 
two Gynaecological and two Ophthalmological clinics will be 
held weekly in both the Montreal General and Royal Victoria 
Hospitals. 

In addition, tutorial instruction will be given in these dif¬ 
ferent departments in the ward, out-patient rooms and labor¬ 
atories. Special weekly clinics will be given in the Montreal 
General Hospital on Dermatology and Laryngology and in the 
Royal V ictoria Hospital on diseases of the Genito-Urinary 
system, Laryngology and Neurology. 

Clinical Clerks in the medical and surgical wards of both 
Hospitals are appointed every three months, and each one dur- 
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ing his term of service conducts, under the immediate directions 
of the Clinical Professors, the reporting of all cases in the ward 
allotted to him. Students are required to show a certificate of 
having acted for six months as clinical clerk in medicine and 
six months in surgery, and are required to have reported at 
least ten cases in medicine and ten in surgery. The instruc¬ 
tion obtained as clinical clerk is found to be of the greatest 
possible advantage to students, as affording a true practical 
training for his future professional life. 

Dressers are also appointed to the Out-door Departments. 
For these appointments, application is to be made to the Assis¬ 
tant Surgeons, or to the resident surgeon in charge of the out¬ 
patient department. 

The large number of patients affected with diseases of the 
eye and ear, now attending the special clinics at both hospitals 
afford ample opportunity to students to become familiar with 
all the ordinary affections of those organs, and to make them¬ 
selves proficient in the use of the ophthalmoscope; and it is 
hoped that every student will thus seek to gain a practical 
knowledge of this important branch of Medicine and Surgery. 
Operations are performed on the eye by the Ophthalmic Sur¬ 
geons after the outdoor patients have been seen, and students 
are invited to attend the same, and as far as practicable to 
keep such cases under observation so long as they remain in 
the Hospital. 

There are also special departments in both Hospitals for 
Gynaecology and Laryngology, directed by Specialists in these 
btanches. Students are thus enabled to acquire special tech¬ 
nical knowledge under skilled direction. The plan of teach¬ 
ing practical gynaecology for the past five years with marked 
success has been the limitation of the number of students at¬ 
tending each clinic to four. 

The Clinics at the Montreal General Hospital in Dermat¬ 
ology and in both hospitals in Laryngology are very large, and 
afford a practical training in affections of the skin and throat 
rarely obtained by medical students. 

A special clinic for diseases of the Genito-Urinary Organs 
has been established at the Royal Victoria Hospital. 

Clinical instruction will be given in the wards of me Pro¬ 
testant Hospital for Insane at Verdun. 
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ilie Clinical teaching in Infectious Diseases will be given 
m the wards of the new Alexandra Hospital lor Contains 
Diseases. 

XIII. 


Hospitals. 


The City of Montreal is celebrated for the number and im¬ 
portance of its public charities. Among these its public hos¬ 
pitals are the most prominent and widely known. Those in 
which medical students of McGill University will receive 
clinical instruction are: (i) The Montreal General Hospital. 
(2) The Royal Victoria Hospital. (3) The Montreal 
Maternity Hospital. (4) The Alexandra Hospital for Con¬ 
tagious Diseases. 


The Montreal General Hospital has for many years been the 
most extensive clinical field in Canada. The old buildings, 
having proved inadequate to meet the increased demand for 
hospital accommodation, have been increased by the addition 
of two surgical pavilions, the Campbell Memorial, and the 
Greenshields Memorial, and of a new surgical theatre. The 
interior of the older buildings has been entirely reconstructed 
on the most approved modern plans. 

The Royal Victoria Hospital at the head of University 
Street, which in structure and arrangements ranks among the 
finest modern hospitals of either continent, was opened for 
the reception of patients the first of January, 1894, and affords 
exceptional opportunities for clinical instruction and practical 
training. 


Montreal General Hospital. 

This Hospital consists of a Surgical, a Medical and a Patho¬ 
logical Department. 

1 he Surgical Department has two large pavilions, contain¬ 
ing f° ur wards 135 feet long by 35 feet broad, with an inter- 
\ening and connecting building in which is a large operating 
theatre of the most modern type, capable of seating over 350 
students. In connection with this are preparation, etherising, 
instrument, sterilizing and surgeons’ rooms, also smaller oper- 
ating rooms. The surgical pavilions accommodate over one 
hundred patients. 








The old part of the hospital, consisting of the Reid, Rich¬ 
ardson and Morland wings, has been completely rebuilt and 
remodelled, and forms the Medical Department. This part 
contains .four wards, ioo feet by 40, and is arranged or T50 
beds. In this building there are wards for gynaecological 
and ophthalmological patients, and a number of private wards 
and laboratories for Clinical Chemistry. There is also a med¬ 
ical amphitheatre capable of seating 150 students and a gynae¬ 
cological operating room fitted up in the most modern manner. 
The central part of the old building is for administration 
purposes. 

A completely new and commodious out-door patient depart¬ 
ment has been provided on the ground floor of the Richardson 
wing, and there is ample accommodation for the various special 
departments as well as large rooms for general medical and 
surgical patients. 

The Pathological Department is a completely new building 
in which are the post-mortem theatre and rooms for micro¬ 
scopical and bacteriological work, and also a mortuary and 
chapel. In this building students are offered every oppor¬ 
tunity of perfecting their knowledge of morbid anatomy and 
pathological histology. 

The old Fever Wards on the grounds of the Hospital have 
been completely remodelled, and are now used as a laundry 
and kitchen. 

A much larger number of patients receive treatment in the 
Montreal General Hospital than in any other Canadian hos¬ 
pital. Last year’s report shows that over three thousand 
Medical and Surgical cases were treated in the wards, and the 
great proportion of these were acute cases as may be gathered 
from the fact that the average duration of residence was only 
24.02 days. There are upward of forty thousand consultations 
annually in the outdoor department of this Hospital. 

The Royal Victoria Hospital. 

This Hospital is situated a short distance above the Univer¬ 
sity Grounds on the side of the Mountain, and overlooks the 
city. It was founded in July, 1887, by the munificence of 
Lord Mount Stephen and Lord Strathcona, who gave one 
million dollars for this purpose. \ 
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The buildings, which were opened for the reception of pa 
tients oh the first of January, 1894, were designed by Mr. 
Saxon Snell of London, England, to accommodate between 
250 and 300 patients. 

The Hospital is composed of three main buildings con¬ 
nected together by stone bridges; an Administration Block 
in the centre and a wing on the east side for medical 
patients, in immediate connection with which is the Patho¬ 
logical wing and mortuary, and a wing on the west side for 
surgical patients. 

The Administration block contains ample accommodation 
for the resident medical staff, the nursing staff and domes¬ 
tics. The patient’s entrance, the dispensary and admission 
rooms are also situated in this building. To the north pf the 
Administration block has been erected a large out-patients’ 
department, in which are special departments for Minor Sur¬ 
gery, Ophthalmology, Laryngology, and Gynaecology. This 
wing was opened for patients during the winter of 1899-1900. 

The Medical wing contains three large wards, each 123 feet 
long by 26 feet 6 inches wide, one ward 40 feet by 26 feet 6 
inches, and 15 private and isolation wards averaging 16 feet 
by 12 feet; also a medical theatre with a seating capacity for 
250, and three rooms adjacent to it for clinical chemistry 
and other purposes. North of this wing and in direct con¬ 
nection with it are the Pathological laboratories and mortuary. 

In this wing are situated the mortuary proper, the chapel, 
a post mortem room capable of accommodating 200 students, 
and laboratories for the microscopic and bacteriological study 
of morbid tissues' some designed for the use of students and 
others for post graduation courses and special research. Spe¬ 
cial laboratories for Pathological Chemistry, Experimental 
Pathology, Bacteriology and Photography are also provided. 

The Surgical wing contains three large, wards, each 123 feet 
long by 26 feet 6 inches wide, four wards each 40 feet by 32 
feet, and seven private and isolation wards, averaging 16 feet 
by 12 feet; also a surgical theatre with a seating capacity for 
250, with six rooms adjacent for preparation of patients. 

In this wing are also f he wards for Gynaecology and Oph¬ 
thalmology. Three is also an Isolation Pavilion for infectious 
diseases. 




The Montreal Maternity. 

The Faculty has great pleasure in announcing that the Cor¬ 
poration of the Montreal Maternity has erected a large 
new building fitted with the most modern appliances, situated 
at the corner of Prince Arthur and St. I- rbain streets. 
Students will therefore have greatly increased facili¬ 
ties for obtaining a pra'ctical knowledge of obstetrics 
and diseases of infancy. An improved Tarnier-Budin 
phantom is provided for the use of the students, and every 
facility afforded for acquiring a practical knowledge of the 
various obstetric manipulations. The Institution is under the 
direct supervision of the Professor of Midwifery, who devotes 
much time and attention to individual instruction. Students 
who have attended the course in Obstetrics during the winter 
and spring terms of the Third Year will be furnished with 
cases in rotation, which they will be required to report and 
attend till convalescent. 

An outdoor service in connection with the Maternity has been 
established, one of the clinical assistants and a nurse 
being sent out to attend deserving cases in their own 
homes. Students who have had six cases in the hospital 
are assigned to these cases in rotation, accompanying the 
assistant demonstrators whenever possible and conducting 
the case under his supervision. 

Clinical Obstetrics has been placed upon the same basis as 
Clinical Medicine and Surgery, and a final clinical examination 
has been instituted. Every student must give in two complete 
clinical reports of cases observed by himself before presenting 
himself for the final clinical examination. Marks are given for 
these reports in the Final examination for degree. Regular 
courses of clinical lectures arc given throughout the session, 
special attention being paid to the important subject of infant 
feeding. The Walkcr-Gordon process of modifying milk is 
explained and demonstrated. At the regular Saturday clinic 
the work of the past week is reviewed, and an opportunity is 
given for the examination of patients and the discussion of 
points of interest in diagnosis and treatment. 
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During the autumn and winter terms the Lecturer and De¬ 
monstrators of Obstetrics give a palpation course, clinical de¬ 
monstrations in the wards and instruction in operative work on 
the phantom. Students will find it very much to their advan¬ 
tage to pay sjiecial attention to their clinical work during the 
spring term of the third "Year and the following summer. 

One resident medical officer is appointed yearly to assist 
the medical superintendent and work- under Ins direction. 

Fee for twelve months, $12; payable at the office of the 
Bursar. 

Alexandra Hospital. 

The Alexandra Hospital for the treatment of Contagious 
Diseases will henceforth be available for purposes of clinical 
instruction. This’Hospital, situated on Charron Street, Point 
St. Charles, ha's a capacity of over 100 beds. There are three 
large individual pavilions, an isolation ward, a central kitchen 
and an independent administration building which contains a 
very complete laboratory and a dispensary. It is the intention 
of the Governors of the Hospital to erect a fourth pavilion 
for the treatment of Erysipelas. l*or the present the three 
most prevalent contagious diseases. Measles, Diphtheria, and 
Scarlatina, will be treated, and ample provision has been made 
for the accommodation and instruction of students. Bedside 
clinics to groups of students of the Fourth Year will be given 
throughout the session. 

XV 

Museums 

1 he I’acuity has during recent years devoted special atten¬ 
tion to the development of its museums in the several depart¬ 
ments in which objective teaching is of especial value in the 
education of the student. 

There are now four museums in the Medical Building: (1) 
the Museum of Pathology, (2) the Anatomical Museum, (3) 
the Museum of Public Health and Preventive Medicine, (4) 
the Museum of Pharmacy. 

Each collection is arranged and selected with the primary 
object of making it a teaching museum. The several collec¬ 
tions are open to students and the public between 9 a.m. and 
6 p.m. 

















Pathological Museum.

Since the organization of the Medical Faculty the Patholo¬ 
gical Museum has been one of its most cherished objects. 
Some -specimens still remain upon its shelves donated by the 
founders of the College (notably a unique case of Cor. Biatri- 
ncn Triloculare, reported by Dr. Andrew Holmes in 1823), 
and for the last fifty years the rich pathological material fur¬ 
nished by the Montreal General Hospital has been collected 
here. Many specimens are also now yearly received from the 
Royal Victoria Hospital, and the Faculty is also indebted to 
many medical men throughout Canada and the United States 
for important contributions. 

The Museum is especially rich in specimens of Aneurisms, 
and contains a singularly important collection of hearts affected 
with “Malignant Endocaditis.” For these series the Faculty is 
mainly indebted to Prof. Osier, late of this University. 

It contains also a very large collection of different forms of 
calculi presented by the late Prof. Fenwick. 

The Medico-Legal Museum also contains many rare speci¬ 
mens collected by the late Prof. Wyatt Johnston. 

The fine Museum of the late Faculty of Comparative Medi¬ 
cine has just been presented by Dr. Duncan McEachran. 

During the past ten years, M. Bailly, osteologist and articu¬ 
lator (lately with Trammond of Paris), has been engaged in 
arranging and mounting the very large number of specimens 
from the dissecting room and other sources of disease and 
injuries of bones which have been accumulating for years, in 
this collection are to be found examples of fractures and dis¬ 
locations of the spine, osteoporosis, congenital dislocation of 
the hip, fracture of the astragalus, multiple exostoses, etc., etc. 

Work is now being directed chiefly to the preparation of 
moist specimens, in which department great advances have 
been made. The natural colors of organs are preserved after 
the methods of Kaiserling and Jones, and are carefully mounted 
in square jars on glass frames in such a manner as may best 
preserve their natural relations and thus be of the most service 
to the student.

J he 1 ’athological Museum has lately undergone, complete 
alteration. A new gallery has been erected around both the 
main rooms, which is reached by a spiral staircase in a small 
intermediate room in which is placed the Medico-Legal Col¬ 
lection. Two rooms have also been added at the rear, the 
Curator's Office and the Obstetrical and Gynecological Mu¬ 
seum. The extensive bone collection and the calculi are found 
m the first room on entering, while the front and largest room 
is reserved for the moist specimens'. Water-color paintings of 
pathological conditions occupy swinging frames, or form a 
frieze at the ceiling, and large tables fitted with moveable 
shelving for demonstration purposes occupy the floor space. 
1 his suite of five rooms connects with one of the main lecture 
room$, which is largely used for the teaching of gross patho¬ 
logy from museum specimens. 

J he Museum has recently been entirely reclassified according 
to the Dewey System of library classification, after a modifi- 
tion suggested and devised by the late Prof. Wyatt Johnston. 

1 his classification, which follows a definite anatomical and 
pathological order, is of much assistance in the systematic 
teaching for which the museum is now extensively used. For 
a special feature is now being made of the demonstration and 
teaching of gross pathology from large numbers of museum 
specimens grouped in series to show related and different con¬ 
ditions, and graduations of diseased processes. Representative 
specimens showing the various pathological conditions from 
each organ in turn are shown and lectured upon to’students of 
the Fourth Year by the Professor of Pathology. These lec¬ 
tures are suplemented by a series of daily demonstrations in 
the Museum, at which attendance is voluntary. At these 
demonstrations all the specimens of ihterest from a given organ 
are exhibited to successive groups of students.. In the circul¬ 
atory system, for instance, demonstrations on anomalies of the 
heart, on the pericardium, myocardium, endocardium, arteries 
and veins, are exhibited in rotation to the five groups into 
which the year divides itself. As each system is finished its 
specimens are arranged in complete teaching series on tables 
and are placed “on exhibition” both for review purposes for 
the student and for the benefit of those members of the teach¬ 
ing staff who wish to inform themselves of what the museum 






contains. An annual exhibition of new specimens mounted 
during the year is also held. 

In addition to this “Museum Forms are issued on request 
to the students, upon which written exercises upon scries of 
museum specimens may be made. 

Museum specimens, returnable within 48 hours, are also sent 
out to lecture rooms and to the hospitals at the request of the 
clinicians for illustration purposes .

This Museum occupies a large room on the same floor and 
adjoining the Anatomy Lecture Room and Dissecting Room. 
Smaller apartments in connection are used for private re¬ 
search, which is encouraged in every way by the Faculty. 

The Museum is well furnished and comfortable, and students 
have every opportunity of studying Human, Comparative and 
Applied Anatomy. 

This department has during the past few years added a very 
complete collection of plaster and papier mache models by 
Steger, after the well-known works of His and Braune, com¬ 
prising :— 

(a) A complete set of Steiger’s brain sections. 

( b ) Models of the cerebro-spinal and sympathetic nervous 
systems, viscera, muscles, etc. 

( c ) Professor Cunningham’s well-known and beautiful casts 
of the head showing the relation of the cerebral convolutions 
to the skull and its sutures. 

( d ) A large collection of human brains, made by Professor 
Osier, formerly of this University, exhibiting the various 
types and extremes. 

( e ) A large and rare collection of anomalies of the renal 
vessels and ureter, and the aorta and its branches. 

{f) In Comparative Anatomy the student will find a fair 
amount of material, the study of which will greatly aid him in 
the elucidation of many points in Human Anatomy. 

( g ) Some beautiful dissections of the semi-circular canals 
of the ears of fishes and also specimens showing the nervous 
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system of fishes. Made and presented to the Museum by Dr. 
Cresswell Shearer. 

( h ) Many skeletons mounted by Mons. Jules Bailly, Articu¬ 
lator to the University, representing the various classes, 
orders, genera and species of the animal kingdom may be con¬ 
sulted. 

(t) A large collection, showing the pectoral girdle in birds, 
has been prepared under the supervision "of the Professor of 
Anatomy. 

(;') Moist and dry preparations of dissections, a large col¬ 
lection of frozen cross sections of the human body, showing 
the normal relations of the viscera, etc., will be found con¬ 
venient for study.

Museum of Hygiene. 

Director :—Prof. T. A. Starkey. 

This Museum has been established from the interest accruing 
through the endowment of the Chair of Hygiene by Lord 
Strathcona and Mount Royal in 1893. 

With a view to exhibiting not only specimens of the best 
and most approved types of appliances in each particular branch 
of Public Health, but also examples of types which are to be 
avoided on Hygienic Principles, the material in the Museum 
has been rearranged. In order to facilitate study and refer¬ 
ence, the specimens have been classified upon a decimal system 
under the following sections:— 

1. Disinfection .—Including disinfecting apparatus, disinfec¬ 
tants and antiseptics. 

2. Lighting and Heating. —Showing contrivances used for 
these purposes. 

3. Water .—Showing underground water and supplies drawn 
from it; methods of purification on large and small scales, 
including domestic filtration; exhibits of all the common 
modes of pollution of water supplies. 

4. Buildings. —Effects of ground moisture on dwellings; 

• building of all kinds, and measures against dampness and 

foul air. 

5. Soil. —Various kinds of soils, relation between soil and 
dampness, Permeability of soils to gas and water, composi¬ 
tion of soils. 

6. — Air. —Including ventilation, climate and meteorology, 
with apparatus illustrative of each class. 

7. Drainage and Refuse Disposal. — This section includes 
every description of sanitary appliance used in building, drain¬ 
age, and ultimate disposal of refuse, both liquid and solid. The 
section also includes types of faulty methods. 
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8. Foodstuffs. —Adulterations and modes of transmission 
of disease. 

Clothing. —Materials and their value for clothing. 

9. Vital Statistics. — Administration, etc. 

10. Bacteriology and Pathology relating to Public Health .— 
Including specimens and slides of all the Common Micro¬ 
organisms, Pathogenic and non Pathogenic, Specimens of 
Pathological conditions met with in Meats, etc. 

In addition to the regular Museum Exhibit there is a col¬ 
lection of over 1,000 lantern slides illustrative of phases of 
Hygiene. The slides have been so arranged as to be available 
for demonstrations as hand specimens. These slides as well 
as all the specimens in the Museum are card catalogued, and a 
projecting lantern is available for their demonstration. 

The following are some of the principal exhibits:—Set of 
Knight’s diagrams and models; working models illustrating 
house drainage, closets, etc., sewer air, movements of soil air:

tion of carbonic acid and moisture in the air; meteorological 
observation; water supply, water piping; water filtrations of 
public and domestic supplies; pollution of water supplies; 
ground water level; sewage and refuse disposal; food supply; 
food adulteration ; examination of milk supplies; disinfection, 
disinfectants.

The Library of the Medical Faculty now comprises upwards 
of twenty-three thousand volumes, the largest special library 
connected with a medical school on this continent. 

The valuable libraries of the late Professors Robert Palmer 
Howard, George Ross, Richard L. MacDonnell, T. Johnston 
Allowav and of Dr. Allen Ruttan have been donated to the 
Medical Faculty. 

The valuable libraries of the Montreal Veterinary Medical 
Association and of the Society of Comparative Phvschology 
have been deposited with the Faculty of Medicine' and are 
available for readers. 

The Faculty is also indebted to Dr. D. McEachran for the 
fine library of the late Dr. Gadsden, and for a large number 
of rare and valuable works bearing on comparative medicine. 

1 he progress of the Library during the past year is more 
significant than can be expressed in figures. It has consisted 
large in the perfecting of its broken sets of rare and out of 
print journals and transactions. 

Our small grant for journals has in no way been encroached 
upon for this purpose; as these additions have been donated 
from various sources. 

This Department costs the Faculty less than any other de¬ 
partment and the gifts, which may be looked upon as asserts

The standard text-books and works of reference, together 
with complete files of the leading periodicals, are on the shelves. 
Students may consult any work of reference in the library be¬ 
tween 9 a.m. and 6 p.m., and from 7.30 to 10.30 p.m. A large 
library reading-room for the use of students is provided. 


Extracts from the Library Regulations. 


I. During the College Session the Library is open daily (ex¬ 
cept Sundays and general public holidays) from 9 a.m. till 
6 p.m., and from 7.30 to 10.30 every evening. During vaca¬ 
tion from-9 a.m. to 5 p.m. 

II. The stack room is not open to students or to the public. 

III. The books in the Library are classed in two divisions: 
1st, those which may be taken from the Library; 2nd, those 
which may not, under any circumstances, be removed from the 
Library. The latter class includes all catalogues, dictionaries 
and encyclopedias. 

IV. Students will be allowed to use regular text-books only 
in the Library. Any other book may be taken out at 5.30 p.m. 
to be returned the next day. If books so removed from the 
Library are not returned punctually, a fine will be imposed, 
and if the delay be serious the student may be suspended from 
the use of the Library at the discretion of the Librarian. 

V. Students may take out books, subject to the above regula¬ 
tions, to the number of three volumes at one time. 

VI. Books may be taken from the Library only after they 
have been especially asked for and charged at the delivery 
desk; borrowers who cannot attend personally must sign and 
date an order, giving the titles of the books desired and the 
name of the person deputed to procure the same. 

VII. Damage to or loss of books shall be made good to the 
satisfaction of the Librarian and of the Library Committee. 
Writing or making any mark upon any book belonging to the 
Library is unconditionally forbidden. Any persons found 
guilty of wilfully damaging any book in any way shall be ex¬ 
cluded from the Library, and shall be debarred from the use 
thereof for such time as the Library Committee may determine. 

VIII. Silence must be strictly observed in the Library. 
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IX. Infringement of any of the rules of the Library will 
subject the offender to a fine or suspension of his privileges, or 
to such other penalty as the nature of the case mav require.

McGILL MEDICAL SOCIETY. 

This Society, composed of registered students of the 
Faculty, meets every alternate Friday during the Autumn 
and Winter Terms, for the reading of papers, case reports and 
discussions on medical subjects. A prize competition has been 











established in Senior and Junior subjects, the Senior being 
open to all to write upon, while only the ist, 2nd and 3rd year 
students are allowed to compete in the Junior subjects. The 
papers are examined by a board elected from the Professoriate, 
and a first and second prize in each division of subjects is 
awarded to the successful candidates. 

Names of competitors and titles of papers must be sent to 
the Chairman of the Programme Committee before September 
ist, and all papers are subject to the call of the Committee 
on October ist.

General Announcement. 


In the Autum of 1903 the Dental Association of the Province 
of Quebec approached the University asking that a dental 
department be instituted in connection with the Medical Fa¬ 
culty and as a result of negotiations continuing through the 
session of 1903-04, the University has established such a 
department. This department is not independent, but is a 
section of the Medical Faculty. 

Under the regulations that have been established governing 
the Dental Department, students may register in dentistry after 
passing the matriculation required of students of Medicine in 
McGill University, but those wishing to practice in the Pro¬ 
vince of Quebec, except those who hold a degree in Medicine 
or Arts from a recognized British or Canadian University, 
must pass the matriculation examination of the Dental Asso¬ 
ciation of the Province of Quebec. 

The course demanded of students in this department extends 
over four years and lead up to the degree of M.D.S. In the 
first two years the curriculum is that demanded of students 
in the Medical Faculty for the same period and is conducted 
at the McGill Medical College. The practical work of the 
last two years will be conducted at the Dental College, special 
courses of lectures being delivered at the McGill Medical 
College. 
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Indentures.

Those students who intend to practice in the Province of 
Quebec must sign indentures before a Notary Public with a 
licentiate of dental surgery in active practice in the Province 
at the beginning of the college course, the Dental Act requiring 
four full years as an indentured student after the matriculation 
has been passed. 

Course of Instruction. 

The regular course begins for dental students, as for medical,* 
on September 19th, 1906, the introductory lecture being given 
on Tuesday, September 18th. 

Curriculum. 

First Year: Anatomy, Practical Anatomy, Physiology, Prac¬ 
tical Physiology, Physics, Inorganic Chemistry, Histology, 
Biology and Embryology, Bacteriology. 

Second Year: Anatomy, Practical Anatomy, Physiology, 
Practical Physiology, Organic Chemistry, Applied Medical 
Chemistry, Histology, Pharmacy and Pharmacology, Pathology. 

Third and Fourth Years: Operative and Mechanical Den¬ 
tistry, Crown and Bridge-Work, Practical work in Infirmary, 
Dental Pathology, Materia Medica, Orthodontia, Anaesthetics, 
Dental Surgery. 

Requirements for the Degree. 

The degree of Master of Dental Surgery (M.D.S.) will be 
conferred by McGill University on any student who has ful¬ 
filled the following requirements:— 

1. He must be of the full age of 21 years. 

2. He must be of good moral character. 

3. He must have passed all required examinations. 

4. He must have completed the full term of four years. 

5. He must have paid all fees. 


The Matriculation Fee for those taking the Dental Associa¬ 
tion Examination, payable to the Board of Examiners, is $20.

Foundation and Early History. 


T. he Seventy-sixth Session of this Faculty will be opened 
on Tuesday, September 17th, 1907, by an introductory 
lecture. The regular lectures in all subjects will begin on 
Wednesday, September 18th, at the hours specified in the 
time-table, and will continue until May 8th, 1908. 

1 he Faculty of Medicine of McGill University is the 
direct outcome and continuance of a teaching body known 
as the Montreal Medical Institution which was organized 
as a medical school in the years 1823-24 by Drs. Wm. 
Robertson, \\ m. Caldwell, A. F. Holmes, John Stephenson 
and H. P. Loedel. These men constituted the first medical 
staff of the Montreal General Hospital, itself established 
in 1819. The first session of the Montreal Medical Insti¬ 
tution opened in November, 1824, with 25 students, and the 
lectures were given at the House of the Institution, No. 20 
St. James Street, a building situated on the north side of 
St. James Street, at or near Place d’Armes. 

In the year 1829, the Montreal Medical Institution be¬ 
came, by the formal a<;t of the Governors of the Royal 
Institution for the Advancement of Learning, the Medical 
Faculty of McGill University. 

The first session of the McGill Medical Faculty took 
place in the winter of 1829-30, and the first university de¬ 
gree, a medical one, was conferred four years later in 1833. 

1 here were no sessions held during the political troubles 
of 1836 to 1830, and it is owing to this fact that this is 
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the Seventy-sixth instead of the Seventy-ninth Session of 
the Faculty, dating from its incorporation with the Uni¬ 
versity in the year 1829. 

In 1844 the number of students in the Medical Faculty 
was 50; in 1851, 64 with 15 graduates; in 1872-73, 154 with 
35 graduates; in 1892-93, 315 with 46 graduates; in 1895-96, 
419 with 90 graduates; in 1901-02,440 students were regis¬ 
tered. 

The work of the Faculty was carried on for some years 
in the central part of the city until in 1872 a building in 
the university grounds was provided by the governors. 

This building met the demands of the steadily increasing 
number of students until 1885 when an addition was found 
necessary. 

In 1893 the late Mr. John H. R. Molson purchased pro¬ 
perty adjoining the College grounds and enable^! the Fa¬ 
culty to erect new buildings ,and extensively alter and 
improve those already in use. The new wings comprised 
a, large lecture room capable of accommodating 150 stu¬ 
dents and new laboratories for _• Pathology, Histology, 
Pharmacology and Sanitary Science. The Library and 
the museum! of Pathology were also enlarged and improved. 
Notwithstanding the greatly increased accommodation a 
further extension, became, in less than five years, almost 
imperative. 

Before, however, the want of space and equipment was 
seriously felt, Lord Strathcona in the names of Lady Strath- 
cona and the Hon. Mrs. Howard, in 1898, contributed the sum 
of $100,000 towards the necessary extensions and alterations. 
These buildings, when completed, had more than twice the 
capacity of those occupied during the session 1900-1901 and 
enabled the Faculty to greatly increase the scope of its labor¬ 
atory teaching. On the 16th of April, 1907, a part of these 
new buildings, together with the original medical building, 
were destroyed by fire. Fortunately the wing containing the 
teaching laboratories and the chief lecture room of the 
Faculty were saved, though to some extent damaged by water 
and smoke. This wing will be completely restored in time 
for the opening of the Session 1907-08, so that the work of 
the Faculty will not be seriously interfered with, and will be 
not the less efficient than formerly. 
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Endowments. 

The first endowments of the Faculty were the “ Lean- 
choil ” and “ Campbell Memorial ” funds. The former was 
the gift of Lord Strathcona; the latter subscribed by the 
citizens of Montreal and graduates in Medicine of the Uni¬ 
versity. A portion of these funds was expended in increas¬ 
ing the laboratory and lecture room accommodation in 
i88 5 . interest on the balance being applied to general 
maintenance. 

In 1893 Lord Strathcona endowed the Chairs of Path¬ 
ology and Public Health with $100,000. This gift enabled 
the h acuity to equip and develop these departments until 
they are quite up to the requirements of modern medical 
science. 

Various other endowments, such as the Drake Endow¬ 
ment of Physiology and the bequests of the late Mrs. Mary 
Dow, Mrs. John MacDougall and Miss Jane Learmont, 
have enabled the Faculty to maintain a high standard of 
laboratory teaching without proportionately increasing the 
cost of the course to the student. 

In 1898, Lord Strathcona and Mount Royal again came 
to the aid of the Faculty. He gave, in the names of Lady 
Strathcona and the Honorable Mrs. Howard, one hundred 
\ thousand dollars, to be used partially to meet the cost of 
extending the Laboratories, Library and Museum, and par¬ 
tially as a fund, the interest on which to be applied to 
replace the loss of the graduation fees, formerly used to 
support the Medical Library and Museum, but which are 
now required by the Governors for general university ex¬ 
penses outside the Faculty of Medicine. 

1 he thanks of the Faculty are also due to Mr. David 
Morrice, who has recently come forward with a donation 
of upwards of three thousand dollars to meet the cost of in¬ 
creasing the equipment of the Laboratory of Pharmacology, 
and who has also contributed annually to the support of the 
I epartment of Pharmacology and Therapeutics. 

During the session of 1904-05 Lord Strathcona again 
contributed generously to the funds of the Faculty; the 
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sum of $50,000 being ,given to enable the Faculty to meet 
its financial engagements. 

II. 


Matriculation. 


Intending students are reminded that a University de¬ 
gree in Medicine does not always give a right to practise 
the profession of Medicine. It is necessary to conform 
with the Medical laws of the country or province in which 
it is proposed to begin practice. Each province in Canada 
at present has special requirements tor its license and 
in most provinces a certain standard of general education 
is insisted upon before beginning the study of Medicine. 



Regulations of McGill University. 


1. Every student before he can be enregistered as an 
undergraduate in Medicine must present a certificate of 
having passed the Matriculation Examination of the Fa¬ 
culty of Medicine of this University, or of having passed 
some Provincial, State or University Examination accepted 
by this University. 

2. Graduates in Arts of any recognized university and 
those who have passed the Entrance Examination of a 
Provincial Medical Coiincil, and thus become enregistered 
students in medicine of a province in Canada, are exempt 
from further preliminary examination. 

3. Matriculation Examinations (for entrance into all Fa¬ 
culties) are held only in June and September—in Tune at 
McGill College and (on application) at Local Centres; in 
September at McGill College and affiliated colleges (Van¬ 
couver, B.C., and S’tanstead, P.Q.) only. 

All inquiries relating to the Examination should be ad¬ 
dressed to thf Registrar of the University. 

For the convenience of candidates in Great Britain who 
are not otherwise qualified for entrance an examination 
will be held regularly in London each year, commencing 
on or about the 12th of June. Full information regarding 
the exact place of examination, dates, fees, etc., may be 
obtained from J. Stuart Horner, Esq., care of Messrs. John 








Birch & Co.,. 3 London Wall Buildings, London, E.C., who 
has kindly undertaken to act as the Honorary Representa¬ 
tive of the University in England. 

4 - Every candidate for examination is required to fill up 
an application form and return the same with the necessary 
fee one month before the examination. Blank forms may 
be obtained from the Registrar. 

5- in order to obtain an examination at a local centre, 
an)' Headmaster or other person must, before May ist, 
submit to the Registrar the name of some suitable person,’ 
preferably a university graduate, who is willing to act as 
deputy examiner, i.e., receive the questions, hold the ex¬ 
aminations and forward the answers to Montreal. The 
l niversity will be responsible for no other local expenses 
than the payment of the deputy-examiners. 

6. 1 he matriculation examination may be taken in two 
parts. The Preliminary Division comprises (i) English 
Composition and Dictation, (2) English Grammar, (3) His¬ 
tory and Geography, and (4) Arithmetic, and a candidate 
who passes on any three of the four papers set in this 
division, at one time,* will be allowed to count to his 
credit the subjects covered thereby, provided he passes on 
the remaining paper when he presents himself for examin¬ 
ation in the Final Division. Those who fail on two or 
more papers will be required to take this part of the ex¬ 
amination over again. 

7. Candidates for examination in the Final Division who 
fail m not more than two subjects at one time * may com¬ 
plete matriculation by passing in the subject or subjects 
in which they failed, at any matriculation examination held 
within the same or the following yeart 

8. The examination may also be taken as a whole (with¬ 
out reference to Divisions), in which case those who have 
obtained pass standing in at least half of the required 
subjects for entrance to any Faculty, at one time* may 
complete the matriculation examination by passing in the

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remaining subject or subjects at any examination held 
within the same or the following year. 

9. Candidates who at the September examination fail in 
a small part only of the whole examination may, if their 
general standing is sufficiently high, be allowed to enter 
the first year as Conditioned Students. Those who are 
conditioned in a language must attend a special tutorial 
class during their first session, for which a fee of $10 is 
exigible. Any student, so conditioned, who fails to attend 
'this class with regularity, will not be allow'ed to present 
himself for examination. The standing of a conditioned 
student will not, as a rule, be granted to any who have 
not presented themselves for examination in September, 
nor to those who have not shown sufficient knowledge of 
the subject or subjects in which they failed to justify the 
examiners in making a favorable recommendation. Con¬ 
ditioned students can obtain full undergraduate standing by 
passing at a subsequent June or September matriculation 
examination in the subject or subjects in which they failed, 
and will not be permitted to enter the second year of their 
course of study until they have satisfied all matriculation 
requirements. 

10. When two or more books on subjects are prescribed 
for one examination it is necessary to pass in each. 

11. A candidate in order to pass must obtain at least 
40 per cent, of the total number of marks allowed for each 
subject. 

12. In view of the precautions taken to prevent mistakes, 
no request for the re-examination of a paper shall be 
granted except on payment of a fee of one dollar. Should 
the appeal from the examiner’s valuation be sustained the 
fee will be returned. 

13. Certificates of having passed the following examina¬ 
tions will, if submitted to the Registrar, be accepted pro 
tanto in lieu of the matriculation examination, i.e., in so 
far as the subjects and standard are, to the satisfaction of 
the Board of Matriculation examiners, the same as or 
equivalent to those required for the matriculation examin¬ 
ation of this University.

PRELIMINARY DIVISION.

For Composition .—Candidates will write a short essay on 
a subject to be given at the time of the examination.

West’s English Gram¬ 
mar for Beginners is recommended as a text-book.

Candidates will be required to show a somewhat intimate 
acquaintance with the History of England from 1485 to 
the present time. While any text-book written for the 
upper forms of schools may be used in preparation for the 
examination, Gardiner’s Outline of English History (Long¬ 
mans) is recommended.

Application for Equivalent Standing. 

Any student of another University desirous to be ad¬ 
mitted to this University with equivalent standing is re¬ 
quested to send with his application:— 

ist.—A Calendar of the University in which he has 
studied, giving a full statement of the courses of study. 

2nd.—A complete statement of the course he has fol¬ 
lowed. 

3rd.—A certificate of the standing gained, and of con¬ 
duct. These will be submitted to the Faculty, who will 
decide what examination may be necessary before admit¬ 
ting the candidate. 

Registration. 

1. Candidates for entrance (Undergraduates, Conditioned 
Students and Partial Students) are requested to attend at 
the office of the Registrar of the University for the purpose 
of giving their addresses and other particulars, and of 
signing the following declaration in the Matricula or Regis¬ 
ter :—“ I hereby accept and submit myself to the Statutes, 
rules and ordinances of McGill University and of the 
Faculty in which I am registered and to any amendments 
thereto which may be made while I am a student of the 
University, and I promise to observe the same.” 

2. Every Undergraduate or Conditioned Student must 
produce to the Registrar of the Faculty of Medicine his 
Matriculation Certificate. Those having entrance qualifi¬ 
cations other than McGill Matriculation, must first present 
them to the Registrar of the University, from whom they 
will receive a certificate which shall entitle them to register 
in this Faculty. 

3. After the lapse of a fortnight from the commencement 
of lectures, Professors and Lecturers in charge of classes 












require every attending student to produce his ticket of 
admission, and will report to the Registrar the name of 
any student failing to produce it. 


III. Requirements for License. 

Intending students are reminded that a University degree 
m Medicine does not always give a right to practise the Pro¬ 
fession of Medicine. It is necessary to conform with the 
Medical laws of the country or province in which it is pro¬ 
posed to begin practice. Each province in Canada at present 
has its special requirements for its license and in most pro¬ 
vinces a special standard of general education is insisted upon 
before beginning the study of Medicine. Students who intend 
practicing in Canada are warned that in most of the Provinces 
it is necessary to be registered four years before obtaining a 
license to practice. It follcrws that entrance qualification must 
be registered m the Province in which the student intends to 
practice at the beginning of his course in medicine.

Fees. 

General Regulations. 

Beginning with the session 1905-06 students will register 
with the University Registrar in the Central Administration 
building. 

1. Fees shall be paid to the Bursar on or before October 
1st. The registration ticket must be shown to the Bursar, 
in every case, before the fee is paid. After October 1st 
an additional fee of $2.00 will be exacted of all students in 
default. 

2. Immediately rafter October 10th the Bursar shall send 
to each professor and lecturer a list of the registered stu¬ 
dents .who have not paid their fees, on receipt of which the 
professor or lecturer shall strike their names from the 
register of attendance, and such students cannot be re¬ 
admitted to their classes except on presentation of a special 
ticket, signed by the Bursar, certifying to the payment of 
fees. 

Students registering after October 10th shall pay their 
fees at the time of registration, failing which they become 
subject to the provisions of Regulation 2. 

The total Faculty Fees for the medical course of four full 
sessions, including clinics, laboratory work, dissecting rria-

terial and reagents, will be five hundred dollars, payable in 
four annual instalments of $125 each. The class fee for 
the fifth year will be $125. 

For the convenience of the undergraduates, the Hospital 
fees are payable in the Bursar's office; ten dollars to be 
paid at the beginning of each of the last three sessions, 
viz., the second, third and fourth years of the four years’ 
course, and the third, fourth and fifth year of the five 
years’ course. This will entitle each undergraduate to per¬ 
petual tickets for both the Montreal General and Royal 
Victoria Hospitals. 

The Maternity Hospital Fee of $12, for twelve months, 
is payable at the Bursar’s office, $6 at the beginning of 
the third, and $6 at the beginning of the fourth session; for 
five year students, at the beginning of the fourth and fifth 
sessions. 


1 he sum of $10 will be collected from all students at the time 
of registration as " Caution Money,’’ from which deductions 
for breakages reported from the laboratories or lecture rooms 
will be made and a refund granted at the close of the session. 


Partial students will be admitted to one or more courses 
on payment of special fees. An annual University fee of 
three dollars is charged students of all the Faculties for 
the maintenance of college grounds and athletics. 

Students repeating the course of study of any Academic 
session are not required to pay full fees. A fee of thirty- 
five dollars will be charged, which will include dissecting 
material, chemical reagents, laboratory fees. etc. The same 
fee, is charged students entering from other colleges who 
have already paid full fees elsewhere for the courses taken. 

An ad eundem ’ fee of $10 will be charged students 
entering from another university in the second, third, 
fourth and fifth year of the course. 

The fee for the Degree of Doctor of Medicine and Master 
of Surgery shall be thirty dollars, to be paid by the suc¬ 
cessful candidate to the University Bursar immediately 
after examination.

QUALIFICATIONS FOR THE DEGREE * (Four Years’ Course). 

N° one will be admitted to the degree of Doctor of 
Medicine and Master of Surgery who shall not have at- 
tended lectures for a period of four nine months’ sessions 
in this Dmversity, or some other university, college or 
school of medicine, approved by this University. 

2. Students of other universities, so approved, who may 
be admitted on production of certificates to a like standing 
in this University shall be required to pass an oral examin- 
atmn in Primary Subjects, and all examinations in the Final 
subjects in the same manner as students of this University. 

3. Graduates in Arts who have taken two full courses 
in General Chemistry, including laboratory work, two 
courses in Biology, including the subjects of Botany, Em¬ 
bryology, Elementary Physiology and dissection of one or 
more types of Yertcbrata, may, at the discretion of the 
Faculty, be admitted as second year students, such courses 
being accepted as equivalent to the first year in Medicine. 
Students so entering will, however, not be allowed to pre¬ 
sent themselves for examination in Anatomy until they 
produce certificates of dissection for two sessions.

By means of the above arrangement a certain definite 
amount of work must be accomplished by the student in 
each year, and an equitable division is made between the 
Primary and Final branches. 

* A special examination in prescription writing will be demanded and 
must be passed before receiving standing in Pharmacology and Therapeutics. 
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A minimum of 50 per cent in each subject is required to pass 
and 75 per cent, for honours. 

Candidates who fail at the regular examinations in not 
more than two subjects of the first, second or third 
years, may take the supplemental examinations before the 
beginning of the following session. These examinations 
will be held during the week preceding the regular opening 
of the session. 

Students who fail in both Physiology and Anatomy at 
the end of the second year are required to repeat their year. 

Failure in more than two subjects at the regular ex¬ 
aminations excludes the candidate from advancement and 
necessitates his repeating the work in the subjects in which 
he has failed. 

No student may proceed to the work of the fourth year 
who has not passed the examinations in all subjects in¬ 
cluded in the curriculum of the first and second years. 

Candidates who fail to pass in a subject in which 
practical work is required may, at the discretion of the 
examiner, be required to repeat the course and furnish a 
certificate of attendance thereon. 

Students who fail in one subject only of the final 
year may, at the discretion of the Faculty, be allowed a 
supplemental examination in that subject. Should the sub¬ 
ject be one in which practical or clinical work is required, 
the student must furnish a certificate of additional hospital 
attendance or laboratory work before presenting himself 
for examination. 

Students who fail at the examintions held at Christmas 
may, at the discretion of the examiners, be granted supple¬ 
mental examinations at a period not less than three months 
after the regular examination. 

Applications for supplemental examinations must be in 
the hands of the Registrar at least three days before the 
date set for the beginning of the examination and they 
must be accompanied by a fee of $5.00 for each subject. 







Fellowships, Medals and Prizes. 

1. Fellowships. —The Faculty has begun to establish 
Teaching and Research Fellowships in connection with the 
various laboratories. 

These fellowships are of a value of five hundred dollars 
per annum, are open only to graduates in Medicine, and are 
tenable for three years. 

Two are now established in connection with the depart¬ 
ment of Pathology-^a Governor’s Fellowship endowed by 
one or two of the Govfernors of the University, and a Fa¬ 
culty Fellowship established by the Faculty. Other Fel¬ 
lowships will be announced as they are established. 

I 

2. Medals. — The “Holmes Gold Medal,” founded by the Medi¬ 
cal Faculty in the year 1865, as a memorial of the late 
Andrew Holmes, Esq., M.D., LL.D., late Dean of the Fa¬ 
culty of Medicine. It is awarded to the student of the 
graduating class who receives the highest aggregate num¬ 
ber of marks in the different branches comprised in the 
Medical Curriculum. 

The student who gains the Holmes’ Medal has the option 
of exchanging it for a Bronze Medal and the money equi¬ 
valent of the Gold Medal. 

“The Sutherland Gold Medal,” founded in 1878 by the late 
Mrs. Sutherland in memory of her late husband, William 
Sutherland, M. D., formerly Professor of Chemistry in this 
Faculty. It is awarded for the best examination in General and 
Medical Chemistry, together with creditable examination in the 
Primary branches. The examination is held at the end of the Third 
Year. 

The “Wood Gold Medal” founded by Casey A. Wood, M. D., 
is awarded to the student of the graduating class who receives 
the highest aggregate number of marks in the clinical bran¬ 
ches of the Final year. The winner of the Holmes Medal 
and the winner of the Final Prize are not permitted to com • 
pete for this medal. 

The “Woodruff Gold Medal” founded in 1907 by Thomas 
A. Woodruff, M.D., in memory of his late father, Samuel 










DeVeaux Woodruff, is awarded to the student of the Final 
year who receives the highest aggregate number of marks for 
a special examination in the subjects, of Ophthalmology and 
Oto-Laryngology. 

3. Prizes. — The Final Prize— A Prize in books (or a Mi¬ 
croscope of equivalent value) awarded for the best ex¬ 
amination, written and oral, in the Final branches. The 
Flolmes’ medallist is not permitted to compete for this prize. 


The Third Year Prize.—A Prize in books awarded for the best 
examination, written and oral, in the branches of the Third Year.

IV. 

COURSES OF LECTURES. 

The Corporation of the University on the recommenda¬ 
tion of the Faculty of Medicine, in 1894, consented to the 
extension of the courses of lectures in medicine over a 
period of about nine months instead of six. 

By this means, (1) The students of the primary years 
have a greater opportunity of becoming acquainted, by 
laboratory work, with those branches of study which form 
the scientific basis of their profession, and (2) the final 
students will be enabled to utilize to better advantage the 
abundance of clinical material provided in the two Hos¬ 
pitals. 

By this arrangement the actual number of didactic lec¬ 
tures per session was decreased, but a corresponding in¬ 
crease was made in the amount of tutorial work and 
individual teaching in the laboratories for Chemistry, Phy¬ 
siology, Anatomy, Pathology, and Bacteriology, as well as 
giving more time for clinical work in the Royal Victoria 
and Montreal General Hospitals, and a greater number of 
ward classes were also made possible during the session. 

The Faculty expects, by thus increasing the time that 
the different professors, lecturers and demonstrators devote 
to each student, to accomplish two very important ends; 
first, to do away with the injurious effects which result 
from attempting to condense the teaching of medicine and 
surgery into four or even five sessions of six months; 
second, to give each student a sounder and more thoroughly 
practical knowledge of his profession than could be ob¬ 
tained by attending during even five sessions of six months 
each. _ 





THE FIVE YEARS' COURSE. 


Beginning with the Session 1907-08 the course of study 
leading up to the degree of M.D., C.M., will extend over five 
years instead of four. This will necessitate a new arrangement 
of the subjects in the curriculum of each year by means of 
which the student will receive a more thorough grounding in 
the important subjects of Biology', Chemistry, Anatomy and 
Physiology and will also be able to take full advantage of the 
exceptional clinical facilities afforded by the Montreal Gen¬ 
eral and Royal Victoria Hospitals. In the new arrangement 
the subjects will be taken up as follows:— 

First Year. —Biology, Anatomy, Inorganic Chemistry, 
Practical Chemistry, Physics, Histology, Bacteriology and 
Embryology. 

Second Year.— Anatomy, Physiology, Organic and Bio¬ 
chemistry, Histology and Pharmacy. 

Third Year. —Physiology, Pharmacology, Pathology, Bac¬ 
teriology, Clinical Chemistry, Clinical Medicine and Clinical 
Surgery. 

Fourth Year. —In this year systematic courses of lectures 
will be given in the following subjects: Medicine, Surgery. 
Obstetrics, Gynaecology, Medical and Surgical Anatomy, 
Therapeutics, Ophthalmology, Oto-Laryngology and Pedia¬ 
trics. In this year also theatre clinics, ward classes and 
outpatient clinics will be given in the hospitals in medicine 
and surgery and clinical instruction to groups of students in 
the special subjects of Gynaecology, Ophthalmology, Oto- 
Laryngology, etc. 

Fifth Year. —In this year clinical instruction in Medicine 
and Surgery will be given on four days in the week in each 
hospital. There will also be clinics and ward classes in 
Obstetric-, and outpatient clinics in the various specialties of 
Gynaecology, Ophthalmology, Oto-Laryngology, Dermatology 
and Pediatrics. Courses of lectures in Hygiene, Jurispru¬ 
dence and Mental Diseases will also be given in this year.

Anatomy is taught in the most practical manner possible, 
and its relation to Medicine and Surgery fully considered. 
For the five years’ course the subject will be taken up as 
for the four year course, during the first and second years. 
The lectures are illustrated by the fresh subject, moist and 
dry preparations, sections, models, plates and drawings on the 
blackboard. Frequent examinations are also held. 

A course of practical demonstrations in Medical, Surgical 
andvTopographical Anatomy is also given in the fourth year 
of the course. 

The department of Practical Anatomy is under the direct 
control and personal supervision of the Professor of Anatomy, 
assisted by his staff of Demonstrators. 

The methods of teaching are similar to those of the best 
European schools, and students are thoroughly grounded in 
this branch. 

Every student must be examined at least three times on each 
part dissected, and no certificate is given unless the examina¬ 
tions are satisfactory. 

Special Demonstrations on the brain, thorax, abdomen, 
bones, etc, are frequently given. Prizes are awarded at the 
end of the Session for the best examination on the fresh sub¬ 
ject. 

The Dissecting Room is open from 9 a.m. to 6 p.m. In con¬ 
sequence' of the excellent Anatomy Act of the Province of 
Quebec, abundance of material can always be obtained.

The course in Medical Chemistry is a graded one. 

First Year:—During the autumn term of the first year a 
short course of lectures in Medical Physics is given. These 
lectures are fully illustrated by experiments. The students, 
taken in groups, are required to study by experiments in the 
laboratory the more important phenomena of heat, sound, light 
and electricity. Lectures and demonstrations on the principles 
of Chemistry are given three times per week during the winter 
and spring terms. Examinations are held at Christmas on 
Medical Physics, and in June on the theory of Chemistry. 

Laboratory instruction in practical Chemistry is given during 
the autumn term, six hours per week. This course includes 
the experimental study of the laws of chemical action, includ¬ 
ing gravemetric and volumetric determinations, the properties 
of typical elements and compounds, and a short course in 
qualitative analysis. Special attention is directed to instruct¬ 
ing the students in keeping an accurate record of his observ¬ 
ations and conclusions, and in the solution of chemical pro¬ 
blems of importance in relation to Biological and Pathological 
Chemistry. These notes are examined daily and criticised. 

Second Year:—In the five years’ course the Chemistry in 
the second year will be entirely Organic and Biological Chem¬ 
istry. leading up to and partly including physiological and 
pathological chemistry. 

During the session of 1907-08 a course of lectures and 
demonstrations, three per week, is given on Organic Chemistry 
in the autumn term, and an examination is held at Christmas. 
During the winter and spring terms lectures and demonstra¬ 
tions are given on the application of chemistrv to clinical 
diagnosis, sanitation and medical jurisprudence. 

Laboratory work in clinical and applied Medical Chemistry 
is required during the spring term. An examination in applied 
Medical- Chemistry, practical and theoretical, is held in June.

Beginning with the session of 1909-10 a course in Clinical 
Chemistry will be given to third year students at the end of 
the session. 

Students will find it greatly to their advantage to have a 
knowledge of elementary Chemistry before entering upon the 
study of Medicine. Graduates in arts of recognized univer¬ 
sities, on presenting certificates of having taken courses in 
theoretical and practical Chemistry and Physics, and of having 
passed examinations in the same, may be exempted from the 
Chemistry of the first year.

The purpose of this course is to make the student thoroughly 
acquainted, as far as time permits, with modern physiology; 
its methods, its deductions, and the basis on which the latter 
rest. Accordingly a full couse of lectures extending over 
two years is given, in which the physical, the chemical, and 
other aspects of the Subject receive attention. 

In addition to the use of diagrams, models, lantern demon¬ 
strations, etc., every department of the subject is illustrated 
by experiment. An ample supply of apparatus is available 
for demonstration purposes and is being added to from year 
to year to keep fully abreast of the times. 

I he physiological laboratory is fitted up so as to permit of 
eighty students engaging in work at one time. The fittings 
and equipments of each bench are of the latest designs and 
are well adapted to their purpose. An elaborate electrical 
equipment enables all the various currents required for phy¬ 
siological experiments to be supplied to each bench. The 
apparatus was constructed by the best American and European 
makers and was thoroughly tested before being accepted. 

During recent years the laboratory work for students has 
been entirely rearranged. Since the Session of 1901-02, when 
over three thousand dollars worth of new students’ apparatus 
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was purchased, there has been a steady advance which still 
continues. The practical work, like the lectures, now extends 
over two years. Each group of two students is supplied with 
all the apparatus necessary to carry out the work of verifying 
a large number of leading principles of physiology and regis¬ 
tering the results by the graphic method. 

Provision is also made for a course in chemical physiology, 
covering foodstuffs, digestion, the animal fluids, etc. This 
course will be considerably extended in the near future in 
view of the increasing importance of chemical physiology in 
practical medicine. 

1 hroughout the whole course the needs of the future prac¬ 
titioner of scientific medicine are kept in view.

The teaching of Histology and Microscopical Methods ex¬ 
tends throughout the first and second years. This method 
will be continued for the five years course. During both 
years practical instruction will be given upon the preparation 
and mounting of specimens. Students will also be required 
to make drawings of the specimens prepared by them. Pro¬ 
jection apparatus will be made use of, to demonstrate the 
specimens being prepared by the students. 

For the first year students, work will commence immedi¬ 
ately after the Christmas holidays and continue until the end 
of the session. The course will consist of laboratory work and 
demonstrations, with occasional lectures upon elementary and 
systematic Histology up to and including the digestive system. 
At the end of the session a practical examination will be held 
on the work done. 

During the second year a course of demonstrations and 
laboratory work together with lectures will be given on more 
advanced Histology and an examination held at Christmas. 
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Biology. . 



The course in elementary Biology is designed to prepare 
for special study in medical subjects. It consists of two con¬ 
current courses in Plant and Animal Biology given under the 
supervision of the Professors of Botany and Zoology respec¬ 


tively. 


A.—Plant Biology. 


Ihe course in Plant Biology is designed to introduce the 
student to a knowledge of such elementary structures and 
activities, and to a discussion of such biological principles as 
will not only assist in a broader interpretation of the facts 
connected with animal life, but will be of service in the fur¬ 
ther prosecution of medical studies from a biological point 
of view. It will therefore deal with the structure of the 
plant cell in comparison with the animal cell, and establish the 
essential features of cytoplasm and nucleus; the functions of 
respiration and the distinction between rerobic and anaerobic 
respiration; the storage of energy by green plants and the 
general features of constructive metabolism ; the utilization of 
energy as exemplified by leucophytes, and the general charac- 
tei istics of destructive metabolism or catabolism ; the division 
of labour and the origin of organs; the origin and significance 
of sex with a discussion of parthenogenesis ; the general prin¬ 
ciples of plant evolution. 

These studies will be illustrated by the practical examination 
of a series of carefully selected types. 

Two lectures and two laboratory periods each week through¬ 
out the autumn term. 


B.—Animal Biology. 


This course consists of a study of the fundamental pro¬ 
perties of protoplasm; the principles of the formation of 
tissues; the formation of organs and an outline of vertebrate 
structure and function, concluding with a more detailed study 
of mammalian anatomy and osteology. The types studied are 
Amoeba, Paramoecium, *a Flagellate, Hydra, Lumbricus, Am- 
phioxus, Scyllium (the English dog-fish), Rana and Lepus. 
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In the case of the last type special attention will be given to 
the osteology. 

Two lectures and two laboratory periods per week for the 
whole of the Fall term and the first half of the W inter term 
Thirty-two lectures and thirty-two laboratory periods in all. 

A special fee of $2.50 is charged against the caution money 
of each student attending the course in Animal Biology in 
order to cover the cost of instruments and laboratory note¬ 
books supplied him. 

C. — Embryology. 

The course on this subject is given during the last four 
weeks of the Winter term. It includes a study of the seg¬ 
mentation of the egg and the formation of the germinal layers 
as exemplified in man, increasing degree of complexity in the 
series of types, Echemus, Amphioxus, Rana, Scyllium, Platy- 
dactylus, Gallus Lepus; the development of the vertebrate 
organs as exemplified in the history of the Chick, and the 
development of the embryonic -membranes and their relation 
to the uterine wall as exemplified in the series Didelphys 
Lepus Canis Avis Homo. 

This course concludes with a brief survey of the develop¬ 
ment of certain groups or organs in the human embryo. 

Three lectures and three laboratory periods per week. 

It is under contemplation to extend this course in the near 
future when facilities for obtaining material are increased.

The teaching, both didactic and practical, in the subjects of 
Pathology and Bacteriology, is given by the Professor of 
Pathology and his staff. 
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The following courses constitute the teaching in these , 
subjects:— 

1. An introductory course in Pathology for students com¬ 
pleting their second year. Lectures twice weekly throughout 
the spring term, with museum demonstrations two hours 
weekly. This course is intended to familiarize students with 
the main processes and conditions encountered in clinical work, 
with the terms most often employed and their significance. The 
rich collection of examples of the more common states of dis¬ 
ease contained in the Museum forms the basis of this course. 

2. A course of General Pathology for the students of the 
third year; optional for those of the fourth year. Lectures 
are delivered twice weekly throughout the winter and spring 
terms. 

3. A course of Demonstrations in the Performance of Autop¬ 
sies to students of the third year. The demonstrations are 
held weekly from October until Christmas. 

4- Demonstrations upon the Autopsies of the week to stu¬ 

dents of the two final years. These are given during the 
Session- by Drs. Adami, McCrae and Klotz, at the Royaf Vic¬ 
toria 1 fospital, and Dr. Duval at the Montreal General 
Hospital. 9 

5- A course of Elementary Bacteriology for students of the 
first year — eight lectures with demonstrations being given 
at the end of the winter term. 

6. A course of lectures upon Bacteriology in Relation to 
Disease, for students of the third year, given three times 
weekly during the autumn term. 

Practical Courses. 

7- The performance of Autopsies. Each student is required 
to take an active part in at least six autopsies. These are 
conducted at the General and the Royal Victoria Hospitals. 

In addition to the actual performance of the sectio cadaveris, 
the students are expected to attend practical instruction given 
with each autopsy in the method of preparation and micro¬ 
scopical examination of removed tissues, so as to become pro¬ 
ficient in the methods of preparation, staining and mounting. 

8. A practical course in the Bacteriology of Infectious Dis¬ 
eases, for students of the third year. This course is held 
twice weekly during the autumn term. 
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9. A practical course in Morbid Histology to students of 
the third year. This is held twice weekly during the winter 
term. Students are instructed in the staining and mounting 
of specimens, and as a rule six sections are distributed at each 
meeting of the class so that each student obtains a large repre¬ 
sentative series of morbid tissues, altogether about 120 in 
number. 

10. A course of demonstrations upon Morbid Anatomy, mu¬ 
seum specimens, twice weekly during the winter and spring 
terms to students of the fourth year. 

In addition to the above, the staff of the department gives 
instruction to the more advanced students who desire to take 
any special work in the laboratories; this more especially 
during the vacations. 

Optional courses are conducted by the demonstrators of 
Pathology and the demonstrator of Neuro-pathology during 
the Session. Classes in Clinical Pathology and Microscopy are 
given at the General and Royal Victoria Hospitals under the 
direction of the professors and lecturers in Clinical Medicine. 

In connection with this Department, a Research and Teach¬ 
ing Fellowship has been established by certain Governors of 
the University. 

Pharmacology and Therapeutics.

The lectures on this subject are graded in the following 
manner: — For students of the second year, there is a three 
months’ course in Practical Materia Medica and Pharmacy, 
with demonstrations and exercises in the laboratory. Pre¬ 
scription writing and the various modes of administering drugs 
are explained and illustrated. This is followed by a six 
months’ course on the physiological action of drugs, with 
practical demonstration in the laboratory of the action of the 
more important remedial agents. In the third year attention 
is directed to the Therapeutic Application of all the more 
important drugs and remedial measures, including Electricity, 
Hydrotherapy, and Climatotherapv.. In the fourth year spe¬ 
cial demonstrations on Applied Therapeutics will be given 
to the students in the wards of the Montreal General Hospital. 
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Montreal General hospital 
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The Eddie Morrice Laboratory, comprising pharmacological 
and chemical research rooms, has, through the liberality of 
Mr. Morrice, been fully equipped with all necessary apparatus 
for carrying on extended research work. 

For the five years’ course the work will be rearranged as 
follows:—The course in Materia Medica and Pharmacy will 
be given during the last two months of the second year and 
will consist of lectures, demonstrations, and practical work by 
the student. 

The course in Pharmacology will be given throughout the 
third year and will consist of a systematic course of lectures 
on the physiological action of drugs, demonstrations, and 
practical laboratory work in which the student himself de¬ 
monstrates the action of many of the important types. 

In the fourth year a systematic course on the Therapeutic 
application of the more important drugs and remedial mea¬ 
sures will be given, and in the fifth year a course of special 
demonstrations in Applied Therapeutics in the ward of the 
General Hospital. 


Medical Jurisprudence.

This course is treated' of in its medical as well as medico¬ 
legal aspects. Special attention is devoted to the subject of 
blood stains, the chemical, microscopical and spectroscopic 
tests for which are fullv described and shown to the class. 
The various spectra of blood in its different conditions are 
shown by the micro-spectroscope, so well adapted for showing 
the reactions with exceedingly minute quantities of suspected 
material. Recent researches in the diagnosis of human from 
animal blood are alluded to. In addition to the other subjects 
usually included in a course of this kind, Toxicology is taken 
up. The modes of action of poisons, general evidence of pois¬ 
oning and classification of poisons are first treated of, after 
which the more common poisons are described, with reference 
to symptoms, post-mortem appearance and chemical tests. 
The post-mortem appearances are illustrated by plates, and the 
tests are shown to the class. 

Practical demonstrations will be given once a fortnight by 
Dr. McTaggart.

Owing to the endowment of the Department of Hygiene by 
the Right Honorable Lord Strathcona, a teaching Laboratory 
has been established in connection with the chair of Hygiene. 
The compulsory course in Hygiene consists of two lectiires 
per week, supplemented by demonstrations dealing with the 
practical application of hygienic principles as well as the 
Elementary Chemistry and Bacteriology of water, air, soil, 
foods and beverages. In addition, excursions are made 
periodically to inspect some point of hygienic interest. The 
course also includes the hygiene of air, soil, water and climate; 
health resorts, personal hygiene, bathing, exercise, clothing, 
hygiene of special life periods; food and diet; food supply; 
food diseases and adulterations; hygiene of dwellings; heat¬ 
ing, lighting and ventilation, sanitary fittings; municipal 
sanitation ; water supply; sewage; drainage; refuse disposal; 
burial of the dead; hygiene of occupation, offensive trades; 
hygiene of hospitals, prisons, etc.; preventive medicine; 
methods of dealing with infectious diseases and epidemics; 
communicable diseases of animals; organization of health 
boards; sanitary law and administration in relation to the 
medical practitioner; vital statistics in relation to the health¬ 
fulness of communities. 

An optional practical course more advanced than the one 
above referred to, will be open to students wishing to go into 
higher detail. 

Special courses of instruction are given to graduates wish¬ 
ing to qualify themselves in sanitary work, or to obtain the 
diploma in Public Health. (See “Diploma Course in Public 
Health, page 243.) 

The Laboratory has been equipped with the apparatus 
needed in giving practical illustrations in Hygiene, either as 
demonstrations to large classes of students, or as practical 
work for smaller groups. 
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The museum contains working models and apparatus illus¬ 
trative of the application of hygienic principles. 

The arrangement is as follows:— 

The Hygiene Department occupies the entire north end of 
the laboratory wing, having the floor space corresponding 
with that of the Department of Histology. The main 
laboratory is 60 x 50 feet, and it is well equipped with 
apparatus for demonstrations and practical work in Hygiene. 
Adjoining it is a balance room and private laboratory, 13 x 15 
feet. Opening off the main laboratory is the museum, about 
45 x 30 feet, which is well stored with full sized specimens 
and working models illustrative of all branches of Public 
Health. 


Medicine.

While the lectures on this subject are mainly devoted to 
Special Pathology and Therapeutics, no opportunity is lost of 
illustrating and explaining the general laws of disease. With 
the exception of certain affections seldom or never observed 
in this country all the important internal diseases of the body, 
except those peculiar to women and children, are discussed, and 
their Pathological Anatomy illustrated by the large collection 
of morbid preparations in the University Museum, and by fresh 
specimens contributed by the Professor of Pathology. 

The College possesses an extensive series of plates and 
models illustrative of the histological and anatomical appear¬ 
ances of disease, and the wards of the General and Royal 
\ ictoria Hospitals afford the lecturers ample opportunities to 
refer to living examples of very many of the maladies de¬ 
scribed, and to demonstrate the results of treatment. In the 
four years course lectures are delivered during the third and 
fourth years. In the five years’ course all didactic lectures 
will be given during the fourth year.

The instruction in Clinical Medicine is conducted in the 
theatres, wards, cut-patient rooms and laboratories of the 
Royal Victoria and Montreal General Hospitals. 

For the four years’ course it is given throughout the second, 
third and fourth years, and includes:— 

I. The reporting of cases by every member of the Gradu¬ 
ating Class, a certain number of cases being assigned to each 
student. 

II. Bedside instruction for members of the Graduating Class. 

III. Clinics weekly in each hospital. 

IV. Tutorial instruction for the Junior Classes, in the wards 
and out-patient rooms of both hospitals. 

V. Instruction in Clinical Chemistry and Bacteriology. 

For the five years course the instruction will extend 

throughout the third, fourth and fifth years. In the third 
year demonstrations will be given to groups of students in 
the methods of examination, and in normal and abnormal 
physical signs, in the wards and outpatient departments of the 
hospitals. This will be supplemented by courses in clinical 
chemistry and microscopy at the College. 

Clinical instruction will also be given in the hospital theatres 
to small groups of students and in the wards and outpatient 
departments. 

In the fourth year a systematic course of didactic lectures 
will be given, and clinical instruction will be given in the 
theatres and outdoor departments of the hospitals. 

The fifth year will be devoted excusively to hospital work 
Each student will be required to personally conduct and re- 






















































cord the routine examination of patients assigned to him in 
the wards of the hospitals. He will also be required to carry 
out the necessary examination of blood, sputa and urine in 
the hospital laboratories and to attend and report on autop¬ 
sies on patients assigned to him. Instruction in the theatres 
and wards will be given on four days of the week and, as 
occasion offers, joint sessions will be held with the pathologi¬ 
cal department in which the clinical and pathological features 
of certain cases may be compared. 

The outdoor department of each hospital has a large neuro¬ 
logical clinic which will be utilized for instruction, and for 
teaching the uses of electricity in diagnosis and treatment. 

Special clinics are also devoted to the diseases of children, 
and groups of students will attend in rotation. 

Infectious diseases will be demonstrated to groups of stu¬ 
dents in the fourth or fifth years, the large number of cases 
under treatment at the Alexandra Hospital being available for 
this purpose. 

History of Medicine.

A course of twelve lectures will be given upon the History 
of Medicine to all undergraduates in the Faculty who desire 
to inform themselves upon the progress of the science. It 
is the intention to examine the causes which produced the 
varying conceptions of medicine in times past, rather than 
burden the student with a narration of facts and a recital of 
biographies.

Principles and Practice of Surgery. 


Tne course of didactic lectures on the Principles and 
Practice ot Surgery and Surgical Pathology is illustrated by 
a large collection of preparations from the Museum, as well 
as by fresh specimens obtained from cases under observation 
at the hospitals and by lantern slides. 

This course will cover the whole held of surgery and will 
thus include some of the rarer conditions which of necessity 
do not often come within the sphere of clinical teaching. It 
is intended to be, as far as possible, complemental to the 
clinical teaching and to deal mainly with those aspects of 
surgical diseases which cannot be fully dealt with by the 
clinical teacher. With this object in view the groups or 
classes into which surgical conditions naturally arrange them¬ 
selves will be taken up and dealt with analytically instead of 
endeavouring to follow the systematic arrangement of the 
text-books. For a full and systematic description of diseases 
the student is referred to the text-book. 


Clinical Surgery. 


The teaching in Clinical Surgery is conducted at the Mont¬ 
real General and Royal Victoria Hospitals. 

I. In the amphitheatre of each of these hospitals, demon¬ 
strations are given and operations are performed before the 
Senior and Junior Classes on alternate days. 

IT. Small ward classes of about ten men in each are taken 
through the wards daily by the surgeons in attendance, at 
each hospital, and instruction given at the bedside concerning 
the nature and management of surgical cases. Similar classes 
are also taken into the wards daily by the Surgical Assistants 
for instruction in diagnosis and reporting. 

III. Beds are assigned to students in rotation, and each 
student is required to carefully study and report cases and to 
assist in the surgical dressing of the same. Certificates of 
case reporting are given, and are essential to graduation. 

IV. In the Out-patient department students have an excep¬ 
tionally good opportunity to study a great variety of injuries, 
to witness operations in minor surgery, to come into personal 
contact with patients and to take part in the application of a 
variety of surgical dressings and appliances.

This course will embrace: (i) Lectures on the prin¬ 
ciples and practice of the obstetric art, illustrated by dia¬ 
grams, fresh and preserved specimens, the artificial pelvis, 
complete sets of models illustrating the deformities of the 
pelvis, wax preparations, bronze mechanical pelvis, etc. 
(2) Bedside instruction in the Montreal Maternity, includ¬ 
ing external palpation, pelvimetry, the management and 
after-treatment of cases. (3) A complete course on ob¬ 
stetric operations with the Tarnier-Budin phantom. (4) 
The diseases of infancy. (5) A course of individual clin¬ 
ical instruction at the Montreal Maternity. 

The course is carefully graded and instruction is given 
separately to students of the third and fourth years. 

Particular attention is given to clinical instruction, and 
a clinical examination similar to that held in Medicine and 
Surgery, forms an important part of the Final examination. 

A short course of lectures on diseases of Infancy is given 
supplemented by clinical demonstration and ward work. 
The demonstrators give special demonstrations from time 
to time and take the students in groups for the purpose of 
examination and review. 


# 


Gynaecology. 

Professor:—Wm. Gardner, M.D. 



The didactic course is graded, and consists of from forty to 
forty-five lectures given at intervals alternating with the lec¬ 
tures on Obstetrics and extending throughout the session. 

I lie anatomy and physiology of the organs and parts con¬ 
cerned are first discussed. Then the various methods of exami- 
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nation are fully described, the necessary instruments exhibited, 
and their uses explained. 

The diseases peculiar to women are considered as fully as 
time permits, somewhat in the following order:—Disorders 
of menstruation; leucorrhcea; diseases of the external genital 
organs; inflammations, lacerations and displacements of the 
uterus; pelvic cellulitis and peritonitis and inflammation of the 
ovaries and fallopian tubes; benign and malignant growths of 
the uterus; tumours of the ovary; diseases of the bladder and 
urethra. The lectures are illustrated as fully as possible by 
drawings, morbid specimens and lantern slides. 

Clinical teaching, including out-patient and bed-side in¬ 
struction is given at both the Royal Victoria and Montreal 
General Hospitals by Professor Gardner and Doctors Lock¬ 
hart, Chipman, Patrick and Goodall. A large amount of 
clinical material is thus available for practical instruction in 
this department of medicine. Numerous operations are done 
before the class and made the subject of remarks. In addition 
to the ward-patients, each hospital conducts a large out-patient 
gynaecological clinic, to which advanced students are ad¬ 
mitted in rotation, and instructed in digital and bi-manual 
examination and in the use of instruments for diagnosis. 

Particular attention is thus given to clinical instruction, and 
a clinical examination in Gynaecology similar to that held 
in Medicine and Surgery, now forms part of the Final exam¬ 
ination. 


Ophthalmology.

For the four years’ course there will be from twenty-five 
to thirty didactic lectures on Ophthalmology, delivered at the 
college buildings. In these will be discussed especially the 
methodical, clinical examination of the organ of sight, the' 
classification and pathology of the diseases affecting it, and the 
general principles underlying the diagnosis and treatment of 
affections of the eye. 


Systematic clinical instruction will be given at the bi¬ 
weekly clinics in the out-patient departments of the Gen¬ 
eral and Royal Victoria Hospitals where students have 
unexcelled opportunities for thoroughly grounding them¬ 
selves in the work of this branch. The operative work 
of eye surgery is fully open to undergraduates on days 
set apart for the purpose, and special courses for in¬ 
struction in refractive work and the use of the ophthal¬ 
moscope can also be arranged for at times convenient to the 
teachers and students. 

Five Years’ Course .—It is intended to make the course as 
practical as possible, and with this end in view the following 
scheme has been prepared::— 

In the fourth year there will be a didactic course of about 
fifteen lectures, delivered at the University. 

The more unusual diseases of the eye will be fully described 
in this course, while the common diseases will merely be 
touched on, the fuller consideration of the latter being reserved 
for the clinical lectures to be delivered in the fifth year. 

In addition in the fourth year there will be tutorial classes 
on the methods of examination of the eye, the use of ophthal¬ 
moscope, and the refraction of the eye. 

In the fifth year there will be a regular course of clinical 
lectures at the Royal Victoria, and Montreal General Hos¬ 
pitals. 1 nere will be a tutorial course on operations on the 
Cadaver, and also one on the bacteriology of the eye. 

The large amount of clinical material at the two hospitals 
offers the students unexcelled opportunities to becojne thor¬ 
oughly acquainted with ocular diseases. 

Oto-Laryngology.

This course will consist of clinical instruction, carried on in 
the Out-door Department of both the General and Royal 
Victoria Hospitals, on the diagnosis and treatment of diseases 
of the nose, throat and ear. including practical lessons on the 
use of the laryngoscope, rhinoscope and methods of examining 
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the ear. This instruction will be carried out with small classes, 
so that individual attention may be insured. A few didactic 
lectures will be delivered on the more important diseases of 
the ear. 


Mental Diseases. 

Professor:— T. J. W. Burgess, M.D. 


This course will comprise a series of lectures at the Uni¬ 
versity on Insanity in its various forms, from a medical as 
well as from a medico-legal standpoint. The various types 
of mental diseases will be illustrated by cases in the Verdun 
Hospital, where clinical instruction will be given to visit¬ 
ing groups of Senior students at intervals throughout the 
session. 


Diseases of Infants and Children. 



Although this subject does not constitute a special chan 
in the University, systematic instruction is given (a) in 
connection with the chair of Obstetrics and Diseases of 
Infants by Prof. Cameron; (b) by a course of lectures, 
clinical and didactic, by Prof. Blackader; and (c) through 
the Children’s Clinic at the Montreal General and Royal Vic¬ 
toria Hospitals, at the Infants’ Home, and at the Montreal 
Foundling and Sick Baby Hospital. 


Clinical Microscopy. 


This course, which is given during the Spring Term of 
the Third Year, is essentially a practical one and is in 
charge of Professor C. F. Martin, assisted by Drs. W. F. 
Hamilton, G. G. Campbell, Ridley MacKenzie, A. A. Bruere, 
C. F. Wylde, and other teachers connected with the depart¬ 
ment of clinical medicine. 

It is a laboratory course forming part of the Third Year in¬ 
struction in medicine and is held in the Pathological Labora¬ 
tory of the Medical Building. The classes are held twice 
weekly, each demonstration lasting two hours. 

Students are given instruction in the microscopic appear¬ 
ances of the normal and abnormal sediments in the urine, in 
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the preparation and staining of films from pus and sputum 
for pathogenic bacteria, in the methods of examination of the 
blood including the use of the hiemoglobinometer, haemocyto- 
meter, microspectroscope, the determination of the specific 
gravity, the examination of fresh films, the preparation of 
stained blood films and the method of making differential 
leucocyte comets. The instruction also comprises the micro¬ 
scopic examination of stomach contents and faeces, for the 
recognition of abnormal cellular elements, fat blood bacteria 
and animal parasites; the examination of exudates and other 
pathological fluids obtained by puncture, and also the examina¬ 
tion of hairs for the parasites of ringworm and favus. 

In addition to this the student is given an opportunity 
of examining the various bacteria of importance in Clinical 
Medicine and Surgery. 

Various specimens of special interest, which are found 
in the hospitals from time to time, are examined as occasion 
arises at the demonstrations. 


Dermatology. 

Professor:— F. J. Shepherd, M.D., LL.D,. (Edin.) 

Lecturer:— G. G. Campbell, M.D. 

The course is entirely clinical. A weekly theatre clinic at 
the Montreal General Hospital, by Prof. Shepherd, on spe¬ 
cially selected cases, and an outdoor clinic, by Drs. G. G. 
Campbell at the Montreal General and W. P. Burnett at the 
Royal Victoria Hospitals throughout the session. Lantern 
slides are made use of to illustrate the course.

DOUBLE COURSES. 

B.A. and M.D. 

By special arrangement with the Faculty of Arts, it is 
now possible for students to obtain the double degree of 
B.A., and M.D., C.M., and also B Sc. and M.D., after only 
seven years of study. 

For the guidance of those students entering a double 
course who intend to practice in the Province of Quebec, 
it is necessary under the regulation of the Quebec Licensing 
Board that they matriculate and register with the aforesaid 
Roard at the end of their third year in Arts or Science. 


















Course Leading to B.A. and M.D. 


It has been decided to allow the Primary subjects (Ana¬ 
tomy, Physiology and Chemistry) in medicine to count as 
subjects of the Third and Fourth Years in Arts. It fol¬ 
lows then that at the end of four years’ study a student 
may obtain his B.A. degree and have two years of his 
medical course completed. 

_The remaining three years of study are devoted to the 
Third, Fourth and Fifth Year subjects in Medicine. 

The special provisions for Medical Students in the Arts 
course are as follows:— 

During the first two years in the Faculty of Arts students 
taking the double course will complete their studies in 
Biology, Physics and Elementary Chemistry. 

I. —In the Third Year :— 

(a) Anatomy and Practical Anatomy, Histology, Em¬ 
bryology and Bacteriology of First Year Medicine. 

( b ) Zoology or Chemistry of the Third Year Arts, and 
in addition, during the winter term one period per 
week in the dissection of the rabbit. 

(c) Either one or two hours weekly in English Com 
position.* 

II. — In the Fourth Year :— 

(a) Anatomy and Practical Anatomy, Histology, 
Physiology, Organic Chemistry, Bio-Chemistry and 
Pharmacy, of Second Year Medicine. 

( b ) One hour weekly in English Composition, if 
only one has been taken in the Third Year. 

The double degree (B.A. and M.D., C.M.) may also be 
reached in the following way:—Students taking the Honour 
Course in Biology in the Faculty of Arts who intend to pro¬ 
ceed to the study of medicine may substitute for a certain part 
of the course in Advanced Zoology, the Anatomy of the First 
Year in the Faculty of Medicine. By this method the double 
degree may be obtained in eight years. 


*Note. —Students aie recommended to distribute their English composition over two 

years. 
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B. Sc. (Arts) and M.D. 

The Faculties of Arts and Medicine have organized a 
course of seven years’ study leading to the double degrees of 
Bachelor of Science (Arts) and Doctor of Medicine. 

The requirements of this course are as follows:— 

Matriculation. — The student who proceeds to the Double 
Course must pass a matriculation examination consisting 
of English, History, Mathematics (Part i), French, Ger¬ 
man, and Latin. 

First Year .—During the First Year the course will include 
English, French, German, Mathematics and Physics, of the 
first year of the B.A. Course. 

Second Year . — Second year students shall take the course 
in Biology as prescribed for students of medicine. 

Third Year . — The student will enter in the Third Year of 
his course upon the study of medical subjects proper, hav¬ 
ing a good theoretical and practical knowledge of Inorganic 
Chemistry, and will have had a more thorough training in 
Biology than at present can be given the regular students in 
medicine. The time, therefore, during this year, which in 
the regular medical curriculum is devoted to Chemistry, 
Practical Chemistry and Biology, will be available for Sci¬ 
ence subjects of the B.Sc Course; and a student will have 
the option of four different branches of science, which shall 
in each case consist of a full regular course, together with 
one-half an honour course, the honour course to be given 
between September and Christmas. 

(I) Zoology.— Two lectures during the week, and two lab¬ 
oratory periods of about two hours. This course takes up 
the study of parasite forms, of comparative osteology and 
embryology. In addition to this is a half Honour Course, 
which must be taken up during the first half of the session. 

(II) Physics. —Two lectures and one period of three hours 
laboratory work per week. The student may proceed either 
with Heat and Light, as in the third year Physics Course in 
Arts, or with Electricity and Magnetism constituting the 
fourth year Physics in Arts.; or he may take a portion of 
each of these courses, and in addition would do advanced 
work constituting a half Honour course from September to 
Christmas. 
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(III) Chemistry. —Two lectures per week and two labora¬ 
tory periods—the time before Christmas to be devoted to 
Physical Chemistry, and during the second term to Organic 
Chemistry, including organic preparations, with advanced 
work constituting a half Plonour course from September to 
Christmas. 

(IV) Botany.— This course is designed to give a compre¬ 
hensive knowledge of plant stucture and relationships. The 
principles of development will be illustrated by type stu¬ 
dies, which may also serve as the basis for more special 
work in Bacteriology, Physiology, Ecology or Paleobotany. 
It comprises:—(a) Microscopy, including determination of 
amplifications, micrometry, drawings, section cutting and 
preparation of microscopic objects. This work presupposes 
familiarity with the optics of the microscope as given in 
Physics “ 3 ” of the second year Arts; ( b ) critical studies 
of the Thalophyta and Pteridophyta, as illustrated by 
selected types. Two lectures and two laboratory periods 
each week throughout the session. 

Students will also be required to take one-half of the 
honour work of the Fourth Year Arts in experimental plant 
Physiology, as based upon the following works:— 

Pfeffer, Plant Physiology; Macdougall, Experimental 
Plant Physiology; Darwin and Acton, Practical Physiology 
of Plants. One lecture and four laboratory hours per week 
during autumn term. 

It will be permitted also, if a student so desires it, to 
substitute a half honour course in Chemistry, Physics, or 
Zoology, for the half honour course in Botany. 

In the fourth year of this seven years’ course, Wednesday 
afternoon and Saturday morning of each week will be 
available for laboratory work in connection with still more 
specialized study in the subject which has been selected 
during the third year; or a student may proceed with a 
branch of science other than the one selected for his third 
year work, provided he is sufficiently well grounded to 
enable him to do the special work which may be assigned 
to him. 

Thus the first two years of the seven years’ course are 
devoted entirely to the Faculty of Arts, the student taking the 
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option of Biology instead of Mathematics for the second 
year. 

In the Third and Fourth Years work will be given par¬ 
tially in the Faculty of Arts and partially in the Faculty of 
Medicine. In the Third Year the studies in the two Facul¬ 
ties will be nearly equal; in the Fourth Year they will be 
almost entirely in the Medical Faculty. 

The Fifth, Sixth and Seventh Years will be occupied by the 
regular curriculum of the Third, Fourth and Fifth Years in 
Medicine. 

To secure privileges connected with either of the double 
courses described above, certificates of registration in the 
Medical Faculty must be presented at the beginning of 
each year to the Dean of the Faculty of Arts; and at the 
end of each session in the first two years certificates of at¬ 
tendance on lectures and of passing the corresponding ex¬ 
aminations must also be presented. At the end of the 
Third and Fourth Years certificates must be presented to 
show that the full curriculum of the Medical Faculty for 
the year has been completed. 

A certificate of Licentiate in Arts will be given along with 
the professional degree in Medicine to those who, previous to 
entrance upon their professional studies proper, have com¬ 
pleted two years in the Faculty of Arts, and have dtdy passed 
the prescribed examinations therein. 

The Faculty of Medicine strongly recommends students to 
take an Arts course before beginnning Medicine, whenever 
possible, devoting special attention to Chemistry, Biology, 
Physics .and German. Should a student have but one year 
at his disposal he is advised to take Chemistry, Biology and 
Physics of the Faculty of Arts as a preliminary training 
for Medicine. 

XI. 


GRADUATE AND ADVANCED COURSES. 

The Faculty of Medicine in 1896, established post-graduate 
and special courses in connection with the Montreal General 
and Royal Victoria Hospitals and the various laboratories in 
the University buildings. These courses will be continued in 
1907-1908. 





A special detailed programme will be prepared, and will be 
sent on application in April next. 

Arrangements have also been made to accommodate a lim¬ 
ited number of such graduates who desire advanced and 
research work. 

Commodious laboratories for advanced work have been 
equipped in connection with the Pathological and Clinical de¬ 
partments of both the Royal Victoria and Montreal General 
Hospitals, and in connection with the general laboratories for 
Physiology and Chemistry. 

Recent graduates of recognized universities desiring to 
qualify for examinations by advanced laboratory courses, or 
who wish to engage in special research, may enter at any 
time by giving notice, stating the course desired and the time 
at their disposal. 

All the regular clinics and demonstrations of both hospitals 
will be open to such students on the same conditions as to 
undergraduates in medicine of this University. 

Further details regarding courses, fees, etc., may be obtained 
on application to the Registrar. 

DIPLOMA COURSE IN PUBLIC HEALTH. 

The Faculty in the session 1899-1900 instituted a post¬ 
graduate course in Public Health and Sanitary Service. This 
course will be given each year and the diplomas will be 
awarded at the annual convocation. 

Candidates undertaking this course must have possessed a 
degree in Medicine, or other qualification of practice, for at 
least twelve months before he is competent to receive the 
diploma. The courses prescribed are as follows:— 

1. A course of lectures in Public Health (to be omitted in 
the case of candidates who have attended such a course before 
graduation). 

2. A three months’ course in Bacteriology, special attention 
being directed to the pathogenic organisms and parasites— 
such course to be omitted on presentation of proof that it has 
previously been taken. 

3. A six months’ course of practical study of out-door sani 
tary work under a medical officer of health (to be omitted in 
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the case of medical health officers holding appointments prior 
to the establishment of this diploma course). 

4. Three months’ attendance and clinical instruction at a 
hospital for infectious diseases (unless such course has alreauy 
been taken prior to graduation). 

5. Three months’ instruction in sanitary Chemistry and 
Physics, with practical work in a chemical laboratory. 

The examination for the Diploma shall cover the following 
subjects:—examination of clinical cases at an infectious hos¬ 
pital; the drawing up of outlines for annual and other reports 
of officers of health ; a report upon the sanitary condition ot 
some actual locality; the chemical analysis of liquids and gases 
and of specimens of food; demonstration of the consideration 
and use of meteorological, hygienic and sanitary apparatus; 
microscopical examination of specimens submitted; description 
of specimens of human and other diseased tissues; practica 
examination in the employment of the usual bacteriological 
methods; the inspection of carcasses of animals to be used for 

The above examination shall be written, oral and practical, 
and shall extend over a period of four days. 

The following is a list of subjects included in the curricu¬ 
lum of study:— 

(a) Sanitary Chemistry :—Examination of air, gases, water, 
the action of water on metals; milk, food and beverages; 
detection of poisons in articles of dress and of decoration, 
the chemistry of sewage. 

( b) Sanitary Physics Principles of statics, pneumatics, 
hydraulics, light, light and photometry, heat and thermometry, 
the principles of hygrometry, (only in their application to 
hvgiene). 

’ (c) Sanitary Legislation -.—Statutes and by-laws relating to 
public health; the powers of public sanitary authorities. 

(d) Bacteriology and Parasitology :—Modes of propagation 
of disease and transmission of disease between man and man, 
and man and animals; bacteriological analysis in relation to 
public health matters; natural history of microbes and animal 
parasites. 

(e) Vital Statistics: —Calculation and tabulation of returns 
of births, marriages, deaths, and diseases. 
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(/) Meteorology and Climatology :—Including the geogra¬ 
phical and topographical distribution of disease. 

( g ) Preventive Medicine and Practical Sanitation. 

1 he fee for the Diploma, including laboratory fee, shall be 
$50.00. 

XII. 

CLINICAL INSTRUCTION. (Four Years’ Course). 

During the Session of 1907-8, three Medical, three Surgical, 
two Gynaecological and two Ophthalmological clinics will be 
held weekly in both the Montreal General and Royal Victoria 
Hospitals. 

In addition, tutorial instruction will be given in these dif¬ 
ferent departments in the ward, out-patient rooms and labor¬ 
atories. Special weekly clinics will be given in both hospitals 
on Dermatology, Laryngology and Neurology, and in the Royal 
\ ictoria Hospital on diseases of the Genito-Urinary system 
In the Alexandra Hospital for Contagious Diseases, students 
of the third and fourth years will receive bedside instruction 
in groups. 

Clinical Clerks in the medical and surgical wards of both 
Hospitals are appointed every three months, and each one dur¬ 
ing his term of service conducts, under the immediate direction 
of the Clinical Professors, the reporting of all cases in the ward 
allotted to him. Students are required to show a certificate of 
having acted for six months as clinical clerk in medicine and 
six months in surgery, and are required to have reported at 
least ten cases in medicine and ten in surgery. The instruc¬ 
tion obtained as clinical clerk is found to be of the greatest 
possible advantage to students, as affording a true practical 
training for his future professional life. 

Dressers are also appointed to the Out-door Departments. 
For these appointments, application is to be made to the Assis¬ 
tant Surgeons, or to the resident surgeon in charge of the out¬ 
patient department. 

The large number of patients affected with diseases of the 
eye and ear, now attending the special clinics at both hospitals 
afford ample opportunity to students to become familiar with 
all the ordinary affections of those organs, and to make them¬ 
selves proficient in the use of the ophthalmoscope; and it is 










hoped that every student will thus seek to gain a practical 
knowledge of this important branch of Medicine and Surgery. 
Operations are performed on the eye by the Ophthalmic Sur¬ 
geons after the outdoor patients have been seen, and students 
are.invited to attend the same, and as far as practicable to 
keep such cases under observation so long as they remain in 
the Hospital. 

There are also special departments in both Hospitals for 
Gynaecology and Laryngology, directed by Specialists in these 
bl anches. Students are thus enabled to acquire special tech¬ 
nical knowledge under skilled direction. The plan of teach¬ 
ing practical gynaecology for the past five years with marked 
success has been the limitation of the number of students at¬ 
tending each clinic to four. 

The Clinics at the Montreal General Hospital in Dermat¬ 
ology and in both hospitals in Laryngology are very large, and 
afford a practical training in affections of the skin and throat 
rarely obtained by medical students. 

A special clinic for diseases of the Genito-Urinary Organs 
has been established at the Royal Victoria Hospital. 

Clinical instruction will be given in tbe wards of me Pro¬ 
testant Hospital for Insane at Verdun. 

The Clinical teaching in Infectious Diseases will be given 
m the wards of the new Alexandra Hospital for Contagious 
Diseases. 

XIII. 


Hospitals. 

The City of Montreal is celebrated for the number and im¬ 
portance of its public charities. Among these its public hos¬ 
pitals are the most prominent and widely known. Those in 
which medical students of McGill University will receive 
clinical instruction are: (i) The Montreal General Hospital. 
(2) The Royal Victoria Hospital. (3) The Montreal 
Maternity Hospital. (4) The Alexandra Hospital for Con¬ 
tagious Diseases. 

The Montreal General Hospital has for many years been the 
most extensive clinical field in Canada. The old buildings, 
having proved inadequate to meet the increased demand for 
hospital accommodation, have been increased by the addition 
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of two surgical pavilions, the Campbell Memorial, and the 
Greenshields Memorial, and of a new surgical theatre. The 
interior of the older buildings has been entirely reconstructed 
on the most approved modern plans. Plans are now being 
prepared for the further addition of a new out-patient depart¬ 
ment, a new clinical amphitheatre and clinical laboratories. 

The Royal Victoria Hospital at the head of University 
Street, which in structure and arrangements ranks among the 
finest modern hospitals of either continent, was opened for 
the reception of patients the first of January, 1894, and affords 
exceptional opportunities for clinical instruction and practical 
training. 

Montreal General Hospital. 

This Hospital consists of a Surgical, a Medical and a Patho¬ 
logical Department. 

The Surgical Department has two large pavilions, contain¬ 
ing four wards 135 feet long by 35 feet broad, with an inter¬ 
vening and connecting building in which is a large operating 
theatre of the most modern type, capable of seating over 350 
students. In connection with this are preparation, etherising, 
instrument, sterilizing and surgeons’ rooms, also smaller oper¬ 
ating rooms. The surgical pavilions accommodate over one 
hundred patients. 

The old part of the hospital, consisting of the Reid, Rich¬ 
ardson and Morland wings, has been completely rebuilt and 
remodelled, and forms the Medical Department. This part 
contains four wards, 100 feet by 40, and is arranged for 150 
beds. In this building there are wards for gynaecological 
and ophthalmological patients, and a number of private wards 
and laboratories for Clinical Chemistry. There is also a med¬ 
ical amphitheatre capable of seating 150 students and a gynae¬ 
cological operating room fitted up in the most modern manner. 
The central part of the old building is for administration 
purposes. 

Plans are being prepared for a new building in which there 
will be adequate provision for the outdoor department, which 
is increasing its work with great rapidity. Special pains are 
being taken to provide facilities for the proper teaching of 
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students, with a clinical amphitheatre and laboratories con 
venient to the various departments. This building when 
completed will be one of the most modern and spacious ori 
this continent. 

The Pathological Department has been recently completely 
reorganized under the direction of Dr. C. \\ . Duval. In 
this building students are offered every opportunity of perfect¬ 
ing their knowledge of morbid anatomy and pathological his¬ 
tology. Special opportunities and personal encouragement 
are given to those desirous of prosecuting special research work 
in bacteriology and pathology. 

A much larger number of patients receive treatment in the 
Montreal General Hospital than in any other Canadian hos¬ 
pital. Last year’s report shows that over three thousand 
Medical and Surgical cases were treated in the wards, and the 
great proportion of these were acute cases as may be gathered 
from the fact that the average duration of residence was only 
21.21 days. There are upward of forty-five thousand consul¬ 
tations annually in the outdoor department of the Hospital. 

The Royal Victoria Hospital. 

This Hospital is situated a short distance above the Univer¬ 
sity Grounds on the side of the Mountain, and overlooks the 
city. It was founded in July, 1887, by the munificence of 
Lord Mount Stephen and Lord Strathcona, who gave one 
million dollars for this purpose. 

The buildings, which were opened for the reception of pa 
tients on the first of January, 1894, were designed by Mr. 
Saxon Snell of London, England, to accommodate between 
250 and 300 patients. 

The Hospital is composed of four main buildings, con¬ 
nected together by stone bridges; an Administration Block 
in the centre and a wing on the east side for medical 
patients, in immediate connection with which is the I atho- 
logical wing and mortuary, and a wing on the west side for 
surgical patients. 

The Administration block contains ample accommodation 
for the resident medical staff and domestics. The patient s 
entrance, the dispensary and admission rooms are also situ¬ 
ated in this building. To the north of the Administration 
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block lias been erected a large out-patient’s department, in 
which are special departments for Minor Surgery, Ophthal¬ 
mology, Laryngology, Gynaecology, Orthopaedics and Derma- 
tology. This wing was opened for patients during the winter 
of 1899-1900. 

The Medical wing contains three large wards, each 123 feet 
long by 26 feet 6 inches wide, one ward 40 feet by 26 feet 
0 inches, 4 private and isolation wards averaging 16 feet 
by 12 feet, and wards for Laryngology and Ophthalmology. 
There is also a medical theatre with a seating capacity of 
2 S°» and three rooms adjacent to it for clinical chemistry 
and other purposes. North of this wing and in direct con¬ 
nection with it are the Pathological laboratories and mortuary. 

Tn this wing are situated the mortuary proper, the chapel, 
a post mortem room capable of accommodating 200 students, 
and laboratories for the microscopic'and bacteriological study 
of morbid tissues, some designed for the use of students and 
others for post graduation courses and special research. Spe¬ 
cial laboratories for Pathological Chemistry, Experimental 
Pathology, Bacteriology and Photography are also provided. 

The Surgical wing contains three large wards, each 123 feet 
long by 26 feet 6 inches wide, four wards each 40 feet by 32 
feet, and twenty-seven private and isolation wards, averaging 
16 feet by 12 feet; also two surgical theatres with a seating 
capacity for 250, with six rooms adjacent for preparation of 
patients. 

In this wing also is the ward for Gynaecology. There is 
an Isolation Pavilion for infectious diseases. 


XIV. 


The Montreal Maternity. 

The Faculty has great pleasure in announcing that the Cor¬ 
poration of the Montreal Maternity has erected a large 
new building fitted with the most modern appliances, situated 
at the corner of Prince Arthur and St.' Urbain streets. 
Students will therefore have greatlv increased facili¬ 
ties for obtaining a practical knowledge of obstetrics 
and diseases of infancy. An improved Tarnier-Budin 
p an tom is provided for the use of the students, and every 
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Alexandra Hospital. 

The Alexandra Hospital for the treatment of Contagious 
Diseases will henceforth be available for purposes of clinical 
instruction. This Hospital, situated on Charron Street, Point 
St. Charles, has a capacity of over ioo beds. There are three 
large individual pavilions, an isolation ward, a central kitchen 
and an independent administration building which contains a 
very complete laboratory and a dispensary. It is the intention 
of the Governors of the Hospital to erect a fourth pavilion 
for the treatment of Erysipelas. For the present the three 
most prevalent contagious diseases. Measles, Diphtheria, and 
Scarlatina, will be treated, and ample provision has been made 
for the accommodation and instruction of students. Bedside 
clinics to groups of students of the Third and Fourth Years 
will be given throughout the session.

Museums 

Ihe Faculty has during recent years devoted special atten¬ 
tion to the development of its museums in the several depart¬ 
ments in which objective teaching is of especial value in the 
education of the student. 

I he Anatomical Museum was completely destroyed and the 
Museum of Pathology seriously damaged by the recent fire 
in the Medical buildings. Both these departments are, how¬ 
ever, rapidly collecting new specimens, many have already 
been received from the Army and Navy Museum of Washing¬ 
ton, D.C., from the University of Edinburgh, and from other 
institutions. The Museum of Public Health and Preventive 
Medicine and the Museum of Pharmacy were not damaged, 
and will still be available for teaching purposes. 

Each collection is arranged and selected with the primary 
object of making it a teaching museum. The several collec¬ 
tions are open to students and the public between o a.m. and 

6 p.m.

Since the organization of the Medical Faculty the Patholo¬ 
gical Museum has been one of its most cherished objects. 
Some specimens still remain upon its shelves donated by the 
founders of the College (notably a unique case of Cor. Biatn- 
nen Triloculare, reported by Dr. Andrew Holmes in 1823), 
and for the last fifty years the rich pathological material fur¬ 
nished by the Montreal General Hospital has been collected 
here. Many specimens are also now yearly received from t e 
Royal Victoria Hospital, and the Faculty is also indebted to 
many medical men throughout Canada and the United States 
for important contributions. 

The recent fire did severe damage to the Museum and its 
contents, but, fortunately, through the efforts of the Curator 
and Staff and the active assistance of a large body of students, 
much that is of great value was saved. The severest loss 
was that of the “ bone room ” and its contents—many hun¬ 
dreds of specimens. These were wholly destroyed and w ith 
them the results of close upon twenty years of work by M. 
Baily, the osteologist. Many of the specimens, admirably 
mounted, are practically irreplaceable. Extensive syphilitic 
lesions of the various bones are rare now-a-days compai ed 
with the middle of last century, while the settlement of the 
country and improved surgery make severe malpositions after 
fracture also relatively rare. With the bone collection there 
was also completely lost the valuable collection of calculi and 
concrements of various orders, brought together in the first 
place by the late Professor Fenwick, and mounted and greatly 
augmented during the last fifteen years. The gynaecological 
collection, which had just been rearranged and catalogued by 
Dr. W. W. Chipman, has also perished, while the collection of 
morbid anatomical specimens from the domestic animals re¬ 
cently donated by Dr. Duncan McEachran has been seriously 
damaged. Beyond this the specimens have largely been 
saved—the singularly rich collection of disturbances of tie 
heart and vascular system, including Dr. Osier s series of cases 
of acute endocarditis, is almost intact, as are the collection 
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of diseases of the respiratory, urinary, nervous and male gen¬ 
ital systems, and of the spleen and ductless glands. 

To restore this loss generous gifts have already been received 
from several sources, of which first and foremost must be 
mentioned a collection of more than 200 specimens illustrating 
the different forms of injury and repair of the main bones by 
gun-shot wounds, all admirably mounted, from the Surgeon- 
General of the United States and the Army Medical Museum 
at Washington. Other comparative, osteological and morbid 
anatomical specimens from the same source — an equal amount 
and of almost equal value. The Museum is also indebted to 
Prof .J. Orth of Berlin, for some valuable duplicates of speci¬ 
mens from the great Virchow Museum in Berlin, as again to 
various museums connected with the great London hospitals, 
among which St. Batholomew’s deserves particular mention. 
With these and other gifts promised the Museum, this de¬ 
partment should rapidly be restored, not merely for teaching 
purposes, but to its position as the most important pathologi¬ 
cal museum on this Continent. 

A very large number of new specimens received during the 
year had been mounted and were waiting in the Curator's 
room for the final act of being numbered. These, unfortu¬ 
nately, were destroyed in the fire and under these conditions 
it will be useless to afford, as in previous years, a list of the 
specimens collected during the year. 

It is hoped that in the calendar for next year we shall be 
able to announce the construction of a museum worthy of the 
collections of the Faculty, embracing under one roof the col¬ 
lections of Anatomy, Comparative Anatomy, Osteology, Hu¬ 
man and Comparative Pathology. In the meantime the col¬ 
lections of the Faculty are housed and shelved in rooms lent 
by the Arts Faculty of the University, and there the voluntary 
courses to groups of students in the third and fourth years 
will be conducted by the Curator and the Assistant Demon¬ 
strator of Morbid Anatomy during the Session. 

Curator’s Report. 

The Committee of the Pathological Museum acknowledges 
with many thanks the following donations which have been 
received since the fire, which have been generously sent in 
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with a view to replacing the large collection which was 
destroyed: 

From the United States National Museum, Washington, 
D.C. —14 Indian skulls and fragments of skeletons, all of 
the highest value. 

From the Army Medical Museum, Washington, D.C. ( Pro¬ 
visional collection). —288 Miscellaneous pathological speci¬ 
mens ; 23 series of diseased teeth; 10 calculi. 

From the Army Medical Museum, (Duplicates in the Mu¬ 
seum). —92 moist specimens; 362 specimens of diseases and 
fractures of bone; 30 calculi. 

From St. Bartholomew’s Hospital Museum, London, England, 
(through Dr. T. W. Andrewes, Pathologist). —A beautiful 
collection of 106 specimens illustrating the typical patho¬ 
logical lesions used for teaching purposes, and also such 
rarer conditions as Aneurysms, Anomalies of the Heart, 
Diseases of bone, etc. 

Specimens have also been received from the Babies’ Hospital, 
New York; Dr. F. C. Wood, College Physicians and Sur¬ 
geons, New York; Dr. Larken, New York; Dr. C-S. Clark, 
Richford, Vt.; Dr. Warren, Whitby, Ont. 

We have been notified also of the shipment of a large col¬ 
lection of specimens from Professor Orth of the University 
of Berlin, which have not yet arrived; and a fine set of skele¬ 
tons, illustrating the Comparative Anatomy of the smaller 
vertebrates, has been promised by the Army Medical Museum. 
These will be acknowledged in full in next year’s calendar. 

The Committee also desires to thank a large number of 
contributors for specimens donated during the past year, most 
of which were unfortunately lost in the fire.

Museum of Anatomy. 


The late disastrous fire completely destroyed the Museum 
of Anatomy, but steps are being taking to replace the teaching 
material, and by the opening of the session of 1907-08, the 
department will be well supplied. Many specimens have been 
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promised from the Army and Navy Museum of Washington, 
D.C., and from the University of Edinburgh. Other institu 
tions also have promised help. 

Museum of Hygiene. 

Director:—Prof. T. A. Starkey. 

This Museum has been established from the interest accruing 
through the endowment of the Chair of Hygiene by Lord 
Strathcona and Mount Royal in 1893. 

With a view to exhibiting not only specimens of the best 
and most approved types of appliances in each particular branch 
of Public Health, but also examples of types which are to be 
avoided on Hygienic Principles, the material in the Museum 
has been rearranged. In order to facilitate study and refer¬ 
ence, the specimens have been classified upon a decimal system 
under the following sections:— 

1. Disinfection. —Including disinfecting apparatus, disinfec¬ 
tants and antiseptics. 

2. Lighting and Heating. —Showing contrivances used for 
these purposes. 

3. Water. —Showing underground water and supplies drawn 
from it; methods of purification on large and small scales, 
including domestic filtration; exhibits of all the common 
modes of pollution of water supplies. 

4. Buildings. —Effects of ground moisture on dwellings; 
building of all kinds, and measures against dampness and 
foul air. 

5. Soil. —Various kinds of soils, relation between soil and 
dampness, Permeability of soils to gas and water, composi¬ 
tion of soils. 

6. — Air. —Including ventilation, climate and meteorology, 
with apparatus illustrative of each class. 

7. Drainage and Refuse Disposal. — This section includes 
every description of sanitary appliance used in building, drain¬ 
age, and ultimate disposal of refuse, both liquid and solid. The 
section also includes types of faulty methods. 

8. Foodstuffs. —Adulterations and modes of transmission 
of disease. 

Clothing. —Materials and their value for clothing. 

9. Vital Statistics.—Administration, etc.

io. Bacteriology and Pathology relating to Public Health .— 
Including specimens and slides of all the Common Micro¬ 
organisms, Pathogenic and non Pathogenic, Specimens of 
Pathological conditions met with in Meats, etc. 

In addition to the regular Museum Exhibit there is a col¬ 
lection of over 1,000 lantern slides illustrative of phases of 
Hygiene. The slides have been so arranged as to be available 
for demonstrations as hand specimens. These slides as well 
as all the specimens in the Museum are card catalogued, and a 
projecting lantern is available for their demonstration. 

The following are some of the principal exhibits:—Set of 
Knight’s diagrams and models; working models illustrating 
house drainage, closets, etc., sewer air, movements of soil air: 
Doulton’s models of drainage, damp proof construction, ab¬ 
sorption of moisture in building materials, ventilation appliance, 
combined heating and ventilation, automatic regulation of heat¬ 
ing and ventilation; building materials; fire proofing; estima¬ 
tion of carbonic acid and moisture in the air; meteorological 
observation; water supply, water piping; water filtrations of 
public and domestic supplies; pollution of water supplies; 
ground water level; sewage and refuse disposal; food supply; 
food adulteration; examination of milk supplies; disinfection, 
disinfectants.

Library.

The Library of the Medical Faculty now comprises upwards 
of twenty-three thousand volumes, the largest special library 
connected with a medical school on this continent. 

The valuable libraries of the late Professors Robert Palmer 
Howard, George Ross, Richard L. MacDonnell, T. Johnston 
Alloway and of Dr. Allen Ruttan have been donated to the 

Medical Faculty. „ . , r ,. , 

The valuable libraries of the Montreal Veterinary Medical 

Association and of the Society of Comparative Physchology 
have been deposited with the Faculty of Medicine, and are 

available for readers. , , 

The Faculty is also indebted to Dr. D. McEachran for the 
fine library of the late Dr. Gadsden, and for a large number 
of rare and valuable works bearing on comparative medicine. 

The standard text-books and works of reference, together 
with complete files of the leading periodicals, are on the shelves. 
Students may consult any work of reference in the library be¬ 
tween 9 a.m. and 6 p.m., and from 7.30 to 10.30 P m - 

During the disastrous fire which destroyed the Medical 
Buildings the Library was seriously damaged by water, neces¬ 
sitating' a great deal of rebinding and repairing. Unfortu¬ 
nately the more valuable books suffered the most, owing to 
the roof of the fire-proof stack allowing the entry of water. 
In the reading rooms, owing to the prompt and efficient i\ork 
of our students, tarpaulins were spread early and effectually 
protected the books. 

Until the new medical building is ready the medical works 
will be placed in the Redpath Library, where the University 











authorities have reserved a large reading room for the teach¬ 
ers and students of this Faculty. 

Extracts from the Library Regulations. 

I. During the College Session the Library is open daily (ex¬ 
cept Sundays and general public holidays) from 9 a.m. till 
6 p.m., and from 7.30 to 10.30 every evening. During vaca¬ 
tion from 9 a.m. to 5 p.m. 

II. The stack room is not open to students or to the public. 

III. The books in the Library are classed in two divisions: 
1st, those which may be taken from the Library; 2nd, those 
which may not, under any circumstances, be removed from the 
Library. The latter class includes all catalogues, dictionaries 
and encyclopedias. 

IV. Students will be allowed to use regular text-books only 
in the Library. Any other book may be taken out at 5.30 p.m. 
to be returned the next day. If books so removed from the 
Library are not returned punctually, a fine will be imposed, 
and if the delay be serious the student may be suspended from 
the use of the Library at the discretion of the Librarian. 

V. Students may take out books, subject to the above regula¬ 
tions, to the number of three volumes at one time. 

VL Books may be taken from the Library only after they 
have been especially asked for and charged at the delivery 
desk; borrowers who cannot attend personally must sign and 
date an order, giving the titles of the books desired and the 
name of the person deputed to procure the same. 

VII. Damage to or loss of books shall be made good to the 
satisfaction of the Librarian and of the Library Committee. 
Writing or making any mark upon any book belonging to the 
Library is unconditionally forbidden. Any persons found 
guilty of wilfully damaging any book in any way shall be ex¬ 
cluded from the Library, and shall be debarred from the use 
thereof for such time as the Library Committee may determine. 

VIII. Silence must be strictly observed in the Library. 

IX. Infringement of any of the rules of the Library will 
subject the offender to a fine or suspension of the privileges, or 
to such other penalty as the nature of the case may require.

General Announcement. 

In the Autum of 1903 the Dental Association of the Province 
of Quebec approached the University asking that a dental 
department be instituted in connection with the Medical Fa¬ 
culty and as a result of negotiations continuing through the 
session of 1903-04, the University has established such a 
department. This department is not independent, but is a 
section of the Medical Faculty. 

Under the regulations that have been established governing 
the Dental Department, students may register in dentistry after 
passing the matriculation required of students of Medicine in 
McGill University, but those wishing to practice in the Pro¬ 
vince of Quebec, except those who hold a degree in Arts 
from a recognized British or Canadian University, must pass 
the matriculation examination of the College of Dental Sur¬ 
geons of the Province of Quebec. 

The course demanded of students in this department extends 
over four years and lead up to the degree of M.D.S. In the 
first year the curriculum is that demanded of students in the 
Medical Faculty for the same period. In the second year 
students of Dentistry will finish their course in Anatomy at 
Christmas, the course in Chemistry will not be so extensive 
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as for the .Medical student, and special lectures will be given 
in Physiology, Pharmacology and Histology. Pharmacy as 
in the medical course. There will be also courses in Oper¬ 
ative Dental Technique, Prosthetic Technique, and Dental 
Anatomy for second year students. The practical work of the 
last two years will be conducted at the Dental College, special 
courses of lectures being delivered at the McGill Medical 
College. 

Indentures. 

Those students who intend to practice in the Province of 
Quebec must sign indentures before a Notary Public with a 
licentiate of dental surgery in active practice in the Province 
at the beginning of the college course, the Dental Act requiring 
four full years as an indentured student after the matriculation 
has been passed. 

Matriculation. 

Students may register in dentistry after passing the matri¬ 
culation examination into medicine, as found on pages 34 ~ 4 2 
of the Medical Calendar. Those wishing to practice in the 
Province of Quebec must pass the matriculation of the Col¬ 
lege of Dental Surgeons of the Province of Quebec. A degree 
jn Arts from any recognized British or Canadian University 
is accepted in lieu of this examination.

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The Seventy-seventh Session of this Faculty will be opened 
on Tuesday, September 22 nd, 1908 , by an introductory 
lecture by Dr. G. A. Gibson of Edinburgh. The regular 
lectures in all subjects will begin on Wednesday, September 
23 rd, at the hours specified in the time-table, and will 
continue until May 8 th, 1909 . 

The Faculty of Medicine of McGill University is the 
direct outcome and continuance of a teaching body known 
as the Montreal Medical Institution which was organized 
as a medical school in the years 1823-24 by Drs. Wm. 
Robertson, Wm. Caldwell, A. F. Holmes, John Stephenson 
and H. P. Loedel. These men constituted the first medical 
staff of the Montreal General Hospital, itself established in 
1819 . The first session of the Montreal Medical Institution 
opened in November, 1824 , with 25 students, and the lectures 
were given at the House of the Institution, No. 20 St. James 
Street, a building situated on the north side of St. James 
Street, at or near Place d’Armes. 

In the year 1829 , the Montreal Medical Institution became, 
by the formal act of the Governors of the Royal Institution 
for the Advancement of Learning, the Medical Faculty of 
McGill University. 

Hie first session of the McGill Medical Faculty took place 
in the winter of 1829 - 30 , and the first university degree, a 
medical one, was conferred four years later in 1833 .

There were no sessions held during the political troubles 
of 1836 to 1839, and it is owing to this fact that this is the 
Seventy-seventh instead of the Eightieth Session of the Ta 
culty, dating from its incorporation with the University in 
the year 1829. 

The work of the Faculty was carried on for some years 
in the central part of the city until in 1872 a building in the 
university grounds was provided by the governors.. 

This building met the demands of the steadily increasing 
number of students until 1885 when an addition was found 
necessary. 

In 1893 the late Mr. John H. R. Molson purchased property 
adjoining the College grounds and enabled the Faculty to 
erect new buildings and extensively alter and improve those 
already in use. The new wings comprised a large lecture 
room capable of accommodating 150 students and new labor¬ 
atories for Pathology, Histology, Pharmacology and Sanitary 
Science. The Library and the museum of Pathology were 
also enlarged and improved. Notwithstanding the greatly 
increased accommodation a further extension became, in less 
than five years, almost imperative. 

Before, however, the want of space and equipment was 
seriously felt, Lord Strathcona in the names of Lady Strath- 
cona and the Hon. Mrs. Howard, in 1898, contributed the sum 
of $100,000 towards the necessary extensions and alterations. 
These buildings, when completed, had more than twice the 
capacity of those occupied during the session 1900-1901 and 
enabled the Faculty to greatly increase the scope of its labor¬ 
atory teaching. On the 16th of April, 1907, a part of these 
new buildings, together with the original medical building, 
were destroyed by fire. Fortunately the wing containing the 
teaching laboratories and the chief lecture room of the 
Faculty were saved, though to some extent damaged by water 
and smoke. This wing was completely restored in time for 
the opening of the Session 1907-08, so that the work of the 
Faculty was not seriously interfered with. 
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New Buildings. 

I he New Medical Building is to be erected at the northern 
portion of the University Grounds, on a site given by Lord 
btrathcona, wh,ch forms an extension of the grounds of the 
University, extending from University Street to Carlton Road 
along Pme Avenue. An elevation of the new building, as 
viewed from the south-east is attached to this Calendar. It 
is designed to face the College Grounds on the south, and Pine 
Avenue on the north, with the laboratory facades on Univer¬ 
sity Street and Carlton Road and an octagonal Museum wing 
on Pine Avenue. The estimated cost of the building is about 
hv5°>°oo when completed. 

This spring contracts have been accepted for the con¬ 
struction of the larger portion of the building, viz: the 
eastern laboratory wing, the executive portion of the building, 
ie library with its stack room and reading rooms, the Dental 
r cpartment, together with at least a portion of the Museum 
at a cost of about $400,000. The construction of this build¬ 
ing is being rapidly pushed forward and is under guarantee 
of completion during the summer of 1909. It will therefore 
be ready for the opening of the session of 1909-10. The 
western wing will not be commenced until this portion of the 
building is completed. 

In addition to housing the Library, the Museum and the 
Dental Department, the new building now being constructed 
will contain the completed departments of Anatomy, Patho- 
ogy and Bacteriology, with, lecture rooms and museums for 
these departments and for the final subjects of medicine, 
surgery obstetrics and gynaecology. Until the western wing 
js completed, the departments of Physiology, Pharmacology, 
}giene, Histology and Chemistry will occupy the old build¬ 
ing, restored after the fire, in which there is ample accommod- 
ation. 
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Endowments. 

The first endowments of the Faculty were the “ Lean- 
choir’ and “Campbell Memorial” funds. The former was 
the gift of Lord Strathcona: the latter subscribed by the 
citizens of Montreal and graduates in Medicine of the Uni¬ 
versity. A portion of these funds was expended in increas¬ 
ing the laboratory and lecture room accommodation in 
1885, the interest on the balance being applied to general 
maintenance. 

In 1803 Lord Strathcona. endowed the Chairs of Pathology 
and Public Health with $100,000. This gift enabled the 
Faculty to equip and develop these departments until they are 
quite up to the requirements of modern medical science. 

Various other endowments, such as the Drake Endowment 
of Physiology and the bequests of the late Mrs. Mary Dow, 
Mrs. John MacDougall and Miss Jane Learmont, have enabled 
the Faculty to maintain a high standard of laboratory teach¬ 
ing without proportionately increasing the cost of the course 
tc the student. 

In 1898, Lord Strathcona and Mount Royal again came to 
the aid of the Faculty. He gave, in the names of Lady Strath¬ 
cona and the Honorable Mrs. Howard, one hundred thousand 
dollars, to be used partially to meet the cost of extending the 
Laboratories, Library and Museum, and partially as a fund, 
the interest on which to be applied to replace the loss of the 
graduation fees, formerly used to support the Medical 
Library and Museum, but which are now required by the 
Governors for general university expenses outside the Faculty 
of Medicine. 

The thanks of the Faculty are also due to Mr. David Mor- 
rice, who has recently come forward with a donation of up¬ 
wards of three thousand dollars to meet the cost of increasing 
the equipment of the Laboratory of Pharmacology, and who 
has also contributed annually to the support of the Department 
of Pharmacology and Therapeutics.

The Preliminary Division comprises (1) English Composition 
and Dictation, (2) English Grammar, (3) History and Geo¬ 
graphy, and (4) Arithmetic, and a candidate who passes on 
any three of the four papers set in this division, at one time.* 
will be allowed to count to his credit the subjects covered 
thereby, provided he passes on the remaining paper when he 
presents himself for examination in the Final Division. Those 
who fail on two or more papers will be required to take this 
part of the examination over again. 

7. Candidates for examination in the Final Division who 
fail in not more than two'subjects at one time * may complete 
matriculation by passing in the subject or subjects in which 
they failed, at any matriculation examination held within the 
same or the following year. 

8. The examination may also be taken as a whole (without 
reference to Divisions), in which case those who have ob¬ 
tained pass standing in at least half of the required subjects 
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for entrance to any Faculty, at one time,* may complete the 
matriculation examination by passing in the remaining subject 
or subjects at any examination held within the same or the 
following year. 

Q. Candidates who at the September examination fail in a 
small part only of the whole examination may, if their general 
standing is sufficiently high, be allowed to enter the first year 
as Conditioned Students. Those who are conditioned in a 
language must attend a special tutorial class during their first 
session, for which a fee of $10 is exigible. Any student, 
so conditioned, who fails to attend the class with regularity, 
will not be allowed to present himself for examination. The 
standing of a conditioned student will not, as a rule, be granted 
to any who have not presented themselves for examination 
in September, nor to those who have not shown sufficient 
knowledge of the subject or subjects in which they failed to 
justify the examiners in making a favorable recommendation. 
Conditioned students can obtain full undergraduate standing 
by passing at a subsequent June or September matriculation 
examination in the subject or subjects in which they failed, 
and will not be permitted to enter the second year of their 
course of study until they have satisfied all matriculation 
requirements. 

10. When two or more books on subjects are prescribed for 
one examination it is necessary to pass in each. 

11. A candidate in order to pass must obtain at least 40 
per cent, of the total number of marks allowed for each 
subject. 

12. In view of the precautions taken to prevent mistakes, 
no request for the re-examination of a paper shall be granted 
except on payment of a fee of one dollar. Should the appeal 
from the examiner’s valuation be sustained the fee will be 
returned. 


♦Subjects passed at the June and September examinations of the same year will 
be considered as having been passed “at one time.” Candidates, therefore, who have 
failed at the June examination and present themselves in the foUowlnt September will 
not be required to take the subjects in which they passed in June. 
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13. Certificates of having passed the following examinations 
will, if submitted to the Registrar, be accepted pro tanto in

Registration. 

1. Candidates for entrance (Undergraduates, Conditioned 
Students and Partial Students) are requested to attend at the 
office of the Registrar of the University for the purpose of 
giving their addresses and other particulars, and of signing 
the following declaration in the Matricula or Register: — •“ I 
hereby accept and submit myself to the Statutes, rules and 
ordinances of McGill University and of the Faculty in which 
I am registered and to any amendments thereto which may 
be made while I am a student of the University, and I pro¬ 
mise to observe the same.” 

2. Every Undergraduate or Conditioned Student must pro¬ 
duce to the Registrar of the Faculty of Medicine his Matricu¬ 
lation Certificate. Those having entrance qualifications other 
than McGill Matriculation, must first present them to the 
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Registrar of the University, from whom they will receive a 
certificate which will entitle them to register in this Faculty. 

3. After the lapse of a fortnight from the commencement 
of lectures, 1 rofessors and Lecturers in charge of classes re¬ 
quire every attending student to produce his ticket of admis¬ 
sion and will report to the Registrar the name of any student 
failing to produce it. 

Requirements for License. 

Intending students are reminded that a University degree 
in Medicine does not always give a right to practise the Pro¬ 
fession of Medicine. It is necessary to conform with the 
Medical laws of the country or province in which it is pro¬ 
posed to begin practice. Each province in Canada at present 
has its special requirements for its license and in most pro¬ 
vinces a special standard of general education is insisted upon 
before beginning the study of Medicine. Students who intend 
practicing in Canada are warned that in most of the Provinces 
it is necessary to be registered, four years before obtaining a 
license to practice. It. follow’s that entrance qualification must 
be registered in the Province in which the student intends to 
practice at the beginning of his cou sc in medicine, or not 
later than the beginning of the second year.

Students should make them¬ 
selves thoroughly acquainted at the beginning of the course

General Council of Medical Education and Enregistration of 

Great Britain. 

The Matriculation Examination in Medicine of this Uni¬ 
versity, as described on ,pp'. 38-42 is accepted by the General 
Medical Council. Graduates of this University who desire 
to register in England are exempted from any examination 
in preliminary education on production of the McGill Ma¬ 
triculation certificate. Certificates of this University for 
attendance on lectures, practical work and clinics are 
also accepted by the various examining boards in Great 
Britain. To obtain a license from the General Council it is 
necessary to pass one of the examining boards of Great 
Britain in both primary and final subjects.

Reciprocity with Great Britain. 

The General Council of Medical Education and Enregis¬ 
tration of Great Britain has entered into reciprocal relations 
with the Medical Councils of the Provinces of Quebec and 
Nova Scotia. A holder of a degree in medicine of McGill 
University who has obtained the License of the Piovince of 
Quebec or of the Province of Nova Scotia, may enregister 
zvith the Medical Council of Great Britain and will be eligible 
to practise in Great Britain, South Africa, Australia, India and 
the West India Islands without further examination.

General Regulations. 

All students must register with the University Registrar 
before paying tlicir fees. 

i. I’ees shall be paid to the Bursar on or before October 
i st. The registration ticket must be shown to the Bursar, in 
every case, before the fee is paid. After October ist an addi¬ 
tional fee of $2.00 will be exacted of all students in default. 

2. Immediately after October ioth the Bursar shall send 
to each professor and lecturer a list of the registered stu¬ 
dents who have not paid their fees, on receipt of which the 
professor or lecturer shall strike their names from the register 
of attendance, and such students cannot be re-admitted to 
their classes except on presentation of a special ticket, signed 
by the Bursar, certifying to the payment of fees. 

Students registering after October ioth shall pay their fees 
at the time of registration, failing which they become subject 
to the provisions of Regulation 2. 

the total Faculty Fees for the medical course of five full 
sessions, including clinics, laboratory work, dissecting ma¬ 
terial and reagents, will be six hundred and twenty-five 
dollars, payable in five annual instalments of $125 each. 

For the convenience of the undergraduates, the Hospital 
fees are payable in the Bursar’s office; ten dollars to be 
paid at the beginning of each of the last three sessions, viz., 
the second, third and fourth years of the four years’ course, 
and the third, fourth and fifth year of the five years’ course. 
This will entitle each undergraduate to perpetual tickets for 
both the Montreal General and Royal Victoria Hospitals. 

The Maternity Hospital Fee of $12, for twelve months, is 
payable at the Bursar’s office, $6 at the beginning of the third, 
and $6 at the beginning of the fourth session; for five year 
students, at the beginning of the fourth and fifth sessions. 

The sum of $10 will be collected from all students at the time 
of registration as “ Caution Money,” from which deductions 
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for breakages reported from the laboratories or lecture rooms 
will be made and a refund granted at the close of the session. 

Partial students will be admitted to one or more courses 
on payment of special fees. An annual University fee of 
three dollars is charged students of all the Faculties for the 
maintenance of college grounds and athletics. 

Students repeating the course of study of any Academic ses¬ 
sion are not required to pay full fees. A fee of thirty-live 
dollars will be charged, which will include dissecting material, 
chemical reagents, laboratory fees, etc. The same fee is 
charged students entering from other colleges who have already 
paid full fees elsewhere for the courses taken. 

An “ ad eundem ” fee of $10 will be charged students enter¬ 
ing from another university in the second, third, fourth or fifth 
year of the course. 

The fee for the Degree of Doctor-of Medicine and Master 
of Surgery is thirty dollars, to be paid by the successful 
candidate to the University Bursar immediately after the 
final examination.

He must also produce certificates of having assisted at six 
tutopsies, of having dispensed medicine for a period of three 
months, of having assisted at twenty vaccinations, and of hav¬ 
ing, under the direction of a properly qualified anaesthetist, 
administered an anaesthetic at least twice.

6. The candidates must give proof of having attended during 
at least twenty-four months the practice of the Montreal 
General Hospital or the Royal Victoria Hospital, or o^ some 
other hospital of not fewer than 100 beds, approved by this 
University. Undergraduates are required to attend only the 
practice of the Out-Patient departments of the Hospitals dur¬ 
ing the second year. 

7. He must give proof of having acted as clinical clerk for 
six months in Medicine and six months in Surgery in the 
wards of a general hospital recognized by the Faculty, and of 
having reported at least 10 medical and 10 surgical cases. 

8. He must also give proof by ticket of having attended for 
at least nine months the practice of the Montreal Maternity 
or other lying-in-hospital approved by the University, and 
of having acted as assistant for at least six cases. 

0. Every candidate for the degree must, on or before the 
10th day of May, present to the Registrar of the Medical 
Faculty testimonials of his qualifications, entitling him to an 
examination, and must at the same time deliver to the Regis- 
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trar of the Faculty an affirmation or affidavit that he has 
attained the age of twenty-one years. 

10. The trials to be undergone by the candidate shall be in 
the subjects mentioned on pp. 52 and 53. 

11. The following oath or affirmation will be exacted from 
the candidate before receiving his degree.

12. The fee for the Degree of Doctor of Medicine and 
Master of Surgery shall be thirty dollars, to be paid by the 
successful candidate to the University Bursar immediately 
after examination. 

EXAMINATIONS. 

Frequent oral examinations are held to test the progress of 
the student, and occasional written examinations are given 
throughout the session. 

The Pass and Honour examinations at the close of each ses¬ 
sion are arranged as follows : 


First Year (Five Years Course)- 

Examinations in Biology, (including Embryology) Anatomy, Histo- 
logy, Medical Physics, Inorganic Chemistry, Practical Chemistry and 
Elementary Bacteriology. 

Students who have taken one or more University courses 
in Biology or Chemistry before entering may be exempted 
from attendance and examination. Students exempted in 
these first year subjects are allowed only a pass standing, but 
may present themselves for examination if they desire to attain 
an honour standing. Students exempted from first year 
Chemistry must take second year Chemistry, in their first year.

•Aspecml examination in prescription writing will be demanded and must be 
passed before receiving standing in Pharmacology and Therapeutics. 

”* T lle above arran E e ment of subjects for examinations in the fourth and fifth year 
of the five years course is only tentative and may be altered before the work of these 
years is actually in operation. 
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A minimum of 50 per cent in each subject is required to 
pass and 75 per cent, for honours. 

Students who fail at the regular examinations in not more 
than two subjects of the first, second or third years, may take 
the supplemental examinations before the beginning of the 
following session. These examinations will be held during 
the week preceding the regular opening of the session. 

Failure in more than two subjects at the regular examina¬ 
tions excludes the candidate from advancement and neces¬ 
sitates his repeating the work in the subjects in which he has 
failed. 

Students who fail in both Physiology and Anatomy at the 
end of the second year are required to repeat their year. 

No student may proceed to the work of the fourth year 
who has not passed the examinations in all subjects included 
in the curriculum of the first and second years. 

Students who fail to pass in a subject in which practical 
work is required may, at the discretion of the examiner, be 
required to repeat the course and furnish a certificate of at¬ 
tendance thereon. 

Students who fail in one subject only of the final year may, 
at the discretion of the Faculty, be allowed a supplemental 
examination in that subject. Should the subject be one in 
which practical or clinical work is required, the student must 
furnish a certificate of additional hospital attendance or labor¬ 
atory work before presenting himself for examination. 

Students who fail at the examinations held at Christmas 
may, at the discretion of the examiners, be granted supple¬ 
mental examinations at a period not less than three months 
after the regular examinations. 

A student who after being registered in the first, second, 
third or fourth years for three successive sessions fails to 
qualify for advancement or who after being registered in the 
final year for three successive sessions fails to qualify for the 
degree, shall not be. permitted to register again as a student 
of medicine in the University. 








Applications for supplemental examinations must be in 
the hands of the Registrar at least three days before the date 
set for the beginning of the examination and they must be 
accompanied by a fee of $5.00 for each subject. 

FELLOWSHIPS, MEDALS AND PRIZES. 

1. b ellowsiiips. — The Faculty has established Teaching 
and Research Fellowships in connection with the various 
laboratories. 

The fellowships are of a value of five hundred dollars per 
annum, are open only to graduates in Medicine, and are ten ¬ 
able for three years. 

Two are now established in connection with the depart¬ 
ment of Pathology—a Governor’s Fellowship endowed by 
one or two of the Governors of the University, and a Faculty 
Fellowship established by the Faculty. Other Fellowships 
will be announced as they are established. 

2. Medals. —The “ Holmes Gold Medal,” founded by the 
Medical Faculty in the year 1865, as a memorial of the late 
Andrew Holmes, Esq., M.D., LL.D., late Dean of the Fa¬ 
culty of Medicine. It is awarded to the student of the gradu¬ 
ating class who receives the highest aggregate number of 
marks in the different branches comprised in the Medical 
Curriculum. 

The student who gains the Holmes’ Medal has the option 
of exchanging it for a Bronze Medal and the money equi¬ 
valent of the Gold Medal. 

The Sutherland Gold Medal,” founded in 1878 by the late 
Mrs. Sutherland in memory of her late husband, William 
Sutherland, M.D., formerly Professor of Chemistry in this 
Faculty. It is awarded for the best examinatin in General 
and Medical Chemistry, together with creditable examination 
in the Primary branches. The examination is held at the 
Third Year. 

The “Wood Gold Medal ” founded by Casey A. Wood, M.D., 
is awarded to the student of the graduating class who receives 



















the highest aggregate number of marks in the clinical bran¬ 
ches of the Final year. The winner of the Holmes Medal 
and the winner of the Final Prize are not permitted to com¬ 
pete for this medal. 

The “Woodruff Gold Medal” founded in 1907 by Thomas 
A. Woodruff, M.D., in memory of his late father, Samuel 
DeVeaux Woodruff, is awarded to the student of the Final 
year who receives the highest number of marks for a special 
examination in the subjects of Ophthalmology and Oto- 
Laryngology. 

3. Prizes. —The Final Prize.—A Prize in books (or a mi¬ 
croscope of equivalent value) awarded for the best examina¬ 
tion, written and oral, in the Final branches. The Holmes 
medallist is not permitted to compete for this prize. 

The Joseph Hils Prize.—Founded by the late Dr. Joseph 
Hils of Woonsocket, R.I.—A prize in books awarded to the 
student who obtains the highest number of marks for a special 
examination in Materia Medica and Therapeutics. 

The Joseph Morley Drake, M.D., P ize.—Founded by the 
late Joseph Morley Drake, M.D.—A microscope to be awarded 
to the student of the third year who obtains the highest 
number of marks for the examination in Pathology. 

The Third Year Prize.—A Prize in books awarded for the 
best examination, written and oral, in the branches of the 
Third Year. 

The Second Year Prize.—A Prize in books for the best ex¬ 
amination in all the branches of the Second Year in course. 

The First Year Prize.—A Prize in books for the best exam¬ 
ination in all the branches of the First Year in course.

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General Statement and Plan of Instruction. 


The period of study for the degree of Doctor of Medicine 
and Master of Surgery has been increased to five sessions of 
eight months each. This step has been taken by the Faculty 
only after a careful study of the requirements of a modern 
medical education. The crowded state of the curriculum 
under the old four year system made it difficult for a student 
to do more than attend the required number of lectures, 
clinics and demonstrations, leaving little time for reading and 
none at all for recreation. With the additional year, by a 
re-arrangement of the curriculum, more time will be given to 
the fundamental subjects of Chemistry and Biology, while 
a thorough grounding will be given in the important subjects 
of Anatomy, Physiology, Pharmacology and Histology. The 
teaching in these branches as well as in Pathology and Bac¬ 
teriology is largely conducted in the well equipped labor¬ 
atories of th College. The greater part of the added year 
is devoted to clinical instruction as in addition to the time 
provided in the third and fourth years, the fifth year 
will be given over practically, entirely to clinical work 
in the wards of the hospitals. As a field for clinical study 
the wards of the Montreal hospitals afford opportunity not 
surpassed even in the large centres of Europe, and the fact 
that the clinical professors in the University are the attending 
physicians and surgeons of these hospitals makes it possible 
for our students to take full advantage of this wealth of 
clinical material. 

Under the new arrangement of the curriculum the subjects 
will be taken up in the following order: 

In the First Year: Biology, Anatomy, General Chemistry 
(theoretical and practical), Physics, Histology. Embryology 
and Bacteriology. 

In the .Second Year: Anatomy is continued throughout the 
session; Histology is concluded at Christmas. Physiology is 
taken up for the first time and is cantinued throughout the

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session. There is a thorough course in Organic and Biolo¬ 
gical Chemistry and a short course in Pharmacy. 

In the Third Year : Physiology is continued: Pharmacology 
is taken up and also Pathology, Bacteriology and Physiological 
and Clinical Chemistry. In this year the student visits the 
hospitals for the first time, and in addition to attending the 
out-patient clinics he is instructed in the methods of physical 
diagnosis as well as in certain surgical methods. 

In the Four* 1 ’ Year: Systematic courses of lectures will 
be given in the following subjects: Medicine, Surgery, 
Obstetrics, Gynaecology, Medical and Surgical Anatomy, 
Materia Medica and Therapeutics, Ophthalmology, Oto- 
Laryngology and Pediatrics. In this year also theatre clinics, 
ward classes and out-patient clinics will be conducted in the 
hospitals in Medicine and Surgery and clinical instruction to 
groups of students in Obstetrics, Gynaecology, Ophthalmology, 
Oto-Laryngology, &c. 

In the Fifth Year : Most of the students' time will be spent 
in the hospitals. Theatre clinics will be given on four days 
in the week in each hospitals in Medicine and Surgery. 
There will also be daily ward classes to group of students in 
these branches. In the out-patient departments of both hos¬ 
pitals there will be clinics to groups of students in the various 
special branches of Gynaecology, Ophthalmology, Oto-Laryn¬ 
gology, Dermatology, Orthopaedics, Pediatrics and Genito¬ 
urinary Diseases. Clinics, ward classes and demonstrations 
in Obstetrics will be given in the new Maternity Hospital. 
In addition to the above, courses of lectures in Hygiene, 
Jurisprudence and Mental Diseases will be given in this year. 
Students of the fourth and fifth years will attend the 
Alexandra Hospital in groups for instruction in Infectious 
Diseases.

Anatomy is taught in the most practical manner possible 
and its relation to Medicine and Surgery fully considered. 
For the five year course, the subject will be taken up as for 
the four year course, during the First and Second Years. 

he lectures are illustrated by the fresh subject, moist and 
dry preparations, sections, models, plates and drawings on the 
blackboard. Frequent examinations are also held. 

A course of practical demonstrations in medical, surgical 
and topographical Anatomy is also given in the Fourth Year 
of the course. 

The department of Practical Anatomy is under the direct 
control and personal supervision of the Professor of Anatomy, 
assisted by his staff of Demonstrators. 

The methods of teaching are similar to those of the best 
European schools, and students are thoroughly grounded in 
this branch. 

Every student must be examined at least three times on each 
part dissected, and no certificate is given unless the examina¬ 
tions are satisfactory. 

Special demonstrations on the brain, thorax, abdomen, 
bones, etc., are frequently given. Prizes are awarded at the 
end of the session for the best examination on the fresh 
subject. 

The Dissecting Room is open from 9 a.m. to 6 p.m. In 
consequence of the excellent Anatomy Act of the Province of 
Quebec, abundance of material can always be obtained.

PHYSICS 


Beginning with the Session 1908-09 instruction in Element¬ 
ary Physic for students in Medicine will he given in the 
Physics Building of the University. 

This is a course for students of the First Year and con¬ 
sists of three lectures and one laboratory period per week for 
the Autumn Term. The experimental lectures by Professor 
Cox, as well as the laboratory work, have been especially 
planned to meet the requirements of students in medicine. 
An examination on the work of the term is held at Christmas. 


CHEMISTRY. 


Instruction in Chemistry for students in Medicine is given 
during a portion of each of the first three years. 

First Year: During the Autumn Term the principles 
governing chemical action are studied in a systematic labor¬ 
atory course. A printed synopsis of the work of each day is 
provided and necessary explanations given before beginning 
the w T ork. The course includes a study of the characteristics 
of chemical phenomena; the preparation and properties of 
typical elements and compounds; the laws of chemical action; 
gravimetric and volumetric determinations, and a short course 
in qualitative analysis. The student is required to pay special 
attention to the keeping of an accurate record of his observ¬ 
ations and calculations; note books for this purpose are pro¬ 
vided and are examined and criticised by the demonstrators. 
An examination is held at Christmas. 


n 
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During the second term of the First Year a course of ex- 
penmenta 1 lectures m general chemistry is given; three per 
week with frequent reviews and examinations. This course 
is designed to familiarize the student with the characteristics 
of chemical action and the conditions which modify it rather 
than a detailed study of the preparation and properties of the 
elements and their compounds. The application of chemistry 
o Physiology and Pathology is made especially prominent. 
An examination in General Chemistry is held at the end of 
the first session. 

SeC0Hd Ye “ r: A course of three lectures per week on 
ojgamc and biological chemistry is given during the whole 
session. In this course the facts and theories of organic and 
p lysical chemistry, which have an essential fearing upon 
™. edlCal ^icnce, arc first presented -in the simplest form 
Ihis is followed by a more detailed study of those organic 
compounds and reactions which pertain to the phenomena of 
‘ e ' rom Christmas to April laboratory work in organic 
-nd biological chemistry, two periods per week, will be given, 
n this course the student will study practically the chemistry 
of the more important organic substances which aje found in 
he tissues, together with the chemical and physical conditions 
which influence their production. This course is intended to 
lead up to and partly include the subject matter of courses in 
physiological and pathological chemistry. 

' lhtr d Year: A laboratory course of about six weeks in 
c nncal chemistry is given to students at the end of their third 
year. n this course the student is made familiar with the 
more convenient and practical methods for the chemical and 
physical examination of urine, feces, blood, stomach contents, 
etc. as a preliminary to their application to cases in the hos¬ 
pitals. In addition, exercises are given in the detection of 
certain poisons, food preservatives, etc., which are of easy 
application by the general practitioner. 

An advanced optional laboratory co irse in clinical and 
biological chemistry will be given to those students whose 
preliminary training in chemistry and standing in the pass 
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courses show they are able to profit by it. This course will 
include the more recent exact methods of determination of 
creatinin, ammonia acetone, etc., in urine, Kjeldahl determin¬ 
ations of nitrogen, cryoscopic determinations of fluids etc., 
and must be taken by all candidates for the Sutherland medal. 

Students will find it greatly to their advantage to have a 
practical knowledge of Elementary Chemistry before entering 
upon the study of Medicine. Graduates in arts of recognized 
universities, on presenting certificates of having taken courses 
in Theoretical and Practical Chemistry and Physics, and of 
having passed examinations in the same, may be exempted 
from the Chemistry of the first year.

The purpose of this course is to make the student thor¬ 
oughly acquainted, as far as time permits, with modern Phy¬ 
siology—its methods, its deductions, and the basis on which 
the latter rest. Accordingly a full course of lectures extend¬ 
ing over two years is given, in which the physical, the chem¬ 
ical, and other aspects of the subject receive attention. 

In addition, to the use of diagrams, models, lantern demon¬ 
strations, etc., every department of the subject is illustrated 
by experiment. An ample supply of apparatus is available 
for demonstration purposes and is being added to from year 
to year so that the department may be kept fully abreast of 
the times. 

The physiological laboratory is fitted up so as to permit of 
eighty students engaging in work at one time. The fittings 
and equipment of each bench rre of the latest design and 
are well adapted to their purpose. An elaborate electrical 
equipment permits of all the various currents required for 
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physiological experiments being supplied to each bench. The 
apparatus was constructed by the best American and Euro¬ 
pean makers and was thoroughly tested before being accepted. 

During recent years the laboratory work for students has 
been entirely rearranged. Since the session of 1901-02, when 
over three thousand dollars worth of new apparatus was pur¬ 
chased, there has been a steady advance which still continues. 
The practical work, like the lectures, now extends over two 
years. Each group of two students is supplied with all the 
apparatus necessary to carry out the work of verifying a large 
number of leading principles of physiology and registering 
the results by the graphic method. 

Provision is also made for a course in Chemical Physiology, 
covering foodstuffs, digestion, the animal fluids, etc. This 
course will be considerably extended in the near future in 
view of the increasing importance of Chemical Phyhiology in 
practical medicine. 

Throughout the whole course the needs of the future prac¬ 
titioner of scientific medicine are kept in view. 


HISTOLOGY.

The teaching of Histology and histological methods extends 
throughout the first and second years. Lantern projection of 
stained microscopic sections will be made use of to demon¬ 
strate the normal tissues and their relations. 

In the first year the students’ work will commence imme¬ 
diately after the Christmas holidays and will continue to the 
end of the session. The first part of the course will consist 
in practical instruction uoon histological technique • the second 
part will be devoted to the study of Cytology and the more 
elementary tissues of the human body. Lectures will be given 
on elementary histology. At the end of the session a prac¬ 
tical examination will be held. 
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During the second year the student will study and make 
drawings from specimens which have already been prepared. 
Preceding each day’s work there will be a lantern demon¬ 
stration of the specimens to be allotted. Lectures will be 
given on advanced Histology and an examination will be held 
at Christmas. 

BIOLOGY. 

f D. P. Pen hallow, D.Sc-, Professor of Botany.

The course in elementary Biology is designed to prepare 
for special study in medical subjects. It consists of two con¬ 
current courses in Plant and Animal Biology given under the 
supervision of the Professors of Botany and Zoology respec¬ 
tively. 

A.—Plant Biology. 

(i) The course in PJant Biology is designed to introduce 
the student to a knowledge of such elementary structures and 
activities, and to a discussion of such biological principles as 
will not only assist in a broader interpretation of the facts 
connected with animal life, but will be of service in the fur¬ 
ther prosecution of medical studies from a biological point 
of view. It will therefore deal with the structure of the 
plant cell in comparison with the animal cell, and establish the 
essential features of cytoplasm and nucleus; the functions of 
respiration and the distinction between aerobic and anaerobic 
respiration; the storage of energy by green plants and the 
general features of constructive metabolism; the utilization of 
energy as exemplified by leucophytes, and the general charac¬ 
teristics of destructive metabolism or catabolism; the division 
of labour and the origin of organs; the origin and significance 
of sex with a discussion of parthenogenesis; the general prin¬ 
ciples of plant evolution. 

These studies will be illustrated by the practical examina¬ 
tion of a series of carefully selected types. 















In the Zoological Laboratories 


Laboratory of Normal Histology 
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Two lectures and two laboratory periods each week through¬ 
out the autumn term. 

( 2 ) An elementary course in the morphology and 
physiology of the Bacteria for students of the first year, 
designed to furnish a preparation for the more advanced 
course m Bacteriology given in the third year. 

Twelve lectures during the month of April. 

The practical portion of the work will be given by the 
Department of Bacteriology. 

'’• Animal Biology (Including Embryology). 

This course consists of a study of the fundamental pro¬ 
perties of protoplasm; the principles of the formation of 
tissues and organs; an outline of vertebrate structure and 
function, including a more detailed study of mammalian ana¬ 
tomy and osteology. The types studied are Amoeba, Paramoe- 
cium, a Flagellate, Hydra, Lumbricus, Amphioxus, Scyllium 
(the English dog-fish), Rana and Lepus. In the case of the 
last type special attention will be given to the osteology. 

. The P° rtion of the course devoted to comparative anatomy 
is followed by one on embryology. In this the following sub¬ 
jects will be dealt with:—The essential nature of the egg and 
spermatozoon; chromosomes, centrosomes and the maturation 
division; the segmentation of the egg and the simplest type 
of the differentiation of the primary embryonic layers as 
illustrated by the early development of Echinus; the simplest 
type of vertebrate development, as illustrated by Amphioxus; 
the effect of the progressive accumulation of food yolk in 
hindering and modifying early development, as illustrated by 
the Frog, the Dog-fish, the Gecko, and the Chick: the forma¬ 
tion of vertebrate organs, as illustrated by the Chick; the de¬ 
velopment of special relations between the mammalian egg 
and the womb, as illustrated by the rabbit, the dog, the sheep, 
the lemur and man; finally, the special pecularities of the 
development of the human organs. 
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Two lectures and two laboratory periods throughout the 

Session, from September to April. 

A special fee of $2.50 is charged against the caution money 
of each student attending the course in Animal Biology in 
order to cover the cost of instruments and laboratory note 
books supplied him.

The following courses are given in these subjects:— 

1. An introductory course in Pathology for students com¬ 
pleting their Second Year. Lectures twice weekly throughout 
the spring term, with museum demonstrations two hours 
weekly. This course is intended to familiarize students with 
the main processes and conditions encountered in clinical work, 
with the terms most often employed and their significance. 
The rich collection of examples of the more common states 
of disease contained in the Museum forms the basis of this . 
course. 

2. A course of General Pathology for the students of the 
Third Year; optional for those of the Fourth Year. Lectures 
are delivered twice weekly throughout the winter and spring 
terms. 

3. A course of demonstrations in the performance of au¬ 
topsies to students of the Third Year. The demonstrations 
are held weekly from October until Christmas. 

4. Demonstrations upon the autopsies of the week to stu¬ 
dents of the two final years. These are given during the 


; 
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Session by Drs. Adami, McCrae and Klotz, at the Royal 
Victoria Hospital, and Dr. Duval at the Montreal General 
Hospital. 

5. A course of Elementary Bacteriology for students of the 
First Year. 

6. A course of lectures upon Bactoriology in Relation to 
Disease, for students of the Third Year, lectures given three 
times a week during the autumn term. 

Practical Courses. 

7. The performance of autopsies. Each student is required 
to take an active part in at least six autopsies. These are 
conducted at the General and the Royal Victoria Hospitals. 
In addition to the actual performance of the sectio cadaveiis, 
the students are expected to attend practical instruction given 
with each autopsy in the method of preparation and micro¬ 
scopical examination of removed tissues, so as to become pro¬ 
ficient in the methods of preparation, staining and mounting. 

8. A practical course in the Bacteriology of infectious dis¬ 
eases, for students of the Third Year. Two lectures a week 
during the autumn term. 

9. A practical course in Morbid Histology to students of 
the Third Year. Lectures are given twice weekly during the 
winter term. Students are instructed in the staining and 
mounting of specimens. Following upon this, in order that 
the student may make the fullest study of the material, and 
not spend most of his time in the mechanical processes of 
preparing it, every day some five or six mounted sections are 
distributed to each; lantern demonstrations are given of the 
main features of the series, and the student is expected to 
make drawings of the salient features of each specimen. 

10. A course of demonstrations upon Morbid Anatomy, 
museum specimens, two per week during the winter and spring 
terms, to students of the Fourth Year. 

In addition to the above, the staff of the department gives 
instruction to the more advanced students who desire to take 
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any special work in the laboratories—this more especially dur¬ 
ing the vacations. 

Optional courses are conducted by the demonstrators of 
Pathology and the demonstrator of Neuro-pathology during 
the session. Throughout the year the curator of the Museum, 
Dr. M. E. Abbott, and the assistant demonstrator of Patho¬ 
logy conduct a series of optional museum demonstrations 
to students of the Third and Fourth Years in groups of twelve. 
Classes in Clinical Pathology and Microscopy are given at the 
General and Royal Victoria Hospitals under the direction of 
the professors and lecturers in Clinical Medicine. 

In connection with this Department, a Research and Teach¬ 
ing Fellowship has been established by certain Governors of 
the University. 

PHARMACOLOGY AND THERAPEUTICS.

The lectures on this subject are graded in the following 
manner:—For students of the Second Year there is a three 
months’ course in Practical Materia Medica and Pharmacy, 
with demonstrations and exercises in th? laboratory. Pre¬ 
scription writing and the various modes of administering 
drugs are explained and illustrated. This is followed by a six 
months’ course on the physiological action of drugs, with 
practical demonstrations, in the laboratory, of the action of 
the more important remedial agents. In the Third Year 
attention is directed to the therapeutic application of all the 
more important drugs and remedial measures, including elec¬ 
tricity, hydrotherapy, and climatotherapy. In th > Fourth 
Vear special demonstrations on Applied Therapeutics will be 
given to the students in the wards of the Montreal General 
Hospital. 

The Eddie Morrice Laboratory, comprising pharmacological

Mr. Mon-ice, been fully equipped with all necessary apparatus 
for carrying on extended research work. 

For those entering upon the five year course the work has 
been arranged as followsThe course in Materia Medica and 
Pharmacy will be given during the last three months of the 
Second Year and will consist of lectures, demonstrations, and 
practical work by the student. 

The course in Pharmacology will Le given in the Third 
Year and will consist of a systematic course of lectures on 
the physiological action of drugs, witli demonstrations, and 
practical laboratory work during which the student will be 

able to study by experiment the action of the more important 
drugs. 

In the Fourth Year a systematic course on the therapeutic 
application of drugs and remedial measures will be given, and 
in the Fifth Year a course of special demonstrations in Ap¬ 
plied Therapeutics in the wards of the General Hospital. 


MEDICAL JURISPRUDENCE.

t his course is treated of in its medical as well as its medico¬ 
legal aspects. Special attention is devoted to the subject of 
blood stains, the chemical, microscopical and spectroscopic 
tests for which are fully described and shown to the class. 
Ihe various spectra of blood in its different conditions are 
i hown by the micro-spectroscope, so well adapted for showing 
the reactions with exceedingly minute quantities of suspected 
material. Recent researches in the diagnosis of human from 
animal blood are alluded to. In addition to the other subjects 
i sually included in a course of this kind, Toxicology is taken 
up. e modes of action of poisons, general evidence of pois- 
omng and classification of poi ons are first treated of. after 
which the more common poisons are described, with reference 
to symptoms, post-mortem appearance and chemical tests 
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The post-mortem appearances are illustrated by plates, and 
the tests are shown to the class. 

Practical demonstrations will be given once a fortnight by 
Dr. MacTaggart. 

HYGIENE.

Owing to the endowment of the Department of Hygiene by 
the Right Honorable Lord Strathcona, a teaching Laboratory 
l.as been established in connection with the chair of Hygiene. 
The compulsory course in Hygiene cosists of two lectures 
per week throughout the Winter and Spring terms of the 
Third Year, supplemented by demonstrations dealing with the 
practical application of hygienic principles as well as the 
Elementary Chemistry and Bacteriology of water, air, soil, 
foods and beverages. In addition, excursions are made 
periodically to inspect some point of hygienic interest. The 
<X>nrse also includes the hygiene of air, soil, water and climate; 
health resorts, personal hygiene, b ith’ng, exercise, clothing, 
hygiene of special life periods; food and diet; food supply; 
food diseases and adulterations; hygiene of dwellings; heat¬ 
ing, lighting and ventilation, sanitary fitings; municipal 
sanitation; water supply; sewage; drainage; refuse disposal; 
burial of the dead; hygiene of occupation, offensive trades; 
hygiene of hospitals, prisons, etc.; preventive medicine; 
methods of dealing with infectious diseases and epidemics; 
communicable diseases of animals; organization of health 
boards; sanitary law and administration in relation to the 
medical practitioner; vital statistics in relation to the health¬ 
fulness of communities. 

An optional practical course more advanced than the one 
above referred to, will be open to students wishing to go into 
higher detail. 

Special courses of instruction are given to graduates wish¬ 
ing to qualify themselves in sanitary work, or to obtain the 
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Diploma Course in 


diploma in Public Health (See 
Public Health,” page 94.) 

Ihe Laboratory has been equipped with the apparatus 
needed in giving practical illustrations in Hygiene, either as 
demonstrations to large classes of students, or as practical 
work for smaller groups. 

Hie museum contains working models and apparatus illus¬ 
trative of the application of hygienic principles. 

The arrangement is as follows:— 

The Hygiene Department occupies the entire north end of 
the laboratory wing, having the floor space corresponding 
with that of the Department of Histology. The main labor¬ 
atory is 60 x 50 feet, and it is well equipped with apparatus 
for demonstrations and practical work in Hygiene. Adjoin¬ 
ing it is a balance room and private laboratory, 13 x 15 feet. 
Opening eft' the main laboratory is the museum, about 45 x 30 
feet, which is well stored with full sized specimens and work¬ 
ing models illustrative of all branches of Public Health.

_ Whlle the lectures on this subject are mainly devoted to 
Special Pathology and Therapeutics, no opportunity is lost of 
1 lustrating and explaining the general laws of disease. With 
t le exception of certain affections seldom or never observed 
in this country all the important internal diseases of the body, 
except those peculiar to women and children, are discussed 
and their pathological anatomy illustrated by the large col¬ 
lection of morbid preparations in the University Museum, and 
by fresh specimens contributed by the Professor of Pathology. 

The College possesses an extensive series of plates and 
models illustrative of the histological and anatomical appear¬ 
ances of disease, and the wards of the General and Royal 









Victoria Hospitals afford the lecturers ample opportunities to 
refer to living examples of very many of the maladies de¬ 
scribed, and to demonstrate the results of treatment. In the 
four year course, lectures are delivered during the Third and 
Fourth Years. In the five year course all didactic lectures 
will be given during the Fourth Year.

The instruction in Clinical Medicine is conducted in the 
theatres, wards, out-patient rooms and laboratories of the 
Ivoyal V ictoria and Montreal General Hospitals. 

For the four year course it is given throughout the Third 
and Fourth Years, and includes:— 

(1) The reporting of cases by every member of the Gradu¬ 
ating Class, a certain number of cases being assigned to each 
student. 

(2) Bedside instruction for members of the Graduating 
Class. 

(3) Clinics weekly in each Hospital. 

(4) Tutorial instruction for the Junior Classes, in the wards 
and out-patient rooms of both Hospitals. 
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(- 5 ) Instruction in Clinical Chemistry and Bacteriology. 

For the five year course the instruction will extend 
throughout the Third, Fourth and Fifth Years. In the Third 
^ ear. demonstrations will be given to groups of students in 
the methods of examination, and' in normal and abnormal 
physical signs, in the wards and out-patient departments of 
the 1 lospitals. This will be supplemented by courses in Clin¬ 
ical Chemistry and microscopy at the College. 

Clinical instructions will also be given in the Hospital 
t.eatres to small groups of students and in the wards and 
rvt-patient departments. 

In the Fourth Year, a systematic course of didactic lectures 
will be given, and clinical instruction will be given in the 
theatres and out-door departments of the Hospitals. 

The F,fth ' tear wil1 be devoted exclusively to hospital work. 
J ach student will be required to personally conduct and re- 
con; the routine examination of patients assigned to him in 
the wards of the Hospitals. He will also be required to carry 
out the necessary examination of blood, sputa and urine in 
the hospital laboratories and to attend and report on autop¬ 
sies on patients assigned to him. Instruction in the theatres 
and wards will be given on four days of the week and, as 
occasion offers, joint sessions will be held with the pathologi¬ 
cal department in which the clinical and pathological features 
of certain cases may be compared. 

The out-door department of each Hospital has a large neu¬ 
rological clinic, which will be utilized for instruction, and for 
teaching the uses of electricity in diagnosis and treatment. 

Special clinics are also devoted to the diseases of children, 
and groups of students will attend in rotation. 

Infectious diseases will be demonstrated to groups of stu¬ 
dents in the Fourth and Fifth Years, the large number of 
cases under treatment at the Alexandra Hospital being 
available for this purpose. 
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CLINICAL MICROSCOPY, 

This course, which is given during the spring term of the 
Third Year, is essentially a practical one and is in charge of 
Dr. G. G. Campbell, assisted by Drs. Ridley Mackenzie, A. 
A. Bruere, C. F. YVylde, and other teachers connected with 
the department of Clinical Medicine. 

It is a laboratory course, forming part of the Third Year in¬ 
struction in Medicine, and is held in the pathological labora¬ 
tory of the Medical Building. The classes are held twice 
weekly, each demonstration lasting two hours. 

Students are given instruction in the microscopic appear¬ 
ances of the normal and abnormal sediments in the urine, in 
the preparation and staining of films from pus and sputum 
for pathogenic bacteria, in the methods of examination of the 
blood, including the use of the haemoglobinometer, hsemocyto- 
meter, microspectroscope, the determination of the specific 
gravity, the examination of fresh films, the preparation of 
stained blood films and the method of making differential 
leucocyte counts. The instruction also comprises the micro¬ 
scopic examination of stomach contents and faeces, for the 
recognition of abnormal cellular elements, fat, blood, bacteria 
and animal parasites; the examination of exudates and other 
pathological fluids obtained by puncture, and also the examina¬ 
tion of hairs for the parasites of ringworm and favus. 

In addition to this the student is given an opportunity of 
examining the various bacteria of importance in Clinical Medi¬ 
cine and Surgery. 

Various specimens of special interest, which are found in 
the hospitals from time to time, are examined as occasion 
arises at the demonstrations. 

HISTORY OF MEDICINE.

A course of twelve lectures will be given upon the History 
of Medicine to all undergraduates in the Faculty who desire 
to inform themselves upon the progress of the science. It 
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is the intention to examine the causes which produced the 
varying conceptions of medicine in times past, rather than 
burden the student with a narration of facts and a recital of 
biographies.

Principles and Practice of Surgery. 


Jhe course of didactic lectures on the Principles and 
1 ractice of Surgery and Surgical Pathology is illustrated by 
a large collection of preparations from the Museum, as well 
as by fresh specimens obtained from cases under observation 
at the hospitals and by lantern slides. 

This course will cover the whole field of surgery and will 
thus include some of the rarer conditions which of necessity 
do not often come within the sphere of clinical teaching. It 
is intended to be, as far as possible, complemental to the 
clinical teaching and to deal mainly with those aspects of 
surgical diseases which cannot be fully dealt with by the 
clinical teacher. With this object in view the groups or 
classes into which surgical conditions naturally arrange them¬ 
selves will be taken up and dealt with analytically instead of 
endeavouring to follow the systematic arrangement of the 
text-books. For a full and systematic description of diseases 
the student is referred to the text-book. 











Clinical Surgery. 


The teaching in Clinical Surgery is conducted at the 
Montreal General and Royal Victoria Hospitals. 

(1) In the amphitheatre of each of these hospitals, demon¬ 
strations are given and operations are performed before the 
Senior and Junior Classes on alternate days. 

(2) Small ward classes of about ten men in each are taken 
through the wards daily by the surgeons in attendance, at 
each hospital, and instruction given at the bedside concerning 
the nature and management of surgical cases.. Similar classes 
are also taken into the wards daily by the Surgical Assistants 
for instruction in diagnosis and reporting. 

(3) Beds are assigned to students in rotation, and each 
student is required to carefully study and report cases and to 
assist in the surgical dressing of the same. Certificates of 
case reporting are given, and are essential to graduation. 

(4) In the out-patient department students have an excep¬ 
tionally good opportunity to study a great variety of injuries, 
to witness operations in minor surgery, to come into personal 
contact with patients and to take part in the application of a 
variety of surgical dressings and appliances.

The course is carefully graded and instruction is given 
separately to students of the Third and Fourth Years. 

Particular attention is given to clinical* instruction, and 
a clinical examination similar to that held in Medicine and 
burgery, forms an important part of the Final Examination. 

A short course of lectures on Diseases of Infancy is given 
supplemented by clinical demonstration and ward work! 
The demonstrators give special demonstrations from time 
to time and take the students in groups for the purpose of 
examination and review.

The didactic course consists of from forty to forty-five lec¬ 
tures given at intervals, alternating with the lectures on Ob¬ 
stetrics, and extending throughout the session. The anatomy

and physiology of the organs and parts concerned are first dis¬ 
cussed. Then the various methods of examination are fully 
described, the necessary instruments exhibited, and their uses 
explained. 

The diseases peculiar to women are considered as fully as 
time permits, somewhat in the following order:—Disorders 
of menstruation; 4 eucorrhcea; diseases of the external genital 
organs; inflammations, lacerations and displacements of the 
uterus; the infections of the pelvic peritoneum and cellular 
tissue and the uterine appendages; benign and malignant 
growths of the uterus; tumours of the ovary; diseases of the 
bladder and urethra. The lectures are illustrated as fully as 
possible by drawings, morbid specimens and lantern slides. 

Clinical teaching, including out-patient and bed-side in¬ 
struction is given at both the Royal Victoria and Montreal 
General Hospitals by Professor Gardner and Doctors Lock¬ 
hart, Chipman, Patrick and Goodall. A large amount of 
clinical material is thus available for practical instruction in 
this department of medicine. Numerous operations are done 
before the class and made the subject of remarks. In addition 
to the ward-patients, each Hospital conducts a large out¬ 
patient gynaecological clinic, to which advanced students are 
admitted in rotation, and instructed in digital and bi-manual 
examination and in the use of instruments for diagnosis. 

Particular attention is thus given to clinical instruction, and 
a clinical examination in Gynaecology similar to that held 
in Medicine and Surgery, forms part of the Final Examina¬ 
tion. 


OPHTHALMOLOGY.

For the Four Year Course there will be about twenty di¬ 
dactic lectures on Ophthalmology, delivered at the College 
buildings. In these will be discussed especially the methodical, 
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clinical examination of the organ of sight, the classification 
and pathology of the diseases affecting it, and the general 
principles underlying the diagnosis and treatment of affections 
of the eye. 

Systematic clinical instruction will be given at the bi-weekly 
clinics in the out-patient departments of the General and 
Royal Victoria Hospitals, where students have unexcelled 
apportunities for thoroughly grounding themselves in the work 
of this branch. The operative work in eye surgery is fully 
open to undergraduates on days set apart for the purpose, 
and special courses of instruction in refractive work and the 
use of the ophthalmoscope can also be arranged for at times 
convenient to the teachers and students. 

Five Year Course .—It is intended to make this course as 
practical as possible, and with this end in view the following 
scheme has been -prepared:— 

In the Fourth Year there will be a didactic course of about 
fifteen lectures, delivered at the University. The more un¬ 
usual diseases of the eye will be fully described, while the 
commoner diseases will merely be touched on, the fuller con¬ 
sideration of the latter being reserved for the clinical lectures 
to be delivered in the Fifth Year. In addition, in the Fourth 
\ ear there will be tutorial classes on the methods of examina¬ 
tion of the eye, the use of the ophthalmoscope, and the refrac¬ 
tion of the eye. 

In the Fifth \ear there will be a regular course of clinical 
lectures at the Royal Victoria and Montreal General Hospitals, 
as well as a tutorial course in operations on the cadaver, and 
also one on the bacteriology of the eye. 
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OTOLARYNGOLOGY.

the ear. This instruction will be carried out with small classes, 
so that individual attention may be insured. A few didactic 
lectures will be delivered on the more important diseases of 
the ear. 

MENTAL DISEASES.

This course will comprise a series of lectures at the Uni¬ 
versity on Insanity in its various forms, from a medical as 
well as from a medico-legal standpoint. The various types 
of mental diseases will be illustrated by cases in the Verdun 
Hospital, where clinical instruction will be given to visiting 
groups of senior students at intervals throughout the Session. 

DERMATOLOGY.

B. Sc. (Arts) and M.D. 


The Faculties of Arts and Medicine have organized a 
course of seven years’ study leading to the double degrees of 
Bachelor of Science (Arts) and Doctor of Medicine. 

The requirements of this course are as follows:— 

Matriculation. — The student who proceeds to the Double 
Course must pass a catriculation examination consisting of 
English, History, Mathematics (Part i), French, German, 
and Latin. 

First Year .—During the First Year the course will include 
English, French, German, Mathematics and Physics, of the 
first year of the B.A. Course. 

Second Year .—Second year students shall take the course 
i:i Biology as prescribed for students of medicine. 

Third Year .—The student will enter, in the Third Year of 
his course, upon the study of medical subjects proper, having 
a good theoretical and practical knowledge of Onorganic 
Chemistry, and will have had a more thorough training in 
Biology than at present can be given the regular students in 

•Note. — Students are recommended to distribute their English composition over 
two years. 
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medicine. The time, therefore, during this year, which in 
the regular medical curriculum is devoted to Chemistry, 
Practical Chemistry and Biology, will be available for Science 
subjects of the B.Sc. Course; and a student will have the 
option of four different branches of science, which shall in 
each case consist of a full regular course, together with one- 
hanlf an honour course, the honour course to be given be¬ 
tween September and Christmas. 

(I) Zoology. — Two lectures during the week, and two 
laboratory periods of about two hours. This course takes up 
the study of parasite forms, of comparative osteology and 
embryology. In addition to this is a half Honour Course, 
which must be taken up during the first half of the session. 

(I) Physics. Two lectures and one period of three hours 
laboratory work per week. The student may proceed either 
with Heat and Light, as in the third year Physics Course in 
Arts, or with Electricity and Magnetism constituting the 
fourth year Physics in Arts; or he may take a portion of each 
of these courses, and in addition would do advanced work con¬ 
stituting a half Honour course from September to Christmas. 

(Ill) Chemistry.— Two lectures per week and two labor¬ 
atory periods—the time before Christmas to be devoted to 
Physical Chemistry, and during the second term to Organic 
Chemistry, including organic preparations, with advanced 
work constituting a half Honour course from September to 
Christmas. 

(I\ ) Botany.— This course is designed to give a compre¬ 
hensive knowledge of plant structure and relationships. The 
principles of development will be illustrated by type studies, 
which may also serve as the basis for more special work in 
Bacteriology, Physiology, Ecology or Paleobotany. It com¬ 
prises: (a) Microscopy, including determination of ampli¬ 
fications, micrometry, drawings, section cutting and prepara¬ 
tion of microscopic objects. This work presupposes familiar¬ 
ity with the optics of the microscope as given in Physics “ 3 ” 
of the second year Arts; ( b ) critical studies of the Thalophyta 
and Pteridophyta, as illustrated by selected types. Two lec- 





















tures and two laboratory periods each week throughout the 
session. 

Students will also be required to take one-half of the 
honour work of the Fourth Year Arts in experimental plant 
Physiology, as based upon the following works:— 

Pfeffer, Plant Physiology; Macdougall, Experimental Plant 
Physiology; Darwin and Acton, Practical Physiology of 
Plants. One lecture and four laboratory hours per week dur¬ 
ing autumn term. 

It will be permitted also, if a student so desires it, to sub¬ 
stitute a half honour course in Chemistry, Physics, or Zoology, 
for the half honour course in P>otany. 

In the fourth year of this seven years’ course, Wednesday 
afternoon and Saturday morning of each week will be avail¬ 
able for laboratory work in connection with still more spe¬ 
cialized study in the subject which has been selected during 
the third year; or a student may proceed with a branch of 
science other than the one selected for his third year work, 
provided he is sufficiently well grounded to enable him to do 
the special work which may be assigned to him. 

Thus the first two years of the seven years’ course are 
devoted entirely to the Faculty of Arts, the student taking the 
option of Biology instead of Mathematics for the second year. 

In the Third and Fourth Years work will be given par¬ 
tially in the Faculty of Arts and partially in the Faculty of 
Medicine. In the Third ’Year the studies in the two Faculties 
will be nearly equal; in the Fourth Year they will be almost 
entirely in the Medical Faculty. 

The fifth, Sixth and Seventh Years will be occupied by 
the regular curriculum of the Third, Fourth and Fifth Years 
in Medicine. 

To secure privileges connected with either of the double 
courses described above, certificats of registration in the 
Medical Faculty must be presented at the beginning of each 
year to the Dean of the Faculty of Arts; and at the end of 
each session in the first two years certificates of attendance 
on lectures and of passing the corresponding examinations 
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>nust also be presented. At the end of the Third and Fourth 
* Ca y s certlficat es must be presented to show that the full 
curriculum of the Medical Faculty for the year ha- been 
completed. 

A certificate of Licentiate in Arts will be given along with 
the professional degree in Medicine to those who, previous to 
entrance upon their professional studies proper, have com¬ 
pleted two years in the Faculty of Arts, and have duly passed 
the prescribed examinations therein. 

The faculty of Medicine strongly recommends students to 
take an Arts course before beginning Medicine, whenever 
possible, devoting special attention to Chemistry, Biology 
Physics, and German. Should a student have but one year 
at his disposal he is advised to take Chemistry, Biology and

GRADUATE AND ADVANCED COURSES. 

The Faculty of Medicine in 1896, established post-graduate 
and special courses in connection with the Montreal General 
and Royal Victoria Hospitals and the various laboratories in 
the University buildings. These courses will be continued i„ 
1908-1909. 

A special detailed programme will be prepared, and will be 
sent on application in April next. 

. Arrangements have also been made to accommodate a lim¬ 
ited number of such graduates who desire advanced and re¬ 
search work. 

Commodious laboratories for advanced work have been 
equipped m connection with the Pathological and Clinical de¬ 
partments of both the Royal Victoria and Montreal General 
Hospitals, and in connection with the general laboratories for 
Physiology and Chemistry. 

Recent graduates of recognized universities desiring to 
qualify for examinations by advanced laboratory courses or 
who wish to engage in special research, may enter at any time 





by giving notice, stating the course desired and the time at 
their disposal. 

All the regular clinics and demonstrations of both hospitals 
will be open to such students on the same conditions as to 
undergraduates in medicine of this University. 

Further details regarding courses, fees, ets., may be obtained 
on application to the Registrar. 

SPECIAL COURSES IN HYGIENE. 

In the session 1899-1900 the Faculty instituted a post¬ 
graduate course in Public Health and Sanitary Service and 
since that time other courses as described below have been in¬ 
stituted. 

Special instruction is given in this department, leading to 
the Diploma of Public Health; also for Engineers, Architects, 
and those wishing to include this subject in their final exam¬ 
ination for the degree of Doctor of Philosophy (Ph.D.). 

(1) Diploma Course in Public Health. 

Candidates undertaking this course must have possessed a 
Degree in Medicine, or other qualification for practice, for at 
least twelve months before he is competent' to receive the 
diploma. The course prescribed are as follows:— 

1. A course of lectures in Public Health (to be omitted in 
the case of candidates who have attended such a course be¬ 
fore graduation). 

2. A three months’ course in Bacteriology, special attention 
being directed to the pathogenic organisms and parasites— 
such course to be omitted on presentation of proof that it has 
previously been taken. 

3. A six months’ course of practical study of out-door 
sanitary work under a medical officer of health (to be omitted 
in the case of- medical health officers holding appointments 
prior to the establishment of this diploma course). 

4. Three months’ attendance and clinical instruction at a 
hospital for infectious diseases (unless such course has al¬ 
ready been taken prior to graduation). 














5 - Three months’ instruction in sanitary Chemistry and 
Physics, with practical work in a chemical laboratory. 

The examination for the Diploma shall cover the following 
subjectsexamination of clinical cases at an infectious hos¬ 
pital ; the drawing up of outlines for annual and other reports 
of officers of health; a report upon the sanitary condition of 
some actual locality; the chemical analysis of liquids and gases 
and of specimens of food; demonstration of the consideration 
and use of meteorological, hygienic and sanitary apparatus : 
microscopical examination of specimens submitted; description 
of specimens - of human and other diseased tissues; practical 
examination in the employment of the usual bacteriological 
methods; the inspection of carcasses of animals to be used 
for food. 

The above examination shall be written, oral and practical, 
and shall extend over a period of four days. 

The following is a list of subjects included in the curricu 
lum of '•tudv;— 

O) Sanitary Chemistry Examination of air, gases, water, 
the action of water on metals, milk, fool and beverages; 
detection of poisons in articles of dress and of decoration; 
the chemistry of sewage. 

( b ) Sanitary Physics:— Principles of statics, pneumatics, 
hydraulics, light and photometry, heat and thermometry, 
the principles of hygrometry, (only in their application to 
hygiene). 

(c) Sanitary Legislation Statutes and by-laws relating to 
public health; the powers of public sanitary authorities. 

(d) Bacteriology and Parasitology: —Modes of propagation 
of disease and transmission of disease between man and man. 
and man and animals; bacteriological analysis in relation to 
public health matters; natural history of microbes and animal 
parasites. 

(e) Vital Statistics: —Calculation and tabulation of returns 
of births, marriages, deaths, and diseases. 

(/) Meteorology and Climatology, i.i eluding the geogra¬ 
phical and topographical distribution of disease. 
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(g) Preventive Medicine and Practical Sanitation. 

The fee for the Diploma, including laboratory fee, shall be 
$50.00. 

(2) Course for Civil Engineers. 

This course is given to meet the requirements of engineers, 
particularly those making a specialty of sanitary engineering. 

The object of the instruction is to elucidate the public health 
principles involved in engineering problems, e.g., ventilation, 
water supplies, sewage disposal, and drainage ssystems. 

(3) Course for Architects. 

Special instruction is given in those branches of public 
health relating to Architectural Work, e.g., lighting and heat¬ 
ing, ventilation, sanitary fixtures, draining and plumbing. 

(4) Course for the Degree of Doctor of Philosophy, 

(Ph.D.). 

Hygiene, or some particular branch of it, may be taken out 
as a minor subject in the final examination for the Ph.D. 
degree. Special arrangements are made to suit the student 
in order that the work done in this department shall be a 
supplement to his major subject taken out in Applied Science. 

(5) Course for Promotion in the Army Medical Corps. 

As hygiene forms one of the compulsory subjects in the 
examination for promotion in the Permanent Armv Medical 
Corps, special classes are held for the purpose of giving in¬ 
struction in this subject—particular attention being paid 
to Military Hygiene. 

The attendance in this class counts towards the require¬ 
ments for the Diploma of Public Health. 

Courses (2) and (3) can be commenced at any time during 
the session, and usually are of about three months duration. 

A small fee will be charged for each of the Courses (2), 
(3), (4) and (5). 
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CLINICAL INSTRUCTION. (Four Years- Course).

In the Alexandra Hospital for Contagious Diseases, students 

of the third and fourth years will receive bedside instruction 
m groups. 

Clinical Clerks in the medical and surgical wards of both 
Hospitals are appointed every three months, and each one 
during h,s term of service conducts, under the immediate di¬ 
rection of the Clinical Professors, the reporting of all cases in 
the ward allotted to him. Students are required to show a 
certificate of having acted for six months as clinical clerk in 
medicine and six months in surgery, and are required to have 
reported at least ten cases in medicine and ten in surgery 
! he instruction obtained as clinical clerk is found to be of the 
greatest possible advantage to students, as affording a true 
practice! training for his future professional life. 

Dressers are also appointed to the Out-door Departments 
°r tIiese appointments, application is to be made to the Assis¬ 
tant Surgeons, or to the resident surgeon in charge of the out¬ 
patient department. 

The large number of patients affected with diseases of the 
eye and of the ear, nose and throat, now attending the special 
c mics at both hospitals afford ample opportunity to students 
to become familiar with all the ordinary affections of those 
organs, and to make themselves proficient in the use of the 
various instruments used in examining them, and it is hoped 
that every student will thus seek to gain a practical knowledge 
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of these important branches of Medicine and Surgery. Oper¬ 
ations are performed on the eye and on the ear and nose and 
throat after the out-door patients have been seen, and students 
are invited to attend the same, and as far as practicable to 
keep such cases under observation so long as they remain in 
the Hospital. 

There are also special departments in both Hospitals for 
Gynaecology, Pediatrics, Neurology and Orthopaedics, directed 
by specialists in these branches. Students are thus enabled 
to acquire special technical knowledge under skil'ed direction. 
Ttye plan of teaching practical Gvnxcology for the past five 
years with marked success has been the limitation of the 
number of students attending each clinic to four. 

A large number of Clinics are given at both Hospitals in 
Dermatology, thus affording a practical training in affections 
of the skin rarely obtained by medical st dents. 

A special clinic for diseases of the Genito-Urinary Organs 
has been established at the Royal Victoria Hospital. 

Clinical instruction will be given in the wards of the Pro¬ 
testant Hospital for the Insane at Verdun. 

The Clinical teaching in Infectious Diseases will be given 
in the wards of the new Alexandra Hospital for Contagious 
Diseases. 


Hospitals. 


The City of Montreal is celebrated for the number and im¬ 
portance of its public charities. Among these its public hos¬ 
pitals are the most prominent and widely known. Those in 
which medical students of McGill University will receive 
clinical instruction are: (i) The Montreal General Hosoital; 
(2) The Royal Victoria Hospital; (3) The Montreal Mater¬ 
nity Hospital; (4) The Alexandra Hospital for Contagious 
Diseases. (5) The Protestant Hospital for the Insane. 

The Montreal General Hospital has for many years been the 
most extensive clinical field in Canada. The old buildings, 
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having proved inadequate to meet the increased demand for 
hospital accommodation, have been increased by the addition 
Of two surgical pavilions, the Campbell Memorial, and the 
Greenshields Memorial, and of a new surgical theatre. Plans 
have been prepared for the complete remodelling of the 
hospital and the further addition of a new out-patient depart¬ 
ment, a new clinical amphitheatre and clinical laboratories. 
T he Royal Victoria Hospital at the head of University

Montreal General Hospital. . 

This Hospital consists of a Surgical, a Medical and a Patho¬ 
logical Department. 

The Surgical Department has two large pavilions, contain¬ 
ing four wards 135 feet long by 35 feet broad, with an inter¬ 
vening and connecting building in which is a large operating 
leatre of the most modern type, capable of seating over 3^0 
students. In connection with this are preparation, etherizing, 
instrument, sterilizing and surgeons’ rooms, also smaller oper¬ 
ating rooms. The surgical pavilions accommodate over one 
hundred patients. 

The old part of the hospital, consisting of the Reid, Rich¬ 
ardson and Morland wings, has been completely rebuilt and 
remodelled, and forms the Medical Department. This part 
contains four wards, 100 feet by 40, and is arranged for 150 
beds. In tins building there are wards for gynaecological 
and ophthalmological patients, and a number of private wards 
and laboratories for Clinical Chemistry. There is also a med¬ 
ical amphitheatre capable of seating 150 students and a gyme- 
co ogical operating room fitted up in the most modern manner. 

ie central part of the old building is for administration 
purposes. 
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Plans have been prepared for a new building in which there 
will be adequate provision for the out-door department, which 
is increasing its work with great rapidity. Special pains are 
being taken to provide facilities for the proper teaching of 
students, with a clinical amphitheatre and laboratories con¬ 
venient to the various departments. This building when con. 
pleted will be one of the most modern and spacious on this 
continent. 

The Pathological Department has been recently completely 
reorganized under the direction of Dr. C. W. Duval. In this 
building students are offered every opportunity of perfecting 
their knowledge of morbid anatomy and pathological histology. 
Special opportunities and personal encouragement are given 
to those desirous of prosecuting special research work in 
bacteriology and pathology. 

A much larger number of patients receive treatment in the 
Montreal General Hospital than in any other Canadian hos¬ 
pital. Last year's report shows that over three thousand 
Medical and Surgical cases were treated in the wards, and the 
great proportion of these were acute cases as may be gathered 
from the fact that the average duration of residence was only 
20.58 days. There are upward of forty-five thousand consul¬ 
tations annually in the out-door department of the Hospital. 

The Royal Victoria Hospital. 

This Hospital is situated a short distance above the Univer¬ 
sity Grounds on the side of the Mountain, and overlooks the 
city. It was founded in July, 1887, by the munificence of 
Lord Mount Stephen and Lord Strathcona, who gave one 
million dollars for this purpose. 

The buildings, which were opened for the reception of pa¬ 
tients on the first of January, 1894, were designed by Mr. 
Saxon Snell of London, England, to accommodate between 
250 and 300 patients. 

The Hospital is composed of four main buildings, con¬ 
nected together by stone bridges; an Administration Block 
in the centre and a wing on the east side for medical patients.

I he Surgical wing contains three large wards, each 123 feet 
ong y 2 feet 6 inches wide, four wards each 40 feet by 32 
feet and twenty-seven private and isolation wards, averaging 
1 ' eet by 12 feet; also ttfo surgical theatres with a sealing 
capacity for 250, with six rooms adjacent for preparation of 
patients. 

In this wing also is the ward for Gym-ecology. There is 
an Isolation Pavilion for infectious dieases. 
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The Montreal Maternity. 


The Faculty has great pleasure in announcing that the Cor¬ 
poration of the Montreal Maternity has erected a large new 
building fitted with the most modern appliances, situated at 
the corner of Prince Arthur and St. Urbain streets. Students 
will therefore have greatly increased facilities for obtaining a 
practical knowledge of obstetrics and diseases of infancy. An 
improved Tarnier-Budin phantom is provided for the use of 
the students, and every facility afforded for acquiring a prac¬ 
tical knowledge of the various obstetric manipulations. The 
Institution is under the direct supervision of the Professor of 
Obstetrics, who devotes much time and attention to individual 
instruction. Students who have attended the course in Ob¬ 
stetrics during the winter and spring terms of the Third Year 
will be furnished with cases in rotation, which they will be 
required to report arid attend till convalescent. 

An Externe service in connection with the Maternity has 
been established, one of the resident assistants and a nurse 
being sent out to attend deseiving cases in their own homes. 
Students who have had six cases in the hospital and who 
notify the Medical Superintendent of their desire to do extern 
work are assigned to these cases in rotation, accompanying 
the resident officers whenever possible and conducting the case 
under his supervision. 

Clinical Obstetrics has been placed upon the same basis as 
Clinical Medicine and Surgery, and a final clinical examina¬ 
tion has been instituted. Every student must give in two com¬ 
plete clinical reports of cases observed by himself before pre¬ 
senting himself for the final clinical examination. Marks are 
given for these reports in the Final examination for degree. 
Regular courses of clinical lectures are given throughout the 
session, special attention being paid to the important subject 
of infant feeding. The Walker-Gordon process of modifying 
milk is explained and demonstrated.

Museums. 
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The Anatomical Museum was completely destroyed and the 
Museum of Pathology seriously damaged by the recent fire 
in the Medical buildings. Both these departments are, how¬ 
ever, rapidly collecting new specimens, many have already 
been received from the Army and Navy Museum of Washing¬ 
ton, D.C., and from other institutions. The Museum of Public 
Health and Preventive Medicine and the Museum of Phar¬ 
macy were not damaged, and are still available for teaching 
purposes. 

Each collection is arranged and selected with the primary 
object of making it a teaching museum. The several collec¬ 
tions are open to students and the public between 9 a.m. and 
6 p.m. 

Pathological Museum. 

Prof. J. G. Adami, Director.

Since the organization of the Medical Faculty the Patholo¬ 
gical Museum has been one of its most cherished objects. 
Some specimens still remain upon its shelves donated by the 
founders of the College (not bly a unique case of Cor. Biatri- 
nen Triloculare, reported by Dr. Andrew Holmes in 1823), 
and for the last fifty years the rich pathological material fur¬ 
nished by the Montreal General Hospital has been collected 
here. Many specimens are also now yearly received from the 
Royal Victoria Hospital, and the Faculty is also indebted to 
many medical men throughout Canada and the United States 
for important contributions. 

The recent fire did severe damage to the Museum and its 
contents, but, fortunately, through the efforts of the Curator 
and Staff and the active assistance of a large body of students, 
much that is of great value was saved. The severest loss 
was that of the “ bone room ” and its contents—many hun¬ 
dreds of specimens. These were wholly destroyed and with 
them the results of close upon twenty years of work by M. 
Baily, the osteologist. Many of the specimens, admirably 
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mounted, are practically irreplaceable. Extensive syphilitic 
lesions of the various bones are rare now-a-days compared 
with the middle of last ce tury, while the settlement of the 
country and improved surgery make severe malpositions after 
fracture also relatively rare. With the bone collection there 
was also completely lost the valuabl - collection of calculi and 
concrements of various orders, brought together in the first 
place by the late Professor Fenwick, and mounted and greatly 
augmented during the last fifteen years. The gynecological 
collection, which had just been rearranged and catalogued by 
Ur. W W. Chipm: n, has al o perished, while the collection of 
morbid anatomical specimens from the domestic animals re¬ 
cently donated by Dr. Duncan Me Each ran has been seriously 
damaged. Beyond this the specimens have largely been saved 
—the singularly rich collection of disturbances of the heart 
and vascular system, including Dr. Osier’s series of cases of 
acute endocarditis, is almost i Vet, a . are the coll ction of 
diseases of the respiratory, urinary, nervous and male genital 
systems, and of the spleen and ductless glands. 


To restore this loss generous gifts have already been re¬ 
ceived from several sources, of which first and foremost must 
be mentioned a collection of more than 200 specimens ilustrat- 
mg the different forms of injury and repair of the main bones 
by gun-shot wounds, all admirably mounted, from the Surgeon- 
Ceneral of the United States and the Army Medical Museum 
at Washington. Other comparative, osteological and morbid 
anatomical specimens from the same source-an equal amount 
and of almost equal value. The Museum is also indebted to 
ro . J. Orth, of Berlin, for some valuable duplicates of speci¬ 
mens from the great Virchow Museum in Berlin, as again to 
various museums connected with the great London hospitals, 
among which St. Bartholomew’s deserves particular mention. 
W ith these and other gifts promised the Museum, this depart¬ 
ment should rapidly be restored, not merely for teaching pur¬ 
poses, but to its position as the most important pathological 
museum on this Continent. 
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A very large number of new specimens received during the 
year had been mounted and were waiting in the Curator’s 
room for the final act of being numbered. These, unfortu¬ 
nately, were destroyed in the fire, and under these conditions 
it will be useless to afford, as in previous years, a list of the 
specimens collected during the year. 

It is hoped that in the calendar for next year we shall be 
able to announce the construction of a museum worthy of 
the collections of the Faculty, embracing under one roof the 
collections of Anatomy, Comparative Anatomy, Osteology, 
Human and Comparative Pathology. 

Curator’s Report. 

The Committee of the Pathological Museum acknowledges 
with many thanks the following donations which have been 
received since the fire, which have been ge erously sent in 
with a view to replacing the large collection which was de¬ 
stroyed :

Museum of Anatomy. 

The late disastrous fire completely destroyed the Museum 
of Anatomy, but steps have been taken to replace the teaching 
material, and already the department is well supplied. Many 
specimens have been received from the Army and Navy 
Museum of Washington, D.C., an 1 from other institutions. 
Numbers of models and bone preparations have been received 
from France and Germany, and during the session models of 
Viscera and Brain and also many dissections and cross sec¬ 
tions have been added. 

Museum of Hygiene. 

Director :—Prof. T. A. Starkey. 

This Museum has been established from the interest accru¬ 
ing through the endowment of the Chair of Hygiene by Lord 
Strathcona and Mount Royal in 1893. 

The material in the Museum has been rearranged with a 
view to exhibiting not only specimens of the best and most 
approved types of appliances in each particular branch of 
Public Health, but also examples of types which are to be 
avoided on Hygienic Principles. In order to facilitate study 
and reference, the specimens have been classified ypon a de¬ 
cimal system under the following sections: 

1. Disinfection .—Including disinfecting apparatus, disinfec¬ 
tants and antiseptics. 









2. Lighting and Heating. —Showing contrivances used for 
these purposes. 

3. Water. —Showing underground water and supplies drawn 
from it; methods of purification on large and small scales, 
including domestic filtration; exhibits of all the common modes 
of pollution of water supplies. 

4. Buildings. —Effects of ground moisture on dwellings; 
building of all kinds, and measures to be taken against damp¬ 
ness and foul air. 

5. Soil. —Various kinds of soils, relation between soil and 
dampness, permeability of soils to gas and water, composi¬ 
tion of soils. 

6. Air. — Including ventilation, climate and meteorology, 
with apparatus illustrative of each class. 

7. Drainage and Refuse Disposal. — This section includes 
every description of sanitary appliance used in building, drain¬ 
age, and ultimate disposal of refuse, both liquid and solid. 
The section also includes types of faulty methods. 

8. foodstuffs. —Adulterations and modes of transmission 
of disease. 

Clothing. —Materials and their value for clothing. 

9. Vital Statistics. —Administration, etc. 

10. Bacteriology and Pathology relating to Public Health .— 
Including specimens and slides of all the Common Micro¬ 
organisms, Pathogenic and non Pathogenic, Specimens of 
Pathological conditions met with in Meats, etc. 

In addition to the regular Museum Exhibit there is a col¬ 
lection of over 100 lantern slides illustrative of phases of 
Hygiene. The slides have been so arranged as to be available 
for demonstrations as hand specimens. These slides as well 
as all the specimens in the Mueseum are card catalogued, and 
a projecting lantern is available for their demonstration. 

The following are some of the principal exhibits:—Set of 
Knight’s diagrams and models; working models illustrating 
house drainage, closets, etc., sewer air, movements of soil air: 
Doulton’s models of drainage, damp proof construction, ab¬

of heating and ventilation; building materials; fire proofing; 
estimation of carbonic acid and moisture in the air; meteoro¬ 
logical observation; water supply, water piping; water filtra- 
tions of public and domestic supplies; pollution of water sup¬ 
plies; ground water level; sewage and refuse disposal; food 
supply; food adulteration; examination of milk supplies; dis¬ 
infection, disinfectants.

ihe Library of the Medical Faculty now comprises upwards 
of twenty-five thousand volumes, the largest special library 
connected with a medical school on this continent. 

The valuable libraries of the late Professors Robert Palmer 
Howard, George Ross, Richard L. MacDonald, T. Johnston 
Allow ay, Dr. Allen Ruttan and Professor William Wright, 
have been donated to the Medical Faculty. 

The valuable libraries of the Montreal Veterinary Medical 
Association and of the Society of Comparative Psychology 
have been deposited with the Faculty of Medicine, and are 
available for readers. 

The Faculty is also indebted to Dr. D. McEachran for the 
fine library of the late Dr. Gadsden, and for a large number 
of rare and valuable works bearing on comparative medicine. 

The standard text-books and works of reference, together 
with complete files of the leading periodicals, are on the 
shelves. Students may consult any work of reference in the 
library between 9 a.m. and 6 p.m., and from 7.30 to 10.30 p.m. 

During the disastrous fire which destroyed a portion of the 
Medical Buildings the Library was seriously damaged by 
water, necessitating a great deal of rebinding and repairing. 
Unfortunately the more valuable books suffered the most, 
owing to the roof .of the fire-proof stack allowing the entry 
of water. In the reading rooms, owing to the prompt and 
efficient work of our students, tarpaulins were spread early 
and effectually protected the books. 

The receipt of many letters of sympathy and of not a few 
donations of books and pamphlets has been most gratifying 
to the Faculty. These have been suitably acknowledged in 
the annual report of the Library. 

Until the new medical building is ready the medical works 
are placed in the Redpath Library, where the University 
authorities have reserved a large reading room for the teach¬ 
ers and students of this Faculty. 











I. During the College Session the Library is open daily (ex¬ 
cept Sundays and general public holidays) from 9 a.m. till 
6 p.m., and from 7.30 to 10.30 every evening. During vaca¬ 
tion from 9 a.m. to 5 p.m. 

II. The stack room is not open to students or to the public. 

III. The books in the Library are classed in two divisions: 
1st, those which may be taken from the Library; 2nd, those 
which may not, under any circumstances, be removed from 
the Library. The latter class includes all catalogues, diction¬ 
aries, encyclopedias and current journals. 

IV. Students will be allowed to use regular text-books only 
in the Library. Any other book may be taken out at 5.30 p.m. 
to be returned the next day. If books so removed from the 
Library are not returned punctually, a fine will be imposed, 
and if the delay be serious the student may be suspended from 
the use of the Library at the discretion of the Librarian. 

V. Students may take out beoks, subject to the above re¬ 
gulations, to the number of three volumes at one time. 

VI. Books may be taken from the Library only after they 
have been especially asked for and charged at the delivery 
desk; borrowers who cannot attend personally must sign and 
date an order, giving the titles of the books desired and the 
name of the person deputed to procure the same. 


VII. Damage to or loss of books shall be made good to the 
satisfaction of the Librarian and of the Library Committee. 
Writing or making any mark upon any book belonging to the 
Library is unconditionally forbidden. Any persons found 
guilty of wilfully damaging any book in any way shall be ex¬ 
cluded from the Library, and shall be debarred from the use 
thereof for such time as the Library Committee may deter¬ 
mine. 

VIII. Silence must be strictly observed in the Library. 

IX. Infringement of any of the rules of the Library will

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subject the offender to a fine or suspension of the privileges, 
or to such other penalty as the nature of the case may require.

General Announcement. 

In the Autumn of 1903 the Dental Association of the Pro¬ 
vince of Quebec approached the University, asking that a 
dental department be instituted in connection with the Medical 
Faculty, and as a result of negotiations continuing through the 
session of 1903-04, the University has established such a 
department. This department is not independent, but is a 
section of the Medical Faculty. 

Under the regulations that have been established governing 
the Dental Department, students may register in dentistry 
after passing the matriculation required of students of Medi¬ 
cine in McGill University, but those wishing to prrctice in the 
Province of Quebec, except those who hold a degree in Arts 
from a recognized British or Canadian University, must pass 
the matriculation examination of the College of Dental Sur¬ 
geons of the Province of Quebec. 

The course demanded of students in this department extend^ 
over four years and lead up to the degree of D.D.S. In the 
first year the curriculum is that demanded of students in the 
Medical Faculty for the same period. In the second year 
students of Dentistry will finish their course in Anatomy at 
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Christmas, the course in Chemistry will not be so extensive 
as for the Medical student, and special lectures will be given 
m Physiology, Pharmacology and Histology. Pharmacy as 
in the medical course. There will be also courses in Oper¬ 
ative Dental Technique, Prostrate Technique, and Dental 
Anatomy for second year students. The practical work of the 
last two years will be conducted at the Dental College, special 
courses of lectures being delivered at the McGill Medical 
College. 

Requirements for the Degree. 

The degree of Doctor of Dental Surgery (D.D.S.) will be 
conferred by McGill University on any student who has ful¬ 
filled the following requirements:— 

1. He must be of the full age of 21 years. 

2. Pie must be of good moral character. 

3 - He must have passed all required examinations. 

4. He must have completed the full term of four years. 

5. He must have paid all fees.
